TAGOUE LAW PROFJ^.SSORSHIP 

Tho Hon’ble Prasuuiio Cooinar Tcigoro, C.S.T., oiio of the Fellows of the 
University, who died on tho 30t)i August, 1868, iDeqiieathed iNy his will, 
dated the 10th Ootoi'or, 1862, to tho IJnivorsity a monthly al! )wauco of 
Rs. 1,000 for tho purpose of founding a Professorsliip of Law in connection 
with til© University tv> bo called tho “dhig^^ro Law Professorship/* The 
terms ot the bequest arc given in tlio following extract from tho will (4 
Bengal Law Reports, O.U.d. Iu3, at p. 116) : — 

• “1 am desirous of founding a Law Professorship to bo called tho ‘Tagore 
Law Professorship’ nud of ])rovidiug nn ad«‘(piat(^ remuneration for the 
Professor who shall till tho choir provided by mo. I direct that my Trustees 
or Trustee do and shall, as .>>^)n as may coiivoniontly bo after my death, 
invest in Governuu'ut Scenri+ios, suc.ii a sum of money taken from my 
personalty cfr,J;y cTcca’ces, from the inconie of my real estate at the discretion 
of my Trustees or Trustee as will }v.v)du-'c l‘io monthly sum of Rs. 1,000 and 
that when such sum lias beeu inv< sted, the same may bo tissigued, transferred 
and made over to the Univer-ity of (‘alcuita, to be hold upon the following 
trust, tiiat is to say, in trust to p-ay out of the io.terest accruing duo there- 
from, the ameual sum of Ks. lu.ooo*' by equal monthly payments to the 
Tagore Law Pri<fcssor, for clic beiuLU ami in trust to apply the residue 

of the interest in the mann‘'r laccancdtor incjit ionod. And I desire that tmtil 
such sum shall have beim so inv«‘st< d and made over as hcreii^before directed 
rny said Trustees or Trustee s' all eitlior from tho proceeds of my personal 
estate or fibm the rents, issues, aiivl ]>rohts arising from iny real ])ropcrty 
pay the sum of Rs. 1,0IM) a rno.ntli t<, tho Ihdversity of Cahnitta to be ap]>hed 
by tho University in the s.uue maui!.er and for tiio same purpose as tho in- 
‘ terest to accrue due from the fiimls whicli I have Ijcreiubeforo directed, to 
be made over to tho Uuivorsii y. Ami I declare that tho right of ai)])ointing 
a Profo.s^or to tlie«said ' I’agore Law Pr ■vrc-,s*>rship’ and removing and dis- 
missifig fho incumbent inert iVv>m shall I vested in the Senate of tho Uni- 
versity. Ajyn.1 that tlie first a ; »( (dutmemt shall be made so as to begin to take 
Effect not later than tho end (Tone year froni the date of death ; my will is 
that tho ‘Tagore Law Professor’ siiall read or dtdiver at some place wit hin tho 
town of Cahnitta.f one cornplcle course of Law lectures without clinrgo, to 
the students aaid otlier persons who tnuy attend such lectures. Within six 
months after tlio (ielivery of such courso of lectures, the lectures shall bo 
printed and not loss than hOO copies thereof shall bo distributed gratuitously. 
I desire that tho expense of sm-h iwirifing and distribution may bo defrayed 
out of tho resiflue of tlie annual interest of tho said fund. Whatever portion 
6f the residue nmy remain after defraying tlio expenses, I desire that it may 
bo deamted to tho printing and publication of approved works on Law of 
Jurisprudence. It is my will that tho said ‘Tagoro Law Professorship* 
sliali, save as fterein provided, be as to bo tho kiml of J.aw which is to bo 
taught and in all other rnattprs and things, regulated hy and subject to the 
control of tho Houato of tho said University.” 


♦ Tho ijresent salary is Rs. 9,000 per annum. 
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The scheme for the lectures, as adopted and subsequently modified by 
the Senate on the 19th December, 1931, and 16th September, 1945 stands 
as follows ; — 

1. In the month of Jime in each year, the Faculty of Law shall select 
not more than three subjects, upon one of which the Professor for the year 
after the next shall be required to deliver a^course of at least twelve lectures, 

2. Immediately after the subject qp subjects shall have been thus 
selected, advertivsoments shall be published in such newspapem as the Syn- 
dicate may think proper, stating the subject or subjects so selected and 
inviting applications ft'om candidates for the *Professorship. 

3. Candidates shall send in their applications to the Registrar on or 
before the 1st May of the second year following the announcement of the 
subjects for the Professorship, and each candidate^shall forward with his 
applioatioji ono huncJred copies of a brief sjmopsis of his proposed lectures 
and also the same number of copies of his introductory lecture or his first 
lootiiro. ^Phe syiropsis should not be a bare onumoratioi; of headings but 
should bo such that it would be j^ossible for the examiners to form there- 
from a?x idea botii of the subject matter and of tho method of treatment, 

4. copies of introductory lectures and brief synopses so sent shall 

bo* referred by the Fa mlty of Law to a Special Committee consisting of ^e 
Doan of the Faculty and not leas than four other persons to be selected for 
thoir special cornpetouce iti this behalf, who shall consider the same and 
report to trio Fumilty on their a<ljudication#upon tlie relative claims of tho 
canflidates with a floiinito rocoinmendatton as to whether any of them has 
readied ;i siinicieiitlv high standard to merit appointmont to lilie Professor- 
sl^lp, and upon such report the Faculty shall, uniess thoydccide to take 
aoti< 3 n nn(lor Kule 5* A, recoinaiend a candidate to tho Soixato for election. 
In (;a^e the Fa^aiUy decide to take action under Rule 5-A, the Faculty shall 
report to the Senate accordingly. , * 

6. The ohvd ion of the Professor shall take place in the month of August- 

5- A. d’hat If no application is received in accordance with Rule 3, or 
if tho Facnlty of T.asv are satisfied, upon the report of the Committee men* 
tiono<l in Rule tii it tho introductory lectures and the brief synopses sub- 
rnitted !)y the candidat cs do t'ot evince sutlicient merit to justify the appoint, 
inoiit of iiny of thonx jus Ib'-ofessor, tho Faculty shall take to invito a 

suibable scholar to a-. cepi tlie appointment and to deliver a course of lectures 
on sucJi suhiect a.s niav Ih> determined by the Faculty in consultation with 
the n<>an. fho n amo of tho person so nominated, togotlier with the names 
of tho (U’irnnal e^ppli^amts sliall bo submitted to tho Senate with a full report 
bv the Faculty ‘>u the matter. Tlio Senate sliall tlyjix elect a Professor 
or uivc suc,h further direction as may bo doomed necessary. ♦ ^ 

ii Tho Professor, whetlier elected under Rule 5 or shall, not later 
tlim (h.- oxpiry ''f MiP twolvo inontlis from tho dnto of his ek-'btion, forw%rd 
to tlio Roiiistrar u co.oolcho opv (mnnusoript or typewritten) of the iMtnres 
which ho proposes to deliver. The copy shall bo fortl)j(nth referred by tlie 
F.vouU v of I.aw to a Fommittoo of not more thaij three persons to bo .selected 
for their competence in this behalf, who shall oyamino the same and, 

before tho oxpirv of t wo mouths from the dnto of tho submis-sion of the copy 
bv the PrefoHSor to the Registrar, report to tho Faculty whether the work 
is' oomploto and rendv for tho press.

7 If the Professor fails to submit tho copy of tho lectures as required 
bv rule or if tlie copy submitted be found on examination to be incomplete 
and not reLdv for the press, the matter shall be referred to tjie Facill^ of 
Law, upon whoso recommendation the Senate may either extend the time 
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or cancel the appointment. In the event of tlie appointment being can- 
oeUed, the Senate shall take fresh steps for the appomtment of a Professor. 

8. The salary of the Professor shall bo paid on the first day of the 
month by instalments : the first instalment to bo paid on tlio first day of 
the, month following that in which the first loetnre is delivered.

(Fobmerly designated as MINTO PROFIYSSORSI LIP OF ECONOMICS) 

• 

To commemorate the Jubilee of the University of Calcutta w liicli was 
oelebratod in 190^, the Hou’hle Mr. dusticc Asutoslx Mookorjee, the then 
Vice-Chancellor of the University, profa)sed to the Goveruiueiit of India that 
a Professorship of Ec(3nomic,s should ho established. This pri)posal was 
accepted by ^iovu^rnm^'nt, and the Senate rosolved, on the 1 Itli April, 199S, 
that the Chair sVio.dd l)e named afbu' the Earl of Minto, the then (,'hancellor 
of the University. The first appointment to the Cliair was made in 1909 
aud the Chair was maintained hy the Ooveramont of India from Central 
Revenues up to 7th March, 1940, after whi(;h date the Government of 
India discontinued the grarvt for its mairiteuance. 

The^overnment of India having intim ited tiieir decision to discontinue 
the grant for the maintcnin(%3 of the (-hnir aftt*r 7th Marcli, 1940, a re- 
prefeentation was made to that Government tiirout^h the Governniout of 
Bengal, in which the latter Government was rcfjuested that they might 
•urge upon the Centr{|l Government to nM^onsidor tiieir decision and continue 
the grant as before and that, in case the U)utiMl Govern menb declined to 
do so, the grant might be continued by the floverrimout of Ihaigal. The 
Central Government expressed their inaliility to revise tiieir decision. 
The Government of Bengal was tliereur>on addressed with the request 
that the grant might bo contrif)uted from Provincial revenues. The 
Government of Bengal, in reply, observed that the University should 
finance tfie Professorship from its own Fund. A further ropresontation 
was then made to the Government of Bengal and tiio University was in- 
formed that the)^ were unable to modify their previous decision on the 
subject. The University thereupon decided, on 27th January, 1940, to 
finance the Chair from its own Fund. On the recommendation of the 
Execi^tive Committee of the Council of Post-Grmluatc Teaching in Arts 
the Syndicate decided to designate the Cliair ns the University Professor- 
ship of Economics. The change of designation was reported to the Kenate 
on 24th February, 1940. The proposal was subsequently approveti by 
Government. The following rules for tho appointment and conditionB 
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of service attached to the University Professorship of Economics were 
adopted by the Senate on 24th February, 1940 : — 

The appointment to the Professorship shall be made by the Senate. 
The salary of the Professor will be on the g:rado Rs. 700-50/2-1,000 a month. 

The Professor shall be subject to tbe following conditions ; — 

(1) He shall be a whole-time olHcer of the University and shall not 
without the sanction tof the Senate previoufly obtained hold any other 
office to which any salary, omolumonb or honorarium is attached. 

(2) He shall be entitled to the University Provident Fund. 

(3) He shall he entitled bo avail himself of the«regular academic vaca- 
tions aud^holi<lays of the University and shall be subject to such leave 
Rules as the Senate may pass from time to time. Ordinarily the appoint- 
ment sWll bo made for 5 years aft ^r which it may be renewed or made 
permiinent. 

The duties of the Professor will be as follows : — 

. (a) To devote himself to the investigation of the Science of Economics 
and its application to Indian problojns. • 

(h) To estimate and guide advanced study and research by students 
in the University of Calcutta. 

(c) To undertake regular teaching wof-k in the Post-Graduat-e Classes 
and to deliver not le^s tiian 4 lo^di res a week in his subject for the benefit 
of the M.A. sttiderits of tlie Post-Graduate Department of the University. 
The Professor shall suhj(M!t to su'’h instructions And rules regarding leave, 
rcsiden«*e and rotirein ad as may be decided by the University as applicable 
to the Professor. 

Applicatioiis for tiio ]’^of(^ssorsh^p shall be accompanied by (cf) a state- 
ment uf the original work of investigation in Economics which may have 
been done by tho (candidates, (h) testimonials to indicate special fitness 
for appointment to tin? Professorship. •

ACHARYYA BROJENDRANATH SEAL PROFESSORSHIP OF

(Formebly designated as GEORGE V PROFESSORSHIP OF 
* MENTAL AND MORAL SCIENCE)

In commemoration of tfie visit of Their Imperial Majesties King- 
Emperor George V and Queen-Empress Mary to India during 1911 and 
1912, His Excellency Utie Governor-General in Council, on the recom- 
mendation of the Syndicate and the Senate of the Calcutta University^ 
was pleased to sanction the foundation of a Professorship to be called the 
George V Professorship of Mental and Moral Science. At the Annual 
Convocation of the Senate in 1912 His Excellency the Chancellor made 
the important announcement that a recurring grant of Rs. 65,000 per 
annum would be made by the Government of India to the Calcutta Uni- 
versity for the purpose of higher teaching. The Syndicate, thereupon, 
decided that the University should have a Professor of Mental and Moral 
Science of its own. No provision existed at tliat time for the teaching of 
this branch of knowledge up lo^he M.A. standartl in any of the colleges 
in Calcutta, except the Scottish Church College where the arrangements 
for that purpose worn likely to be unfavour.tijly affootod by the impending 
retirement of Pi^fessor Stephen. Although elaborato Regulations for a 
course in Experimental rtvchology liad been framed in 1900, no arrange- 
ments were made or could bo made in any col love for the teaching of this 
increasingly important branch of knowledge. Menial and Moral Science 
has alwaj^ had great attraction foi Indian stiuhnits and important papers 
dealing with the topics under this hoa(i have been written by some of the 
g^^duates of this University. It was therefore ex}H?ct(>d that the esta- 
blishment of a special Cl^air in tlfo subject W(*uld siiinulato higher study 
and research on lines likely to })rovf' fruitful. )1 was resolved that the 
salary of the ^J^rofossor bo fixed at Rs. 12,000 per uuniun. 

The following rules, to bo a|)plicabl'‘ to the holders of tlie Chair, were 
adopted by the Senate on the 1 1th May, 1920 : ~

Ancient Indian History and (hilturo constitutes a branch of study in 
which researches can la' carried on by the advanced students with ev’cry 
hope of success. In 1012, tlie Syndicate wen* of opinion that the founda- 
tion of a Chair of Auc'iout Indian History ai'fl rulliire was proi>ably tlio 
foremost need of tho Calcutta UuN'orsity. It was pn'Viously dt'cid^'d that 
the money for tho Chair would Ix' met from tho s<d(j pro<‘oH‘ds f)f tho Matri- 
culation and Intermediate Sanskrit (N)urses and the Sanskrit Grammar 
published by the Uruversity. The (.'hair is now maintaiTiod from tho 
General Fund of tlie University. It was rt>solved that the (.'tiair be desig- 
nated the Carmichael Professorship of Ancitait Indian History anil Culture 
named after tlie then Rector of the Univi'rsity, Raron Carmichael of 
Skirling, and that tlie salary be fixeii at Rs. 12,000 per annum.

ASUTOSH PROFESSORSiilPS

To perpetuate the memory of the late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., 
C.S.I., etc., three Professorships called (1) the Asutosh Professorship of 
Sanskrit*, (2) the Asutosh Professorship , of Islamic Culture, and (3) the 
Asutosh Professorship of Mediaeval and Modern Indian History were 
founded. • 

. Tlie Senate originally proposed to found two Professorships, viz,^ (1) 
tljo Asutosh Professorship of Hauskrit and (2) the Asutosh Professorship 
of Islamic Culture in memory of the late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee. The 
salaries of these two Professors, it was proposed, would be met from the 
rentals of the shops on the ground floor of the Asutosh Building and in the 
event of these proving insuOicient in nnf year, the deficiency would be 
made up from tlio General Fund of the Univorsityv^ 

d'ho proposal was accoptofl by the Government of JBengal and the 
esta])lishinont of these two Chairs was sanctioned by Government in 
Se})t«unber, 192(3, Subsequently, on a representation made by the Uni- 
versity for financial help, for tho re-organisation of the teaching arrange- 
ments in Aral)ic, Persian and Sanskrit in the Post-Graduate Department, 
the (Jovornmont of Bengal, in their letter No. 173-T.Edn., of April, 1927, 
communicated their decision to make an annual grant of Rs. 12,000 to the 
University for tho apjxuatment of if Professor of Islamic Study and 
Culture and ^^nquired wliether, in these circumstances, the University 
would submit a revised pro|>osal for tlie utilization of tji© funds thus 
reirascfl from the rentals of tho Asutosh Building. * 

The University, thereupon, requested the Govermnent of Bengal to 
sanction thi) establishment of a third Chair to be called the “ Asutosh 
Chair of M(Hiiaeval and Modern Indian Plistory ” out of the funds tins 
released, on Govr'rnment undertaking to maintain tho Chair of Islamic 
Culture. * 

’Die proposal for the estalilishinent of tlio third Chair was safictioned 
by the Goveriuiient in A[)ril, 1930. ♦ ^ 

The Senate at flu'ir meeting held on tlie 19th November, 1927, sanc- 
tiouf'd a set of Rules governing each of the three Professorships.

SIR TARAKXATH PALIT PROFESSORSHIPS OF CHEMISTRY AND 

PH YSK’S 

Among the public -spiriti'd and geieu'ous benefactors of the I'niversity 
nrst and foremost rank must be af#<ignc<l to the lab' Sir 'Faraknath Palit who 
made a princely gift worth al>out Rs. 1 in 1912. Out of the incornt> 

derivable froyi this endowment two Chairs are maintained, oiu' of wliicli 
is designated* the Palit Professorship of Chemistry, and the other, the Palit 
Professorship of Physies. Out of the total v'alue of thf> (mdownu'nt, Km. 
Ij60,0()0 is set apart for the founding of a scholarship to be awardi'd to a 
distinguished graduate of high attainnuaits and (Jiarar‘t<'r, with a view to 
enabling him to pns’eed to some fon'ign Uiuv(*rsity or Universities for the 
purpose of a^lvaueed ^tudy and n'seanJi in some special branch of S<uence.* 
It is exfire^Jdy stated in tiie Trust Deed that tla^ f)bjeet of the Founder is th(' 
pn^TDotion and*<iifTusiM(' of sci»-ntitie and techni<’al (sluf'atiori and thtii cultiva- 
tion and advancement of science, pure and af)p!ied, among his co\mtrymen by 
and through indigenous agen<*y. The Seuab^ agreed, therefore, that the 
Chairs would alwayf he filled Ijy Indians (that is, persons born of Indian 
parents, as contra-distinguished from persons wffio are called Statutory 
Natives of fudia). The Professors-elfyt may, in the discretion of the 
Governing Body, bf3 required to receivu^ special training abroad before they 
enter upor the duties of their office. It shall ])o the (luty of the Professor

SIR RASHBEHARY CHOSE PROFESSORSHIPS OF APPLIED 

MATHEMATICS, PHYSICS, CHEMISTRY, BOTANY^ APPLIED 
CHEMISTRY AND APPLIED PHYSICS 

On the 8th of August, 1913, Sir Rashbehary Chose, Kt., C.S.I., C.I.E., 
M.A., D.L., Ph.D., offered to place at the disposal of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity the muuificont sum o^"* Ten Lakhs of Rupees for the promotion 
of Scientific And Teclmical E«iucation and for the Cultivation and Advance- 
ment of Science, Pure aad Applied, amongst his countrymen by and through 
indigenous agency on the Cs.)ndition3 stated in the following letter : — 

46, Theatre Road, 
Calcutta. 

8th August, 1913. 

My Dear Sir Asutosh, 

For some time past, it has-been my desire to place at the disposal of 
my University a substantial sum for the promotion of Scientific and Techni- 
cal Education and for the cultivation and afivancement of Science Pure 
and Apphed, amongst my countrymen by and through indigenous agency. 
I have now decided to make over to the University a sum of ton lakhs 
of Rupees in furtherance of the University College of Science, projected 
by you with the sanction of the Senate, and ray gift to the University 
will be iiade on the following conditions 

First, — IJhat the sum be invested in such approved securities as would 
produce an income, whenever practicable, of f<)ur per cent, per annum. 

Second. — The four University Prof'sso'ships or Chairs bo established 
one for each of the following subjects : — 

(а) Applied Mathematics 

(б) Physics 

(c) Chemistry 

(d) litany, with special reference to Agriculture 

Third, — ^That the Chairs mentioned be always filled by Indians (that 
is pefeons bom of Indian parents as contra -distinguished from persons 
who are called Statutory Natives of India). 

♦ Fourth. the salary of each Professor bo as nearly as possible 
a sum of six thousand rupees annually to be paid out of the income of tho 
fund ; but that it would be open to the Senate to supplement such sura 
fiom the University or other funds at their disposal from time to time. 


♦ The Professors have been placed in the grade Rs. 700 — 50/2 — 1,000 
by the Senate (4th June, 1938). 
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t Fifth , — That the appointments to the Chairs be made by the Senate 
upon the nomination of the Board to be constituted as stated hereinafter, 
and the power of removal of Professors by the Senate, if occasion should 
ever arise, be exercised only after the matter has been considered by thp 
said Board. ^ 

Sixth , — That every periion elected to one of those Chairs, whether he 
has been educated in this Jcountry or elsewhere may, in the dis(;retion of 
the Senate be required, bfjfore he enters upon the execution of the duties 
of his office, to receive special training, during a period of not less than 
one year and not more than two years, under the specialists in Europe, 
America, Japan or such other place outside India as the Senate may, in each 
instance, upon the recommendation of the Board, determine ; and that 
during such pbriod the Professor -elect be paid from the income of the fund, 
such allowance as the Senate may, upon the recommendation of the Board, 
determine so as to enable liim to receive a thorough theoretical and practical 
training in his special subjects. » 

Seventh . — That it bo the duty of each Professor — 

(a)- to carry on original research in his special subject with a view 
to extend the bounds of knowledge and to improve, by the application 
of liis researches the Arts, Industries, Manufactures and Agriculture of 
this country ; 

(h) to stimulate and guide research by advahcod students, and generallj 
to assist them in Post-Graduate work so as to foster tfie grovrth of real 
learning amongst our young men. •

Ehjhth . — That eight studentships be founded, each of the annual value 
of nine hundred rupees, to be paid out of the income of the fund ; that 
such studentships bo annually awarded by the Syndicate, on the recom 
mendation of the Board, to distinguished graduates who have taken* the 
Dogroo of Master in the Faculty of Arts, or the Faculty of Science and 
tlie twt> students bo attached to each Professor to carry on investigation 
under his guidance, and generally to assist him in his work of original re- 
snarch. , 

Ninth , — That a graduate, who has boon elected a student for any year 
bo eligible for re oIe(5tion, if his work has boon satisfactory, and th*e Senate 
may, in tiieir discretion, supplement the stipend payable to any student, 
from tlie University or otlior funds at their disposal ; provided nevertheless, 
that a graduate elected to one of those studentships shall devote himseli 
fixcilusively to research in his special subject, and shall nbt, so long as he 
holds the studentship, ongagod in the study of Law or any other oranch 
of professional knowledge. • • 

Tenth. —That subje^t to the general principles outlined above, the 
mode of appointment of Professors, the terms and conditions under which 


t 'fho following resolution re appointments to the Chairs was passed 
by the Hoard of Management of the Sir Rashbohary Ghose Endowment 
on the Pith March, 1035 : — 

Renolmd —{\) That whenever there is a vacancy in a Professoj;^hip 
under this Endowment, a Selection Committee •should be constituted as 
follows ^ 

(1) Members of the Board of Management of the Sir Rashbohary Ghose 
Endowment. 

(ii) President of the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in Sciontioi 

(Hi) Three experts (not oon?\ectod with this University) to«be nomi- 
nated by the Board of Minagoment. • 

(2) The Proooodings of the Selection Cotnmitteo shall be placed before 
the Board of Managomont for confirmation. 
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they are to hold office, and the manner in which they are to discharge 
their duties as also the conditions on which the studentships shall be 
awarded, retained and renewed, be determined by rules to be framed by 
the Senate in that behalf from time to time, upon the recommendation 
of the Board. * 

Eleventh , — That the Senate ‘do on the recommendation of the Board 
make adequate provision for Laboratories, Mui^eums, Workshops Appli- 
ances and nil other requisite's essential for the due discharge of their duties 
by the Professors and for original investigation By the Professors and the 
students attached to them. 

Twelfth , — ^^rhat whatever balance may remain out of the annual income 
of the fund, after payments of the salaries and allowances of the Professors 
and the stipends of the Research Students as provided abov^e, be, on the 
recommendation of the Board, applied in the equipment and n\»\intenance 
of the Laboratories and Museums in so far as such equipment and main- 
tenance may be necessary for the accomplishment of the work under- 
taken by the Professors, the students attached to tliom and other advanced 
pupils, if any. 

, Thirteenth , — That the Board mentioned above do consist of the following 

persons, namely : — 

1. The Vice-Chancellor of the University as Prestident, Ex-officio, 

2. The Director of PuMic Instruction, Bengal. 

3. Th^Dean tjf the Faculty of Science of the University. 

4. The Dean of fhe Faculty of Engineering of the University. 

5-8. The? Professors of Applied Mathematics, Physics, Chemi.stry and 
Botany (appointed as provided above). 

9-12. Four Members of the University to be annually elected by the 
Senate, two of whom, at least .shall bo representatives of Calcutta Colleges 
under Indian management, affiliated in Science to the University. 

♦ 13-15. The nominees ,of the founder, namely : — 

(а) The Hon’ble Justice Sir Asuto.sh Mookerjee, VCt., C.S.I., M.A., 

•D.Sc., D.L., Ph.D., F.R.A.S., F.R.S.E., F.A.S.B. 

(б) Prof. Praphullacliandra Ray, C.T.E., D.Sc., Pli.D., F.C.S. 

(c) The Hon’ble Mr. Mahendrcinath Ray, C.I.E., M.A., B.L. 

These nominees of the Founder are and each of them is authorised to 
nominate his or their successor or successors, and the power of nominating 
a succegsor or successors shall be inherent in every original or derivative 
nominee of the founder. 

The Proceedings of the Board so consituted shall be laid before and 
may be revised by the Syndktate. 

This is an outline of the scheme I have in my mind, and I trust you 
will e^ert your.s6lf to the utmost so that rny long-chorised ambition to 
promote Scientific and Technical fkJucation amongst my countrymen 
may be speedily idealised. As soon us yon send mo intimation thet the 
Senate is willing to accept the proposed gift on the conditioi .s mentioned, 
I shall send you a cheque for ten lakhs of Re pees.

may, on the recommendation of the Board of Management, sanction his 
retention for sudi jx^riod as may bo determined. 

(b) A I^rofessor may, voluntarily resign his appointment ali any 
and not loss than six nlonths’ notice given by him in writing to the Board 
of Managomcmt. 

(c) A Professnr, on retirement on the ground of either attainment 
of age or of proved illduvilth, will bo entitled to receive a gratuity of one 
month’s pay for each completed year’s tenure of appointment ; but such 
gratuity shall in no <^aso exceed a maximum limit of eighteen months* 
salary. 

(d) A Professor shall bo liable to removal by tho Senate on the ground 
of misconduct or n'*glect of <luty, if a recommendation to that t ffi^ct is 
made by tho Board of Management after a full oilquiry into specific charges 
brought against him ; provider! that at such enquiry the professor cod- 
corned shall be allowed adequate opportunity to defend himself. 

*{«) Every Professor shall be eligible for the privilege of the regulcur 
academic vacations. In tho event of a Professor requiring leave on acooip^ 

•^Tho Profo-ssors Viave since elected to be governed by the new leave 
rul OS sanctioned by the Senate in 1930. 
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of duly certified ill-health on urgent private affairs in addition to the period 
of the regular academic vacations, the Senate may, on the recommendation 
of the Board of Management, grant leave on conditions analogous to 
those prescribed in the Civil Service Regulations for officers in the Indian

On the 22nd December, 1919, Sir Rashbeliaf jr Ghose, Kt., C.S.I., C.I.E., 
M«A., D.*L., Ph.D., offered to place at the diSoosal of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity a further sum of eTieven lakhs and forty! three thousands of Rupees 
to be applied exclusively for purposes of technical instruction and re- 
search, on the conditions stated in the following letter : —

I understand that 
although that sum has enabled the University to arrange for instruction 
and research in Pure Science, the University has not been able, from lack 
of ffinds ,to make a similar advance in Applied Science. I have accordingly 
decided to place at the disposal of the University a further sum, namely, 
three and a half per cent. Government Securitis for Rs. 11, 4.3, 000, which 
will produce an annual incdmo of Rs. 40,000 to be applied extdusively for 
purposes^ of technological instruction and resoarcli. sum will be held 

by the University as an integral part of the original gift and all the conditions 
mentioned in my letter of the 8th August, 101.3, shall apply, subject to the 
following modifications : — 

First , — That two new University Professorships or Chair/ (in all res- 
pects subject to the same conditions as mentioned in my letter of the 8th 
August, 191.3) oe established one for each of the following subjects : — 

(a) Applied Chemistry. 

(fc) Applied Physics. 

Note . — By ‘Applied Chemistry’ I mean one cjr more of the following 
subjects as suggested in tlxe report of the Calcutta Uni versity (>>minission : — 

Colour Chemistry, preparation of dye.s, drugs and photogra|>hic chemicals, 
tanning, fermenttition, gas and coal-tar industries and oil industry, or such 
other subject or subjects as may from time to time be deterjiuned by the 
Board of Management. 

By ‘Applied Physics’ I mean one or morf3 of the following subjects as 
suggested in the report of the Calcutta University f’ommi.ssion : — 

Electrotechnology, Applied thermodyriamicH and the standardisation of 
instrument^ or such other subject or subjects as may from time to time be 
determined by the Board of Management. 

Secondly , — That four a<Mitional studentships (in all respects like those 
jnentioned in my letter of the 8th August, 1913, bo establishcfl, such students 
to be attached to each of the Professors mentioned above. 

• Thirdly , — That the balance which will remain out of the annual income 
of the Fund which is likely to exceed Rs. 24,000 aftc3r payment of the salaries 
of the Professors and the studentships should bo applied to the equipment

shops, the adequate provision for which is absolutely necessary, and for 
which sufficient money had not been available from other fimds at the 
disposal of the University.

RANI BAGISWARI AND KUAIAR GURUPRASAD SINGH 
OF KHAIRA PRO KESvSORS HIPS 

The decree of the High Court in the suit of Rani Bagiswari Devi against 
Kumar Guruprasad Singh of Khaira provides that the ultimate use of 
the Fund vested in the University is to be carried out by tlie University 
‘ ‘ under the direction of and Recording to a scheme to bo framed by Sir 
Asutosh Mookerjee.’J The gift was accepted by the Senate by resolutions 
dated the 3rtl January, 1920, and the 3rd June, 1921. In {iccordance 
with the provisions of the decree the following schomo was framed by the 
Hon’ble Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.I., etc. : — ■ 

I. That the sum be constituted into a fund to be called the “ Khaira 
Fund for the promotion of Post-Graduate Teaching and Research.” 

II. *That the sum be invested in such securities as would prodxice an 
•annual income, whenever practicable, of not less than Rs. 30,000 : 

Provided that if the Senate^ should deem it beneficial to the purpose 
of the endowments hereinafter declared they shall be at kberty to invest 
the proceeds or any part thereof in any form of investment authorised 
by law or in the purchase or mortgage of landed property witliin the Muni- 
cipal limits* of Calcutta and its suburbs. 

III. That five University Professorslnps or Chairs be established, 
one for each of the following subjects : — 

(i) Indian* Fine Art.s. 

(ii) Phonetics. 

{Hi) ^Physics. 

(iv) Chemistry. , 

(v) Agriculture. 

rV . That the Chair of Indian Fine Arts be named Bagiswari Pro- 
fessorship of Indian Fine Arts ; and that tlie other four Chairs be named 
Guruprasad Singh Frofossor.ship of Phonetics, Physics, Chemistry and 
Agriculture, respectively. 

V. That if the state of the Fund at any time should so permit, addi- 
tional Professorships, or Readerships, to.be named after Guruprasad Singh, 
be established in each subject as may bo determined by the Senate on 
the recommendation of the Hoard of Management, to be constituted as 
stated hereinafter. 

VI. That tlfe salary of each ProfeSvSor* be, as nofirly as possible, a 
sum of Rs. 6,000 annually, and the salary of each Reader be, as nearly

the Fund, but that it be open to the Senate to supplement such sums from 
the University or other funds at their disposal from time to time. 

VII. That the Professorsliips and Readerships be always filled by 
Indians (that is, persons born of Indian parents as oontra-distinguished 
from persons who are called Statutory • Natives of India). 

* VIH. That the appointments to the Professorships and Reader- 
ships be made by the S^ate upon the nomination of the Boards of Manage- 
ment to be oonstitutacf as stated hereinafter^, and the power of removal 
of Professors and Redoars by the Seriate, if occasion should ever arise, be 
exercised only after the matter has been considered by the said Board on 
full opportunity afforded to the persons concerned to make his defence : 

Provided that the first appointments to the five Chairs specified herein- 
before shall be made by the Senate on the recommendation of the Syndicate, 

IX. ♦That every person elefjted to one of these Chairs, whether he has 
been educated in this country or elsewhere, may, in the discretion of the 
Senate, be required, before he ontvirs upon the execution of the duties of 
his office, to receive special training during a period of not less than one 
year and not more than two years, under specialists in Europe, America, 
or Japan or such other place outside India as the Senate may in each 
instance, upon the recommendation of the Board, determine, and that 
during such period tVie Professor>eloc,t be paid, from the income of the 
Fund, such allowance as tVie Seriate may,^ upon the recommendation of 
the Board, determine so as to enable him to receive a •thorough theoretical 
and pracrtical training in Ids special subject. , 

X. That it be the duty of each Professor — * 

(a) to carry on original research in his special subject with a view 
to extend tht> bounds of knowletlge ; 

(b) to take stops to dissemiruvte the knowledge of his special subject 
with a view to foster its study and application ; 

(c) to stimulate and guide r(’»scarch and advanced students and gene- 
rally to assist tjiem in Post-Graduate work so as to secure the growth of 
real learning among our young men. 

XI. That, subject to the goiieral principles outhned above, the mode 
of appointTnent of Profivssors ami Redears, the terms and conefitions under 
which they are to hold office and the manner in which they are to discharge 
their duties bo determined by rule tt> bo framed by the Senate in that 
behalf from time to time on the r(»commeridation of the Board. 

XII. That the Senate do, on the recommendation of the B(^rd, make 
adequate provision for laooratorios, museums, workshops, ajppliances and 
all other requisites essential for the due discharge of their duties by the 
Professors and Readers.

RAMTANU LAHIRI PROFESSORSHIPS 

In accordaiioe with tlie recommendation of the University Organisation 
Committee (Para 116 of the report), fis adopted by the Senate in 1930, 
the Ramtanu Lahiri Fellowship was raised to the Professorship, the cost 
of the new Chair belig met from the Ramtanu Lahiri Research Fund* 
The Syndicate on t/e 12th June, 1931, ^adopted the following scheme 
regarding the Professorship : — 

I. (i) The Professor shall be appointed by the Senate on the recom- 
mendation of the relevant Selection Committee.

Such exten- 
sion of services shall not bo made beyond his 65th year. 

(viii) The Professor shall be liable to removal by the Senate on the 
ground <.)f misconduct or gross neglect of duty after full enquiry into the 
spe(utic charges brought against him, provided that at such enquiry he 
shall bo allowed an adequate opportmiity to defend himself. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Professor — 

(i) To devote himself to the study of Bengali Language and Literature 
with special reference to its history and development from the earliest 
times. 

(ii) To organise and guide research by advanced students. 

(in) To hold classes in his subject as may be directed by tjje Executive

(ic) To deliv^or ‘annually not less than throe public lectures dealing

* SIR GOOROODASS BANERJEE PROFESSORSHIP OF ENGLISH 

* * 

In view of the importance and ^lopularity of English as a branch of 
study for Post-Graduate students and the extent of the course prescribed 
in the subject* it was found necessary to establish Wo Professorships in 
English. On the recommendatibn of the Syndicate, tl ^3 Senate accordingly 
submitted a proposal to the Government of India for foiuiding two Pro- 
fessorships in Enghsh in the University. The proposal received the sanction 
of the Government of India in 1914. 

The following rules for the Professorship were adopted by the Senate 
on 19th December, 1927 : — 

I. It shall be the duty of the Professor — 

(1) To hold classes in his subject, a^ directed by the Post-Graduate 
Council in Arts, not less than twice a week, during at least 25 weeks every 
year, for the benefit of the Post-Graduate students of the subject. 

(2) To organise and guide research in his subject by advanced students. 

*(3) To deliver a comse of lectures in some aihliated college, as required 

by the Syndicate after consulting the Executive Committee ot the Post- 
Graduate Council in Arts and tjie Professor. 

II. The Professor .shall be appointed subject to the following condi- 
tions ; — 

(1) He shall be a whole-time oflicer of the Univ'orsity, and shall not, 
without the sanction of the Senate previously obtained, hold any other 
office to which any salary, emolument or honorarium is attached. 

(2) IJe shall be entitled to join the University Provident Fiuid. 

(3) He shall be entitled to avail himself of the regular academic vaca- 
tion and holidays of the University and shall be subject to such rules as 
the Senate may pass from time fo time. 

(4) Ordinarily the appointment shall bo made for livp years after 
wliioh it may be renewed or made permanent. 

(5) The Professor shall ordinal ily vacate his office upon the com- 
pletion of the sixtieth year of his age, unless the Senate should decide that 
his services should bo still retained by the University for a turther period 
or periods. If a person is appointed at such an ago that the term for which 
he has been appointed, will expire beyond the fiOth year of his age, he need 
not vacate his post at the ago of 60 by the operation of tlio above rule. 
This rule^will nqt preclude the Senate from appointing a gentleman above 
60 yfears of age. 

(6) The Professor may voluntarily resign his appointment, at any 
•time, upon not less th^n six months’ notice in writing to the University. 

(7) The Professor shall be liable to removal by the Senate on oho 
ground of misconduct or gross neglect of duty, after a full onqmry into the 
specific charges brought against him, provided that, at such enquiry, ho 
shall be allowed adequate opportunity to defend nimsolf.

PROFESSORSHIP OF COMPARATIVE PHILOLOGY 


In order to provide for the teaching of Comparative Philology the 
Senate at their meeting held on the I9th of July, 1913, unanimously accepted 
the recommendation of tiie Syndicate that a Professorship of Comparative 
Philology be established and that the first appointment oe made for a 
term of three years on a salary of Rs. 600 h month. In accordance with 
Sections I and 10, Chapter IX of the University Regulations, the above 
proposal whicli was submitted to the Governor-General in Council received 
the sanction of the Government of India on the 21st August, 1913. 

The following rules defining the duties of the University Professor of 
Comparative Pliilology wore adopted by the Senate on the 27th August, 
1927 


It shall be the duty of the University Professor of Comparative Philo- 

logy— , 

(i) To dovvJto himself to tiio study of, and research in, Comparative 
Philology, with special reforeiioe to the ludo-Aryan and Iranian languages, 

(ii) To deliver (not loss than once a week during six weeks .every year) 
a co\irse of at least six public lectures upon his subject, embodying the 
result of his own researches or a now presentation of acts previously known. 
The manuscript of sucli lectures shall be delivered to the Registrar within 
six months of the completioti of the course and this will bo published by 
tlio University. Thn copyriglit in the l(?ctures will vest in the' Professor 
but ho will make over to the University 200 copies of his lectures annually 
for distribution. , 

(Hi) To hold classes in Comparative Philology, as dii'octed by the 
Post-Graduato Council in Arts, not less than twi<je a week, during 
at least 25 weeks every year, for the benefit of such Post-Graduate 
students as may desire to study the subject or any allie<l subject.

which will be also added to the above funds. # 

By Readership in Medicine is meant special lectureship in a medical 
subject or in some other scientific subject in relation to M^icine. It will 
be given to a person highly reputed for his knowledge in that subject. 
The subjects referred to above are mentioned in the Rules tor the Laidy 
Brahmachari Endowment Fund for Medical Research. • 

The appointment of the Reader will be made by the Senate on the 
recommendation of a Selection Committee to be constituted as follows. 
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provided in the lat-year of appointment it will be made by the Syndicate 
on the recommendation of the donor ; — 

(1) The Vice-Chancellor, Chairman, 

i(2) The Dean of the Faculty, of Medicine. If he is already a member 
in a different capacity then a meMber elected by the Faculty of Medicine. 

(3) & (4) Two members nominated by the Syndicate. 

(5) The Principal, Calcutta Medical College, or Supdt., Medical College 

Hospitals, as the Syndicate ‘may decide. \ 

(6) The Principal, Carmichael Medical College. 

(7) One export in Medicine or in an ancillary Science nominated by 
the donor, afterwards in Donor’s absence, the Director of School of Tropical 
Medicine, Calcutta, or Director, All-India Institute of Hygiene. 

(8) & (9) The Donor and one member nominated by him or their 

derivative nominees. ‘ 

Four members shall constitute a quorum. 

The Donor or liis nominee will be entitled to nominate their own nominees 
respectively and the power of nominating their nominees shall be inherent 
in the derivative nominees of the Donor and of Lady Brahmachari res- 
pectively.

The Donor or the Selection pommittee shall not be bound to recommend

The honorarium of the Reader shall bo Rs. 2,000 in cash and shall be 
paid after the lectures have been delivered and the Reader has made over 
to the Registrar a complete copy of the lectures in a form ready for pub- 
lication. In addition, the Nilmoney Brahmachari Modal for Readership 
in Medicine will be awarded to liira. 

The name of th^e Lady Brahmachari Reader will be published in the 
Annual Qalendar of the University. 

The lectures of the Reader slui.ll be published by the University within 
sii: menths of their delivery, or as soeii as possible thereuft(;r and after 
defraying the cost of publication and other exfienses* if any, the surplus 
sale proceeds shall be paid to the Koiider in whom the copyright of the 
lectures shall vest. 

The Reader must bo a person who lias passed the M.B. Examination 
of a recognised University with Honours in Mediciuf) or Surgery or Obs- 
tetrics and has obtained tlie degree of Doctor of Medicine or Master’s degree 
in Surgery or Obstetrifjs of a recognised University. Provided that a 
person who has distinguished himself for his resoandios in Medicine, Surgery 
or Midwifery, or any ancillary science and has an international reputation, 
may be appointed to the Readership without any of the preliminary Uni- 
versity qualifications mentioned above. 

If in any year no award is made the honorarium for that year and the 
cost of the medal shall bo added to the above funds after being converted 
into.

«(3) That the appointment to the Readership be made by the Senate 
upon the nomination of the Board to bo constituted as stated hereafter 
and the power of removal of the Reader by the Senate, if occasion should 
ever arise, should be exercised only after the matter has been considered 
by the said Borfrd. 

(4) That the person elected to this Readers li ip may be allowed to 
proceed for not more than a year to foreign countries, as tiie Senate may, 
at such instance upon the recommendation of the Board, determine in 
furtherance of his aims of his research, and during such period the Reader 
may belaid from the income of the fund such allowance as the Senate 
may, upon the recommendation of the Board, determine so as to enable 
him to obtain personal contact witli the theoretical and practical workers 
in his special subject. The period of absence should not e,xceed one year 
after every six years. 

(5) The duty of the Reader ought to bo to carry on original research 
in Nuclear Physics with a view to extending tlie boimds of knowledge in 
his subject and also to undertake rosearcli in associated subjects, to stimu- 
late and guide research by advanced students and also assist them in Post- 
Graduate w^rk so as to foster the growth of knowledge of Nuclear Physics 

amongst our young men. 

« 

(^) IThat subject to the general principles outlined above the mode 
of appointment of the Reader, the terms and conditions under wliich he 
•has to hold office and the manner in which ho has to discharge his duties, 
should be determinea by rules to be framed ))y the Senate in that behalf 
from time to time upon the recommendation of the Board. 

(7) That the Senate, do, on the recommendation of the Board, make 
adequate provision for laboratories, workshop appliances and other re- 
quisites essential for the discharge of the duties by the Reader and for 
original investigation by the Reader, and the students attached to him. 

(8) That whatever balance may remain out of tlio annual income of 
the fuhd after p^raent of the salary of tho Reader should be, on the re- 
commendation of^the Board, applied in tlm equipment and main tonanoe 
of the laboratory, workshop and assistants, in so far as such equipment 
and maintenance may be necessary for the accornplisliment of the work, 

(9) That ff, due to some unforeseen circumstances, tho University 
finds it not possible to carry on researches in Nuclear Physios, the Board 
may, with the approval of the Senate, divert tho income of the donation 
for fundamental researches in some other allied branch of Physics. 
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(10) That the Board mentioned do consist of the following persons^ 
viz,y : — - 

Vice-Chancellor of the University. 

President of the Post-Graduate Co|mcil in Science. 

Palit Professor of Physics. 

Ghose Professor of Physics, and 

Three nominees of j|^e Donors for life ^\*ho will be — 

(1) Dr. N. K. Sur, D.Sc., at present Superintending Meteorologist, 
Poona ; 

(2) Professor M. N. Saha, D.Sc., F.R.S., at present Palit Professor 
of Pliysics, Calcutta University. He should continue to be a Life Member 
of the BoaKi, oven if he ceases to bo tbe Palit Professor ; and 

(3) Another to bo nominated later. 

Tlie power of nominating a successor sliould bo inherent in every derivate 
nominee of the Donor. *

II. LECTURESHIPS 

STEPHANOS NIRMALENDU GHOSH LECTURESHIP 

In August, 1910, Mr. G. C. Ghosh of 2, Simla Street, Calcutta, made 
over to the University 3.} per cent. Government Promissory Notes for one- 
lac of rupees for the institution, in memory of his son, of a course of lectures 
on Comparative Religion, to bo delivered before the University of Calcutta, 
according to the terms of appointment of the Lecturer to be appointed 
at intervals of not more than three years after advertisement in the cele- 
brated Universities of the world. The donor stated that his desire was 
that the hecturer should, in dealing with the subjects of his lo^ture«, en- 
deavour to show that the lughest ideal for man lay in love and service to 
his fellowmeii according to the essence of the teaching and life of Chriit, 
and that life lived iindor the guidance of this ideal constituted the highest 
advancement of human personality, tho accoptauco of a particular creed 
or dogma being of subordinato importance. 

From O. C. Ghoahy Ksq.y 2, Simla Street y Calcutta y to the Vice-Chancellor^ 
Calcutta University y CalcuttOy dated 10th Marchy 1919. 

I am desirous «)f niakiug over to tho University of Calcutta 3J per cent. 
G. P. Notes for one lac of ruj>oes for tho following purpose : — 

Tho University is to appoint an eminent by advertisiixg to the 

celebrated Universities of tho worKl, to deliver a series of lectures in Com- 
parative Religion quinquonnially in tho cold season in Calcjitta, to be called 
Stephanos Nirmalondu Ghosh Letdures, whoso remimeration will be paid 
from tho 4 years* aecuinulatod income from tho above -described securities, 
after deducting from it tho approximate cost of printing about 1,000 tjopies 
of his lectures. 

* Tho donors have since nominated Sri Mrigankamohan Sur as the- 
third nominee. 
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By a previous arrangement by the Calcutta University with the Lecturer 
/if he kindly so agrees and one or two other Universities in India so desire, 
he may deliver such lectures also in other places in India. 

It is my desire that in dealing with the subjects of his lectures it will be 
the aim of the Lecturer to show th(it the highest ideal for man is in unselfish 
love and service to his fellowmon which is the essence of the teaching of 
Christ. 

I shall ba glad if rny offei; is accepted.

In continuation of my letter to you on the 10th instant regarding the 
foundation of lectures in ComparaUv’e Religion by mo quinquonnially in 
Calcutta I desire to say, for removal foi^any ambiguity, that the lectures to 
be arranged by your University to be delivered in other places shall be after 
such lectures have been first delivered in Calcutta every time. 


From G. C. Ghosh, Esq., 2, Simla Street, Calcutta, to the Vice-Chancellor, 
Calcutta U x^iversity , Calcutta, dated the 28th March, 1919. 

With reference to my previous correspondence regarding the Lecture- 
ship on Comparative Religion founded by me, I have the honour to request 
you to consider this letter as a part of the same for the future guidance of the 
University and the Lecturers to be appointed under tlie scheme. 

{l)®If the University thinks that quinquennial lectures would make the 
intervals too long for effect and that three years’ income from the erdow'- 
ment will bo adequate for securing the service of the Lecturer, the lectures 
may be given quarternnially anJl the three yemrs’ accumiil^tiHl income may 
be availed of, instead of four years’ as stated in my first letter. 

(2) I think it would be well, imder the circuinstancos, if Rs. 1,000 or so 
be spent tijwards the publication of tho leetures, instead of having a 
thousand copies of them published as suggested in my first letter, as I can 
consider the latter measure would mean too much expense in view of the 
increased cost of p^per and printing. 

(3) As*I have stated in my first letter I beg to state, in order to be inore 

explicit, that my object is to show the youngmon of iny country that it is 
ndt mc>ant tliat men’s eternal welfare should depend upon any belief, the 
interpretation of a particular text or tho acceptance’ of a religious en’od, but 
that he is required to love and serve his fellow beings whereby he would bo 
able to live the life t^iat is required of him by God. It is found that centuries 
of schools of thought and religious doscussions have resulted only in hatred 
and persecution of those who have sincerely differed from the views dominant 
at the time, instead of producing love and sacrifice which only are acceptable 
offerings to God. . 

(4) My object is not to show the superiority of a particular rehgion 
but to show that in the dealing out of man’s tmselfish love and service to 
man, i.e., in living tho religion of love, constitutes tho highest advance- 
merit of his jiersonality. 


J’rofm G. C. Ghosh, Esq., 2, Simla Street, Calcutta, to the Vice-Chancellor, 
Cdlcutta University, Calcutta, dated the 8ih August, 1919. 

I have the honour to acknowledge tho receipt of your letter, dated the 
2nd instant, intimating to me that my offer of one la(; of rupees for founding 
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a Lectureship on Comparative Religion to be called “The Stephanos Nirmal- 
nedu Ghosh Lectures” has been accepted by your University and that any 
suggestions that I might make in this connection, your University would 
take them into consideration and that one lac of rupees in Government 
Promissory Notes might now be sent byhne to the University. 

(1) I am glad that your University is willing to lot the Lectures be 
founded by me on the conditions stated in my first letter and l am grateful 
for its acceptance of the suggestions made b^ me in my letter of the 28th 
April last and that it is\villing to take any further suggestions that 1 would 
like to make about them. 

(2) If the University will make the Lectures quarterrmial as has been 
desired by mo in my letter of the 28th April last, the Lectures for the first 
time will delivered in the winter of 1922 and the interest of the Govern- 
ment Pijomissory Notes for 1919, 1920 and 1921 will be used to meet the 
expense of the same. 

(3) I trust your University will^be so good as to arrange for all things 
I have desired in eouuoctioji with the Lectures before they are delivered 
in Calcutta and elsewhere. 

(4) It is my wish tliat the Lectures should be delivered in a central 
acad(nni(! place where a largo audience is expected to gather by previous 
notifications in public places and in two public prints for the information 
of the mufussil people. 

(5) 1 think it would bo well if the delivery of the Looturos be inaugurated 
and opened cve'ry year by a distinguished gentleman. 

(()) 1 think it would bo well also if some Univer>^ity authority will kindly 
be pr«‘sent during the delivery of the Lectures till their end to keep order 
at th(^ place. 

(7) I shall be obliginl if you will inform me to whom I shall endorse 

over and deliv’or the Gov'crjunent Promissory Notes. ♦ 

(8) I shall be grateful if 1 bo supplied with the abstracts of deliberations 
of the University about mv endowment from time to time. 

(9) in conclusiou I beg to suggest for tlK5 cousidc5ration of the Lecturer 
(a) that my obj(»(*t is to help the moral and spiritual advancement of my 
countryin»m by lielping the unfoldniont of the divinity in them which is 
calculated to make tlK'iii truly happy, and (6) tliat the Lecturer»will aim to 
show that excepting the fundamental trutlis of tlio Godhead and its attri- 
butes, viz., Love, \Visdom, etc., which arc acknowledged by all civilized 
men, crciuls, dogmas, canons, etc., of the religious past and present which 
wort) ue(.*essary in tlio time of their first promulgation bave no T^ermanont 
value, just as in all living ogranisms wo find elimination of the old and 
decayed colls is incessantly going on and newer cells an^ coniiiig foxith fibr 
the formation of newi'r bodies. So it may bo proper to think that God’s 
revelation was not closi'd in the past wJien the creeiis, etc., were fixed, 
and so if the fountain of revelation has not dried up fhej^ should not be 
made to hinder reign of an ever higher conscience in iiuman mind, if 
a religion is to he taken as an institution liav Lng a nuim of life within it. 
8o the true and lasting hum of religion will be bused upon the iimer supre- 
macy of rtuison purified by revelation above any external authority, dogma, 
etc., which are inadequate to sustain a feeling of obligation. 

Although 1 venture to make these my humble suggestions, I do not 
like to make tln'in binding upon my Lecturoi* who, I trust, will bo a God- 
filled man and knowhig his duties well. 

The generous offer of Mr. Ghosh was thankfully accepted by the Senate 
on the 29th March, 1019. 

Tlio following rules were adopted by the Senate on 27th September, 
1919 ^ • 

(1) {a) That a course of lectures on Comparative Religion be delivered 

in English once in every three yours. 

{h Tliat the course do consist ordinarily of eight lectures, and 
bo delivered not more than twice a week. . 
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^2) That the honorarium of the Lecturer be Rs. 9,000. 

(3) That the copyright in the lectures do vest in the University. 

(4) (a) That the cost of a publication of an edition (consisting ordi- 
narily of 500 copies) be paid by the University ; (b) that of the sum required 
for this purpose, Rs. 1,000 be pa^l out of the endowment fund, and the 
balance, if any, be paid out of the general funds of the University ; and 
(c) that the sale-proceeds bo placed to the credit of the endowment fund. 

(5) That the first course of lectures be delivered during the cold weather 

season of 1921-22. * 

(6) That applications be invited by public advertisement in the 
principal Indian, Britisli, Colonial, American and Continental Universities, 
selected Theological Colleges not connected with Universities and selected 
newsj^ers. 

(7) That the advertisement do state that applicants are expected to 
send a brief syllabus indicating the scope of the lectures proposed to be 
delivered. 

(8) That, on each occasion, the advertisement be issued at least two 
years and a half before the time fixed for the delivery of the lectures and 
-candidates be required to submit their applications on or before a pres- 
tjribed date at least one and a half years previous to such time. 

(9) That a committee of five members be appointed by the Senate 
in each instance to report on the applications received. 

(10) That it be, .a condition of appointment of each Lecturer that he 
will deliver ih the University a complete copy of his lectures within one 
month after their deliveiy. 

(11) That *the Senate be at liberty to invite at any time an eminent 
scholar to accept the Lectureship even though he may not have applied. 

The following instructions have been given by the Donor for the guidance 
of th# Lecturers : — 

From O, G, Ghosh, Esq., 2, Simla Street, Calcutta, to the Vice-Chancellor, 
Calcutta University, Calcutta, dated the 24th September, 1923, 
as modified by the Syndicate on a suggestion of Donor 
on 29th November, 1939 

In vie\^ of preventing any future misapprehension and for enabling 
the Stephanos Nirmalendu Ghosh Locturor on Comparative Religion as 
to what is principally aimed at by such lectures, I request you would be so 
pleased as to put /Jio following instructions in the annual University 
Calendar#; in the advertisements for inviting savants of the world and in 
the letters t^^ them. 

* I think even the Lecturer whom your University would appoint for 
the next year can be advantageously furnished with* a copy of the same 
so that he may cpmo prepared for his task. 

A General OxUline of Lectures 

The Lecturer will show that every religion, truly so called, is a product 
of the intuition of the spirit of God witliin men, and so if it pleased God 
to reveal truth to them, in nature, it cannot but bo the same to all men 
though it may not be expressed to them in the same words or apprehended 
by them in the same manner in their minds. If this is true, the funda- 
mental basis of all religion^ must bo identical, aiming at the same end 
which appears to be nothing but the unity of God and men — the <!onsumrna- 
tion of their happiness. This is inculoaterl in diverse religions in diverse 
manners. 

•TJie reconciliation of God with men, if God is good, can only bo achieved 
by man’s (Attaining his goodness— his essential attribute. The qualities 
that make the being of God are innumerable ; only some are capable of 
being perceived by man’s senses, such as love, truth, wisdom, power, etc. 
To man the chief of the Divine attributes appears to be love. So if man 
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would live the life of Godlike love, he would acquire and implant in him 
the nature of God. Man’s steady advance to this state would ultimately 
accomplish both God’s and his end — the unity of the Creator and the 
created. Christ is one of the high manifestations of God. So the highest 
conception of God in the mind of^ man is Christ. So if man would lift up 
Christ in him, his spirit would enablil him to live his life, expressed in 
loving service and sacrifice for fellowmen, his highest advancement and 
greatest happiness would be attained in tljie end. 

The following lett<jr8, dated the 4th January, 1927, addressed to the 
Vice-Chancellor, and dated the 28th October, 1927, addressed to the 
Registrar, in connection with the Lectureship in Comparative Religion 
instituted in tins University, were also received from Rai G. C. Ghosh, 
Bahadur, the founder : — 

Sir, ^ 

In connection with tlie Lectureship in Comparative Religion instituted 
by me in your University in vie\Y of assuring the fulfilment of the object 
aimed at by me I request the favour of your kindly noting that in appoint- 
ing tlie Lecturer, care should be taken to avoid a clergyman in India or 
a Christian missionary being appointed, whoso religious views and teachings 
aro well known in India, lest by such appointment my countrymen woiud 
be led to think that the lectures are another propaganda of Christianity, 
on the sly, to the detriment of the high object of the foundation, which 
is clearly described in my letters to your University and published in its 
Calendar.

Sir, 

In continui^^tion of my previous letter* relative to the appointment of 
Stophanos Nirrnalondu Ghosh Lecturers in future, lest there may be any 
misa[)pre)iensions anywhere as to my object in writing that letter, re- 
questing your University not to aj>point any missionary as a Lecturer 
wlio has worked in India, I beg to aver that I bear the highest respect 
towards tliem for their labours in trying to improve the social condition 
of the people and also the old civilisation found in t^e country. But as 
my ex})erienco is that their activities have not been fruitful tn building 
the life and character of the young men on the model of fJhrist, aiming 
at which I was led by the spirit of God to establish the Lectureship.^ I 
am of o pillion tha't the missionaries whose addresses and writings have 
already lieen hoard and road, will be able to make little impression upon 
those who will bo tho hearers in the University owing to their prepossessed 
state of mind, and they may consider the object of the establishment of 
tin (^Uair to b> anoth >r fr<)sh propaganda to smuggle in Christianity, 
whereas my solo aim is only to hold up before their eyes the life and 
teaching of Christ whi('h they may try to follow. 

So I hope that my previous letter referred to above will be considered 
quite consislAUit with tho object of the foundation and published in the 
Calendar for future roforenco. 

1 rocjuost you will bo so good as to put up this matter before the Syndicate 
for its decision early in November next.

Loan with a view to 
establish a lectureship, to be called the Kamala Lectureship, in memory 
of ^ny beloved daughter Kamala (b. 18th April, 1895 — d. 4th January, 
1923). The Lecturer who will be aaniailly appointiMl by the Senate, will 
deliver a course of not loss than three l(?cture.s, either in Bengali or in English, 
on some aspect of Iildian Life and Thought, the subject to be treated from 
a comparatnve standpoint. 

The following scheme shall be adopted for the lectureship : — 

(1) Not later than the 3lst March every year, a Special Committee 
of five members shall bo constituted as follows: — 

One member of the Faculty of Arts to bo nominated by the Faculty. 

Ope member of the Faculty of Science to be nominated by the Faculty. 

One member^ to be nominated by the Coimcil of tho Asiatic Society 
of Bengal. 

One member to bo nominated by tho Barigiya Sahitya Parishad. 
member to be nominated by the Founder or his reprosontativo. 

* It being not possible for Mr. Huxley to come over to India on account 
of the war, Dr. Dasgupta was appointed to tho Lectureship for the year.

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(2) The Special Committee, after such enquiry as they may de^m 
necessary, shall, not later than the 30th June, draw up a report, recom- 
mending to the Senate the name of a distinguished scholar. The report 
shall specify the subject of the proposed lectures and shall include a brief 
statement of their scope. 

(3) The Report of the Special Conimittee shall be forwarded to the 

Syndicate in order that it may be laid before the Senate for confirmation 
not later than the 31st July. ^ 

(4) The Senate may, for specified reasons, request the Special Com- 
mittee to reconsider their decision but shall not be competent to substitute 
another name for the one recommended by the Committee. 

(5) The Lecturer appointed by the Senate shall deliver the lectures 
at the Senate House not later than the month of January next following.

One Thousand in Cash and a Gold Medal of the value of Rupees Two Himdred 
only. The honorarium shall be paid only after the lectures have been 
delivered and the Lecturer has made over to the Registrar a complete 
copy of the lectures in a form ready for publication. 

(8) The lectures shall be published by the University within six months 
of their delivery, and after defraying the cost of publicatiop the surplus 
sale proceeds shall be paid to the Lecturer, in whom the copyright of the 
lectures shall vest. 

(9) No person who has once been appointed a Lecturer shall be eligible 
for re-appointment before the lapse of five years.

ASUTOSH LECTURESHIP* 

On the 25th Jivio, 1925, the Governing Body of the University Law 
College decided to sot apart from the College Fund, a sum of Rs. 20,000 
for the purpose of creating an endowment for the estublishment of a Lec- 
tureship in the University, called the “ Asutosh Lectureship ” to perpetuate 
the memory of the late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.I., etc. 

The following sjhoin) governing the appointment of Lecturers, recom- 
mended by the Governing Body of the College, was accepted by the Senate 
on the 26th July, 1926 : — 

1, The Governing Body of the Univeraity Law College shall, on or 
before the 31st day of August in etwh year, select a Lecturer for the ensuing 
year and the subject for the Lectureship. • 

*The original proposal was for instituting “ Asutosh Readership ** • 
the Governing Body of the Law College, on the 28th March, 1928, designated 
In mo^ffoation of the previous rules, the “ Asutosh Reader as the Asutosh 
Lecturer and the “ Asutosh Readership Fund ** as the “ Asuto^^Leo- 
tureship Fund.** The modiffoations were reported to the Senate on the 

6th May, 1928. 
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2. The Lecturer so appointed shall during the months of January,. 

February and March or in one or other of such months in the year next, 
ensuing after his selection, deliver a course of "'lectures in the sub ject so

SIR ABDULLAH SUHRAWARDY LECTURESHIP 

Lt.-Col. Sir Hassan Suhrawardy, Kt., O.B.E., V.H.S., LL.D., M.D.,

Mr. Ranendramohan Tagore mude over to the University 3i% G. P* 
Notes of the face value of Rs. 7,500 for the purpose of creating an endow- 
ment for the award of a Prize to be called ‘ Lila Prize* and a Lectureship 
to be called ‘ Lila Lectureship * in loving memory of his daughter Lila Debi 
(Ghaudhiiri), who gave many years of her life in cultivating Bengali Lan- 
guage and Literature, hoping that the endowment would be an encourage- 
ment to those of her sisters who are giving their best and most for the 
same purpose, on the following terms and conditions : — * 

The Prize will be awarded and the Lecturer ^will be appointed every 
alternate year, commencing from the year 1944, in the order named. 

Out of the interest accrued in two years on Rs. 7,500 at least Rs. 100

University Traveliing and other Feilowships

GHOSE TRAVELLING FELLOWSHIP 

The late Sir Rashbehary Ghose, in his Will, made a bequest to th^ Uni- 
versity of a sum of Rs. 2,50,000, for the purpose of founding a few Fellow- 
ships in the University. 

The bequest was thankfully accepted by the Senate on the 6th August^ 
1921. 

, The following is a joint letter from the Executors to the said Will on 
the subject of the bequest : — 


Calcutta : 
The 22nd June^ 1921. 


To 

The Hon’ble The Vice-Chancellob 

OF The Calcutta Univeesity. 


Sib, 

We have the honour to infofm you that Sir Rashboharv Ghose, by th 
seventh clause of his Will, dated the 23rd day of May, 19'So (of which we 
have recently obtained Probate from the High Court), directed us, as his 
.Executors, Vo make over to the Calcutta University, out of his estate, the 
sum of Rs. 2,50,000, for the foundation of a few Travelling Fellowships 
It is his recommendation that the University should employ the said sum* 
by follow^g the clauses and rules which he recorded in English in the 
schedule marked ‘Ka’ to the said Will. A copy of English translation of 
the* seventh diause to the said Will annexed to the Probate and of the said 
schedule marked ‘Ka’ is appended -hereto. 

We shall feel obliged if you will place the matter before the University 
in due course for acceptance of the said bequest.

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7th Clause of the Will 

I have resolved to found a few Travelling Fellowships, under the 
supervision of the Calcutta University.^ In order to defray the annual 
costs of those Travelling Fellowships]^ it is necessary to make over 
Rs. 2,60,000, two and a half lacs of rupees to the said University. Hence 
I hereby direct the Executors appointed by tj;iis my Will that they should, 
as soon as they can, within one year of my death, make over Rs. 2,60,000, 
two and a half lacs of ru^^ees out of my Estate to the said University. It 
is my recommendation that the Calcutta University should employ the 
said Rs. 2,60,000, two and a half lacs of rupees by following the clauses and 
rules which I have recorded in English in the Schedule marked ’Ha* to the 
Will. 

• Schedule '‘Ka' 

1. That a sum of Rs. 2J lacs to be made over to the University of 
Calcutta be invested in approved Securities so as to produce an income, 
whenever practicable, of four per cent, per annum. 

2. That the entire management of the said fmid in all respects what- 
soever and the application of its income, bo, subject to the general control 
of the Senate, vested in the Board of Management mentioned in my letter 
of the 8th August, 1913, to the University of Calcutta founding four Uni- 
versity Professorships. 

3. That three Travelling Fellowships be founded, each tenable for one 
year, the Follows to be remmiorated from the income of the Fund. 

4. That the Fellowships bo open only to persons who have been at 
any time admitted to a Degree in the University of Calcutta. 

6. That the Travelling Fellows bo nominated by the Board of Maii^ge- 
ment subject to confirmation by the Senate. The Board of Management 
shall have power to invito applications and shall satisfy themselves as to 
the general ability of a candidate for Fellowship to profit by a course of 
study abroad. Each candidate shall bo required to submit a general 
scheme of the work he proposes to undertake during the tenure of his 
Fellowship. •' 

6. It shall bo the duty of each Travelling Fellow to iirvestigate educa- 
tional methods abroad (that is outside India) in his special branch of study 
or to undertake research in any special branch of learning — such branch 
and the seats of learning when the investigation is to bo carried on to be 
determined by the Board of Management in consultation with the canch'- 
date. The Fellows shall submit periodical accounts of their work tb the 
Board and supply such other evidence of the progress mad© by them as the 
Board may, from time to time, require. 

7. Each Travelling Fellow shall, on his return to India, submit to the 
Board a full report embodying the results of his studies and travels which 
shall bo published by, and be the property of the University. 

8. The emoluments, attached to a Fellowship, shall be paid ordinarily 
in advance in two half-yearly instalments. The Board shall have power 
however to withhold the payment of the second instalment if the work 
done by a Travelling Follow during the first half-year of the tenure of 
Fellowship bo deemed unsatisfactory by them. A Travellir^g Fellow may 
be reappointed or have his term extended at the discretion of the Board 
of Management. 

9. Of the three Fellowships to be awarded each year, at least two sh al l 

be allotted to a Scientific subject. • 

10. The Senate shall have power, on the recommendation of the Board 
of Management, to frame supplementary rules for the efficient adxnmiftra^

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tioti of the fund. Such rules, however, shall ia no wise conflict with the 
priiioifJ^© laid down above nor shall the Senate have power, under any cir- 
cumstances, to spend any portion of the corpus of the fund but, if one or 
more Fellowships are not awarded any particular year on account of lack 
of suitable candidates or for like reason, the sum unspent may be temporari- 
ly invested by the Board and applied in the award of additional Fellow- 
ships in any subsequent year.” 

The following supplementary rule re award qf the Ghose Travelling 
Fellowslnps was adopted by the Senate, on the 20tii May, 1933 : — 

When a Ghose Travelling Fellowship is awarded to a whole -time teacher 
of 1}he University, the University will obtain from him an undertaking that 
ho shall return to his duties at the end of the period and at the option of the 
University shall continue to serve as such teacher for at least thrt 3 e years on 
his usual scale of pay. In default of this such teacher may be calloU upon 
by the University to refund the amount paid to him as Travelling Fellow. 

The following supplementary rules governing the award of the Ghose 
Travelling Fellowships were also adopted by the Senate, on the 26th May, 
1934 

(i) The emoluments attached to the Fellowship shall bo paid in advance 
in two half-yearly instalments after deducting a total sum of Rs. 500* which 
>sum will be paid to the Fellow after the report, which lie is required to sub- 
mit under Ruje 7, hasdieen considered and approved by tlie Board of Manage- 
ment. 

(ii) Payment of the Second instalment of the emoluments under Rule 8 
will be made totthe Follow only after a report of the work done by him during 
the flrst half-year has been considered and approved at a meeting of the 
Board.

In August, 1908, Mr. S. K. Lahiri placed at the disposal of the University 
the cop 3 ^right of his publication known as “Select Poems,’* and expressed a

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desire that the income from the sale proceeds of the publication might be 
applied for the award of an annual gojd medal to the best graduate in Mental 
and Mortal Philosophy at the B. A. Examination, in memory of his father, the 
late Babu Ramtanu Lahiri. The offer was thankfully accepted by the 
Syndicate and since then a considerable balance accumulated to the credit 
of the Fund. In these circumstances the Syndicate, at the suggestion of the 
donor and with the sanction of the Senate, have, under Section 19, Chapter 
rV of the University Regulations, established a Research Fellowship in 
History of the Bengali Lahguage and Literature, to be maintained out of the 
income of the above Fee Fund, supplemented by grant from the Fee Fund of 
the University and have named the Fellowship after the late Babu Ramtanu 
Lahiri, the father of tlio donor. They had also appointed Rai Bahadtir 
Prof. Dineschandra Sen, B.A., D.Litt., as the first Ramtanu Lahiri Research 
Fellow for a*term of five years on a salary of Rs. 260 a month. The duties 
of the Fellow were defined as follows : — 

(1) To devote himself to the investigation of the History of Bengali 
Language and Literature from the earliest times. 

(2) To deliver annually a course of twelve public lectures embod3nng 

the results of his investigations ; the lectures to be published by the Univer- 
sity. ^ ^ 

(3) To submit to the Syndicate every six minths a report of the progress 
of work done by him during the preceding six months. The Fellowship to 
be suspended if on the report of a competent authority, the \york done be 
not found to be satisfactorj^ or up to the standard expected.

SREEGOPAL BASUMALLIK FELLOWSHIP 

In 1807, Babu Sr(*cgo])al Basumallik of No. 46, Panchanani’ala L^e^ 
Calcutta, offered to place annually Rs. 6,000 in the hands of the University, 
for the purpose of creating a Fellowship for the promotion of Sanskrit learning 
and Vedaiitic studies and also offered to enter into a bond for thojpurpose, 
providing for payment of the aforesaid simi annually for five ^years. On 
the lOtli April, 1897, a set of Rules for the Fellowship which wa*s called th> 
Sreegopal Basurnalliki Fellowship in Sanskrit and Vedantic Literature^ wos 
formulatiKl and appro\ ed between the Donor and the Syndicate of the Uni- 
versity. In 1904 the scheme for the Fellowship was rovi.'ll?d. The scheme 
was further revised in 1920 under the terms of Settlement as decreed by the 
High Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bojigal on the 20th July, 1920. 

On the 15th March, 1925 Mr. S. C. Mallik addressed a letter to the Regis- 
trar, recommending that t he scheme of the Sreegopal Basumallik Fellow^ip 
should be revised so that from time to time a course of lectures should 1^ 
delivered by some one who had specially studied both the Oriental and Occi- 
dental systems of thoughts. He suggested tliat a total honorarium of 
Rs. 6,000 (inclusive of the cost of publication of the lectures delivered) should 
be offered for the delivery of a course of public lectures and tkat if this did 
not prove sufficient to attract a suitable man the trust funds should be 
accumulated for two years and a honorarimn of Rs. 10,000 offered. ^ 

The following revised scheme formulated on the lines of the abdVe sugges- 
tions was adopted by the Syndicate in 1926 : — • 

1. A sum of Rs. 1,000 should be set aside for the cost of publication of 
the lectures referred to in paragraph 2 of the scheme. 
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2. A honorarium of Rs, 4,000 shall be offered for the delivery of a course- 

of twelve lectures in December, 1925, , on Vedanta Philosophy dealing es- 
pecially with the place occupied by the Vedanta in the philosophical systems 
of the civilised world and of its merits as compared with Western Schools 
of thought. * 

3. Notices shall be sent to the leading Universities in India inviting 
applications from candidates ^or the Fellow'sliip who shall bo required to sub- 
mit their applications in writing to the Registrar on or before the 31st August 
next accompanied by a statement of their qiialiiicalions and courses of study 
and by two testimonials. Advertisements inviting applications shall also 
be inserted in suitable publications circulating in India. 

4. Candidates shall be required to have pursued a course of study in 
both Oriental and Occidental systems of Philosophy. 

5. Candidates shall be required to submit synopses of the fecti^res they 
propose to deliver together with their applications. 

(). The selection of a Fellow shall bo made by a Selection Board appoin- 
ted by the Syndicate of which tlie Founder shall be a UKunber. 

7. In the event of no suitable person applying the lectures shall be post- 
poned to December, 1920, and honorarium of Ks. 9,000 be offered in which 
•case notices inviting applications shall be sent to the principal Universities 
in Europe and Amori(‘a as well as to the Universiti(>s of India, jidvortisements 
also being inserted in suitable publications circulating in Europe, America 
and India.

. SIR PRAPHULLACHANDRA RAY RESEARCH FELLOWSHIP 

» % 

^ Sir Praphullachandra Ray, Kt., C.I.E., Ph.D., D.Sc., F.C.S., Sir Tarak- 
nath Palit Professor of Chemistry, having signified his intention to vacate 
his Chair on completion of his 60th year in September, 1922, the Senate 
requested him to continue in his post for 6 years longer in the interest of 
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research. Sir Praphullachandra Ray accepted the offer but desired that his 
salary from September, 1922, onwards might bo utilised for the furtherance 
of the Department of Chemistry (both General and Applied) or for such other 
purposes as might be deemed fit. Sir Praphullachandra Ray finally retired 
from the Chair in 1937 and his salary frbm September, 1922 to August,* 1937 
was funded. 

On the recommendation of the Syndicate^ the Senate on the 24th August, 
1929, adopted the following scheme for the utilisatipn of the fund created 
out of the accumulatecf salary of the Professor : — 

(1) Rs. 5,000 (five thousand) only to be spcmt for the extension of the 
Inorganic Chemistry Laboratory of the University College of Science. 

(2) Rs. 10,000 (ten thousand) only to bo spent for the equipment of an 
Inorganic Research Laboratory at the University College of Science specially 
for th'ft investigation of Rare Earths and for Micro -analysis. 

(3) Rs. 10,000 (ton thousand) only to bo paid to the Indian Chemical 
Society as a contribution towards its Building Fund, 

*(4) The rest to bo fmidod and out of the interest a Research Fellowship 
in Chemistry of the value of Rs. 200 (two hundred) only per mensem to bo 
constituted as soon as possible on certain terms and conditions, provided that 
the number of Fellowships be raised to two if and when the funds accumulalJe 
to such an extent as to permit .such a procedmo. 

The revised ndt's as adopted by the Stuiate on the 26th January, 1936, 
were as follows : — * , 

(i) The appointment to this Fellowship, wliich is open only to the 

graduates of tlie Calcutta University, shall be made after inviting appli- 
cations by advt^rtisement. The candidate for the Fellowship should 
ordinarily be either a Prcmchand Roychand Student or holder of the Doctor’s 
Degree and he must have alr<iady furnisht^d positive proof of his capacity 
for research by some strikingly original work. % 

(ii) Ho rnu.st submit, along with his application a full statement of his 

research work previously carried out and also a list of his papers already 
publi.shod togetjier with any such referenced to his work as may be made by 
other distinguished workers in his subject. Ho should state in his appli- 
cation an outline of work that ho int(>nds to do if appointed to the Fellow- 
ship. , 

(iii) The Fellow must be a wTiolo-time worker and shall devote himsSlf 

whole-heartiKlly to his research work. Ho shall not carry out any work on 
behalf of outsiders in the Laboratory allotted to liim for any consideration 
and must not be in recepit of any salary or emolument for serv*ing in and 
other capacity. • ^ 

(iv) The Unive^isity shall from its own funds make such recurrmg and 
periodical grants or contribution as it may consider necessary (orainarily 
not less than Rs. 750 and not more than Rs. 1,000) dfor each Fellow for 
each year in order to enable the Fellow to carry on his researches, 

(v) The Fellow should be appointed for a period of two years for the 
first time. The Fellowship will thereafter be renewable every year up to a 
iixaximum of 5 years (including the first term of two years). 


♦ On the recommendation of the Syndicate, the Senate, on 15th August, 
1931, decided that the second Fellowship as contempTateJ in the scheme 
governing the Sir Praphullachandra Ray Research Fellowship, be held in 
abeyance diuring the year 1931-32 and that from the savings thereof three 
stipends, one of Rs. 50 and two Rs. 25 each per month, tenable for one 
year, be awarded to three deserving students working under Sir Praphnll^* 
Chandra Ray in the Chemical Laboratory of the University College of 
Soience. 
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In applying for renewal of the Scholarship the candidate must submit 
a detailed report of the work ho has done and he intends to do in the next 
year, which shall bo duly considered by the Committee before renewal,

No award should be made unless candidates fulfilling the above condi- 
tions be forthcoming and any savings on this score sliould be added to the 
corpus of the fund.

G. P. Notes of the face value of 1 lac for promotion of 
Physico-Biological Research Work in accordance with the scheme and on 
the conditions mentioned below : — * 

1. The income of the fund will bo utilised for maintaining one or more 
I Fellowships to b(^ named after my husband. » 

^ 2. The maua^emont of the fund in all respect whatsoever and the 

application of its income will (subject to the general control of the Senate), 
bo vested in a Board of Management to bo constituted as followfs : —

Post-Graduat(^ Council in Science, representing Botany and Physiology. 

(C) The Director of the Bose Institute for the time being or, in the event 
of there being no Director, a nominee of the Governing Body of the Bose 
Institute. 

(7) A nominee of the Governing Body of the Bose Institute. 

(8, 9 and 10) The following throe nominees of me, the Donor, namely : — 

{a) Mr. Syamaprasad Mookorjee. 

[b) Mr. Bhupatimohan Sen (Principal, Presidency College). 

(r) Myself. 

The nominees of the donor are and each of them is authorise<l to nominate 
in writing his (or her) or their successor or successors and^the power of 
nominating a successor or successors shall be inherent in every original 
or derivative nominee of the Donor in the manner aforesaid. Tp an> cose 
in which no successor is so nominated the remaining members nominated 
by the Donor and their successors will nominate in writing another person 
in his or her place. Until a successor is appointed the remaining member 
or members will carry on the work of the said Board. 
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At loasb five members will form a quorum for a meeting. The Pro- 
ceedings of the Board so constituted shall be laid before the Sjmdicate for 
confirmation. 

3. Each Fellowship will carry a salary of Rs. 100 per mouth or more 
if the Board so decides in deserviAg cases. 

4. Follows shall be elected by the Board of Management from amongst 
distinguished graduates who ^hall be Bengali Hindus only. 

*5. Each Fellowship will be tenable for a perio^l of five years, the Fellow 
to remain on probation for the first year. Ho will be eligible for re-election 
for a period to be determined by the Board in each Ciise, provided the 
Board is satisfied that such extension of appointment is necessary for 
enabling the Follow to complete the work untlertakon by him. 

0. The tJniversity shall allot a suitable grant to each Follow for equip- 
ment and other necessary expenses for his research work. A part of the 
expenses may bo met out of any surplus that ma^^ be left out of the income 
from the endowment fund and the said Board shall also find a suitable 
place for the Follow to carry out their work and afford suitable facilities 
for the same.' 

^ 7. Each Fellow shall devote himself exclusively to researcli in his special 

subject and shall not hold any other appointment or servi(M?. 

8. Subject to general principles outlined above the mode of aj^point- 
rnent of the *Fellows, the detailed terms and conditions of tlieir services, 
the supervision of their ^ork and the manner in which they are to discharge 
their duties as also the conditions on which the Fellowship shall bo awarded, 
retained and fenowod shall be determined by I'liles to be framed by the 
Board fronx time to time. 

9. The proceedings of the Board shall be sul)ject to confirmation by 
the jjfyndicate. 

As soon as I am informed that the Senate is willing to accept the offer on 
the conditions merxtioned above, I shall arrange to transfcT Government 
Promissory Notes of the recjmred value in favour of the University.

The first award will be made 
in September, 1938. 

Additional Fellowships may bo awarded if and wlien the financial 
position of the endowment allows. 


* At the suggestion of Lady Abala Bose, the Syndicate on 13th August, 
1938, replaced Rule 5 by tVio following : — 

‘^Tho Fellowship will bo tenable for a period of thr€)o years but the Fellow 
will be on prolw-tion during the first year. He will be eligible for re-election 
for a period not exceeding two years to be determined by the Board of 
Management, provided the Board is satisfied that such extension is neces- 
sary for enabling him to complete the work undertaken by him. In applying 
for •renewal of the Fellowship the candidate must submit a detailed report 
of the work he has done and ho intends to do if re-appointed which shall 
be duly considered by the Board before renewal.”

BIPRADAS PALCHAUDHURI FELLOWSHIP 

Mr. Ranajit Palchaudhuri (Mahosganj Estate, Mahesganj, Nadia^ placed 
at the disposal of the University Government Securities of the face value 
of Rs. 50,000 ( Rupees Fifty Thousand only) for the purpose of establishing^ 
a Fellowship to be called the Bipradas Palchaudhuri Fellowsliip, The- 
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Endowraeut is intended for enabling' the University to invite competent 
scholars from foreign countries to visit India and study, under the auspices 
of the University, ‘ Aspects of Hindu Civilisation and Culture *. 

The conditions of the endowment are as follows : — 

(1) The sum made over to the University shall be invested in approved 
securities and corpus shall always remain untouched. 

(2) The management of the fund and its application shall remain 
vested in a Board, subject to the general control of the Senate, to be cons- 
tituted as follows : — 


The Board 


(i) The Vice-Chancellor. 

(ii) The President, Post-Graduate Council in Arts. , 

(Hi) Two scholars to bo annually nominated by the Syndica^'e re- 
presenting such subjects as Indian Philosophy and Religion, Sanskrit, 
Indian History, Culture and Literature. 

(w) One nominee of the Post-Graduate Council in Arts. 

(f) Two representatives nominated by the Founder or his heirs. 

In the eventuality of such nomination (s) not being forthcoming within 
tl^ree months of a vacancy the University of Calcutta shall co-opt such 
representatives from amongst his heirs. 

The Board shall frame rules for the selection of the Fellows, who must 
be graduates from accredited Universities recognisetl by the respective 
Btate. • 

The nomination made by the Board shall be subject to the approval 
■of the Senate. 

The Board shall lay down the conditions which will be fulfilled by the 
Fellow. 

The Fellow shall be paid such remuneration as the interest of the En- 
downiont will allow supplemented by an adequate additional grant to be 
made by the Senate. It may, if convenient, also provide quarters at any 
of the University Buildings or any Hostel under its control. 

The Fellow shall ordinarily*, bo appointed every two, years and the 
Fellowship shall remain in force for a period of two years, out of which 
at least half the period should be spent at the University of Calcutta. 

^ At the oompletion of his studios, he must submit a full report of his 
investigations in the form of a thesis to the University, which will be for- 
warded for publication after approval by the Board. 

The Bo^rd will expect that the Fellow on his return to his native country, 
will continue to maintain cultural relationship with India by means of 
lectures and f)ublications on the subject on which he has specialised. 

Tl]je offer for the endowment was accepted with thanks by the Senate 
on the 27th April, 1940. 

On the recommendation of the Board of Management of the Bipradas 
Palchauhuri Fellowship Fund the following revised rules governing the 
Fellowship were adopted by the Syndicate at their meeting held on 16th 
November, 1961 : — 

(1) The Fellow shall ordinarily be appointed every three years and the 
Fellowship shall remain in force for a period of one year. 

(2) The remuneration of the Fellow shall be Rs. 6,000 per annum in- 
cluding all expenses less income tax payable at the usual rate obtaining in 

India. 

(3) Advertisement inviting candidates for the Fellowship shall be sent 
to the UniversifSes in British Commonwealth and America.

The offer was accepted with thanks by the Senate on 22nd April, 1944, 

The conditions as modified by the Syndicate on 10th August, 1944, and 
27th April, 1945, stand as follows: — 

1. That the Fellowship be named Abdul Halim Travelling Fellowship, 

2. That the amount of Rs. 15,000 (Rupees fifteen thousand) only bo 

invested in approved securities so as to produce an income of at least 3J% 
per annum. ^ 

3. That the entire management of the said fund in all respects what- 
soever and the application of its income be, subject to the general control 
of the Senate, vested in a Board of Management con6isting*of — 

(1) The Vice-Chancellor; 

(2) The President of the Comicil of Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts ; 

(3) One representative of the Executive Committee of the Council of 
Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts ; 

(4) One representative of the Syndicate ; 

(6) Donor or a member of his family after his death or a nomiiiee of 
either of them ; 

(6) Head of the Arabic and Persian Department ; 

(7) The Consul-General of Iran in Indik or his nominee ; 

(8) An expert in Persian to bo nominated by the Board of Higher 
Studies in Arabic and Persian ; 

(9) One represontativo of the Iran Society. 

4. That one Trav('lling Fellowship bo foundid, tenable for six months 

every third year, tlie fellow to be remunerated from the income of tho 
fund. ^ 

5. That tiie Fellowship bo open only to persons who hav6 at any time 

passed the M.A. Examination in Persian of tlio University of Calcutta or 
Dacca. Persons holding Doctorate Degree of any University shall not be 
eligible for the Fellowship. ♦ 

6. That the Travelling Fellows be nominated by the Board of 
Management subject to condrmation by the Senate. Each candidate shall 
be required to submit a general scheme of the work ho proposes to under- 
take during the tenure of his Fellowship. 

7. It shall be the duty of the Travelling Fellow so selected to investi- 
gate educational methods in Iran in his special branch of study or to under- 
take research in any special branch of learning — such branch and the. seats 
of learning where the investigation is to be carried on to be determined by 
the Board of Management in consultation with the candidate. The Fellow 
shall submit quarterly accounts of his work to the Board and supply such 
other evidence of the progress made by him as the Board may, frem time 
to time,* require. 

8. The Travelling Follow shall, on his return to India, submit to the 
Board a full report embodying the results of his studies and travels which 
shall be published by, and be the property of, the University. ^ 
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9. The emoluments, attached to a Fellowship, shall be paid ordinarily 
in advance in two quarterly instalments. The Board shall have power, 
however, to withhold the payment of the second instalment if the work 
dorie^by a Travelling Fellow during ^he first quarter of the tenure of Fellow- 
ship be deemed unsatisfactory by them. 

10. The Senate shall have power, on the recommendation of the Board 
of Management, to frame supplementary rules for the efficient adminis- 
tration of the Fund. Such rules, however, shall in no wise conflict with 
the principle laid down above nor shall the Senate have power, under any 
circumstancos, to spend any portion of the corpus of the fund but, if the 
Fellowship is not awarded in any particular year on accouiit of lack of a 
suitable candidate or for like reason, the sum unspent may be temporarily 

invested by the Board and applied in the award of Fellowship neiit year.

COATES MEDAL* 

On the 29th May, 1889, the Honorary Secretary, Coates Memorial Fund, 
made over to the University the sum of Rs. 2,270-5, for the purpose of creat- 
ing an endowment for the award of a prize for Oriental Research in Medicine. 

Out of the above sum rrthdo over by the Honorary Secretary, Rs. 2,000 
wals invested in 3J per cent. Government Promissory Notes. 

Certain ravised rules for the award of the Coates Memorial Prize were 
adopted by tne Syndicate at their meeting held on the 8th March, 1912. 

The award of the Coates Memorial Prize was in force up to 1927. 

18th of January, 1929, the Syndicate decided to award a medal 
called the Coates Medal instead of a j)rize, out of the Funds of the Endoument, 


Formerly Coates Memorial Prize. 
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for notable contribution to Medical Science^ and adopted the following set of 
rules for its award : — 

L The Coates Medal shall be annually awarded by the Syndicate on 
the recommendation of a Board of Adjudicators to be appointed by the 
Faculty of Medicine. 

2. The Medal should be awarded to a 'Graduate of Medicine of the 
Calcutta University whofis adjudged to have made the most notable con- 
tribution to medical science during the previous seven years. 

3. The Committee shall draw up a report recommending the individual 
who, in their opinion, is best qualified to receive the Medal, and the report 
shall specify?’ the chief contribxitions of the person recommended. 

4. iThe Committee may, in any year, abstain from making a recom- 
mendation, if in their opinion no person of sufficient distinction to justify 
the award is availablo. In such a case the surplus income shall be invested 
and added to the Fund. 

6. The Medal shall bo presented publicly to the recipient at the first 

Convocation of the University following the award. , 

0. Tiio names of the Medallists shall bo published in the Calcutta 
Gazette and the University Calendar. 

7. The Modal shall bear the University Arms on one side %nd the name 
of the recipient and the year of the award on tl>p other.

C.S.I., etc., President of the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts, 
one hundred shares in Calcutta Tramways Company (face value five pounds 
each) to constitute a fund for the purpose of instituting a Research Prize 
and a Gold x Medal* to be named “Mahendranath Ray Prize and Medal” 
after the founder’s father. The Prize and the Medal wore driginally in- 
tended to be awarded once in every two years to the author (who must 
be a Graduate of the University) of the best thesis embodying the result 
of original research or investigations in a topic connected with Indian 
Sociology, Economics and Politics. 

On the 18Gi March, 1932, the S5nidicato decided that the Prize and the 
Medal are to be awarded to the candidate wlio is admitted to the Ph.D. 
Degree of the Calcutta University in any of tlio subjects includod under 
the head “Political Economy and Political Philosophy” in the M.x\. Syllabus. 
The change took effect from the year 1932.

JAGATTARINI GOLD MEDAL 

The HoTj’blo Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjoe, Kt., C.S.I., M.A., D.L., 
D.Sc., lyh.D., made over to the University Govornemnt Securities for Rs. 
3,000 with a view to instituting a Gold Modal of the value of Rs. 200, to be 
awarded on the following condition 

(1) The Modal will bo bestowed once in two years on that individual 
who not having been a recipient of the Modal during the • preceding ten 
years, shall be doomed by the Syndicate as most eminent for original con- 
tribution to Letters or Science written in the Bengali Language. 

(2) Not later than 31st July in the year for which the Medal is to be 
awarded, a Special Committee of five members shall bo constituted as follows: 

One member of the Faculty of Arts, to be nominated by»the Faculty. 
One moinlxir of thf) Faculty of Science, to be nominated by the Faculty. 
One member nominated liy the Bangiya Sahitya Parisad. 

Two Members nominated by the Board of Higher Studies in Indian 
Vernaculars, of wliom one at least shall be a Member of the Board. 

(3) The Special Committee shall, after such consultation with experts 
as they may do(un necessary, draw up a report not later than the 30th ^^Jp- 
tembor, recommending the individual who, in their opinion, is best qualined 
to receive the Medal, and tlio report shall specify the chief contributions of 
the person recommended. 

(4) The repolt of the Special Committee shall be placed before the 
Syndicate for confirmation. The Syndicate may, for reasons specified, 
request the Special Committee to reconsider their decision but sl\all not be 
competent to substitute another name for the name recommended by the 
Committee. 

(5) The Special Committee may in any year, abstain from making a 
recommendation if, in their opnion, no person of sufficient distinction to 
justify the award is available. In such a case, the surplus inceftne shall be 
invested and added to the Fund. 

(6) The Modal shall bo presented publicly to the recipient at th^ first 

Convocation following the award. *

(h) One Member of the Faculty of Schmee, to be nominated by tin' 
Faculty. 

(c) One Member to be nominated by the Board of Higher Studies in 
Indian Vernaculars. * 

{d) A Senior Professor of Bengali Language of any affiliated College in 
Calcutta, •to be nominated by the Syndicate. 

(e) One Member to be nominated by the Bangiya Sahitya Parishad. 

N,B , — The third and fifth Members will not bo connected in any way 
in receiving emoluments or reward from the Government. 

III. The Special Committee shall, after such consultation with exports 
as they may deem necessary, draw up a report not later than the 30th 
September, recommending the lady who, in their opin'ion, is the best qinili- 
fied to receive th« Medal and the Report shall specify the cliiof contribution 
or contributions of the lady re<sommcndcd. 

IV. The Report of the Special Committee shall bo placed before^ the 
Syndicate for approval. The Syndicate may, for specified reasons, re- 
quest the Special Committee to reconsider their decision but sliall not be 
competent to substitute another name for the name recommended for tlie 
Committee. 

V. The Special Committee may, in any year, abstain from making a 
recommendation if, in their opinion, no lady of sufficient distinction to 
justify the award is available. In such a case, one year’s income shall 
accumulate flhd arrangements will bo made next year for the award. Some 
accumulations will be hold until a sum sufficient to purchase 3i per cent. 
Goveenm^nt Paper for Rs. 100 of the same year as the present one forms, 
and the Government Paper so invested will form the principal, the interest 
oP which will be similarly spent. 

VI. The Medal shall bo presented publicly to the recipient at the first 
Convocation following the award. If she be unable to attend the Con- 
vocatioh, it will be forwarded to her. 
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VII. The names of the Medallists shall be published in the Calcutta 
Gazette, the Calcutta Review and the University Calendar.

PREMCHAND ROYCKAND RESEARCH STUDENTSHIPS 

Promcha:t(i Roj^cliand, Esq., of Bombay, in a letter to the Government of 
India, offered to make a donation of two lakhs of rupees to the Calcutta 
Univ(3rsity, and on the 9th February, 1866, paid over this amount to the 
Government of India to be transferred to the University and held by it 
as a Body Corporate under Section 2 of Act II of 1867. Mr. Premchand 
Roychand further expressed a hope “that the money should be devoted 
to some one largo oV)joct or to a portion of some large object for which it 
might in itself be insufficiont.” • 

The Senate, at its meeting on the 21st July, 1866, thankfully accepted 
Mr. Pnunchand Roycliand’s munificent donation, and directed that it 
slu)uld be invested in 5 per cent. Government Securities. « 

The Senate on 2nd May, 1908, framed rules fo^ appropriating the pro- 
ceeds of tlio donation. 

The ruk^s for the Prorncliand Roychand Studentships, a modified by 
tlio Senate on IStli 9 line, 1930, stand as follows: — 

(1) Four Stu(lentshij)s of Jis. 2,400 a year each, to be called the Prem- 
cfiand Royf'hand Rosearcli Stiuhnitships, shall be maintained from out^of 
tin* int(M’('st' of the Endowment. 

(2) Any graduate of tlio University of Calcutta, who has passed the 
examination for the Degree of Master or Doctor in any Faculty of this 
University, during the period of sixteen years from 1st January following 
the year in whicli he passed the Matriculation Examination of this Uni- 
versity, shall b(? eligible for only one of these Studentships. , 

Explrniation — Any person who passed the Matriculation Examination 
in Mar(!h, 1924, and subsequimtly passes the examination for the Degree of 
Master or Doctor in any Faculty may be candidate for the Studejjtship in 
any year not lator than 1940. 

(3) The Studentship shall be awarded for promotion of Ri5search and 
sliall be awarded to yiose who have given satisfactory proof of capacitv for 
original research. Each studentship shall bo tenable for two years during 
which the student will bo required to carry on some spJcial investigation 
of work in the subject in wliich the Studontsliip was awarded. 

(4) Any person to whom the Studentship is awarded must bo in a posi- 

tion to devote tlio whole or at least a substantial part of his time to research 
work. Thf^ Studentship sliall not bo hold along with any other research 
scholarship and if the Studentship is awarded to a person who is already 
holding a ro.soarch scholarship, he shall resign such scholarship before he 
may accept the Studentship. i 

(6) Ordinarily the Studentship will bo indivisible, and in no case shall 
it bo divided botwoou more than two students. 

(6) The Studentship shall ordinarily be awarded every ^ar, one in a 
Literary subject, and the other in a Scientific subject. 

(7) The Literary subjects shall be as follows ; — »»' 

English, Sansla*it, Pali, the Prakrits and Indian Vernacufifers, Arabic, 
Persian, Comparative Plulology (with special reference to tlio Oriental 
Languages), PhiIo.sophy, History (including Indian History and Culture), 
Anthropology, Economics and Social and Political Science. , 
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(8) Tho Scientific subjects shall be as follows : — 

Mathematios, Physios, Chemistry, Physiology, Botany, Geology, Zoology, 
(including Proto-Zoology and Comparative Anatomy) and Experimental 
Psychology. ^ 

(9) For purpose of the award the Literary and Scientific subjects shall 
be divided into two groups each, as indioabofi below, and the Studentship 
shall be awarded in those grQups in rotation* : —

Languages— English, Sanskrit, Pali, tho Prakrits and Indian Vernaculars, 
Arabic, Persian, Comparative Philology with special reference to Oriental 
Languages and Philosophy.

(10) Candidates for the Studentships shall submit their applications 
to the Rsgisbrar not later than tho 30th November in any year and shall at 
the same time pay a foe of Rs. 50. Each application shall state —

(6) the subject in which he has specialised : 

(c) any research or investigation which ho has made in the selected 

subject or in any aKied branch of knowledge : 

(d) the subject in which he intends, if elected to a Studentship, to o.arry 

on special investigation or research. 

Every candidate shall submit along with his application throe copies 
printed or type- written, of a thesis dealing with some subject in whicli he 
has carried on or intends to carry on research. He shall also submit copies 
of such papers as may have already been published by him. Every candi- 
date shall further state whether tho research or investigation which he 
intends to ilndertake will be carried on in any particular library or laboratory, 
and if so, what facilities are available. He shall piyiduce along with his 
appucation testimonials to satisfy the Syndicate that he is in habits and 
character a fit anH proper person to carry on tho research that he proposes 
to undertake. 

(11) If a candidate presents a thesis under any one of the groups men- 
tioned in Rule 9, he shall be permitted to present what is substantially 
the same thesis under the other group in the following year, 

(12) As soon as possible after the applications have been received, the 
Syndicate shall, after taking expert arlvice, appoint two special Boards of 
Examiners, one to report ton tho applications in the Literary subjects, 
and the otner to report on those in the Scientific subjects, 

(13) Tho candidates shall not bo required to submit themselves to any 
written or ^al or practical examination, but either Special Board may 
require any candidate to appear before it, with a view to ascertaining pte- 
cisely^ oili# nature of the research or investigation in which he has been 

♦Theses for the Studentship in Groups A and B are to be submitted in 
the rotation as follows : 1940 — Group B ; 1941 — Group A ; 1942 — Group 
B ; 1943 — Grou p A. 
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previously engaged or which “he wishes to undertake if elected to the 
Studentship. 

(14) Each Board shall submit a report dealing with the name and 
qualifications of the candidate recommended for election to the Student- 
ship and the grounds for such recommendation. Such report shall reach 
the Registrar not later than the end of February. 

Neither Special Board shall be bound to Recommend any candidate if 
in its judgment none of the candidates is qualified to carry on research or 
investigation so as to behvorthy of the Studentship. 

(15) The Reports of the Special Board, together with the detailed re- 
ports of the individual examiners, shall be laid before the Syndicate not 
later than the 16tb March, every year, and if the Syndicate, upon the 
reports, are ^satisfied that the candidates recommended are worthy of the 
Studentships, they shall make the award accordingly.

GRIFFITH MEMORIAL PRIZE 

In August, 1901, the Registrar: received from Messrs. Winter Bothamley 
and Co., Solicitors, London, a sum of Rs. 25,935-0-9, being the value deduct- 
ing costs, of the one-tenth share of the residuary estate bequeathed to the 
University by the late Mr. iWilliam Griffith. A Sub-Committee of the 
Syndicate consisting of the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor, the Rev. Fr. E. 
Lafont, S,J., C.I.E., M.I.E.E., Alex. Pedler, Esq?, C.I.E., F.R.S., and the 
Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay, M.A., D.L., F.R.A.S., F.R.S.E., 
was appointed to consider the question as to the disposal of the amount. 
In December, 1901, a further sum of Rs. 60 was received from Winter 
Bothamley and Co., on account of assets sold since the division of the 
estate, tlius making the total value of the bequest Rs. 25,995-0J>h The 
amount was invested in per cent. Government Securities of the-nominal 
value of Rs. 26,800. Out of the interest of this Fund, the Syndicate have 
decided to award an annual prize to be called the “Griffith Prize.” 

The following rules recommended by the Suo -Committee were adopted 
by the Syndicate on the 1 4th December, 1901 : — 

* An annual Prize to be called the Griffith Prize will be awarded by the 
Univ’ersity for the encouragement of advanced study in Science and Letters. 

All persons who )\a,vQ token the Degree of Bachelor in the Faculty of 
Arts or the corresponding Degree in any other I'aculty in this University 
will be allowed to complete. The Prize will be awarded to Science and 
Letters, in alternate years. 

Candidates for the Prize will be required to submit an essay or a record 
of original work in some department of Science or of Letters, as the case 
may oe, and each candidate will be required to send his essay or record of 
work to the Registrar under a distinguishing motto. Tlie name of the 
caitciidate must be forwarded at the same time in a sealed envelope with 
the motto outside. 

Honorary Examiners will Ijc appointed by the Syndicate to adjudicate 
upon the merits of the work submittefl by the candidates.* 

If in any year no prize is awarded by reason of no candidate having 
shown sufficient merit to entitle him to the prize, the income of that year 
niay be utilized in awarding a second prize in the next or any subsequent 
year. 

The value of the Prize is Rs. 900. 

The ^^dicate adopted the following rules for the submission of theses : — 

I. Any* candidate who submits a thesis for any Degree, Diploma, 
Studentship, Scholarship, or Prize must submit the same in triplicate to-

JOOENDRACHANDRA GHOSE’S RESEARCH PRIZE IN 
COMPARATIVE INDIAN LAW 

In January, 1002, the late Babu Jogondrachandra Ghosh, Member of 
the Senate, offered to place at the disposal of the Calcutta University Govern- 
ment Socuribios of tlio nominal value Rs. 10,000 of the loan of 1865 for the' 
encouragement of the sturly of Comparative Indian Law by persons belong- 
ing to what is called the Adhyapnk class in Bengal, and for the purpose of 
establishing, out of the annual income of the Fund, a’ prize to be awarded 
to the writer of the best essay on the subject under the following condition: — 

(?) By Comperative Indian Law shall bo meant tlie Hindu Smirti Sastra 
called '' 13 y a vaharakhanda" a-ntl a comparison of the standard Sanskrit 
authoriti(vs on the subject with British Indian Law as contained in Par- 
liarnmtary Statutes, Regulations and Acts of the Indian Legislative Council 
and the l^aw as laid down in Loading Cases. The Study, which it shall be 
the object of the prize to encourgo, is the History of the Hindu Smriti Sastra 
as it existed at and from the time when India came under British rule and 
how aiul to what extent it has been tiltered under British influence regard 
being had not only to the existing Statutes, Regulations and Acts but also 
to those which, having been in operation for a time, have now been repealed 
or become obsolete and regard being also had not only to tlie existing Leading 
Cases but to cas(\s whicli were considered loading at one time but have now 
be(m overruled, and how and to what extent such alteration has affected 
Iliiuhi vSocioty. 

{ii) The essay at the discndion of a Committee consisting of tliH Vico- 
Chaueellor for tlie tinu' being of tlie University, the President of vhe Faculty 
of Lave and the T’rincipal of the Governmeiit Sanskrit CoUegO. in Calcutta, 
mav deal with the whole of the Comparative Indian Law, afi before dofimkl or 
with ))art or parts thereof ; but in iio ease shall an Kssay bJ entitled to corn- 
pot it ion wliich in any way attacks the religious belief, usages or institutions 
of His M ijesty’s subjects. And it shall bo iu the province and discretion of 
the said Commit toi^ (a) to make a detailed programme of studies for the pro- 
posed prize, (h) to name tbo subject of the essay for any one particular 
ycnir, and (c) to decide whether such prize shall be awarded ©very year or at 
longer intervals. 

(iri) By Adhyapak shall bo meant scholars of the Smriti Sastra students 
of Smriti iu the G ivornment Sanskrit College iii Calcutta, and in the Toh 
or indigenous Brahmanical schools which send in candidates for the Title 
Pjxami nations hold in that college, and students in other siiAflar institu- 
tions in India. 

{iv) Every candidate for the prize shall be required to indicate g'^^erally 
in a preface to his thesis, and specially in notes, the sources from which his 
information is taken, tho extent to which ho has availed himself of the wo^k

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of others and the portion of the thesis which he claims as original. He shall 
further be required to state whether his research has been conducted indepen- 
dently, under advice, or in co-operation with others, and in what respects 
his investigations appear to him to tend to the advancement of laiowledge. 

(v) Successful candidates sha\l be required to publish their essays, and 
if necessary, they shall receive help from the University for the purpose. 

(vi) The essay or essays^ shall be written either in English or in Bengali 
but if any competitor sends in an essay in a vernacular language other than 
Bengali, he shall be bound to furnish an English translation thereof. 

(vii) The adjudicators for the prize shall be the Vice-Chancellor of the 
University, the Chief Justice of Bengal, the President of the Faculty of Law 
and the Principal of the Sanskrit College in Calcutta. They shall be entitled 
to consult experts on their own selections to assist them, (a) to decide whether 
the essay or essays in competition is or are of sufficient mfjrit to deserve 
the prize, (6) to award such prize, (c) to decide about the number of 
manuscript copies of each eassy to bo sent in by the successful competitors, 
and {d) to consider the ways and means of the publication of any essay 
or essays. 

(viii) The prize shall be called the Research Prize in Comparative 
Indian Law. ” 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate on the 8th February, 
1902. 

The Syndicate adopted the following rules for the submission of theses : — 

I. Any candidate who submits a thesis for any Degree, Diploma, 
Studentship, Scholarsfeip, or Prize must submit the same in triplicate to- 
gether with a declaration to the following effect duly signed (either by 
name or by nom-de-plume, as the case may bo) : — 

“I hereby declare that the enclosed thesis/thosos which I submit for 

the is/are not the same or substantially 

yie same that was/wore submittecl by mo previously and approved for 
any Degree, Diploma, Studentship, Scholarship or Prize of any University.” 

II. No thesis or essay for any Degree, Diploma, Studentship, Scholar- 
ship or Prize will be accepted unless it is printed or •type-written. Any 
thesis or essay written in hand submitted for the above will be rejected. 

III. The last date for submission of essays for the prize is the 2nd of 
•January following the year for which the Prize is to bo awarded.

R Mitra, Esq., Barristor-at-Law, made over to the University, Govern- 
ment Soouritios for Rs. 3,000 for tho purpose of creating an endowment on 
tho following conditions : — * 

1 A Gold Medal to bo called tho “Booroshur Mitter Modal” will be 

annually awarded by tho Syndicate, at their monthly meeting in «ecember, 
to tho author of the best es.say in Englisti on some subject (as heremafter 
provided for) relating to Indian Econotnics. , . . ■, 

2 Tho Modal shall boar tho University Arms on one side and the words 

“Biwroshur Mitter Modal awarded to ...” on the other , and 

shall bo presented publicly at tho Annual Convocation of the Senate for 
conferring Degrees. * 
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3. The subject for the essay for each year shall be specified by the Syndi- 
cate and announced by the Registrar in the official Gazette and in such 
newspapers as the Syndicate shall think proper at least one year before 
the award of the Medal. 

4. The competition for the Medal shall be limited to candidates who 
have at any time been admitted to a Degree in this University. 

5. Each candidate for the Modal shall be required to send his Essay to 
the Registrar in a sealed cover under a distinguishing motto.

10. The names of the Medallists shall be published in the Gazette as 
also in the University Calendar. 

11. If in any year no candidate evinces sufficient merit to entitle him 
to the Medal, the mcome of the year shall be added to the Fund and in 
vested accordingly. 

12. The first “'Beereshur Mitter Medal” shall be awarded in December, 
1904, and Essays for t^io Medal must reach the Registrar not later than the 
1st of October, 1904. 

The offer was thankfully accep ed by the Svndicate on the 20th August, 
1903. 

Th ' value of th( Medal was fixed at Rs. 200 (two hundred) by the Syndi- 
cate on 14th Sep einbe-. 1934.

MAHARAJA OF DARBHANGA SCHOLARSHIP 

On the 29th of August, 1906, the Honorary Secretary of the Maharaja 
•of Darbhanga Memorial Fund made over to the University a sum of 
Rs. 9,279-12-2 for the purpose of creating an endowment for the award of 
a Scholarship, to be called the “Maharaja of Darbhanga Scholarship’*, for 
the furtherance of medical studies. 

T[ie orft3r was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate on the 15th Septem- 
ber, 1906. • , 

The following rules for the award of the Schola^*ship were adopted by 
the Syndicate : — 

1. That the Scholarship shall be called the “Darbhanga Research 
Scholarship”, and that it shall be awarded for the purpose of encouraging 
oi’iginal research in Medicine in its various branches. 

2. Tliat all Graduates and Licentiates in Medicine of the Calcutta 
University shall be eligible to compote for the Scholarship. 

3. Tliat the valu ' of this Scholarship sha’J be Rs. 50 a month, that it 
shall be avrarded e^ery alternate year and that it shall be tenable for one 
year only from July to Jun . 

4. Tint the Scholarship shall be awarded under the following condi- 
tions : — 

(а) That the Scholar shall bo appointed by the Syndicate on the recom- 
mendation of the Faculty of Medicine. * 

(б) That the Scholar shall be required to devote at least 4 (lour) hours 
a day, Sundays and holidays excepted, during the tenure of his Scholarship 
to research work in any special branch of Medical Science to bo previotisly 
selected by him and approved by the Board of Studios in Medicine, and that 
his work shall be open to inspection by a member of the Faculty of Medicine 
to bo specially deputed by the Faculty in that behalf. 

(c) That the applications for the Scholarship shall bo invited by the 
Registrar in the month of January of the year in which the Scholarship is 
to bo awarded and that such applications must reach the University oSioe 
not later than the 30th of April, next following. Every candidate must 
state in his application the special subject or bt'anch of Medical Science in 
which he proposes to carry on investigation or research work and must 
also state in what rc^spect his investigations appear to him to^^nd to the 
advancement of Minlical studies. Ho .shall also state in his application 
the place where he intends to carry on his research work ; if in a recognised 
Laboratory or Hospital a recommendation from the head of such Laboratory 
or Hospital as to the fitness of the candidate to conduct such work and the 
probable value of such work must accompany the application. If the 
candidate intends to carry on his investigation privately, his application 
must be supported by a certificate to the above effect from a member of 
the Faculty of Medicine.

(e) Each scholar shall, at the end of his tenure of Scholarship, submit 
a complete statement, type-written or otherwise, ready for publication, 
which shall be laid before the Faculty of Medicine who shall, if publication 
be deemed advisable, decide all questions in connection therewith.

JUBILEE RESEARCH PRIZES 

The following scheme was adopted by the Senate on the llth April, 
19()8 

1. In commemoration of the Jubilee of the Univonsity, prizes sViall be 
instituted for the promotion of research by its graduates. 

2. Out of the University Reserve Fund, a sum of Rs. 30,000 (thirty 
{ housand) shall bo set apart and called the Jubilee Research Prize Fund. 

‘ 3. Out of the income of the aforesaid Fund, two Prizes shall ordinarily 

be awarded every year. Each prize shall consist of a gold medal of the value 
of Rs. 150 and a sura of Rs. 350 in cash. 

4. One Prize shall be awarded for research in Arts subjects and another 
for research in Scientific subjects. The Arts subjects include Literature, 
Oriental j^^xguage. Philology, Archaeology, History, Economics, Philosophy 
and cognate branches of knowledge. The Scientific subjects include Pure 
and Applied Mathematics and the different branches of Natural and 
^Physical Science. 


♦A Scholarship of full value to each. 
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5. Not later than the 1st March in every year the Sjmdicate shall invite 
the members of the Senate to make suggestions with reference to definite 
problems which they consider to be suitable subjects for investigation, such 
suggestions to reach the Registrar not later than the 31st of May. It shall 
be the duty of each Member who make suggestions to show that it is possible 
to carry out the suggested research with the me|p,ns available in this country. 
Not later than the 30th June in every year the Syndicate shall determine and 
announce two subjects, one#n Arts and one Scientific, in which Prizes shall be 
awarded in the second year following that in which the announcement is 
made. The announcement shall specify as accurately as practicable the 
particular problem or class of problems in which research is invited. 

6. The Prizes shall be open to all persons who have at any time been 
admitted to a Degree in this University. 

7. Every thesis shall be sent privately to the Registrar not later than 
the 30th Juno, in the next but one year succeeding that in which the subjects 
are announced. Every thesis shall bear a motto but not the name of candi- 
date and shall be accompanied by a sealed envelope bearing the S6ime motto 
outside and containing inside the name and address of the candidate. 

Explanation — Theses on a subject or subjects announced in 1937 for the 
Jubilee Research Prizes should reach the Registrar not later than 30th June, 
1939. 

8. Every candidate shall indicate generally in the f>reface to his thesis 
and specially in the notes the sources from which his information is taken, 
the extent to which ho has availed himself of the \?^ork of others and the 
portions of the thesis which he claims as original. Ho shall further state 
whether his research has been conducted independently, under advice, or in 
co-oporation with others, and in what respect his investigations appear to 
him to tend to the advancement of knowledge. 

9. As soon as may be, after all the theses have been received, the Syn,j 
dicate shall have them adjusted by Boards of Examiners ; there shall be one 
Board for the theses on the Arts subjects and another for those on the 
Scientific subjects.^ It shall be an instruction to the Boards not to 
recommend any thesis for a Prize unless it exhibits a sufficient standard 
of excellence. 

10. Not later than the 30th September in every year, the Syndicate 
shall, upon the reports of the Boards (which shall be published in the 
Minutes), award the Prizes. 

11. If in any year it is reported that there is no thesis worthy o^eitber 
of the Prizes, the Prize shall not be awarded, and a Prize not so awarded 
may at the discretion of the Syndicate be awarded in the same or in any 

s ubsequent year to the author of a thesis upon any subject which ma 5 » be 
declared worthy of the Prize by the Board of Examiners. • 

12. Any Board of Examiners shall be at liberty, in recommending 
particular thesis or Prize, to include in their reports the names of any other 
theses which, in their opinion, deserve considerable praise or commendation. 

13. Every candidate shall be at liberty to publish his thesis, and the 
thesis of every successful candidate shall bo published by the University. 
The Syndicate may also, at its discretion, publish any thesis which has been 
specially commended. 

14. The first announcement of the subject^ for the Prizes was made 
in June, 1908. 

The Syndicate adopted the following rules for the submission oiTOesis : 

I. Any candidate who submits a thesis for any Degr^, Diploma, 
Studentship, Scholarship or Prize must submit the same in ^plicate together 
with a declaration to the following effect duly signed (either by name or 
by nom-de-plume^ as the case may be) : —

is/are not the same or substantially the same 
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that was/were siibnaittecl by me previously and approved for any Degree, 
Diploma, Studentship, Scholarship or Prize of any University.” 

IT. No thesis or essay for an; 5 f Degree, Diploma, Studentship, Scholar- 
ship or Prize will be accepted unless it is printed or type-written. Any 
thesis or essay written in hand submitted for the above will be rejected.

THE HON’BLE MAHARAJA SIR MANINDKACHANDRA NANDI, 
K.C^I.E., OF COSSIMBAZAR’S INDIAN MATHEMATICS AND 

Astronomy research fund 

(Senate, dated the 7th January, 1911) 

The Hon’ble Maharaja Sir Manindrachandra Nandi of Cossimbazar paid 
the first instalment of his promised donation of Rs. 20,000 to bo paid in five 
annual instalments of Rs. 4,000 each for publishing the text and translations 
of works on Ancient Indian Mathematics and Astronomy, so that Sanskrit 
works- on these subjects may yet bo rescued and made available to the 
learned world. Dr. G. Thibaut, C.I.E., Ph.D., D.Sc., who was appointed 
to pi'^pare* a Stfiieme for giving effect to the above proposal, died in October, 
1914. After that Mr. Phanindralal Ganguli, M.A., Lecturer in Pure Mathe- 
matics, was entrusted with the work.

MOKSHADA SUNDARI GOLD MEDAL AND NALINI SUNDARI 

GOLD MEDAL 

Babu Onauthnauth Dob mado over to the University 4 per cent. Port 
Trust Debentures of the nominal value if Rs. 5,000 for the purpose of 
creating, out of the interest of the sum, two Gold Medals, to be called the 
“Mokshada Simdari Gold Medar* and the “Nalini Sundari Gold Medal’^ 
respectively to be awarded annually. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Senate on the 9th March,. 
1912. 

The Syndicate adopted the following rules for the award of the Medals ; — 

1. Out of the interest of the sum of Rs. 5,000 placed at the disposal of 
the University by Babu Onauthnauth Deb, two Gold Medals, to be called the 
“Mokshada Sundari Gold Modal” and the “Nalini Sundari Gold Medal” 
respectively shall bo annually awarded by the University. The Medals 
shall be presented to tlio recipients at the Annual Convocation of the Senate. 

2. The “Mokshada Sundari Gold Modal” shall be awarded for the 
best essay written in Bengali by the lady graduate of this University bn 
historical or biographical subject to be prescribed by the Sjmdicate on the 
roconunendation of the Board of Studies in Sanskrit Lan^agos, at least 
one year in advance of the date when the Medal is to bo awarded. 

3. The “Nalini Sundari Medal” shall be av^arded for the best poem in 
Bengali by a lady graduate of this University on a subject to bo prescribed 
by the Syndicate on the recommendation of the Board of Studies in Sans- 
kritic Languages, at least one year in advance of the date when the Medal 
is to be award(5d. 

4. Not later than the month of April of the year preceding the y^r in 
which the above-named Medals are to be awarded, the Board of Studies in 
Sanskritic Languages shall select and recommend to the Syndicate a his- 
torical or biographical subject for the Essays to be submitted in competition 
for the “Mokshada Sundari Modal” and also a subject for poems to be 
submitted in competition for the “Nalini Sundari Modal”. The subjects 
so selected, when approved by the Syndicate, shall be notified ii^tho Gazette, 

5. Every candidate for each of the two aforesaid Medals shall be re- * 
quirod to submit, not later than the 30th November in any year, as essay 
or a poem, as the case may be, on the subject selected for the M^al for the 
year to the Registrar under a distingiiishing motto. Th(^ name of the 
candidate must also be forwarded at the same time in a sealed envelope 
with the motto, outside. 

0. Honorary Examiners .shall bo appointed by thejSyndicate to* adjudi- 
cate upon tlie merits of the essays, and the poems submitted by candidates. 
In adjudging the essays submit ttnl, preference should be given to the ono 
which indicates rosoarcli or investigation by the author. The essay and 
the poem of the two sui’cossful candidates shall be published by the Uni- 
versity.

ONAUTHNAUTH DEB PRIZE FOR THE PROMOTION OF RESEARCH 

IN LAW 

Babu Onauthnauth Deb made over to the University 4 per cent. Port 
Trust Debentures of the nominal value of Rfi. 25,000 for the institution of an 
annual prize consisting of a Gold Modal worth Rs. 250 and Rs. 750 in cash, 
to be called Onauthnauth Dob Research Prize, to be awarded by the Uni- 
versity for the promotion of Research in Law. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Senate on the 9th March, 1912. 

The Syndicate on the recommendation of the Faculty of Law adopted 
the following rules for the award of the Prize : — 

1. ® .An annual prize consisting of a Gold Modal worth Rs. 250 and 
Rs. 750 in cash, to bo called the “ Onauthnauth Deb Research Prize ” shall 
bo awarded by the University for the promotion of research in Law. The 
medal shall be presented to the recipient at the annual Convocation. 

2. The competition for the Prize shall be open to all persons who have 
at any time been admitted to a Degree in the University of Calcutta. 

3. A subject for research in any branch of Jurisprudence of Law shall 
be annually selected by the Faculty of Law in the first week of December 
at least two years in advance of the date when the Prize is to be awarded. 
The subject so selected, when approved by the Syndicate, shall be notified 
in the Gazette for general information. 

4. Each candidate for the Prize shall be required to submit, not later 
than the 30th November in any year, a thesis or record of original work in 
the subject selected for the Prize of that year and to send three type-written 
or printed copirs of his thesis or record of work to the Registrar under a dis- 
tinguishing motto. The name of the candidate must also be forwardt^d at 
the same time in a sealed envelope with the motto outside. 

Explanation — Th<^ thesis for the Prize dn any year must be submitted 
not later than Ihe 30th November of the preccHling year, 

5. Every candidate shall futhcr be required to indicate generally in 
the preface to his thesis, and specially in the notes, tlie sources from which 
his information is taken the extent to whieli he availed himself of the work 
of others and the portion of the thesis which he claims as original. He shall 
also be re(|uired to state whether his research has been conducted indepen- 
dently, under advice, or in collaboration with others, and in avhat respects 
his investigations a])p(nir to him to teml to the advancement of knowledge. 

0. A Hoard of Honorary Examiners, consisting of three exper%s, shall 
be appointed by the Syndicate on the I’ccommendation JT the Faculty of Law 
to adjudicate upon the merits of the thesis or records of original work sub- 
mitt(‘d by the candidates. The award of the Board of Examiners shall be 
subject to the eventual (’onfirmation of the Senate and the thesis of the suc- 
cessful candidate shall be pulbished by the University. 

7. The name of the Prize-Winner and the subject of his thesis shall be 
publislied in the Gazette and shall also bo printed in the University Calendar. 

8. If in any year no thesis is received (w the theses submitted are pro- 

nounced by the Board of Examiners not to to bo of axifficient merit to deserve 
the Prize, a second Prize or a Prize in a second subject in 

a subsequent year as the Syndicate may direct. 

9. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in rule 3, the subjects 
for 1912, and 1913 shall bo determined and announced as early as practicable. 

The Syndicate adopted the following rules for the submission of theses : — 

1. Any candidate who submits a thesis for any Degree, Diploma, Stu** 
dentship, Scholarship or Prize must submit the same in tnplicate together'

ANANDARAM BOROOAH GOLD MEDAL 

The Assam Students’ Conference placed at the disposal of the University, 
through the Hon’ble Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.I., Goverur 
ment Security for Rs. 1,100 for the creation of an endowment for the award 
of a Gold Medal every alternate year, on the following conditions : — 

(1) That a gold medal to be called the “Anandaram Borooah MedaP* 
be instituted in memory of the late Mr. Anandaram Borooah, B.A., I.C.S., 
who was a brilliant graduate of the University from Assam and subsequently 
enhanced its reputation by his original contribution in various departments 
of Sanskrit learning.

MRINALINI MEDAL 

Mr. Adharchandra Mookerjee, M.A., B.L., Emeritus Professor of His- 
tory, Scottish Church College and member of the Senate, placed in the 
hands of the Hon’ble Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.I., President 
of the Councils of Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts and Science, G. P. Notes 
amounting to Rs. 2,500 for the promotion of Post-Graduate Teaching in 
this University on the following conditions : — 

• 1. That a Gold Medal *be instituted to bo named “Mrinalini Modal” 
after the donor’s second daughter.

Rs. 6,000 to be invested in 3^ per cent. Government Security for the award

SIR ASUTOSH MOOKERJEE MEDAL 

On the occasion of the appointment of the Hon’ble Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, 
Kt., C.S.I., etc., as the acting Chief Justice of Bengal, Babu Kesoram 
Poddar, President, Marwari Association, made over to the University a 
sum of Rs. 5,000 to be utilised in accordance with a scheme to be drawn 
up by the Hon*ble Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee. The offer wa* accepted 
with thanks and the money has been invested in per cent. Governfiient 
Securities for Rs. 8,600. 

The following scheme was adopted by the Syndicate : — 

(1) That the income of the fund be applied for the encouragement of 
original research in Letters and Science. 

(2) That a Gold Medal of the value of Rs. 300 to be called “Sir Asutosh 
Mookerjee Medal” be struck annually from a die specially prepared for the 
purpose and be awarded to the author of the best original thesis on Letters 
or Science alternately. * 

(3) That the Medal be open to competition among all persons who 
have at any time been admitted to a Degree in this University. 

(4) That candidates for the Prize be required to submit their theses 
to the Registrar* on or before the 31st December of the year for which the 
Medal is to be awarded, under distinguishing motto, the name of the candi- 
date being forwarded at the same time in a sealed envelope with the motto 
outside. 

tb) That a Board of Honorary Examiners be appointed by the Syndi- 
cate on the recommendation of the Executive Committee of the Council of 
Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts# or Science, as the case may be. 

(6) That if in any year no Medal is awarded by reason of no thesis being 
received or no candidate having shown sufficient merit, the income of that 
year be utilised in awarding a second Medal in the next or any subsequent 
year! 

(7) That the Medal of 1920 be awarded for original work in the Depart- 
ment of letters. 

The gift 'v^as accepted with thanks and the scheme was approved by 
the Syndicate on the 23rd April, 1920. 

The Syndicate adopted the following rules for the submission of theses ; — 

I. Any candidate who submits a thesis for any Degree, Diploma, 
Studentship, Scholarship or Prize must submit the same in triplicate to- 
gether with a declaration to the following effect duly signed (either by 
name or by nom-de -plume, as the case may be) : — 

“I hereby declare that the enclosed thesis/thesos which I submit for 

the Ls/are not the same or substantially 

the same that was/ were submitted by me previously and approved for 
any Degree, Diploma, Studentship, Scholarship or Prize of any University.” 

Hi No thesis or essay for Uny Degree, Diploma, Studentship, Scholar- 
ship or Prize will be accepted unless it is printed or type -written. Any 
llimiiii in iirwuj written in hand submitted for the above will be rejected. 

III. The last date for the submission of thesis is fixed as the 2nd of 
January following the year for which the award is to be made.

NAGARJUNA PRIZE 

Sir Praphullachandra Ray, Kt., C.I.E., D.Sc., Ph.D., F.C.S., Palit Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry, offered to place at the disposal of the University a 
sum of Rs. 10,000 pnder the conditions mentioned in the following letter 
addressed io the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor : —

My Deab Asutosh, 

On your invitation, I joined the College of Science from its very in- 
ception and I have always tried my best to foster the spirit of research 
among those among whom I have been working. It is now my desire to 
place at the disposal of the University a sum of Rs. 10,000, representing 
the best part of my life’s savings, for founding an annual Prize, to bo award- 
ed for the best piece of research work in Chemistry*, Pure or Applied, 
by any student working in the College of Science. The Prize shall be 
open to ^competition among all Graduates of this University. The Board 
of Adjudicators for the Prize shall bo constituted as follows : — 

Palit Professor of Chemistry. 

Ghose Professor of Chemistry. 

Ghosew Professor of Applied Chemistry. 

Singh Professor of Chemistry. 

One other expert nominated annually by the other four members of 
the* Board. ^ 

The award shall be made by the Syndicate on the reconunendation of 
the Board of Adjudicators. 

The Prize shall consist of a Gold Medal of the value of Rs. 100 and 
Rs. 500 in each. 

The Prize is to be called the “Nagarjuna Prize” after the great Tndicm 
Chemist of that name, whose accurate observations and painstaking investi- 
gations have justly elicited the applause of succeeding generations and 
who, as described in my flistory of Hindu Chemistry, is looked upon as 
the precursor of chemical activity in this our ancient land. 

If in the opinion of the Adjudicators the work in any year is not up to 
the marie, the Prize should be withhold for the particular year and would 
be awarded on any subsequent occasion.

Srimati Kusumkamini Ghosh, widow of the l^te Dr. B. K. Ghosh, for- 
merly District Health Officer, forwarded 3J per cent. G. P. Notes of the 
face value of Rs. 4,500* for creating au endowment to be known as “Basanta 
Medal** in memory of her husband on the following conditions — 

A Gold Medal called the “ Basanta Medal, ” of the value of Rs. 55 will 
be annually awarded by the Syndicate to the author of the b^st esjay on 
some topic connected with Public Health to be seclected by the Syndicate. 
Competition for the essay will be limited to University Students who will be 
invited every year, in a month to be decided by the University, to submit 
essays for the Medal. 

The amount was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate on the 12th May,

KALYANKUMAR MUKHERJEE RESEARCH SCHOLARSHIP 

Mrs. Biva Mukherjee offered a sum of Rs. 23,000 ia cash for creating an 
endowment in memory of her husband, Captain Kalyankumar Mukherjee, 
for the award of a Scholarship to be called “Kalyankumar Mukherjee Re- 
search Scholarship” for the promotion of Medical research, on the terms and 
conditions mentioned in tho following letter addressed to Mr. Syamaprasad 
Mookorjeo, M.A., B.L., Barrister-at-Law, M.L.C., Vice-Chancellor: — 

“17, Rammohan Dutt Road, 
Elgin Road P.0,, Calcutta, 
20th July, 1936. 

Deab Mr. Mookerjke, 

I intend to make over to tlio University a sum of Rs. 23,000 in cash in 
memory of my husbari<l, Capt. Kalyankumar Mukherjee, L.M.S. (Cal.), 
L.R.C.P. (Edin.), D.P.H. (Cantab.), who had been a member of the Indian 
Medical Service (from October, 1910), and was taken a prisoner at Kut-el- 
Amara during the Groat War and died at a small town in Turkey on the " 
18th March, 1917. Ho displayed groat bravery in helping the wounded 
under heavy shell fire and he was the first Bengalee to bo awarded the 
Military Cross, wliich ho won in 1915, for distinguished''’ service in 
Mesopotamia. 

The object of my endowment will appear from the scheme outlined 
below : — • 

1. The scholarship, which will bo maintained out of the interest of the 
endowment, will be named after my husband and will be called “Kalyan- 
kumar Mukherjee Research vScholarship.” The value will be fixed by the'^ 
Syndicate. The interest for the first year may be allowed to accumulate and 
if this be done, it shall be added to the corptis of the fund. 

2. The Scholar, ship will be awarded for the promotion of Medical re* 
search. 

I mention below some of the different subjects on which the scholar- 
ship may bo awarded : — * * 

(а) Nutritional subjects ; 

(б) cheinicial and pharmaceutical studies of drugs obtained from 

indigenous plants ; • 

(c) spocilic problems (c.g., epidemic dropsy, cholera, etc.) of impor- 
tance to public Health. ^ 

This list may bo added to by the University from time Ho time. 

3. Only Graduates of Calcutta University will be eligible for the Scholar- 
ship. Such Graduates not)d not necessarily be holders of the Degree of 
Bachelor of Medicine. 

4. T'ho Scholarship will be tenable for one year but may be renewed 
at the discretion of the University. 

5. The Scholarship will be tenable either at the University College of 
Science or any institute or laboratory in or outside India, as may be decided 
by the Univ^ersity at the time of making the award. 

6. The following rules will be generally observed for selecting the 
Scholar : — 

(а) The University will issue advertisements inviting ^applications for 

the scholarship and fix the date within which such applications should be 
sent to the University. ^ 

(б) The applicant will state — 

(i) his academic qualifications; 

(ii) his previous research experience, if any ; 
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{Hi) the speoifio problems he proposes to investigate ; 

{iv) the institute or laboratory where he proposes to work ; 

yV) any other detailed information which the University may ask for. 

(c) The applications shall be considered by a Selection Committee oon* 
sisting of the following members : — 

(i) The Vice-Chancellor; Chairman, 

{ii) The President of the Post-Graduate Council in Science. 

(Hi) Two Professors belonging to the University College of Science^ 
to be selected by the Syndicate whose advice may be help- 
ful. 

{iv) One member belonging to the Faculty of Medicine, to be nomi- 
nated by the Syndicate. 

(v) Another expert to be nominated by the Syndicate. © 

(vi) One nominee or derived nominee of the Founder. 

(N,B , — ^The nominee of the Founder will be Mr. Jitendramohan Sen, 
M.Ed., B.Sc., F.R.G.S., of the Bengal Senior Educatinal Service and he is 
authorised to nominate his successor, and the power of nominating a suc- 
cessor shall be inherent in the original or derivative nominee of the Founder.) 

7. The Committee will interview the candidates, if necessary, and make 
its recommendation to the Syndicate. The Committee will satisfy itself 
that the selected Scholar will have adequate facilities for carrying on his 
work at the institute or laboratory selected by him. 

8. The selection will be finally made by the Syndicate. 

9. The University may sanction a non-recurring research grant for the 
Scholar of about Ks. 750 per year. 

10. The continuance of the Scholarship will depend on satisfactory 
reports being received by the Syndicate from time to time from the autho- 
rities of the institute or laboratory whore the Scholar will work. 

11. One of the duties of the Scholar will be to publish the results of the 
investigations within a reasonable time. 

12. The Syndicate may frame supplementary rules from time to time 
for the proper management^ of the fund. 

This letter containing the short sketch of the life of ray husband and the 
names of all “Kalyankumar Mukherjeo Research Scholars” together with 
‘the names of the institutions where they carried their research work shall 
be published in the Amiual Calendar of the University.

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It is now my desire to make over to the University another sum of 
Rs. 10,000 for founding an annual Prize to be awarded to a Graduate of 
this University, working in the College of Science, who in tho opinion of 
the Board of Adjucators, will have offered the best piece of research 
work in Zoology or Botany (in alternate years). Tho Board of Adjudicators 
for the Prize shall consist qf — 

(1) University Professor in the subject (Zoology or Botany). 

(2-3) Two specialists to be nominated by the Executive Committee 
of the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in Science. 

The award shall be made by the Syndicate on the recommendation 
of the Board of Adjudicators. 

Tho Prize shall consist of a Gold Medal of tho value of Rs. 100 and the 
balance of interest, accruing out of the investment of the sun^ in cash. 

If in the opinion of the Adjudicators the work in any year is *not up 
to the mark, the Prize should be withhold for that particular year and 
might be awarded on any subsequent occasion. I shall be happy to associate 
tho Prize with the honoured name of your late lamented father who had 
done so much to further the cause of scientific research.

Medical Research is clofinecl hero to m(3an n^search in medicine in its 
various departments and such research in the anitillary sc'iencos as may 
conduce to advances in medicine. They includes clinical sciejneo and clinicnil 
research in the wards of a hospital ; the study of disease in its various 
aspects ; physiology ; colloid science and biochemistry in their relation 
to medicine ; the study of chemicals which chemistry yields to medi(;ino 
for tlie treatment of disease and its diagnosis; the study of thcrapouiic 
radio-active elements, of X-Kay radiations and various contributions 
which Physics has made to medicine; Hygiene and Public Health; 
forensic medicine ; and the study of tho applications of the biological 
sciences to medicine. The list is not complete and is only intended to give 
examples. 
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Tho management of the Lady Brahmachari Research Fund will be 
vested in a Board of Management to be constituted as follows : — ■ 

(1) Vice-^Chancellor, Calcutta University — Chairjnan. 

(2) Doan of the Faculty of Medicine. 

(3) One Member of the Faculty of Medicine nominated by the Faculty 
of Medicine.

(10) The doiK^r or his original or derivative nominee. 

(11) Ledy Hrahmacluiri or her original or derivative nominee. 

Five I\b*nd)(n’s will form a quorum. 

Proceedings of the Board of Management shall he placed before tho 
Syndif‘ate for ap|)roval. 'Die Syndicate may, for specified reasons, request 
tho Board to reconsider their dc^cision but shall not be competent to reverse

RULES FOR THE LADY BRAHMACHARI REvSEARCH 
SCHOLARSHIP IN MEDICINE 

o 

'TIk; Scliolarship shall bo called Lady Brahmachari .Research Scliolar- 
shij). It shall be awarded for the |)urpose of onconniging medical research 
and will amount to Rs. 100 per montli being m^^t from the Lady Brahma- 
chari Resiuirch Fund. 

The res«nirch will bo conducted in a recognised medical college or in 
a college affiliated in Science or in such other place as may be approved by 
the Syndicate. 

Tho first-year of tho award of the Scholarship will be 1942. 

The Scholarshi]) shall begin from the firsf of July, except that in* the 
lirst year it will begin as early as possible in January, 1942. 

Tho Scholarship will bo tenable for one year in the first instance, and 
no new scholar will be appointed earlier than in alternate years. Provided 
if tho Scholarship of any scholar bo extended for the second year then the 
next S(diolarship will be awarded not earlier than two years after the fbr- 
mination of the extontion of tho Scholarship. Provided futher tho Board 
of Management may from time to time keep the Scholarship in abeyance 
and utilized it for Lady Brahmachari Readership. 
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At the eud of 10 months’ work of the first year the scholar shall submit 
a complete sfcatomont of his work, printed or type -written, for the considera- 
tion of the Board of Management who, after taking expert advice, if deemed 
necessary, shall report to the Syndicate whether the work is highly 
commended stating the special reasons for the same and then the* 
Scholarship will bo continueck for another year. 

Applications for the Lady Brahmachari Scholarship shall be invited 
by the Registrar in the mo^.th of December of Uie year preceding that in 
which the Scholarship is to bo awarded and sucJi applications must roach 
the office of the Registrar not later than 1st of February next following, 
provided that the applications for the Research Scholarsliip for the year 
1942 shall bo invited as soon as possible after the accoptanco of my offer 
by the Univorsit\n The latter must reach the Rc^gistrar not lewder than one 
month after the applications have boon invited. * 

Each applicaiit shall give the following details in his application : — 

(a) The academic distinctions which the candidate has obtained. He 
shall produce along with his application testimonials to satisfy the Board 
of Managemont that he is in habit and ciiaractt>r a fit and proper person 

^to carry on the research that ho proposes to undertake. 

(b) The subject in which ho intends, if elected to the Scholarship, to 
carry on his research.* 

(c) The subject, if any, in which ho has already specialised. 

(d) The subject or subjects of any thesis of his which may have been 
accepted by the Calcutta University for the Promchand Roycliaiid Student- 
ship in any scientific subject or for Doctor’s degree of the Calcutta Univ<ir- 
sity in Medicine or any scientific subject or an equivalent degree of the Uni- 
versity in Surgery or Obstetrics or some other medical subject. 

^ (e) A statement showing i:i what respect his investigation or research 
work appears to him tr) tend to the advancement of medical knowledge. 

(/) The candidate shall submit a thesis dealing with the lines of r<'- 
search ho intends to undertake# in his suhjf>ct. 

The Scholarship shall be open to Doctors of Medicine or Masters of Sur- 
gery or Obstetrics of the Calcutta University or to distinguished Ikudielors 
of«Medicme of the same University wlio liave obtained the Master's Degree 
in a Scientific suojoct and have obtained Honours in Medicine, Surgery or 
Obstetrics and wlio must not bo of more than 12 years standing after gra- 
duating in Medicine on the first of September of the year preceding that 
of the award and who nuist not be more than 40 years of age on the same 
date. He must not have been recipient of the Scholarship of either of tw’o 
preceding awards^ * 

As soon as the applications have been received, the Board of Manage- 
ment shall appoint a Selection Committee from amongst themselves consist- 
ing of not more than five mernoors, one of whom will be the donor or his 
original or derivative nornirioo, and one or two experts to bo co-o])ted by 
the latter to the Committee, provided that the first Selection Committee 
will consist of the Principal. Medical College, Bengal, the Principal, (vanni- 
chael Medical College, Chemical Examiner with the Government of Bengal, 
Dr, Syamaprasad Mookerjee^ Mr. S. C. Mahalanobis and the donor or his 
original or derivative nominee. 

The Selection Committee after taking expert’s arlvico, if dcemc/d 
necessary, shall submit a report through tlie Board of Management to the 
Syndicate dealing with the qualifications of the caruHdatc deserving of the 
Scholarship and the grounds for .such roconimendation. Such report shall 
be* forwarded by the Board to the Syndicate not later than the end of 
February, provided that the report of the SeIe<*tion Committee for the 
year 1942 shall reach the Syndicate within two months after their appoint- 
ment. 
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The Board of Management or the Syndicate may, for specified reasons, 
request the Selection Committee to reconsider their decision but shall not 
oe competent to reverse it. 

The Selection Committee shall not be bound to recommend any candidate 
if in their judgment none of the candidates is qualified to carry on research 
or investigation so as to be worthy of the Scholarship. 

The Scholar may collect materials for his work in any suitable place 
for work therein for temporary periods subject to the approval of the 
Board of Management. 

The Scholar must be in a position to devote not less than three hours 
a day, Sundays and holidays excepted to research work. If, however, he 
chooses to work on vSundays and holidays, his work will be counted as part 
of his (Juties*^ the Board of Management may extent the number of hours 
to four if deemed desirable for the sake of efficiency. 

The Scholarship shall not be held along with any other research scnolar- 
ghip and if it is awarded to a person who is already holding a research 
gcholarship or a paid appointment, ho shall resign the same before he may 
Ej-ccept the Lady Brahmachari Research Scholarship. If he is attached to 
a teaching institution other than medical, the same restrictions as above 
will apply in his case. If ho is a medical man he may be allowed to be 
attached to any recognised medical institution or to be engaged in private 
practice provided his duties in the institution or his ‘private practice will 
not interfere with his duties as a Research Scholar. 

The Scholar will be allowed, with the approval bf the Board of Manage- 
inont to fix the time of his duty fi)r his researcdi. 

1'he Syndicate may, on the recommendation of the Board, of Manage- 
nient, make a yearly grant of Rs. 750 to the Scholar for conducting his 
posoarcih. 

Tlio Syndicate shall arrange for the publication of the work of the Scholar 
as soon as possible after its completion. ’

RULES FOR THE LADY BRAHMACHARI READERSHM> 

IN MEDICINE 

By Readership ia meant special lectureship in a subject for a specified 
)criod given to a person highly reputed for his knowle<lg^ in that subject. 

The Lady Brahmachari Readership lectures are intended for the benefit 
►f Craduates in Medicine engaged in medical researcli as w^ell as of those 
vho intend to prosecute their studies in some special branch of medicine. 

The Lady Brahma<hari Reader will be appt)intod if and when funds 
nnounting to Rs. 1,200 are available in the Lady Brahmachari Readership 
[<^und and if there is a distinguished person deserving of the Readership. 

If in any year the Selection Cormnittee does not recommend any 
andidato who, in its opinion, is worthy of I^dy Brahmachari Reseai*ch 
Scholarship then the sum of money available therefrom wiU be refunded 
bo tno Lady Brahmachari Resetxrch Fund and earmarked for Lady Brahma- 
duiri Readership. Further another sum may be earmarked for the same 
purpose from time to time by keeping the scholarship in abeyance as stated 
in the conditions of the Lady Brahmachari Endowment. 

The Reader must be a person who has passed the M.B. Examinatidki 
of the Calcutta University with Honours in Medicine or Surgery or Obstetrics 
and has obtained the degree of Doctor of Medicine or Master's degree in 
Surgery or Obstetrics of the same University and has distinguished himself 
for his researches in Medicine or any of its ancillary soienoes. Provided 
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a person with international reputation and honours for his researches in 
medicine or its ancillary sciences may be appointed to the Readership with- 
out any of the preliminary University qualifications mentioned above. 

The appointment of f.ady Brahmachari Readers will be made by the 
Senate on the recommendation of the Lady Brahmachari Scholarship*" 
Selection Committee named before. 

The Selection Committee after such enquiry as they may deem necessary, 
shall not later than two months after their appointment, draw up a report 
recommending to the Senate the name of a distinguished person deserving 
of the Readership and possessing the necessary cjualifications mentioned 
above. The report shall specify the subject of the proposed lectures with 
a brief statement of their scope. 

The report of the Selection Committee shall be forwarded the Syndi- 
cate by the Boanl of Management of the Lady Brahmachari Rhsearch 
Fund in order that it may be laid before the Senate for confirmation at 
its next meeting or as soon as possible. 

The Selection Committee shall not bo bound to recommend any person 
if in their judgment tliere is no one available who is qualified to be worthy 
of the Readership, and the unspent money will be available for a Reader- 
♦ ship in some future year. 

The Senate may, for specified reavsons, request the Selection Committee 
to reconsider their decision but shall not bo competent to substitute another 
name for tile one recommended by the Committee. 

The Reader shall dotvor lectures not less than once a week, the total 
number of lectures being not loss than eight. Tliey will bo delivered from 
such a date and at such a place as may bo fixed by the Syndicate in con- 
sultation with him. 

The lectures shall be published 'by the University as soon as possible 
after their delivery, and after defraying the cost of publications the surplus 
%ale prof^eeds shall be paid to the lecturer in whom the copy right of the 
lectures shall vest. 

The name of the Reader will be printed in the Calendar of the University 
and in the Calcutta Gazette. * 

No person who is appointed a Reader shall be eligible for re-appointment 
before the lapse of five years. Provided a person with international reputa- 
timi and*honours may be re-appointed a Reader before the expiry of five 
years. 

Th^ Syndicate may make such a grant to the Reader as may he neces- 
sary for ^ his lectures. 

The offer was accepted with thanks by the Syndicate on 4th July, 1041 .

The name and address 
of the candidates shall be forwarded in another sealed cover bearing the 
motto outside. ’ 

(5) A Board of Adjudicators for the prize consisting of not more than 
three experts, of whom one must be a Pharmacologist, shall oe appointed 
by the Syndicate. 

(6) The toward of the prize shall be made by the Syndicate on the re- 
commendation of the Board of Afljjjdicators. 

(7) The thesis of the prize-winner shall he jmblished by the University 
or by the Bengal Immunity Co., l.itd., if desired. 

(8) If in any year no thesis is received or the theses submitted are pro- 
nounced by the Board of Adjudir^ators not to be of sufticient merit to deserve 
the i)rize, a second prize shall be aw'arde<l in a subsequent year as the 
Syndicate may direct. 

The offer was accepted with thanks by the Syndicate on 21st April, 1944. 

N.B . — The amount was invested in per cent. G. P. Notes and the 
award was decided to consist of a prize in ca.sh of Rs. *250 and a Gold 
Medal of the value of Rs. 100.

JNANENDR VMOHAN SEN AND S ARAL A SEN SCHOLARSHIPS FOR 
HIGHER STUDIES IN EDUCAITON 

« 

Rai Bahadur Jitondmraohan Son, B.Sc., M.Ed. (Leeds), T.D. (London), 
Dip. Ed. (Oxford), F.R.G.S., F.N.L, Member of the Senate, made over to the 
University of Calcutta premises No. 1, Giris Vidyaranta Lane, Calcutta, 
with the ol^ject of creating a fund in memory of his parents from w hom ho 
inherited the property. The property wafs worth more than Rupees Eighty 
thousand (Rs. 80,000) and yielded an income of Rs. 9,300 per year. 

• The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syiidicate on the 7th February, 
1947, and by the Senate on the 8th Marcli, 1947. The Deed of Gift as 
approved by tlio Syndicate was executed by the Donor and registered on 
the 17th September, 1947. The Donor made over to tD; University also a 
sum of Rs. 104 being the rent of the premises for the period of September, 
1947, commencing from the date of execution of the Deed of Gift to tlie 
eml of the month. 

The following rules as to the manner in wdiich and the purpose for which 
the FtJhd is to bo utilised wore adopted bv the Syndicate on 6th February, 
1948 : • 

(1) It is calculated that as the present rent realised from the tenants 
is 270 per month, sufficient fluids (viz., over Rs. 2,000) wdll be obtained 
from the income of property by June, 1948, and that as the annual income 
will not be less than Rs. 3,000 from 1948-49, it well be possible to award 
the three Scholarships (viz., two Jnaneudramolian Son Scholarships and 
one Sarala Sen Scholarship) with effect from 1948-49 leaving some balance 
in the fund at the end of each year. 

(2) The value of each of the Scholarships be fixed as Rs. 75 per month. 

(3) Of the two Jnanendramohan Son Scholarships one shall bo aw^arded 
to a non-Muslim possessing high acadtanic qualification and the other may 
be awarded to a Muslim capable of carrying on higher studies in Education 
after obtaining the B.T. degree. The third Scholarship, viz., the Sarala 
Son Scholarship, shall be awarded to a lady teacher qualified for carrying 
on higher studies in Education. 

(4) The Scholarships will be tenable for one year in the first instance 
l^t may be renewed for a second year and even for a third year, if the work 
of the scholars bo reported as satisfactory and deserves such support. 

(5) The usual procedure for inviting applications from candidates 
shall followed by the Registrar of the University. The selection of the 
scholars will be made by the Syndicate on the recommendation of the 
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Seloction Committee appoiatod in terms of the Donar’s original letter of 
the 8th Docombor, 1940, viz. : 

(i) The Vice Chancellor, Chairman. 

(ii) The Prosklont of the Post-Graduate Council in Arts. 

(Hi) The Pr€)sident of the Post-Graduato Council in Science. 

(iv) The Hoad of the Teachers’ Training Department of the 

University. 

(v) The Principal oS David Here Training College. 

(vi) One nominee of the Ministry of Education, Government of Bengal 
(tni) Ono nominee of the Syndicate. 

{viii) One nominee of the All- Bengal Teachor>s’ Association. 

(ix) One nominee or derived nominee of the Donor (The first nominee 
^ (cmf>ing under tins c.ategory shall he Mr. Nirmalchandra Sinha 
M.A. (Cal.), Dip.Edn.( Ediii.), Head Master, Keshub Academy. 

(.t) The Donor and after his death another nominee of the Donor 
(Tfio power of nominating a successor shall be inherent in the 
original or derived nominee of the Donor). 

(6) Tlie Syntlicato may allow a scholar to continue in his post as a 
teacher of a recognised high school or of an affiliated college, if such con- 
tinuance does not hinder his work as a Research Scholar. 

(7) The Scholarships shall bo made tenable for Po, •Jit-Graduate Studies 
in E inaction beyond the B.T. degree courses, i.e., for MasU^r’s degree in 
Educ ition or for a Doctor’s degree in the field » f Education including 
Psychology, Sociology and allied subjects. 

(8) If no suitable Muslim candidate or a lady t(uichor bo found qualified 
for one of tlio .j fianednramohan Son Scliolarships or for the Sarala Sen 
Scholarslap in any par(i'*ular year then tio award in the category will be 
made during the yt'ar and the sa.vings shall b(^ allowed to aecumulat(‘. 
The savings thus made may be utilised in th(‘ following year father by award 
of an additional J nauondramohan Sen Scholarship to a iioieMuslim can- 
didate or by increasing t he \oilue of the scViolarship in the second year or 
third yinir of a (!an(fidat(^ who has bi^on carrying on his research work in a 
satisfactory manner ; or by invitinsr an educationist to deliver a course of 
not less than thivMi leetun's, eitlier in Bengali or in English on some aspect 
of Theory, History or l^ractiee of Education. The honorarium of t^e Lom 
turer shall be <letermiued by the Syndicate, but it shall not be Jess than 
Rs. 000 (viz., the v^aluo of ono vt^ar’s savings of a d nanondramohaA Son 
Scholarship). If in any year su<‘h a lectuivship be instituted it-*shall be 
ealltvl th(? Mrianeudra-inohan Sen Lf^ctiireship in Education.’ 

(9) As the utilisatftui of the property in terms of the Deed of Gift t^ns 
been l(dt to the discretion of < tc' Syndicate and as the University lias the 
full right to sell or dispose of the property ami utilise the funds in any 
manuf'r it thinkrs best iwovhled the trust conditions mentioTied in the Deed 
of Gift ani fulfilled tla^ Univ'crsity shall earmark a sum of not less than 
Hs 3,000 (lluptHv-; thn^e thousand) per year in its Bu<lget; for expenditure 
in terms of the forf’going ruhvs eoTiccrning the Jnanendramohan Sen and 
Sarala Sf>n Scholarships Fund. 

(10) 'F/ie names of tlie siiholars and the Uvdurors (if appointed) and 
( ho f>reg )iug puUm sliaU be published in the Gafendar of the University.

ROMESHCHUNDER DUl'f PRIZE 

The Jt. Secretary, Reception Committee, Indian Economic Conference, 
1948, forwarded to the University, under whoso auspices the conference 
was held in Calcutta, a cheque for Rs. 4,600 for the creatiq'^ of a fund for 
the biennial or triennial award of a cash prize to a graduate of thd Calcutta 
University, who has published either in English or in Bengali tlie best work 
on some aspect of Indian Economic History. Regarding framing of rules 
for the award the Syndicate was requested to devise suitable measures 
for giving offoct to the desires of the donors to secure a continuity of the 
great work in the sphere of Indian Economic History which was un(iertak(ni 
by the late RomoshchurKhu Dutt, after whom the prize shall bo named. 

The offer was accepted with thanks by the Syndicate on 9th July, 
1948. 

(The alnount has been invested in .3% G. P. Notes). 

The following rule4 were adopted by the Syndicate on the 1st March, 
1952 for the award of the prize : — 

(1) The Prize shall be called the R. C. Dutt Prize. It shall consist of 
cash Prize of Rs. 350 awarded every three years. 

(2) The Prize shall bo open to competition among graduates of this 
University for work on Indian Economic History published either in Bengali 
or in English not earlier than 5 years before the year for wdnch the award 
is made. 

(3) Not later than the first week of January of the year in which the 
Prize is to be awarded the Registrar shall invite, by ailvertisomonts, ap])li- 
cations for the Prize. Such applications must be accompanied by at 
l^ast Vecopies of the applicant’s publication. 

(4) The Vice-Chancellor and Syndicate .shall make the award on the 
recoitmondation of the Board of Honorary Adjudicators comprising the 
following : — 

(i) University Professor of Economics. 

(ii) Asiitosh Professor of Medieval and Modern Indian History. 

(Hi) Sifrondranath Bauerjee Professor of Political Science. 

(iv) Ono expert nominated by the Board of Higher Studies in 

History. 

(v) One expert nominated by the Board of Higher Studies in 

Economics. 

(vi) One expert nominated by the Bengal Chamber of Commerce. 

{vii) One expert nominated by the Bengal National Chamber of 

Commerce. 

(6) If in any year no^ application is received or the publications re- 
ceived are pronounced by the Board of Adjudicators as not of sufHcient 
merit to deserve the Prize, the amount of available interest shall be added 
to the corpus of the fund and may be utilised for an additional Prize on 
a subsequent occasion. 

(6) A graduate wdio hss once received the R. (h Dutt Prize shall not 
be eligible for it again before the lapse of 9 years from the (lat(» of the award 
of the Prize. 

(7) The names of the recipients of the Prize .shall bo published in the 
University Calendar. 
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(8) Any alteration of the rales may bo made by the Senate of the Uni- 
versity, with the approval of two-thirds of members present at a meeting 
thereof. 

(9) For tlie purposes of the first award in 1052 suitable stops may bo 
taken immediately.

Dear Sir, 

On th(^ 18tli Juno, 1048, I had offered to create an endowment in the 
University in moinory of my parents, but the offer had not yet boon accepted. 
In modification aiu^ substitution of the tcuans and conditions me tioned in 
my previous letters, I propose to create tlio ondowmont on the following 
terms and conditions : — 

(1) A scholarship to bo named ‘Biharilal-Ma! dakini Scholarship’ in 
memory of my revt^rod panmts is to bo awarded every year to a deserving 
candidate for carrying on research w-ork in such subject or subjel^ts as 
may bo doomed by tlio University on the advice of the Committee oUManago- 
ment jioroinaftor prov ided as beirig conduciv'e to the development of in- 
vlustry and/or agricult uro in India. 

(2) The scholarship shall bo available only for candidates wfiio are 
Bengalee Hindus, irrespective of the fact as to whether they are domiciled 
in West Bengal in the Indian Union or ifi East Bengal wfithin Pakistan. 

(3) Tlie recipient of the scholarship must be a distinguished graduate 
of the ('alcutta University or of any other University that may bo approved 
for this purpose by tlie Committee of Mauagemont. 

(4) The scholarship shall ordinarily and in the first instance be tenaole 
for one year but may be extended up to a maximum of two years, one year 
at a time, if the Committee of Management maRes a special recommonda - 
tion to that effect on the ground of continued good work of a high order 
and if the continuance of the scholarship is found necessary for the successful 
termin ition of the research work undertaken by the Scholar. 

(5) The scholarship shall be of the value of Rs. 100 per month so long 
as the income from the corpus or the savings may be sufficient for thaU 
purpose. 

(6) In case the income in any year proves insufficient, it will be open 
to the University either to award tlio scholarship in alternate years or pro- 
portionately to reduce the amount of the scholarship. It is my intention 
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to augment in future ^be corpus of the endowment further so as to obviate 
any possibility of a reduction in the value of the scholarship. 

(7) It will be open to the University on the recommendation of the 
Committee of Management to lay down detailed rules governing the award 
of the scholarship and the continuance thereof subject to the general con- 
ditions laid down in this letter. 

(8) The subject of research to be undertaken by a Scholar shall be 

settled by this Committee of Management in ccnsultation with the scholar. 
The scholar must give an undertaking at the time of the award that he will 
continue to devote the whole of his time for the research on the subject 
selected and that he would not discontinue such research work during the 
tenure of the scholarship or till that particular research is completed, which- 
ever is earlier. * 

(9) The research work shall be carried on either in the University 
College of Science of the Calcutta University or in such other institution 
or place and under the supervision of such person or persons as may be 
approved by the Committee of Management. 

(10) There shall be a Committee of Management consisting of — 

(n) The Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta University, ex-offlrAO, 

(b) Professov of Applied Physics in the University of Calcutta. 

(c) Professor of Applied Chemistry in the University of Calcutta. 

{(1) One member nominated by the Syndicate of the Calcutta 

University.* 

(e) cf? (/) *Two nominees or derived nominees of the donor. 

{g)f (h) dh (v) Three members to bo co-opted annually by the 
above six members. Such co-opted members being persons 
engaged in and experts in industry and/or agriculture but 
need not necessarily bo members of the Senate. 

(11) The names of the first nominees will be intimated to you as soon 
as my endowment is accepted by the University. Such nominees are autho- 
rised to nominate their owt^ successors and the pow^r of nominating a 
successor shall bo inherent in eicli nominee of the donor as well of each 
derived nominee. The donor <jr any of his nominees or any derived nominee 
sh»ll during the lifetime of such donor, nominee or derived nominee, as 
the case may be, have the power to substitute another nominee or derived 
hbmir^e, in place of the one previously nomiuatod by him. If at any time 
any or b^th the then last iiomiuoe^ die or resign or fail or cease to act 
without nominating successors or fail or doolino to make nominations, 
then, in the event of one such vacancy occurring tl^o remaining nominee 
or (Jerivmd nominoo shall bo entitled to nominate a successor and in the 
event of two suen vacancies occurring at the same tirno the Vioo-Chanoollor 
shall nominate two persons as the noxt successors and such successors sliall 
have all the rights and privileges of derived nominees. Every nominee 
or derived nominee shall so far as practicable or possible bo a relation of 
the donor. 

(12) Mo matter relating to the endowment shall bo considered by any 
other body or authority unless the same has in the first instance boon placed 
before and considered by the Committee of Management.

DUKE SCHOLARSHIP 


In August, 1904, the Honorary Secretary to the Duke Memorial Fund 
made over to the University a sum of Rs. 4,003-12-0 for the purpose oP 
creating an endowment for the award of a scholarship on certain conditions.. 

The conditions as revised by the Syndicate on the 29th November, 1936,

KISHORYMOHAN-HARAKINKARI SCHOLARSHIPS 

In March, 1903, Babu Kishorymohan Ray, Vakil High Court, Calcutta,, 
offered to the University G. P. Notes for Rs. 4,000 of the 3 per cent, loan for 
the purpose of founding, from the interest thereof, two scholarships of 
Rs. 5 eacli per month, tenable for one year on the following conditions : — 

(1) That the aforesaid scholarships shall bo called “ Kishorymohan- 

Harakinkari Scholarships.” , 

(2) That the aforesaid Endowment and the names of scholars shall 
be published in the Calendar of the University and be placed next after 
the Rajkrishaa-K.jhotramani Scholarships fdunded by mo in 1901. 

(3) That the aforesaid scholarships shall be awarded to the holders of 

Rajkrishna-Kshotramani Scholarships and shall be tenable for one year 
commencing next after the expiration of terms of their original scholarships 
on condition tliat they prosecute or pursue their studies in some weU- 
organisod institution teaching in Arts or some profession of any techni<5^1 
subject, provided that no such scholarships shall bo awarded td* any one 
of them if, in the opinion of the University, the student is deemed unfit 
and undovserving by reason of his or her not having made sufficient progresa 
in study during the term of his or her holding the sertd “ Rajkrishna- 
Kshotramani Scholarship ” or for any other reason. ' 

(4) That if for any reason in any year any of the two scholarships be 
not awarded to a hokler of ‘‘ Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholarships ” the 
same shall bo awarded to a most deserving student who would have been 
eligible for one of the Rajkrishna-Kshctramani Scholarships according 
to the tenor and spirit of conditions attended to the said scholarships but 
to whom no such scholarship was awarded by the reason of their being 
at that time, a more fit student to take. 

(6) That as far as practicable the aforesaid scholarships shall be subject 
to the conditions attacheil to the said “ Rajkrishna-Kshctramani Scholar- 
ships.” 

(6) That the power of putting a fair construction on any doubtful 
point in deciding upon any point not covered by the aforesaid conditiona 
attached to the said ” Rajkrishna-Kshotramani Scholarships ” shirti 
rest with the University. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate on the 21 st Maroh,

NARASINHA DUTT SCHOLARSHIP 

In September, 1916, Babu I;almohan Mookerjee, B.L., placed at the 
^disposal of the University of Calcutta 4 per cent. Port Trust Debentures 
of the nominal value of Rs. 2,600 for the purpose of founding from the 
interest thereof a scholarship in memory of the late Rai Narasinha Diitt, 
Bahadur, on the following conditions ^ 

(1) That a scholarship to be called the “ Narasinha Dutt Scholarship ” 
of Rs. 8* per month tenable for one year bo awarded to such successful 
candidate at the Matriculation Examination for the year who being a 
student of any of the H. E. Schools in the Howrah District obtains the 
highest number of marks among the fellow students but does not obtain 
a Government or any other Scholarship. 

(2) That the said scholarship be continued to the same student for a 
further period of one year provided that ho produces a report of satisfactory 
progress and good conduct from the Principal of the Institution. In this 
latter case, no new award shall be made for the year, and tlie next award 
shall be made after the expiry of that year.

(4) That the scholarship shall be tenable in any college atfiliated to 
the University of Calcutta in which the student desires to pro3€K?ute his 
studies. • 

(5) That the remaining Rs. 4 or any balance loft out of the total 
amoimt of the annual interest be made over to the authorities of the 
‘‘ Students’ Fund ” in connection with the Calcutta University Institute, 
to be spent by them in furtherance of the objects of the said Fund. 

(6) That the names of t\m scholars be published in the University 
'Calendar,

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PREONATH DATTA LEGACY SCHOLARSHIP 

In August, 1904, the Solicitor to the Government of India forwarded a 
cheque on the Bank of Bengal for Rs. 13,017-10-1, being the one-fourth 
share of the residuary estate of the late Babu Preonath Datta bequeathed 
by him to the University. 
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The Senate on the 17th February, 1906, adopted the following scheme 
submitted by the Committee appointed by them at their meeting on the 
16th April, 1905 

That there shall be two scholarships, one for a successful female candi- 
date at the Intermediate Examination in Arts or Science and another at 
the Matriculation Examination, the amount being Rs. 10 for the former and 
Rs. 8 for the latter. The scholarships shall bo tenable for two years on condi- 
tion that the scholars prosecute a course of sthdy for the next higher exa- 
mination. 

That the scholarship shall bo awarded to the best among the successful 
candidates who do not get a Government scholarsiiip, who are natives of 
ipengal, and whose circumstances are such as render help dq^sirablo. The 
last fact shall be certified by a Member of the Senate or a Principal of a 
College affiliated to the University. 

The Syndicate shall have power to alter the amount of tlio scholar- 
ships according to the funds which are available.

Mr. G. C. Bose, Executor of the Will of the late Babii Jagatbandhu 
Bose, placed at the disposal #Df the University 3J per c^nt. G. P. Notes of 
the nominal value of Rs. 6,000 for the purpose of founding a scholarship in 
memory of the mother and grandmother of the donor on the following 
conditions : — 

^ (1) That a scholarship of Rs. 8 per m inth tenable for two years shall 
l>0iWJ?ftrded to such successful candidate in the Matriculation Examination 
for the year, who being a student of the H. K. School, Ilsoba-Mondlai, 
obtains the highest number of marks amongst the fellow students, but 
does not obtair^a Government Scholarship. • 

(2) That if more than one boy obtains equal marks at the Matriculation 
Exdhiination the poorest among them shall got the scholarship. 

(3) That the scholarship shall bo tenable in any affiliated institution 
in which the student desires to prosecute his studies. 

(4) That if in any year anybody after passing the Examination from 
the aforesaid school does not continue his studies or if in any year nobody 
at all succeed in passing the examination or if in any year one boy pass the 
examination and obtain a Government Scholarship) and there be no other 
boy to enjoy the scholarship under the present endowment or if in any 
year any boy dies when enjoying the scholarship then the amount of the 
undlsbursed scholarship as well as the surplus money which will be left 
every year after paying the monthly scholarship to one boy shall be de- 
posited in the School Fund. 

(6) That if the H. E. School at Mondial ever cease to exist then the

RAJANIMOHAN-SUNAYANI MEDAL 

Mr. Ratanmohan Chatterjoe forwarded a 3 per cent. G. P. Note for 
Rs. 500 for creating an endowment for the annual award of a Medal to be 
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called the “Rajanimohan-Sunayani Medal,” in memory of his revered 
father late Mr. Rajanimohan Chatterjeo, on the following conditions : — 

The medal is to be awarded to the best Bengali female student in Fine 
Arts, all the rules to be framed by the Vice-Chancellor. 

The offer was accepted with thanks by the Syndicate on 19th March, 
1938. 

The following rules for the award of the medal were adopted by the 
Syndicate on 31st May, 1938 : — 

(1) That the medal be called “Rajaniniolian-Sunayani Silver Medal” 
^nd should bear the Ascription “Rajanimohan-Simayani Medal awarded 

to year ...” on one side and the University 

Arms on the .other. 

(2) That a silver medal bo awarded annually on the results of the 
Matriculation Examination under the revised Regulations to the most 
deserving Bengali Hindu girl who passes the examination in the First Divi- 
sion securing highest number of pass marks in “Drawing and Painting 
including an Appreciation of Fine Arts.” 

(3) That the award is to be made by tlie Syndicate after the publica- 
tion of results of the Matriculation Examination. 

(4) That the name of the candidate with thc/ name of the institution 
from which 'she passes the examination (if she is not a private student) 
should be published annually in the Calcutta Gazette and the University 
’Calendar.

Medal” to be awarded to the student who secures the highest number of 
marks in Bengali at the Matriculation Examination from the said Nibadhai 
High English School (District Twonty-four-Parganas).

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RAJKRISHNA-KSHETRAMANI SCHOLARSHIPS 

In August, 1901, Babu Kishorimohan Ray, Vakil, High Court, Calcutta, 
nxade over to the University of Calcutta 3 per cent. Government Promis- 
sory Notes for Rs. 4,000 for the purpose of founding from the interest 
thereof two Scholarships each of the value of Rs. 5 per month tenable for 
one year subject to the following conditions 

(1) That the scholarships be called “Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholar- 
ship” in memory of his revered parents the late Babu Rajkrishna Ray 
and Srimati Kshetramani Debya, and be published as an endowment in 
the Calendar of the University. 

(2) That each of the two scholarships be awarded to the student who 
may be declared otherwise fit and eligible under the conditions horoinafter 
mentioned in consideration of his or her prosecuting or pursuing his or her 
studies in some well -organised institution, teaching in Axis or some pro- 
fession or any technical subject. 

(3) That the scholarship shall be open, one to each of the six schools 
specified below, in rotation in the order in which they are named, that is 
one scholarship to each of the first two schools in the first-year, then to 
.each of the i^^ext two schools in the second year, and so on : 

(1) Rajshahi Collegiate School 

(2) Deoghur R. Mitra H. E. School 

(3) Bogra ZOa School. 

(4) Pabna Zila School. 

(5) South Suburban School, Bhowanipur. 

(6) Dumka Zila School. 

(4) That one of the scholarships shall bo awarded to the most deserving 
student who successfully passes the Matriculation Examination of the 
Calcutta University from one of the two schools as indicated above to 
which the scholarships are open for any year, but fails to obtain any other 
scholarship of a value equal to or higher than this sc'iiolarship, and the 
other scholarship to such student from the other of tlio two schools. 

(5) That if in any year no student bo eligible, according to the condi- 
tions hereinbefore mentioned from any school to which one of the scholar- 
ships is open for the year, the same shall be open to the school next in 
rotation, provided that both the scholarships shall not bo given to one 
and the same school for two years consecutively. 

(6) That if in any year no student bo eligible for any of the scholar- 
ships according to the conditions hereinbefore mentioned, from any one of 
the .aforesaid six schools (a contingency not likely to happen), the same 
shall be awarded to such deserving student of any other school situated 
within the jurisdiction of the Commissioner of Rajshahi Division as the 
Syndicate of the Calcutta University shall select, having regard to the tenor 
and spirit of the conditions hereinbefore mentioned. 

(7) That the power of putting a fair construction on any doubtful 
point in or of deciding upon any point not covered by the aforesaid condi- 
tions, shall rest with the University. 

The Syndicate on the 5th September, 1919, resolved that the names 
of Deoghur R. Mitra H. E. School and Dumka Zila School be removed 
from the list and that the scholarships be awarded one year to Rajshahi 
Collegiate School and Bogra Zila School and tho next year to Pabna Zila 
School and South Suburban School, Bhowanipur.

(v) That the names of the scholars be published in the Gazette and in 
the University Calendar. 

(vi) That should the interest payable on the Government Promissory 
Notes be reduced the monthly amount to bo })aid to Ihe Rashbehari Biswas 
SoLiolars shall bo proportionately reduced to allow of the amount of interest 
realised meeting the amount payable to the scholars. 

(vii) The name of the recipient and the school from which he appears 
be communicated to the Donor or to his heir.

If the studout bo a recipient of any Government or University Scholar- 
ship or any oth(^r endowment through Government or University or the 
Pirojpur High School Trust Fund Scholarship, the Scholarship would, in 
that case', be awarded to the next first student, who is not such a recipient. 
For the above purpose the annual interest on the G. P. Notes of the 
face valiK' of Rs. 3,500 will bo expended. 

Second Endowment 

Out of iho annual interest on the balance left of the G. P. Notes, i.e., 
Rs. 000, a silver biotlal is to bo awarded annually to tlie student secm*ing 
the highest number of marks in Bengali (Vernacular) among the candidates 
at the jMatrii Illation Examination from the schools witliin the Sub-Division 
of Piroj]nir, District Barisal, provided the student continues his studies 
i?i an afUIiatcd colh^ge. ’ 

In case the first candidate does not continue his studies in any affiliated 
college the next candidate in order of merit in Bengali, who fulfils the 
conditions will get the modal.

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THAKURDAS BANERJEE SCHOLARSHIP, PRASANNAMAYI DBBI 
PRIZE AND KEDARNATH BANERJEE MEDAL 


Babu Kshitindranath Banerjoe, in deference to the^wishes of his uncle, 
the late Babu Kedarnath Banerjee, pleaded and resident of Barasat, in 
the District of 24-Pargana8, made over to the University per cent* 
Government Securities of the ‘nominal value of Rs. 8,000 for the purpose 
of creating an endowment for the award of a scholarship, a gold medal 
and a prize of books. The donation was subsequently supplemented by 
a further sum of Rs. 1,000. The conditions for the award are as follows : — 

(a) That scholarship of Rs. 8 (eight) a month tenable for two years 
awarded every alternate year to the best student who passes the Matri- 
culation Examination in the First Division from the Barasat Government 
School but does not obtain a Government or any other scholarship, if he 
pursues his studies for the next higher examination in an affiliated co|lege. 

The scholarship of Rs. 8‘ a month tenable for two years, under this clause 
which was originally awarded every alternate year is now awarded annually* 

(b) That the Barasat Government School failing to pass in any year 
any student who might satisfy the said conditions the portion of the interest 
available for scholarship will be added to the fund. 

(c) That the scholarship be called ‘ Thakurdas, Banerjee Scholarship * 
in memory of tlie donor’s father. 

(d) That a prize in Sanskrit books of the Value of Rs. 25 to be called 
the “ Prasannamayi Devi Prize,” perpetuating the memory of the donor’s 
motlior, bo presented at the annual Convocation to the female student 
who gains the highest number of marks in Sanskrit at the Bachelor of Arts 
Examination among the successful students of her own sex ; or in the 
absence of such a student the prize bo similarly awarded to a male student, 
who gets the highest number of marks in Sanskrit at the same examination. 

(e) That a gold rnoflal of the value of one hundred rupees be awarded 
every year publicly the Convocation of the SLiiate for conferring Degrees 
to th(‘ only or the best D.L. of the year, if any, or failing liim to the student 
who stands first at the M.L. Examination, or failing him to the student 

who stands first at the Final B.L. Examination. 

(/) That the modal bears the words “ Kedarnath Banerjee Med^i^ 

awarded to ” on one side and the University Arms 

on the other. 


(g) That the naiqes of the winners of the scholarship, prize and the 
gold modal bo publisliod in the Gazette as well as in the University Calendar^ 

(h) That th4 donor bo allowed to nominate Arindrajit Mul^opadKyay 
who passed the Matriculation Examination in 1911 in the First Division 
from the Barasat Government Sidiool and has been admitted into the 
Ripen College, as the first holder of tlie Thakurdas Banerjee Scholarship. 

(i) Thort in aiibsoquont years the University will award the said scholar- 
ship to any one in term of the condition in paragraph (a). 

(j) That the scholarship, prize and medal be awarded with ejBTeot 
from the year 1911.

JDUFF SCHOLARSHIPS 

The Subscribers to a fund raised for the purpose of commemorating tho 
services of the Rev. Dr. Duff directed tho investment' of the amount collec- 
ted (Rs. 20,000) in Government Securities and offered to transfer the same 
to the University of Calcutta on the following conditions : — 

(1) Tho interest of the money shall bo applied to establish — 

I. A scholarship of Rs. 16 a month tenable for one year by the student 
who shall obtain in the Intermediate Examination in Arts tho highest num- 
ber of marks in Languages. 

n. A scholarship of Rs. 16 a month, tenable for one year, by the stu- 
dent who shall obtain, in the Interm^iate Examination in Arts or 
Science, the highest number of marks in Mathematics. 


^♦A medal of half the value to each, 
tf A gold rimmed Silver Medal of half the value to each. 
tCandidates who migrate to other Universities after passing the Inter- 
mediate Examination of this University shall not be eligible for being reci- 
pients of these scholarships. This will take effect from the award for 1939. 
^Syndicate, dated the 31st August, 1940.) 
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III. A scholarship of Rs. 15 a month, tenable for one year by t^e 
student who having been educated for at least one year in the Scottish 
Church College, shall obtain the highest number of marks in all the subjects 
taken together at the Intermediate Examination in Arts or Science in 
alternate years. 

(The scholarship is to be awarded to the scholar who passes from the 
Scottish Chruch College although he may not have completed two years” 
study in that college (Syndicate, dated the 28th August, 1931). 

IV. A scholarship of Rs. 15 a month, tenable for one year by the stu- 
dent who, being a Christian in religion, shall obtain the highest number 
of marks in all the subjects taken together at all the Intermediate Exami- 
nations in Arts or Science in alternate years. 

(2) The above scholarships shall be called “ Duff Scholarships ” and 
\shall bo tenable with any other scholarship. 

(3) The surplus of the funds after paying any small incidental ex- 
penses shall be suffered to accumulate and used for the purpose of giving 
rewards to any student of the University who shall pass with credit in the 
Evidences of Revealed Religion, Natural Theology and Moral Philosophy 
examination for Hotiours for the Degree of M.A. Such rewards to be called 

Duff Prizes. ” 

(4) Should the acciunulations appear to the Syndicate greater than 
is necessary to carry out Rule 3, they may add to the value of the Duff 
Scholarships or increase their number. 

(5) The Syndicate shall have the power of putting a fair interpretation 
on any doubtful point in the above rules. 

The Senate at a meeting on the 21st July, 1866, accepted this benefac- 
tion from the subscribers of the Duff Memorial Fund. 

In accordance with Rule 4 the Syndicate on the 23rd May, 190S, estab* 
lisiiod two more scholarships : — 

(a) A fifth scholarship of Rs. 12 a month, tenable for one year by the 
student who shall obtain at the Intermediate Examination in Arts or Science 
the highest number of marks in Physics. ^ 

(6) A sixth scholarship of Rs. 12 a month ionable for one year by tho 
student who shall obtain at tho Intermediate Examination in Arts or Scienoe 
the higliost number of marks in Chemistry.

LADY PRATIVA CHAUDHURI SCHOLARSHIP 

Dr. Aswinikumar Chaudhuri, Barrister -at -Law, made over to the Vice-

(2) That it shall be tenable for one year and awarded to the best Hindu 
lady student, who does not obtain any other scholarship or stipend of a 
value equal to or higher than this scholarshi|j among those wlio, alter pas.-ing 
the I.So. Examination in the year of award, join any aililiated Mtidical 
College with a view to qualifying for the degree of M.B. of the Caicutta 
University. If the best student is not eligible, the scliolarsiiip shtiii be 
awarded to the next eligible candidate. 

(3) That where the choice lies between students of equal merit pre- 
ference will be given to one who at any time has ])oen a student of the 
Bethune College or School. 

(4) That if in any year no student is eligil>le according to the conditions 

hereinhofore mentioned, the scholarship may he awarded to a former 
scholar for tno purpose of enabling her to lun- medical studies 

at the discretion of the Vioe-Cnancollor and Syndicate. If the scholarship 
is not so awarded then tlio interest on tlio aforesaid Bonds shall be accu- 
mulated and invested in tlie purchase of (hnernmont Securities of a like 
nature, added to tVie corpus of the fund, devoted to tne same purpose. 

(5) That wlien the time for redemption of the aforesaid Bonds arises, 
the amount of tlie fudd shall be invested in Government bonds or Pro- 
missory Notes, Municipal or Port-Commissioners* Debentures, or other 
approved securities, yielding the same or a higher rate of interest. 

(6) That the aforesaid endowment and the names of scholars shall 
be published in tlie Calendar of the University.

In accordance witli the terms of the will of tho late Srimati Tripura* 
•eundari Dobi, Me.ssrs. (?hatterjee and Co., Solicitors, made over to the 
University a sum of Rs. 2,500 for the annual award of two gold medals. 
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The Syndicate on the 16th August^ 1924, thankfully accepted the offer 
requested the Hon’ble the Vioe-Chanoollor and Mr. Syamaprasad 
Mookerjee to frame rules for the award of the medals. The following 
rules formulated by them wire accepted by the Syndicate on the 30th 
August, 1924 

(1) That the amoimt be invested in per cent. G. P. Notes. 

(2) That out of the interest of the amount,|two gold medals be annually 

awarded and that, as directed by the textatrix, they may bo called “Nagen- 
dra Medals.” ^ a 

(3) That one of the gold medals be annually awarded to the best lady • 
candidate who passing the I. A. or I. Sc. Examination secures the highe^ 
number of marks in Bengali as Vernacular at that Examination. 

(4) That the other gold medal be annually awarded to that successful 
Indian lady candidate for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts who obtains the 
highest number of marks in original composition at tlu' Examination for 
Pass or Honours in English.* 

(5) That each medal shall bear the words “Nagt'iidra Medal founded 

by Srimati Tripurasundari Debi awarded to ” 

on one side and the University Arms on the other. 

(6) That the medal to be awarded on tlie results of the B.A. Examina- 
tion and presented publicly every year at the Annual CJonvocation 
for conferring Degrees. 

(7) That the names of the medallists be print<ul in the Gazette an i 
in the University Calendar.

SARADAPRASAD SCHOLARSHIP AND PRIZES 

» 

The late Babii Sirhdaprasad Ray, Zainindor of Chakdighi, bequeatlied 
by his Will to the University a sura of Rs. 5,000 which was left to the Syndi- 
cate to be utilised in the best way they thoiuxht fit. In February. 1885, 
the Uuivorsity received from Babu Laliimohan Ray, the heir of the de- 
co.isod, a Governm(?nt Promissory Note of Rs. 5,000 aud in April, 1888, the 
(/ornrnissionor of the Burdwau Division forwarded the intei'ost on the same 
amounting to Rs. 3,500. The capital at the disposal of the University 
thus stootl at Rs, 8,500. After consultiition with Babu Lalitmohan Ray, 
it was detormiiKui to found a scholarship of the value of Rs. 18 a month, 
to bo called the “ Saradaprasad Scholarship, “ to be awarded annually to 
that one of the sucessful candidates for the Intermediate Examination in 
Arts, who having passed the Matriculation Examination from the Chakdighi 
Higher Class English School, has prosecuted hia studies in an aihliatod college 
f or a period of two years ; and in case no successful students appear from 
the school that one among the successful candidates for the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts who had passed the Matriculation Examination with 
the greatest credit from the Burdwau District. 

It was also determined to apply the balance which remained every year 
to the establishment of eight prizes of Rs. 20 each in books, to be called 
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the “ Saradapravsad Prizes, ” to be awarded to the eight seoessful candidate ® 
who stand highest in the subjects of English, Sanskrit, History, Logic^ 
Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry and Botany at the Intermediate Exami* 
nation in Arts or Science, respectively.

ESHAN SCHOLARSHIP 

Babu Eshanchandra Bose of Calcutta bequeathed by his Will to the 
University a sum of Rs. 12,000 in Governemnt Securities of the 5 per cent, 
loan (reducecj to 3^ p.c.) for the purpose of founding a scholarship to be 
awarded annually in accordance with the terms specified in the following 
eji>ract from the Will : — 

“ I direct my said Executors, immediately on my decease, if the same 
shall not be contributed during iny life time to sot apart out of my estate 
Government Securities of the late East India Company, or of the Government 
of India or both of them, for the amount of rupees twelve thousand of some 
5 per cent, loan, otherwise, that my Executors shall immediately after my 
dece€ise invest sufficient part of my estate in the purchase of similar Govern- 
ment Securities for rupees twelve thousand of 5 per cent, loan so as to provide 
annual income of Rupees six hundred, J and to endorse over and transfer the 
sum to the Government of Bengal or the President for the time being of 
the S3mdicate of the Calcutta University, subject to the trusts hereinafter 
mentioned concerning the same, that is to say, interest to foimd a scholar- 
ship, in the Calcutta University, to be called Eshan Scholarship ” to be

‘•(1) That out of the interest of the said G. P. Notes a Gold Medal is 
to be annually awarded to the student who will stand first in class I at 
the B.Com. Examination. 
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(2) Tbai the Medal is to be called — •* J. C. Das Msial ’ aud should bear 
the University Arms on one side and the words ‘ J. C. Das Medal awarded 
to . . . . ’ on the other and shall be presented at the Annual Convocation 
of the Senate for conferring degrees. 

(3) That the names of the medallists should be published in Dhe 
University Calendar.” 

The offer was accepted by the S 3 mdicate with thanks on Isb Maroh^ 
1952, with the modification that the medr 1 instead of being a gold one 
should be a gold -rimmed silver medal.

JUBILEE POST-GRADUATE SCHOLARSHIPS 

The following scheme for the institution of Scholarships for Post- 
Graduate study of research in Literary or Scientilic subjects framed under 
Section 18, Chapter IV of the New Regulations, has boon adopted by the 
Senate : — 

1. For the ondbwinent of Post-Graduate study in accordance with 
the New Regulations in the Faculties of Arts and Science twelve University 
Scholarships shall bo esj-ablished. 

2. Each Scholarship shall be of the value of Ks. 32 per month, and 
shall be tenable for a term of two years. 

3. The scholarship shall be awarded annual I > upon the results of the 
B.A., B.Sc. and B.Com. Examinations. 

4. Due scholarship shall ordinarily be awarded to each candidate 
whose name stands first in the Honours list in each of the subjects for 
the B.A. and B.Sc. Examinations and in the First Division at the B.Com. 
Examination, provided that — 

(t) he has obtained First Class Honours in a subject for tho B.A. and 
B.Sc. Examinations or pas.sod the B.Com. Examination, in the First 
Class. 

(li) he does not accept any other University Scholarsliip or any Govern- 
ment or College Scholarship, and 

(m) he undertakes to prosotjute a regular course of study for the degree 
of Master of Arts or Scioiico either under one or more University Lec- 
turers or in a college duly affiliated for the examination in the subject 
which he takes up. 

5. If a candidate in any subject is disqualified under provisions (ti) 
apd (ui) of Rule 4, the scholarship in that subject shall be awarded to the 
next candidate in tho First Clas.s who miy be duly qualified, provided 
that all the other candidates, who stand first in trio First Class in any 
subject and are qualified for a scholarship, havo received tho same. 

6. If in any year the number of candidates qualified for a scholarship 
under the preceding rules exceeds the number of scholarships available, 
the Syndicate may, with the sanction of tho Senate, award additional 
scholarships. 

7. A candidate who obtains Honours at the B.Sc. Examination under 
the Old Regulations will bo deemed to have obtained First Class Honours 
in a subject within the moaning of Rule 4, provided ho has obtained a First 
Class in subject II or in any two subjects taken together from among 
subjects III to IX, Sections 6 and 7 of the B.Sc. Regulations (Calendar 
for 1906, p. 58). 

8. As a condition of the continuance of the scholarship each scholar 
must produce at the end of every three months, from the University Lec- 
turer, whose classes he is attending, or from the Principal of his college, 
certificate of good conduct, diligence and satisfactory pro grass in his studies. 
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9. The first awird of the scholarships be made upoa the results of 
the B.A. and B.So. Examinations, 1908, 

Th^ Syndicate male the following decision on 20th June, 1946 

For the purpose of the award of the Jubilee Post-Graduate Scholar- 
ships iu a subject common to the two examinations, B.A. and B.Sc., the 
position in order of merit in shch a subject should be determined on the 
eombined results of tho two examinations, B.A. and B.Sc.

JYOTISCHANDRA MEDAL 

In August, 1901, Babu Gobindachandra Basu, a retired Judicial Officer,, 
made over to the University a 3} per cent. Government Promissory Note 
for Rs. 500 for the purpose of creating an endowment for the annual award 
of a silver medal in memory of his son Jyotischandra Basu, who died on 
the 7th December, 1900, on the following conditions : — 

(1) That an annual silver medal be instituted bearing the words “Jyotis- 

clmndra Basu Modal awarded to year *’ on 

one side and the University Arms on the other. 

(2) That the medal bo presented publicly every year at the annual 
Convocation for conferring degrees to the student wdio obtains the highest 
number of marks in Sanskrit in the B.A, Honours Examination provided 
he gets no other modal in the same subject, in which case the m^al is to 
be awarded to the next best student. 

(3) That the najnos of the medallists be printed in -the University 
CaUaidar and also in the Gazette.

RAI BAHADUR KAILASCHANDRA BASU SCHOLARSHIP 

Rs. 8,000 was received under the terms of the Will of Sm. Charulata 
Basu, deceased wife of the late Rai Bahadur Kailasohandra Basu. 

The Will barely meriiionod that, out of the amount received the Uni- 
versity will award a prize or a scholarship in the name of the late Rai 
Bahadur Kailaschanflra Basil. There was nothing in the Will regarding 
the terms and conditions of the award of a prize or a scholarship. 

(The amount has been invested in 3J% G. P. Notes.) 

The following rules were adopted by the Syndicate on 5tyi June, 1945, 
for the award of a s*,h )larship out of the income of the Fund : — 

(1) The scholarship shall be called “ Rai Baliadur Kailaschandra 
Basu Scholarship.” 

(2) Out of the income of the Fund, a scholarship of Rs. 10 per month 
tenable for two y^'nrs shall be awarded to the student who stands first in 
the First Division at the B.Com. Examination, on condition that (♦) he 
prosecutes further studies in Commerce for the M.A. Examination in the 
Post-Graduate Department of this University and that (ii) he does not 
enjoy any other si^liolarship. 

(3) In case the student standing first in the First Division does not 
avail himself fif the scholarship or is found not eligible for the scholarship, 
it shall bo aw^irdod to the next candidate in the First Division at the B.Com. 
Examiniition on his fulfilling the aforesaid conditions. 

(4) The name of thf3 scholar shall be published in the, University 
Calendar. 

(5) The surplus of the annual interest of the Fund shall be funded . 
and the Syndicate will docido how the amount will be utilised. 

(6) That the scholarship be awarded for the first time on the results 
of the B.Com. Examination in 1945.

RAMTANU LAHIRI AND GANGAMANI DEBI GOLD MEDALS 

On the 27th August, 1908, Mr. S. K. Lahiri submitted for the (Uioeptance 
of the Syndicate the copyright of his publication called “ Lahiri’s Select 
Poems ** and requested that out of the sale-proceeds of the book a gold 
medal might be awarded every year to the best scholar in Moral Pliilosophy 
at the B.A. Examination in memory of his father, the late Babu Ramtanu 
Lahiri. 

The Syndicate bn the 29th August, 1908, thankfully accepted the offer. 

The balance of the sale-proceeds of “ Lahiri’s Select Poems ” after 
meeting the printing ^iharges, etc., having been found to amount to Rs. 
3,335-8 the Syndicate resolved on tlie 27th May, 1911, that two gold medals 
be annually awarded to the best graduates (one male anti one female) 
in Mental and Moral Philosophy at the B.A. Examination in memory of 
the late Babu Rtuntanu Lahiri and Srimati Gangamani Debi, respootively, 
beai^ing the following inscriptions : —

” and “ In memory of Gangamani Debi, mother of S. K.

Mr. Sitaram Banerjee, M.A., B.L., ofifered one per cent. G. P. Note 
of the nominal value of rupees one thousand for the creation of an endow- 
ment for the annual award of a gold-rimmed inedal in memory of his daughter 
on the following terms and conditions : — 

(d) That the medal be called the “ Roma Gold-rimrned Medal. 

(2) That tlie medal be awarded annually to that female candidate 
being a B^gali Hindu, who passes the Final B.A. Examination of the Cal- 
cutta University, standing first among the female candidates. 

(3) That in awarding the medal, the results of the Final M.B. Exa- 
minations, both for April and November, be considered. 

(4) That if in a particular year there is no female candidate who passed 
the Final M.B. Examination as aforesaid the medal be awarded to that 
female candidate who secures the highest number of marks, among the 
female candidates at the B.A. and B.Sc. Honours Examinations of the Cal- 
cutta University. 

(5) That the medal bo publicly presented to the recipient at the Annual 
Convocatiorf for conferring degrees and that the names of the medallists 
be published in the Gazette and the Univ’ersity Calendar. 

The Syndicate on lOtH July, 1931, accepted the offer with thanks. 

A further sum of Rs. 137 from the Donor was acc(‘pted by the Syndic ate 
on the 30th August, 1934, and it w’as decide<l that a gold medal instead of 
a gold-rimmed medal might be awarded when the fund would yield sufficient 
interest for the same. 

The following changes in the conditions for the award of the medal were 
adopted in accordance with the general resolution of the Symdicate, dated 
the 11th September, 1930 : — 

In awarding the medals, prizes and scholarships for all M.B. Examina- 
tions, the results of the res|X5ctive examinations, both for April and Novem- 
ber, are to be considered and all awards are to be confined to those candi- 
dates who have passed the examinations cornier ned completely at one and 
the same time and who have been successful at the first attempt.

Prof. I). R. I^haiidarkar and Mahamahopadhyay Dr. Satischandra 
Vidyabbushau, .Mcanbors of the Senate, placed at the disposal of the Uni- 
versity, through the Soc-r(‘tarv to the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching 
in Arts, (xoveriinuait sec urity for Rs. 1,000 representing the surplus of suras 
contributed by the friends and admirers of Sir Asutosh Mookerjee on the 
occtasion of his birthday anniversary held in 1919, the income whereof is to 
be applied for the pn\se*r^t in awarding a prize of books to the most deserving 
of the graduaUv^ und(;rtaking the study of Indian "Vernaculars in the M.A. 
Examinati(‘n, 

The gift was thankfully accepted by the Senate, at its meeting of the 
23rd August, 1919. 

Government se<?urities of the nominal value of Rs. 1,200 bearing interest 
at the rate of cent. p(»r annum have been added to the fund. Instead 

of one prize, two prizo.s liave been decided to be awarded, one of Rs. 70 and 
the other of H.s. 30 (SyAdicate, dated the 26th January, 1923). 

The Rules for the award of tho prizes as modified by the Syndicate on 
22nd March, 1941, stand as follows ; — 

1. Two prize.s of book.s worth Rs. 60 and Rs. 40, respor*tively, sliall be 
annually awarded on tho re.sult of tho B.A. Examination, to 

(i) tlio graduate who stands first in Bengali Honours, and 

(ii) tho gra<iuato wlio ol)tain.s the highest marks in Bengali Verna- 
cular (excluding tho paper under Rule 5 Alternative Bengali) : 

Provido<l always tliat they continue their studios in the Post-Graduate 
Classes of tho University with a view to appearing at tho M.A. Examination 
in Modern Indian Languages with Bengali as their Principal .subject. 

2. A prize of books worth Rs. 50 shall bo awarded aimually, on the 
result of tho B.A. Examination, in the following subjects, »hs,, Hindi, Urdu, 
Assamese and Oriya, by robition and in the order of the subjects stated. 

The prize shall be awarded to tho graduate standing first in honours 
in tho subject in which tho award is to be made in any particular year, and 
if no such graduate bo available, then to the graduate who obtains the 

Each a prize of the half the value out of the value of the Medal 
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highest marks in the ' Vernacular paper in that subject, Vernacular 
(excltrding papers under Rtile 6 Alternative papers) : \ 

Provided always that the graduate to whom the award is to be made, 
continues his or her studies in the Post-Graduate Classes of the University 
with a view to appearing at the M.A. Examination in Modern Indian 
Languages with tlie said subject as his*br her Principal subject. 91^ 
The Syndicate decided, on 2nd March, 1946, that in cases of the first 
candidates being ineligible for tlie awards on account of not being students 
of the University Post-Graduate classes in Modern Indian Language wdth 
the same subjects as their Principal subjects, the award will be made to 
the best among those who fulfil the above conditions althpngh they may 
not stand first in the subjects at the B.A. Examjnation.

SIR BIPINKRISHNA BOSE SCHOLARSHIP 

Sir Bipinkrishna Bose, Kt., offered 6 per cent. War Bonds (Income- 
tax free) of Rs. 8,000 on the following conditions 

(1) That the aforesaid Bonds shall constitute a j>ermanent Trust Fund 

of the University. . 

(2) Tliat the interest accruing on them on the Slst March, 1923, on 
Ist October, 1923, and 31st March, 1934, shall be appropriated by the 
University to meet the present deficit in its fund ; and 

(3) That thereafter the interest accruing on the Bonds shall be utilised 
in giving a scholarsliip of Hs. 40 per month or Ks. 480 per annum to a, Post- 
Graduate student in Science of the University College of Science and tenable 
so long as he studies in that institution, subject to such conditions as the 
University may fr(an time to time lay down. 

(4) That wlieri the Bonds shall be })aid up by Government, the money 
realised shall be investod in Government Promissory Notes and in no other 
security and the iiitert»st on them shall be utilised»as set forth in condition 
No. 3. 

The offer was tliankfully accepted by the S^yuidicate, and a Committee 
was appointed to frame rules for the management of the fund. 

The Syndicate, on the 9th February, 1923, approved the following rules 
framed t)y the Committee : — 

1. That a scholarshij) of Rs. 40 pi'r month, tenable for cyie year, be 
established and be iiaryed Sir Bipinkrisiina Bovse Scholarship. 

2. That the scliolarship l)e annually awarded for proficiency in only 
one of the following subjects in the order stated '

The scholarship shall be awarded to the successful candidate who dis- 
tinguishes himself most at the B.A. and B.Se. Honours Examinations in 
the subject for the year. 

3. TItat the first award shall bo made on the results of the examinations 
in 1924, and the subject of the scholarship fyr that year will be Anthropo- 
logy ; the subject for each succeeding year shall be taken from the above 
list in the orcU^r. 

4. The scholar shall prosecute his studies for the M.A. or M.Sc. degree 
at the University College of Science and the scholarship sholl be tenable 
subject to the production of pi^riodicul certificates of satisfactory progress 
in study under the Professors concerned. 

In 1923, 8ir Bipinkrishna Bose, Kt., offered a second instalment of 6 
per cent. Bonds for Rs. 2,000 in order that with the additional amount 
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the income of the fund created by him in 1922 would be raised to Rs. 600 
and thereby the Sir Bipiakrishna Bose Scholarship would be valued at 
Rs. 60* instead of at Rs. 40.

In May, 1900, tlie Honorary Secretary, Tawnov Memorial Committee, 
forwarded, for the acceptance of the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Syndicate, Government Promissory Notes for Rs. 1,000 of the .‘1 jDer cent.

On the May, 1908, Babu Dwarkonath Ghosh made over to the Uni- 
versity 3 per cent. Government Promissory Notes of the nominal value of 
Rs. 2,500 for the purpose of creating an endowment to commemorate the 
memory of his father, the late Babu Golokchandra Ghosh, on the following 
conditions : — 

(1) That an annual gold modal be presented publicly every year to 
the successful candidate at the M.A. Examination in Sanskrit, who obtains 
the liighest number of marks in the Vedanta Philosophy provid^ho does 
not obtain any other medal. In cose the required candidate is n cAlable 
the medal is to bo presented to a deserving candidate who shall ho-i^^ passed 
the M.A. Degree Examination in Sanskrit Moral Philosophy, irrespective 
of caste, creed and sex. 

(2) That the medal is to boar the following inscriptions : — 

“Dwarkanath Ghosh, Donor, in honour of his father, the late Golok- 
chandra Ghosh of No. 52-2, Sankaritola Lane, Calcutta, awarded to 

on one side and the University Arms on the other. 

(3) That the names of the medallists bo printed in the Calendar and 
in the Calcutta Gazette. 

The Syndicate on the 17th July, 1931, resolved that the medal be 
awarded in accordance with the following principles : — 

(1) A candidate Who passes the M.A. Examination in Sanskrit (stand- 
ing first in Group D) will got the medal provided ho does not get any other 
modal excluding the University gold medal. 

If such candidate obtains any other modal, then

The terms of the bequest for the above-named Prizes and Medals are 
^iven in the following extract from the Will: — 

“Real encourgement not being cdforded to Sanskrit language in this 
■coimtry is being noticed day by day. Therefore I provide that whoever 
will come off best of all in Sanskrit Literature in the M.A. Degree Examina- 
tion at the Calcutta University in any year shall get a reward of Rs. 600 
{five hundred rupees) in a lump sum and the present of a gold medal of the 
value of one hundred and fifty rupees. On one side of the gold medal shall 
be engraved in the Bengali language my name and Serampor as my residence 
«d on the other side the name of the recipient scholar and the Bangidi year. 
It is my belief that the learning of Science is absolutely necessary in 
ihe country. Therefore in order to give an impetus to the encourgement

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•of ‘Science’, I provide that whoeVer will stand first of all in the M.Sc. Exa^ 
mination for Science at the University of Calcutta in any year shall get a 
reward of 600 (five hundred) rupt es in a lump sum and the present of a gold 
medal of the value of 150 (one h^mdred and fifty) rupees in that year. On 
one side of the gold medal shall be engraved in the English language my 
name and Serampur as my residerjje and on the other side the name of the 
recipient scholar and the EnglisJ^^^'^Sfiristian year. 

For the performance of the act mentioned in this clause and in clause 
preceding it, my executor shall make over Company’s papers, that is. 
Government Promissory Notes for 37,500 (thirty-seven thousand and five 
himdred) rupees bearing interest at three and half per cent, out of my estate 
to the Calcutta University. They shall perform the acts stated in the 
said clauses out of the interest on the said papers.” 

The following scheme for giving effect to the wishes of the testator 
was adopted by the Syndicate : —

UPENDRANATH MITRA SCHOLARSHIP 

The late Mr. Roby Dutt, Lecturer of the Calcutta University, be- 
queathed by his will to the University a*legacy of Rs, 10,000 (ten thousand) 
for the creation of an endowment for the award of a Post-Graduate scholar- 
ship in English Literature in memory of his maternal grandfather, the 
late Babu Upendranath Mitra, who was a Vakil of the High Court and 
an Honorary Follow of the Calcutta University. 

The Syndicate, on the 2Gth July, 1918, thankfully accepted the legacy. 

The rules for the award of the scholarship, as modified by the Syndicate 
on 30th November, 1934, stand as follows 

(1) That the award bo made annually on the results of the M.A. Exami- 
nation in English. 

(2) That the Scholarship bo awarded to the student, who, after a regtdar 

course of study in the Post-Graduate Department in English, distinguishes 
himself most at the M.A. Examination in English with a thesis. If in a 
particular year no such student is available the scholarship will be open to 
any student, who, after a regular course of study in the Post-Graduate 
Department in English, has passed the M.A. Examination in English in 
the First Class. * 

(3) That the Scholarship be awarded on the condition that the scholar 
shall carry on farther study and research under the guidance of a University 
Teacher in English with a view to qualifying himself for a higher exami- 
nation, such as tliat for the Premchand Roychand Studentship or the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy, or to compet«3 for research prize such as 
the Griffith Prize or the Jubilee Research Prize. The continuance of 
the scholarship will depend upon the production of a quarterly certificate 
of satisfactory progress in studies from the University teacher concerned ; 
and the scholar shall, at the end of his term, submit a full statement of his 
work. 

(4) That imtil further orders the scholarship J :>0 of the value of Rs. 60 
a month, bo tenable for two years and that a sum of Rs. 600 be annually 
contributed from the General Fund of the University to the Endowment 
Fund so that the scheme may bo effectively carried out.

BENTLEY MEMORIAL MEDAL 

The District Health Officer, Howrah District Board, made over to the 
University a certain sum for creating an endowment for the annual award 
of a medal to perpetuate the memory of Dr. C. A. Bentley, the then Director 
of Public Health, Bengal. It was proposed that the amount should bo 
kept in custody till the annual interest was found to bo sufficient for award- 
ing a gold or gold-centred silver medal annually to the best student in the 
D.P.H. classes. 

The offer was accepted with thanks by the Syndicate on the 19th June, 
1942, and the amount was ordered to be invested in G. P. Notes. 

It 'was also decided that draft rules for the award of the medal bo tlrawn 
up and placed before the Syndicate for approval in duo course. 

3J% G. P. Notes for Rs. 1,000 form the present corpus of the fund and 
there will be also a closing balance of Rs. 284 at the end of June, 1951. 
If Rs. 200 out of this amount is invested then the annual incrome from 
the next year will bo Rs. 36. The minimum for a gold -rimmed silver 
medal is Rs. 40. ^ 

The following rules for the award of the medal wore adopted by the 
Syndicate on 3rd March, 1951 : — 

(1) The medal is to be called “The Bentley Memorial Medal.” 

(2) It will be annually awarded to the Vxest sutdent of the D. P. H. 
Class who is a native of Bengal and who passes the D.P.H. Examination, 
Parts 1 & II in the first attempt. 

(3) The medal will be presented publicly to the recipient at the Aimual 
Convocation. 

(4) The medal shall bear the University Seal on the one aide and the 
name of the medal with the name of the recipient on the other. 

(5) The names of the medallists will be published in the University 
Calendar.

CHUNILAL BOSE MEDALS AND PRIZE {a) 

Mr, A, P. Bose, Executor to the estate of the late Rai Bahadur Dr. 
Chunilal Bose, offered to make over to the University per cent. G. P. 
Notes of the nominal value of Rs. 2,000 for creating an endowment for 
awarding medals and a prize, in accordance with the bequests made 
to the University by the late Rai Bahadur in the Will. 

The terms of the award of the medals and the prize are as follows : — 

First Bequest 

“ The interest to arise on the G. P. Note of SJ per cent. Loan of the 
nominal value of Rs. 1,000 is to be utilised for the purpose of awarding a 
silver medal and a prize to.be styled ‘ Chxmilal Bose Medal ’ and ' Chunilal 
Bose Prize * annually to the student who stands first in the aggregate 
at the Preliminary Scientific M.B. Examination of the University in Che- 
mistry (including in that term both Inorganic and Organic Chemistry), 
such prize to consist of medical books to be selected by the candidate to 
whom the prize to bo awarded and the first of such medals and prizes 
. should foe awarded on the results of the Preliminary Scientific M.B. Exa- 
mination held in April, 1936.” 

Second Bequest 

“ The interest to arise on the G. P. Notes of the 3^ per cent, loan on 
the nominal value of Rs. 1,000 (Rupees one thousand) is to bo utilised for 
the award of a silver meda’ to be called ‘ Chunilal Bose Medal ’ annually 
to the student who stands second in order of merit at the Third M.B. Exa- 
mination of the Calcutta University which is usually held in the month 
of May or thereabout.” 

The bequests were thankfully accepted by the Syndicate on the 3rd 

July, 1931. 

On a suggestion from Mr. A. P. Bose, the Syndicate on the 8th January, 
1932, modified the rules for awarding the two medals as follows ; — 

(1) The medal to be awarded on the results of Pr. 8c. M.B. Examina- 
tion will be awarded for the first time on the results of the examination 
held in April, 1931, and subsequent award will be made on the combined 
results of the examinations held in April and November each year. 

(2) The medal to be awarded on the results of the Third M.B. Exa- 
mination will bo awarded to the candidate who stands first and not second, 
in the examination ; provided, however, if the candidate who stands first 
obtains the University Gold Medal, the Medal will be awarded to the candi- 
date who stands second. The first award will be made on the results of 
the examination to be held in April, 1931, and subsequent awards on the

That the Rai Bahadur Dr. Chunilal Bose Memorial Silver Medal and 
Prize for Chemistry — Preliminary Scientific M.B. Examination — be awarded 
on the marks in the Paper for Organic and Physical Chemistry at the 
First M.B. Examination from the year 1942.

McLEOD MEDAL 

On the 12th August, 1892, the Principal of the Medical College, Cal-

t. (1) The first medal shall bo calleil Nilrnonoy Brahmachari Medal 
in Medicine, and shall bear the inscription “ Nilrnonoy Brahmachari Modal 
on one side, and the University Arms on the other. Tire cost of the medal 
shall be borne out of the income of G. P. Notes of lis. 2,000 constituting the 
endowment. 

(2) The medal shall bo awarded publicly every year, at the annual 
CJonvocation for conferring degrees following the award, to the student, who 
has passed the Final M.B. Examination of the year of the award held in 
April, or thereabout and has obtained at this examination the highest num- 
ber of marks in the subject of Me<licine, provided that such marks must

3. Two prizes of the value of Rs. 45 and Rs. 40 respectively will be 
awarded to two Second-year students of the University Law College, who 
pass the Preliminary Examination in Law held in July, in the First Divi- 
sion, immediately after finishing their Preliminary Law course of study 
in the aforesaid College, and who occupy the first two highest places in 
the list of the succosvsful candidates from the University Law College as 
collegiate students, provided that they do not secure any other prize of 
books from the University for the same results. In the event of the prize- 
winner securing any other prize in Law from the University on the same 
result, the Prize should go to the next best man. 

Two such other Prizes of the respective value of Rs. 45 and Rs. 40 
will be awarded to two Tliird-year students of the University Law College, 
who pass the Intermediate Examination in Law held in July, in the First 
Division, immediately after completing their Intermediate Law lectures 
within two years, from their date of admission into th > aforesaid College 
on the same terms and conditions as laid down above.

In 1879, Govornmonb accepted the offer of Babu Ambikacharaa 
Ohaudhuri, B.C.E., Assistant Engineer, Nagodo, to invest Rs. 1,200 in 
Ar (reduced t > 3J) per cent. Government Promissory Notes on condition 
that out of the interest of the investments a medal is awarded annually 
to that stutlont of thf3 Sibpur Civil Engineering College, who stands first 
in Matlicmitics at the B.E. Examination, d’he administration of the 
fund was entriisted to the Principal, Civil Engineering College, Sibpur, 
The Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, having proposed that the medal 
should, in future, be publicly presonto^i at the Convocation of the Calcutta 
University, the Government of Bengal, in its letter No. 409, dated the 19th 
July, 1890, appointed the Registrar of the Calcutta University as admin^- 
trator of the fund in pla<3.e of the Principal, Civil Engineering College, 
Sibpur. Oa I4b}i ()ctol>er, 1890, the latter otficer made over to the Uni- 
versity the sum of Hs. 132-11-1 being the amount of balance at credit 
of the above fund and forwarded a copj^ of the Report on the audit of 
tho account of the fund countersigned by the Accountant-General, Bengal, 
The investments, at pn>sent, amount to Rs. 1,400 yielding an annual 
income of Rs. 49.

G. P. Notes of the face value of Rs. 1,500 for 
the purpose of creating an endowment for tlio annual award of a gold 
medal in memory of her husband, the late Mr. Homontakumar Nag, M.I.M.E., 
M.I.M.G., Electrical afid Mining Engineer and former student of the 
Bengal Engineering College, Shibpur, on the following terras and condi- 
tions : — 

(1) Ttiat out of the interest of the amount a gold modal be annually 
awarded to the successful Hindu (3andidate for the clegreo of Bachelor of 
Engineering who obtains the highest number of marks in Electrical En- 
giiieering. 

(2) That the rn 'dal be called * Hemantakum ar N^lg Medal,’ bearing 

the following inscription — Homantakumar Nag Medal awarded to 

yefur. .... .on one side and the University Arms on the other. 

(3) The medal bo presented publicly every year at the .Annual Con- 
vocation and that the name of the winner of the medal bo published in 
the University Calendar. 

The offer was accepted with thanks by the Syndicate on 4th May,

SIBLEY SCHOLARSHIPS 

The late Mr. Geori^ Sibley, formerly a fellow of the University, be- 
queathed all his shares in the Qhoosery Cotton Mills, Limited, to the Senate 
of the University “ upon trust to found scholarships of the value of Rs. 
50 per mensem for graduates of the University in Civil Engineering with 


^ A gold-rimmed silver medal out of the value of the medaL 
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power to divert from time to time any portion of^the income nob exceeding 
an equal moiety any other way, which may, in the opinion of Senate, be 
better calculated to further the study of Engineering Science among the 
natives of India.” At the time of his death Mr. Sibley owned 225 shaarea 
in the abovenamed company, the nominal ^value being Rs. 200 each. Of 
these 25 shares had to I 30 sold to meet the claim of the Indian Revenue 
authorities in England demanding a legacy duty of 10 per cent, of the 
value of the sliaros and the amount of any dividends received or accrued 
since the testator’s death and to pay the Attorney’s bill of costs. The 
remaining 200 shares together with dividend warrants for Rs. 809 were 
made over to the Secretary and Treasurer, Bank of Bengal, with instruc- 
tions to soli the shares at their market value, and to invest the sale 
proceeds end the amount of dividends in the 4 (reduced to 3J) per cent, 
loan of 1805. The Faculty of Engineering at its meeting held on 22nd 
Marcli, 1893, recommended to the Syndicate tliat out of the interest of 
the abov^o endowment one scholarship to be called the Sibley Scholar- 
ship of Ks. 30 a montli Umable for two years be awarded armually (1) to 
any B.E. at tlio end of his practical cours.^ who attends and works regularly 
in an Electrical Laboratory or in an Elo<'trical Workshop, or (2) to Emy 
B.E. who is ho)ia fide working in a mine. The selection of the scholar 
is to be according to their standing in the B.E. Examination, and each 
scholar is to be reciuired to submit to the Hogistraf a certilicate of good 
conduct at the (md of each month. Tlie Scholarship is to be forfeited if 
the conditions on whicrh it i.s grantcfl ceased to he observed. 

The recomin nid itlon of the Faculty of Enginooring was adopted by 
the Syndicate on the 8th April, 1893. 

SubH'tjuently the rales were revised as follows by the Senate on 
25th January, 1930 : — 

(1) I'wo scholarships of tla* value of Rs. 80 eacOi per mensem tenable 
for on<’ year shall be annually awarded to the first studentvS two in order 
of iiKU’it, w ho lu'ing natives of India, ] ass tlje B.E. Examination in Civil 
Engineering brant h and sat isfact<vrily completes tbq post-graduate course 
of one year’s pra<{ical training. 

(2) One scholars)h{> of the vahie of Bs, .*>() fKr menscmi tenable for 
one year shall bo annually awardeo to tlie student who, being a native 
of lialia, passi'H tla* IbK. Examination in Mechanical Engincx^ring branch 
securing the Ingluv-t number of marks. 

(3) One scholarsbi]) of the value of Ks. 50 per menstmi tenable for 
one yiNir shall lu' annually awarded to the student wdio. Inung a native of 
India, juisscs the B.E. Examination in Electrieal Engintx^ring branch 
Si'curing tla' liigltcst minilMT of inar'ks. 

(4) One Hidiolarslhp of the value of I's. (>0 jn^r rnenaem tenable for 
Ota* year shall be annually awunlcd to lie student who passes the final 
exarnimition of the iScliool ot Min«'*s at Dhatibe.d aiui wdio, being a native 
of India, s<‘cures the highest mimb<*r of marks among such successful 
candidate's as are graduate's or uiuler-gra luates ol the Calcutta University. 

(Ida* Sc}»olarship in Mining will take c{Te<*t from the date of joining 
th(^ af>prtaui(‘c work, if it falls within the year of the award. Syndicate 
it<*in Xo, 49, dated the Sth ,Septeml)er, 1933). 

(5) Thi^ above scholarships cannot ho held with any other scholar- 
ship on .stiji^md. TlH*y will Iw allowed to be drawm only so long as the 
rccipientH are pursuing their rcsptx*tivo profession as rt>»©<iroh Btudents 
or af>|>ront ices in workshops or inine.s or in large engineering works approved 
by the Faculty of Kngiiux’ring. They shall cease to be drawn when the 
recipients sc^curo salaried apfK)intment8 or take up any other profession 
alien to Engim^ering. 

(6) If during its tenure any scholarship cease to bo drawn under 
operation of Rule 5 or for oi^y other cause, A will bo continued to the next 
meritorious candidate fulfilling the conditions of its awaid. 
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(7) The names of the scholars shall be published in the University 
Calendar. * 

On an enquiry from the Principal, Indian School of Mines, Dhanbad, 
as to whether examination of the School of Mines at Dhanbad held at 
the end of the combined course of four years for the Diploma of Associate- 
ship of the School in Mining Engineering should be regarded as the final 
examination in Mining for the purpose of the award of the Sibley Scholar- 
ship or the award should be made on the three years’ course in Coal Mining 
or on three years* course in Metalliferous Mining, the FacMilty of Engineering, 
on 15th December, 1930, decided that the scholarship should bo awarded 
to the student who obtains the highest number of marks at the examina- 
tion held at the end of combined course of four years, for the Diploma of 
Associateship of the School in Mining Engineering, but that if, in any 
year, no student apf)ears at the examination, the scholarship should bo 
awaided to the student obt-aining the highest number of marks at the 
Third-year Examination for the certificate in either Coal or Metalliferous 
Mining. 

N,B . — The scholarship under the new rules was awarded for the first 
time on the results of the examination of 1929. 

The award to the candidates who passed the H.C. CxaniLiiatioii in 
1928 find completed their practical training in 1929, should bt) considered 
as award for 1929 (vide Syndicate, item No. 4d of Ttli AugU'^t. 1930). 

The Syndicate, on the 19th February, 1931. (ie<‘id(*d that the position 
of first two candidates in Civdl Engineering Branch is to be detormiriod 
on the marks of the Professional Section. 

The Syndicate on the 5th June. 1931, decid*'d that the Sihh,‘y Scholar- 
ship in Civil Engineering is to be rniule ten>ibl c for onr» yaar from the date 
of the students’ joining their res»>arch or ap[>rciiti(‘e work. 

The following rules regarding the priiiripl.' of award of the Sibley 
Scholarship in Mechanical Engineering and in lOU' rrc il Engirevering 
were adopted by the vSyndicato on lOth Au. 4 ust, io31. and 2nd October, 
1936, respectively : — 

(1) Tiio soholarsl^ip shouhi he awar le i on th ' results of the Pro- 
fessional Section of tlio B.E. Examination. 

(2) The scholar siiould be required i.> lake uf) hi-? practical training 

or apprentice work within one year from th** ot‘ the award. 

(3) The award should be made shortly afe^ r the jmhlication of the 
results of the B.E. Examination in MechaniM.! fJngifc^ .'ring and not after 
the completion of oue« year’s Post-v lra iuaf ^ pra- tlcal training. 

(4) The f)aymeni will h r rn ado »-vcrv month on production of certi- 
ficate from the Head of the ia-iiitnuon whopo the .u-holar is receiving 
practical training. 

Rules for the award of the Scholar.Hliip as adopted by the Senate on 
28th January, 1950, stand as follows : — 

(1) Every year one scholarship will hi* awardf’d -One year for Civil 
Engineering and the next year for any one of th** following branches of 
Enginet^ring, mz.. Electrical, Mining, Mechani('al and Metallurgical En- 
gineering each of the value of Ks. 350 per month and tenable in advanced 
countries overseas for one year. In c^ise no suitable candidate is available 
in any particular year, for any [^articular bninr h, rb»? asvard will be with- 
lield for the year and will 1» made available nf*xt yc^ar in the same branch 
in addition to the usual award due for that ytvir. 

(2) The H<?holarHhip will U? o[M)n to graduates in Enginefiring, Civil, 
Mechanical, Electrical or Metallurgical of the < alcufta University and 
to Diploma holders of the Indian School of Mines of not more than 2 years 
standing and who have passfxl the B.E. Exanhnation f)f the Calcutta Uni- 
versity or the Diploma Examination of the Indian Sthool of Mines as 
the case may bo in the first cIohh or division. In the cas<j of Mining Diploma 
Holder^ the candidate mu^ have passed the I.Sc, Examinivtton of the Cal- 
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<eutta University. The Scholarship will be awarded by a Selection Com- 
mittee, and shall be tenable at an institution laboratpry, Government 
Department or Engineering firm as may be approved by the Syndicate 
at the time of making the award. 

(3) The University will issue advertiiements inviting applications 
for this scholarship and fix the date within which such applications should 
be sent to the University. Each applicant will state in his application 
his academic (pialifications and distinctions, the specific problem he pro- 
poses to investigate and the institution or place where ho proposes to work. 

(4) The cost of passage, equipment, etc., or premium, if any, is to be 
borne by the candidate himsiolf. The candidate or his guarantor must 
deposit the return passage with the University before the candidate pro- 
ceeds abroad. 

(5) The scholar shall })o required to submit a short report of his work 
every throe months through the authorities of the institution or firm 
whorti ho is working and the continuance of the scholarship will depend 
on the satisfactory report being received by the University. 

(6) The scholarship will be paid in 4 equal instalments each year 

on the submission of th<5 report as stated in the clause *(5). , 

(7) The name of the scholar will be published in the Calendar of the 
University. 

(8) The scholar will ho required to take up prm^tical training or re- 
search within one year from the date of award. 

(i)) The scholar may. with the permission of the Syndicate, submit 
his w(5rk for the d('groe of Master or Doctor of Science or Engineering of 
a Univ'orsity but not for any scholarship, vStudontship or medal.

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DEBENDRANATH-HEMLATA GOLD MEDAL 


Mr. Guiiendranath Mukhopadhyay, L.M.S., placod at tlie disposal of the 
University a sum of Rs. 1,000 for the annual tiwartl of a gold modal in 
memory of his parents to be called “Debendranatli-Henilata Gold Medal*’ 
to the Post-Graduate student who passes his final examination (M.A., 
M.Sc., Ph.D., D.Sc., M.D., D.L., M.L., M.O. and M.S.), with the best of 
health and paying attention to his physique all througli his University 
career. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate on the 1 2th ISIarch, 
1926^ and the money was invested in the 3J per cent. G. P. Xotes. 

The Syiuiicate, with the concurrence of the donor formulated the follow- 
ing scheme for the award of the medal : — 

(1) That a gold medal be instituted out of the interest of the sum of 
Rs. 1,000 offered by Babu Gunendranath Mukhopadhyay to the University 
of Calcutta. 

(2) That the medal be called the “Debendranath-Hemlata Gold Medal. 

(3) Tliat the competition for the medal be limited to M.A., M.Sc., Ph.D., 
D.Sc,, M.D,, D.L., M.L., M.O. and M.S., of not more than three years* 
standing.

VIHARILAL MITRA ENDOWMENT 

The late Rai Hah^ulur Viliarilal Mitra loft a Will whereby he made a- 
Iwquest to the University of a sum of Ks. 4,000 ^.x^r month for the advance- 
nauit of Hiiuiu hVrnalo Education. It was also provided that under certain 
circum.st*irices the University would l>o the residuary legatee of the estate. 

The money rcv^oivtHl under this Ix^quest was partially utili8e<l for the 
creation of a special Fellowship called the ‘"Viharilal Mitra Fellowship.’* 
The terms and comlitioiivS of the Fellowship as approve<l by the Senate ou 
the 26th September, 1 936, are as follows : — 

(i) It will bo avrardixi to a oorafx»tont Hindu Bengali lady graduate to- 
be Helecte<l by the Syndicate after inviting applications for the same. 

(fi) The Fellowship will l>e tenable for two years. 

(u‘t) Its value will l>o Rs. 200 t-o Rs. 250 i>or month and a special addi- 
tional grant will he for mooting travelling expenses, the amount to 
determincKl by the Syndicatc\

(vii) If no suitable schelar is available for the award of the fellowship 
on the terms and con litious mentioned, the Syndicate will have the power 
to alter the above rules consistent with the miin object of tiie oiulowm^ut.

Tne O^ree of tne High Court pivssed on the terms of settleiuMit mule 
between Miss Payllis Janet Sunders on the one hand and the O.ti nal Trustee 
iiud the University of Calcutta on th) other hand, in tlie nutter 
of Irost Funds and securitr.es hold by the O.Ujial Trustee undn, aii«i by 
virtue of am Im bnmre of sotolemmt, dated the loth July, PJU.1, iiiide bet- 
ween Saau3i Sunders and tii 3 ual rrusteo, benotits the C»uvorsity to 
the extent of fis. for avvarJiug Soiiolarships to tiie sons and 

cjaugacers of Anglo-Iudians or Eurasians of English, Scotch or Irish 
descent who having passed the First Exiinmation in Arts of tn^ Daivorsity 
would be desirous of prosecuting their studios and entering the profession 
of Law, Medicine and Engineering. The terms of settlement contained 
ta ti^ decree was approv^ by the Senate on the 2lith May, 1931, 

N.B . — Tne following passage, ammg others, oficurs in tln) Indenture 
of the settlement, dated the lotn July, 1993, m-ide between Sam lol Sunders 
and the OiBcial Trustee of Bengal : — 

“ In tliat case the whole of the said baUnoe of the said sal ? proce kIs 
or Trust Fund shall be made over by the Oificial Trustee to the University 
of Calcutta who slxall hold the said Fund as Sunders Scholarship Fund and 
invest the same in Government securities or such other approvtxl sixiurities 
as they should consider expedient and out of the income thereof grant such 
and so many scholarships and of such amount or amounts per month to the 
sons and daughters of Anglo-Indians or Eurasians of English, Scotch or 
Irish descent who having pass<xi the First Examination in Arts of the said 
University would be desirous of prosecuting their studu»s and entering the 
profession of Law, Medicine or Engineering and tenable for such period or 
periods as the said University of Calcutta may determine.” 

The securities held by the 0*Hcial Trustee of Bengal in this case amounts 
-to Rs. 2,00,000 (Rs. 2 lakhs) as atatod in the Schedule of the Indenture. 
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LALCHAND MOOKERJEE INDDVN SCHOLARSHIP FUND 

The offer made by Dr. Haroiidraooomar Mookorjoe, M.A., Ph.D., Uni- 
versity Iiispootor of Colleges, of 3 per-cent. G. P. Notes of the face value 
of Rs. 50,000 for the purpose of creating a third endowment to be called 
“Lalohaud Mookorjee Indian Scholarship Fund’' for payment of Scholar- 
ships to Bengalee Protestant Ciirlstians on terms and conditions as set 
forth in his following letter was accepted by the Senate on the 23rd Feb- 
ruary » 11)35 : —

It ir, perhaps utH?dless to point out th.it luy First and S<.^3oiul Eadow- 
uiejus au l lias proposed Tiurd Endowment are all inspired by the same 
liumbi<j desire, of heliiing my eoiniumnty and, through it, luy country in those 
liolds v>f «ii',iivity wnere tiio prtigressivo nations of the world have achieved 
ticur eeonomie. welfare. Unfortunately India has avoided the arena of the 
struggle and it will yet take some time tor niy country to realise that the 
medieval legiiey of pla<ud p.Uhetic, conteutuKcit is but a clog and a handi- 
<Mp in tie' m odorn world that one aucieut aUitiule of a sei'orie, passionless 
sjnritual dot leluiient lit up with ra<liaui hopes of the hereafter and un- 
atft,‘ctoil by the stir ainl ferment of the modtiru world must now be 
sufifiiemwit ,id with sclent i!ic and imliisirial activity to prevent tlie 
tbreartmi.Ml natioji.il v’alamity of economic stagnaiion, 

d uuc-r .'irises not iiirTely from inaction, but from a fatally wrong 
pi loiug of things. Tile working man of the present age standing on the 
lewest step of the imiustrial ladder in the real dynKiinic force whiegi, traas- 
initt/ 1 'd Jipwards, rreates and sii.stains the coimneroial and manufacturing 
st^^l'■turl^ of the motlerri sticiety. Vet how seliiom is iio allowed to come 
to his own. I h.iVi* not i«'e.l with regret that far less fortunate and far more 
hard-working as h*' is than most of us ho doovs not receive proj>er considera- 
tion in many eases from his imnunliato su|X'rior.s. Alter all many of the 
latU'r hav'<.' the sei*>utitic training and, on tin) top ot this the roid of pro- 
fernnait and oiUeial roeognition for them lies only too often through the 
HWt'atod labour of their subordinate.^. Our first endeavour therefore ought 
to b*.i to m ike tlieso o\'ers»H*rs and supervisors what they ought to bo both 
from the st andjxiiat of tln'ir personal titnos.s as well as from the standpoint 
of their ndation to the working iuen whom they control. The unschooled 
ovi^rsoor of rm-day kuosvs only what ho has <iono or sot^n in factories and 
workshops and naturally enough, improvixl methods, conducive to economy, 
etllcioncy, increase in oJitput and the improvement of its quality are beyond 
his reach. Ho is not a thinking or progro-ssive force but a part of the inaohi- 
nory, ami the human element in him functions but feebly in conaequenoe. 

I aoi^k therefore in the present Endowment by which I propose to trans* 
for to the University of Calcutta Goverument Securities of the faoe v«dua 
of Rs. 60,000 and the terms and conditions of which are set forth in Annescure 
A, to improve the otBoor in direct charge of labour, to onoourago the growth 
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of a different and, as I hope, a hiojher type of m3n who m \y b3 th3 iin no- 
diate captains of industry. My ideal is to have the vigorous intellect of the 
University man combined witli th3 heilth and strvmgth of the normal 
labour in them. Their acadeniu^ qualifications supplemented by tborougl) 
practical experience will enable them to stand midway between the expert 
and the working-man, to interpret the one to the other and, at the same 
time, to bring into play tliese qualities of foresight, forbearance and sym- 
pathy which find little place in modern industrial organistion. Men of 
this type will be neither too high, if need be, to render personal labour nor 
too low to take the leader’s part in matters of general direction and manage- 
ment. 

I can well appreciate /that tlio question of capital will come up as soon 
as their training lias been completed and capital in India up to the present 
heis been rather shy. Still I liold that finance follows the man of skill as 
surely as trade follows the flag and that “the vineyards of God will not 
turn into ^vilderness as the true labourer appears before the gates.” Mills 
and workshops will absorb a good many of them and for the rest it would 
be a splendid services to our people if they would endeavour in all ear- 
nestness to revive the dying cottage industries of India. 

I may here bo permitted to appeal to future soholars})ip-holders who 
may benefit by this or my other endowments to maintain unimpaired 
the plain and homely Indian style of hving. To my young friends destined 
to inherit the earth in tlie coming year which I shall not live to set* my 
advice is — “Live even as your sires lived in liomely simplicity. It will 
make you happy with the modest income that your work will fetch you 
and it will enable you, with your unostentatious mode of living, to spare 
part of your earnings to set up in the world a poorer brother with a syin- 
pathotic heart and kindly feelings.” 

Lastly, I should much regret if these inadequate offerings of mine are 
interpreted as in any way secttirian or communal. I have, it is true, 
restricted the benefit of my three Endowments to Bengalee Protestant 
Christian. As a Bengalee Protestant myself I feel that my brothers ij^ 
faith require some sj^eoial encouragement to fall in line with the rest o 
my countrymen, and I am convince<l that if they get it, the progress .)t 
my country as a whole will be more effectively sonired. I love tlu‘ia 
not only because they are Protestant Christians but also because they 
are men of Bengal. It is only to ficilitate the general and harmonirais 
progreas of my motherland that these Endowments have been sot af>art 
for the members of ray own community.

(6) Ciuididatci^ for tlie scholarship must not be leas than 17 or more 
than 19 completed years of age in tho year in which they apply. 

(7) Tho application of every candidate must set forth precisely iM 
partioulor branch of industry he intends to study and tho institution 
firm in India which he intends to join for the purpo^. He must mMO 
state the approximate total expenditure including premium, if any ; how 
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this extra amount will be met, and what arrangement he proposes to make 
for the payment of premium, if emy, required for his training. 

(8) Candidates for the scholarship shall submit to the Registrar, along 

with their applications — e 

(а) Certificates of moral character from at least two persons of res- 

pectability and position with whom they may be acquinted 
(given not more than one year ago). 

(б) A certificate of physical capacity to undergo the course of life tmd 

study which they will have to follow, signed or countersigned 
by a medical m6ui holding a Degree or Diploma of a recognised 
British or Indian University or Licensing Body (given not more 
that one year ago). 

(9) A candidate elected to the scholarship must make an affidavit 
in the following terms : — 

(a) That he will remain a whole-time scholar during the period of 
his training. 

•v6) That, unless disabled by illness, if ho fails to complete his studies 
in accordance with the terms and conditions set out in his appli- 
cation, ho shall forfeit his scholarsliip and tliat ho will be further

(10) The Governing Body after due consideration of all the applications 
received, and if necessary, interviewing such of them as may bo seltx*,tod 
for the purpose, shall in the first instance, make a preliminary selection 
by the end of March of not less than three names for the scholarship. 

An enquiry will then be addrevssed to the relevant authorities in order 
to ascertain whether facilities for pni^'tioal training, etc. (if any), desired 
by the candidates so selected are available, and if so, on what terms. 

On receipt of necessary information the Governing Body slu\ll finally

(11) Every scholar shall, witliin four weeks of liis arrival at the selected 
plac;e of study, forward a report to the Registrar counterHitrnisi by |.)ro[:>or 
authorities showing (a) the course of study be proposes t.t fellow, (^>) the 
arrangements made for his residence and sup-rvosjon. 

(12) Every scholar shall, at the end of every half yea-, forward to the 
Registrar a certificate from the proper authorities, showing proof of satis- 
factory progress in study.

RAMCHARAN MITRA SCHOLARSHIP 

Mr. Phanindrakumar Mitter, sole surviving trustee to the Will of the* 
ate Mr. Ramcharan Mitra wrote the following letter regarding bequest of 
a sum of Rs. 29,200 for creation of scholarships for technical training, 
to the Vice-Chancellor.

Re Ramcharan Mitra Educational Emlouyment 


Dear Sir, 

The late Babu Ramcharan Mitra, C.I.E., Senior-Government Pleader^ 
Calcutta High Court, made a bequest in his Will for the purpose of founding 
free stipends for poor dovservdng students. The fund has since been in- 
vested in G. P. Notes of 1900-01 of the value of Hs. 29,200 con- 
verted into Stock Certificates, yielding a net annual income of Rs. 1,022. 

As the la.st surviv'ing Executor-Trustee to thf' Will of the abovenamod, 
I propose to transfer the Fund to the University of Calcutta. As it is felt 
that the Gov'ernment of India may, at a future date, repay the loan, ab- 
solute discretion will be granted to the Univt^rsity to sell or <’onvert the 
Stock Certificates or any portion of them and invest the proceeds on other 
than Trustee .securities, viz.^ non -redeemable cumulative Preference Shares, 
yielding fixed rate of interest, a list of which is ap|X3nded herewith to serve 
as a guidance. 

The proposal above referred to Is stibject to the following provisions ; — 

(1) That the interest o^r dividend accruing out of the Fund shall only 
be usable and that the corpus shall be left untouchefl. There shall be set 
apart before starting operation of the scheme, a sum of Rs. 1,000 (equi- 
valent to one year’s stipend to be kept as reserve against falling off of 
income, in ca.s() of conversion of the wcurities. 

(It is expected that this amount of Rs. 1,000 will accnn^ at the end of 
the current year, i.c,, DccemV>cr, 1940). 

(2) * That out of the annual income the Univt^rsity shall maintain throe 
scholarships which will be ordinarily valued at Rs. 2() eaeh f)er month and 
another at Ks. 25 per month, to 1x3 tenable for such perio<l tis the Selection 
Board may determine in their discretion, Th»5 scholars will b<* selected 
after aiivertisement in Calcutta NewspafKjrs.

The balance 
of Rs. 26,887 had been roceivfxi. 

Aiuilata Devi under 
conditions (in) and (iv) was paid to tier after declucting therefrom Kt# 125 
paid to Calcutta Corporation for outstanding rates and taxes. 

G. P. Notes and kept 
in a separate Fund to be called “Prakashahandra Mukherjee Endow- 
ment Fund.**

GOVERNMENT SCHOLARSHIPS TENABLE IN THE UNITED 
KINGDOM BY INDIANS 

The State Scholarships tenable in England, originally established by 
the Government of India, were provincialised under the orders of that 
Government with eflect from Ist April, 1921, the local Governments being 
authorised to establish their own scholarships subject to certain reetric- 
tions. In their letter No. 414.T.Edn%duted the 12th September, 1925, 
the Government of Bengal informed the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor 
and Syndicate of the University of Calcutta that they were pleased to 
establish two State Scholarships* of X' 300 a year each for the purpose of 
giiiieral study tenable for three years in the United Kingdom with the 
usual war bonus to bo awarded every other year to the best Hindu and 
Mahoraedan candidates from the Universities of Bengal and requested 
them to nominate candidates for tho purpose.

ilie terms of the bequest are given in the following extract from the 
Will 

**I direct that my executors shall after payment of all my just debts 
and making due provision for the objects hereinbefore mentioned and tho 
costs they are likely to incur in the administration of my estate sell the rest 
and residue of such of m}^ estate as consist of landed properties and my 
jewellery and furniture and make over tho proceeds thereof and all monies 
or securities or money of which I miy die [)osse3sod to tho University of 
Calcutta for the following purposes — namely, that tho said University 
shall, out of the income thereof, send every year or as often as funds will 
permit either together or alternately pure natives of Bengal to study in 
Europe, America or Japan tho Arts, Science and Industries of Europe 
and America on such conditions ai^ terms as to tho said University may 
seem proper but they must Ixnir in mind my intention wiiich is as follows ; 
viz., the promotion of real learning amongst oiir yoimg men so that they 
may become specialists in some siihjoets of Arts or Seieneo, tht5 cultivation 
of knowledge of Agriculture and of the Industries of Europe and America 
or the East. 

It is my desire that the University should further my object by award- 
ing fellowships tenable for certain number of yt'ars or in su(di other way as 
to the University may seem proper. In the (.‘ase of boy-j or young men 
sent out to learn the indu'-trie.s of Knrojx*, America or the East, or Agri- 
cultujre, it is my desire that such educational t»‘sts be not lai<i as tlu^ con- 
dition for the obtaining of hdlow ships for that f>urpo.s ‘ as to make it possible 
for none but graduato.s to compete. My t)bjtH‘t is that yoiint: men f)ossf*.ssed 
of energy and such preliminary knovvle<ig»' as may f)-^ nc. e.ssary should bo 
sent and that the sons of arti.sans and mechanics following stich iraltistry 
in India may avail thcnwlv’<‘s of the tcllowship. Pr«*fcn‘nce shouhi al- 
ways be given to Hin<iu.s ; if the University (lc(‘lines tf) undertake tho 
work I direct my executor.s arnl trustees to discharge tlie functions them- 
selves and make such arrangements as thf‘y think best, f give lilw.Tty 
to my executors and trustees to vary thi.s direction if they think desirable 
in furtherance of the Tata .Scheme, regard biMng ha<l to the* metho<l in 
which I wish this direction to be carried out.” 

The scheme adopted for giving etYoct to the wishes of the testator and

2. Candidates for the scholarships must under the terms of tho Will 
of tho Foimder ho ”pure natives of Ilengal” and “preference shall always 
bo given to Hindus.” 

3. By tho 15th of Decemhf^r in the year provdous to that in which the 

scholarship is to bo awarded tho Registrar shall invito by advertijiiomont 
applications for the scholarship, which must bf^ submitt4>d to him not later 
than the 1st of Ftl/ruary following. If an applk^arit has not nlrently paiwed 
the Intermediate Examination in Sctoiice of this University, or the final 
examlliMioa of a reoogniseri school of Arts or Tochnieiil or Agricultural 
CoUe^ produce with his application prcK>f that he has attained a 

kimideclge of English and Maihamatics up to the standard of the Matri- 
culhiton Examination and of Physics and Chemistry up to tho standard 
of the Intermediate Examination in Hchhm* 
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Any person who intends to bo a candidate for these scholarships may 
be examined upon payment of a fee of Rs. 2 for each subject, in Engl^h and 
Uompulsory Mathematics in the papers set at the Matriculation Examina- 
tion and in Physics and Chemistry in the papers set at the Intermediate 
Examination in Science ; and if he attains the minimum standard laid 
down in the Regulations in all or any of the subjects in which he is examined 
he shall be entitled to receive a certificate accordingly. 

4. Candidates for the scholarships must have completed 18 years on 
the 1st March, in the year in which they apply. 

5. The application of every candidate must set forth precisely the 
institution in Europe, America or Japan in which, if selected to the scholar- 
ship, he intends to study, as also the part icular branch of Agriculture or 
the Arts, Science and Industries of Europe, America or the East, in which 
ho desires to specialize.

13. The Senate may, at any time upon the recommendation of Syndi- 
cate, alter these rules consistently with the terms of the Will of the Founder, 
but not so as to prejudice the holder of any scholarship already awarded.

By the Will, the payment of certain annuities were ilirecte<l, namely : — 
(a) A sum of Rs. 50 per month to Mr. Kali Churn Banerji for life, and 
after his death to his widow for life. 

(h) A sum of Rs. 100 per month for the expenses of Debsheba and of 
feeding Atiths and Fakirs at the Atithshala of the testator. 

(c)~A sum of Rs. 100 per month for helping poor Hindu widows and 
orphans of the respectable classes of Bengal. 

The aggregate of the above payments amounted to Rs. 3,000 per ye^r* 
At the time of the death of the testator, a Zernindary calle<i lx)t Nakor- 
bag in the district of Midnapore, which forme^l part of his estate, was let 
out on a Putni lease, and the iSitnidars had to pay as rent tno amount 
reqtiiitKi for payment of Government revenue and cesses and a further 
annuel ;etim of Rs. 3,000. 

On the death of the testator, his executors set apart the above pro- 
perly, called Lot Nakorbag for payment of the above annuities amountiag 
to the i^ggregate sum of Rs. 3,000 annually. 
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On the death of both the executors, Sreematty Manorama Dasi, daughter 
^d heiress of the testator was granted by the High Court on the 25th 
^ay, 1910, Letters of Administration to the estate of the testator with a 
copy of the Will annexed. 

The administratrix being desirous of finally distributing the estate 
Ottered to the University in 1926 to make over to it the balance in her hands 
of those assets of the testator to which the University was entitled under 
the Will. Those assets after payment of the necessary expenses and out- 
going consisted in 1926 of the following 

1. 3 cent. G. P. Notes of Government of India for Rs. 1,500. 

2. per cent. G. P. Notes of Government of India for Rs. 23,000. 

3. Rs, 6,261/10 - in cash. 

Mr. Kali Churn Ranerji and his wife, the annuitants mentioned above^ 
who were entitled to Rs, 50 per month having died, the amount p>ayable 
to them heoaine a part of the residuary estate to which the University 
became entitled. It was suggested to the administratrix in 1926 that 
she sliould piirclnise the interest of the University jn the property known 
as f.ot Nakorbacr, the yield from such interest being at that time R^. 600 
|x*r year, as the University did not desire to encumber itself with the diffi- 
culties of fnanagiuK landed property, and the uncertainties of tno income 
derived frmn svich property. 

In the (Mmrse of tho negotiations that took place in 1926, the testator’s 
<lauglit<*r in lier individual capacity and not as administratrix expressed her 
willingness to take over the sluire and interest of tho University in Ix>b 
Nakorbau. th(' price then suggostecl being 16 times the net annual income, 
that is to say. Us. 9,600. Rut the University at that time did not accept the 
offers of tlie adiniustratrix and tho sale of the University’s interest in Lob 
Nakorbag fell through. Tlie residuary prof>erty in the hands of the adminis- 
tratrix to whi<‘h the University was ontitlml was not taken over, nor was any 
Release? execubxl in favour of the tulministratrix. 

Thereafter, the gerenal e<'ouomic ilepression set in. The Putnidars of 
Lot Nakf>rbiig made default in payment of the lAitni rents, and arrears of 
rent ivc(‘\i!nulaUsl. .V suit for rent ha«l to bo institutes! l)y the administra- 
trix against the Putnidar ami a decree was obtained. In execution of that 
the Putfii Taluk was sold. But the loss that happened was Rs. 
6,709-14 6 on the ha><is of the actual rix'eipts and disbursements. Then the 
administratrix })\ir(‘hased the property as there was no other buyer. 

8ince the Heugali year 1339 B.S. (1932-33). the administratrix as pur- 
chas^^r tf)ok Khas |><)Hs<'SHiou and eommeneed oollceting rents directly from 
the tenants. There was further loss as will a}>p?*ar from the income and 
exf>enditnrf? of F.,ot Nakorbag since 1339 B.8., as shown below ; —

Lf)t Nakorbag was allocaUni by the excKUitors for payment of the annuL 
ties during the subsistence of Uie Putni, when tho net annual income was 
a fixcfi sum of Hs, 3^000 and tho University’s share of it after dcitth of 
Hov, Kali (jhurn Banerji ami Im wife was R». 600. The loss on 
bag has to he calculated on tho baata of the share payable bv the Uni- 
versity out of the tot^il loss of Hs. 23,410-6-104 is Rs ^682-1-14, A mm 
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of Rs. 295 is payable by the 'administratrix to Messrs. H. N. Diitta & Co., 
6he solicitors of the administratrix, for costs a fifth share of which amount- 
ing to Rs. 59 is payable by the University. Added to Rs. 4,682-1-41 the 
total deduction amounts to Rs. 4,741-1 -4 J. 

In view of the steadily diminishing funds constituting the residue, the 
administratrix communicated with you through our Mr. J. N. Basil, so that 
the fund now in hand meiy oe taken over by the University. The fund 
now consists of : —

The property Lot 5l’akorbag is not only of no value now, but is onerous 
as a deficit has had to bo mob for the past four years. 

It is now proposed that the following should bo made ov^?r to the 
University: —

3i%G. P. Notes for Rs. 23,000 [ stated above. 

Cash— Rs. 1,520-8-71. j 

Upon the above being made over all accounts between the estate of 
the testator and the University would stand closed, and the University 
should execute a Release in favour of the administratrix. In v'iow of the 
fact that the endowment was founded by her father the testator's daugh- 
ter will herself add to the cash balance and make it Rs. 6,000 in place 
of Rs. 1,520-8-71. 

As the University’s interest in Lot Nakorbag is of no value, it is pro- 
posed that the University instead of going on paying its sliare of the losses 
as they accrue due every year should tran.sfor its interest to a nominee of 
the administratrix. 

If the above Schema is approved by the University, the abovo) .s<3<uirities 
-and money may be muflo over on execution of tlie above documents.

SIR TAKAKNATH PALIT SCHOLARSHIPS 

Out of the frust ostato of Sir Taraknath Falit, Kt., a sum of Hs. 1,00,000 
has btxm set apart for the? j)urpose of creating an endowment for establisliing 
and maintaining, out of ttie interest thereof, scholarships for advanced 
students in Soitnice to enable thorn to carry on rpvScarch or investigation 
abroad, tlnit is to say, out of India. The number and value of such scholar- 
ships shall be dei(?rnnned by the Governing Body. The scholarsdiips 
will be iiwardtnl upon the following conditions : — 

1. 'fluit tlie recipients of the said scholarships must bo very distin- 
guishe<i graduates of the Calcutta University of either sex and must have 
taken the Ih'gnni of MasU^r of fcvcienco or Doctor of iSoieneo or have been 
awardixl Premchand Hove hand Scholarship. 

2. That such r«^iupieiits must lx* unmarried and must continue so during 
the period they hold such scholarships and if they contravene this condition 
they sliall fv»rfeit their scholarships as well as refund tiie whole of the amount 
of llie }H>cuuiary lieneht they have rocrcivcii in respect of their scholar- 
ships, with interest at the rate of not more th«ui G pot cent. t>er annum. 

3. Before proctHHiing abroad such recipients must insure thoir lives in 
favour of the Calcutta University for such amount and in such matuier m 
the Governing Body may determine (vnd the premium in respect of auch 
insuranco shall be payaliio by the recipients out of the amount of scholar- 
8hi[)s HO awarthnl to them. 

4. The said recipients shall not tluring the periv>d they may hold the 
«ai<l s<diolarships, enrt»l thems<'lvt>8 iia moml>ers of any of the lima of the 
Oourt or attempt to qualify themselvea for any of the branches of the l^gal 
profivssion and if such nx‘ipient^ contravene this condition they shall forfeit 
tlieir stdiolarships as well as refund the whole of the |KXJuniary benefit there- 
imd^'i* as aforesiiid, with inlorti^t at the rate of G i>©r cent, lyor annum. 

5. No ono shall Ix^ eligible for the above schoWahtps whoso knowledge 
of language of the country, in which his or her roaearohes or investigationa 
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have to be prosecuted, is not such as to enable him or her to intelligently 
prosecute such resestrobes or investigations in that country, 

6. The period during which such scholarships shall be tenable shaU 
be determined by the said Governing Body and it shall be competent to 
them to extend such period if they deem such extension beneficial. 

7. If tne said Governing Body are satisfied that the recipient of any 
such scholarship is not dilligontly prosecuting his or her researches or in 
vestigations or is misbehaving himself or herself it shall be competont to the 
said Body to stop payment of his or her scholarship either temporarily or 
permanently as they may tliink fit. 

8. The right of nomination for any of the aforesaid scholarships shah 
be with the said Governing Body. 

9. The University shall require each of the rtKnpients of such scholar- 
ships before proceeding abroad, to enter into a Bond with thorn to refund 
such sum as may be spent for him or her in respe<jt of his i)r her scholarship 
together with interest on the total amount spout at a rate not oxceodinj 
six per cent, per aniiiun from the date or ilates of oxpoudituro within such 
time mid on such conditions as the said University may think tit prov'idod 
always that the said University may, in any t*ase. for))ear enforcing such 
Bond as to any part dr the whole of tlio money seen rod thereby as the said 
University may in their disr^retion think fit. 

10. Should the said Gov^erniug Botly nt any time be unable, for want 
of suitable candidates or of any other reason, to apply the monies allotted 
tcv such scholarships, the University shall nccnimnlate the same and apply 
the same for the purpose of smdi scholarslups thereafti'r ami all monies 
recovered under the Bonds aforesaid shall be appji^juhle to the provision ol 
such scholarships as herein oofore mentiont^d.

My rcvonni husband the late Babu Kfiulhikarnohan Kay contemplated 
creating a trust or a permanent character for the promotion and diffusion 
of Scitjntific. and 'Fcchnical education and the development of Applied 
Science and of Scientitic Industry among the Bengali Brahmins. Un- 
fortunately, however, he departed from this world before the execution 
of the Tr»iHt D('c<l. To give effect to the miid unfulfilled desire of my 
husband I had tor some time past been contemplating the founding of a 
fund to be termed “The Kadhikamolxnn Scholarship Fund'* and of placing 
at the hands of the C'alcutta University a substantial sum. With this 
view I have eniiors^Hl in your favour SJ per cent. G. P. Notes, bearing No.

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(3) That no candidate shall be selected on any account unless he has 
the following qualification^ : — 

(а) That he is a Bengali Brahmin. Other qualifications being equal, 
preference will be given to a Barendra Brahmin. 

(б) That he is of such circumstances that he or his guardians cannot 
bear the cost of his further education. 

(c) That the age of the candidate is not less than 20 or more than 30 
completed years. 

(d) That he possesses good health and moral character. 

(4) That once every year or once every two years as the funds permit 
the Governing Body hereinafter mentioned will proceed to make a selection 
from among the candidates of the qualifications specified in clauses (2) and 
(3) and to award a Scholarship to him as mentioned in Clause (6) for prose- 
cuting his advanced studies abroad with a view to following an industrial 
profession ; provided always that it shall be within the powers of the

(5) That the selected candidate shall liave to make an affidavit in sucli 
terms as may be required by the Governing Body from time to time to 
suit the occasion. 

(6) That the selected candidate will bo paid his passage (Second Class) 
and a sum of Ks. 1,500 before he starts from India on furnishing an affi- 
<lavit referred to in CUuise (5) and a further sum of Us. 1,500 in the same 
year in monthly instalments as may be necessary and a third sum of 
Rs. 2,000 in the next year also in monthly instalments as may })e necessary 
on the Governing Body being furnished with proof of the candidate’s 
satisfactory progress in study during the first year. On completion of 
his study the Governing Body will pay his return passage (Second Class). 

(7) That in case the place of study is chosen in India the Scholarship 
will be suitably reduced and will not exceed half of the amount specified in 
Clause (6) and the (governing Body can at their discretion increase the 
number of selected candidates in any year or years to utilise the saving. 

(8) That the Governing Body will keep themselves in touch with the 
student on return after completion of his study and assist him in being 
apprenticed to any Factory or Industrial concern if he so desires with a 
view to his acquiring experience of Indian conditions of the [)articular 
industry in which he has specilised. And when ho desires to start an 
Industrial business himself the Governing Body may at their discretion 
pay him a sum not exceeding Rs. 1,000 by way of a small capital on such 
terms as they think fit and proper. 

(9) That in case the income of the G. P. Note shall exceed the amount 
required to meet all the expenses aforesaid or in case no suitable candidate 
be found in any year and the surplus accumulates to such an extent that 
more than one candidate may be trained on the above terms and conditions, 
the Governing Body will, if practicable, send two or more such candidates 
in place of one to study abroad or at some selected place in India or con- 
tinue the Scholarship of any selected student for a third year. 

(10) That the Calcutta University shall pay the above amount and 
also meet such incidental expenses for purpose of carrying out their duties 
as trustees as may be necessary, out of the income of the said G. P. Note 
and shall publish the names of the selected scholars with the subject and 
places of study in the University Calendar. 

(11) That the University acting as Trustees will forthwith deposit 
the said G. P. Note in safe custody with the Imperial Bank of India, Cal- 
cutta, and will open an account in the name of the above fund to be termed 
‘Radhikamohan Scholarship Fund’ and will also realise the interest of 
the said G. P. Note for credit in the account of the aforesaid fund. 
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(12) That the said University shall not bef able to withdraw the G. P. 
Note from the said Imperial Bank of India except in the event of the Bank 
being wound up. In case the Government pays off the particular loan 
the said University will in that event authorise the Bank to realise the 
money and invest the same immediately in other sorts of G. P. Notes as 
may be dicided by the said University, and on such investment such G. P, 
Notes will form a part of the said Fund and Clause (11) for safe custody 
will apply to such other sorts of G. P. Notes. 

(13) That the Governing Body who will administer the scholarship 
must be six in number as hereinafter constituted. They will meet from 
time to time whenever convened by the said University and they will not 
be entitled to charge any remuneration, gratification or expenses of any 
kind of their work in connection with this scholarship. In the event of a 
difference of opinion among the members of the Governing Body the votes 
of the majority will prevail, the Chairman having a casting vote in case 
of a tie. Once every year the said University shall place before the Govern- 
ing Body an annual account of the fund for their information and approval. 

(14) The Governing Body referred to above will be constituted 'as 
follows ; — 

(i) Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta University {Ex-officio, Chairman), 

(ii) Director of Industries, Government of Bengal. 

(iii) A member or Officer of an Industrial concern in Bengal, being 

a Bengali, to be selected by the Syndicate of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity in consultation with the Head of the concern for a 
term of three years immediate vacancies under the head being 
filled by the Syndicate. 

(iv) Sir P. C. Ray, Kt., 92, Upper Circular Road, Calcutta. • 

(v) Srijut Jotindramohan Ray, 49, Landsdowne Road, Calcutta. 

{vi) Srijut Kshirodmohan Goswami, Memari, Burdwan. 

{iv), (v) and (vi) are to be members for three years and vacancies under 
(iv), (v) and (vl), to be filled by me or my legal successor or successors.* In 
the event of there being two or more successors who are not unanimous in 
choosing their nominee or nominees the Syndicate of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity shall fill u}3 the vacancy or vacancies by selection from among the 
nominees of each successor. 

This is my scheme and I solicit the favour of your kindly moving the 
Senate of the Calcutta University for the acceptance of my gift on the con- 
ditions mentioned above.

The rules for the award of the Radhikamohan Educational Scholar- 
ship, as adopted by the Syndicate on the 3rd May, 1929, and amended by 
the Senate on the 9th May, 1931, are as follows : — 

] . A Scholarship to bo called the ‘Radhikamohan Educational Scholar^ 
ship shall be maintained out of the income of the endowment. The Scholar- 
ship shall be tenable for two years and the award shall be made every 
year or once every two years as the fund permits. The selected candidate 
shall be paid his passage (Second Class) and a sum of Rs. 1,500 before he 
starts from India, on his furnishing an affidavit, and a further sum of 
Rs. 1,500 in the same year and a third sum of Rs. 2,000 the next year. On 
completion of his study he shall be i)aid his return passage (Second Class). 

In case the place of study chosen is in India, the scholarship shall not 
exceed half of the amount specified above together with Second Class fare 
to and from his destination once each way. 

That in case the income of the G. P. Notes shall exceed the amount 
required to meet all the expenses aforesaid or in case no suitable candidate 
be found in any year and the surplus accumulates to such an extent that 
more than one candidate may be trained on the above terms and conditions, 
the Governing Body will, if practicable, send two or more such candidates 
in place of one to study abroad or at some selected place in India or con- 
tinue the Scholarship of any selected student for a third year, 

2. Candidates for the Scholarship must be Bengali Brahmins and 
other qualifications being equal, preference shall be given to a Barendra 
Brahmin. 

Candidates applying for the Scholarship must have a year’s previous 
training in Mechanical Engineering or in Chemical or some other Technical 
industry existing in this country or in Agriculture, in a college or Institution 
or in a reputable firm. 
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It will be regarded as an additional qualification, but not a necessary 
one, if the candidate be a graduate in Science Of Calcutta or Dacca or any 
other University or a Diploma-holder of the National Council of Educa- 
tion, Bengal. 

3. In the First week of January in the year in which the Scholarship 
is to be awarded, the Registrar shall invite by advertisement applications 
for the Scholarship which must be submitted to him not later that the 
first of February, 

4. Candidates for the Scholarship must not be less than 20 or more 
than 30 completed years of age, in the year in which they apply. 

5. The application of every candidate must set forth precisely the 
particular branch of industry he intends to study and the institution or 
firm in Europe, America, Japan or any other country which he intends to 
join for the purpose. Ho must also state what arrangement he proposes to 
make for the payment of premium, if any, required for his training. Only 
in exceptional circumstances, and provided the funds permit, the premium 
may be paid by the Governing Body. 

(5. Candidates for the scholarship shall submit to the Registrar, along 
with their applications : — . ^ 

(a) Evidence of such circumstances as will show that he or Ids guardian 
cannot bear the cost of his further education. 

(h) Certificates of moral character from at least two persons of res- 
pectability and position with whom they may bo acquainted. 

(c) A certificate of physical capacity to undergo the course of life and 
study which they will have to follow in the country to which they intend 
to proceed, signed or countersigned by a medical man holding a Degree 
or Diploma of a recognised British or Indian University or Licensing Body. 

7. A candidate, selected to the Scholarship, before proceeding abroad, 
must rake an affidavit in the following terms : — 

(а) That while enjoying the Scholarship abroad, he will not study for 
Civil Service, or Engineering, or Medicine, or Law, or any other profession 
alien to the purpose for which the scholarship has been formded, with a 
view to pra(^tising as a Doctor or a Civil Engineer^ or to take up service 
under Government, ])rovided that the study of the preparation or manu- 
facture of drugs and medicines or of articles ordinarily manufactured in 
engineering will not bo included in the terms medicine and engineering 
stated above. 

(б) That unless disabled by illness, if he fails to complete his studies 
for two years, in accordance with the terms and conditions set out in his 
ai3})lication, ho shall forfeit his scholarship and that he will be further liable 
to refund the amount sj^ent on him for the purpose. 

8. The Governing Body after the consideration of all the applications 
received, shall, in the first instance, make a preliminary selection of not 
less than six months for the scholarship by the end of February, 

An enquiry will then bo addressed to the Education Department of 
the Office of the High Commissioner for India, London, in the case of 
Scholarships in the United Kingdom, and to the relevant authorities in 
the case of Scholarships in other countries, in order to ascertain whether 
facilities for practical training (if any) desired by the candidates so selected 
are available, and, if so, on what terms. 

On receipt of necessary information, the Governing Body shall finally 
consider the applications of the candidates concerned together with a 
statement of particulars as to the facilities for practical training available 
and the term on which they are offered, and selected not later than the Ist 
of August, a candidate for the Scholarship, who is, in their opinion, best 
qualified to promote the object of the donor. The award of the Scholarship 
shall be subject to the approval of the Syndicate. 

9. Every Scholar shall within four weeks of his arrival at the selected 
place of study, forward a report to the Registrar countersigned by proper 
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authorities, showing (a) the course ot study he proposes to follow, (b) the 
arrangements made for his residence, supervision and control. 

10. Every scholar shall at the end of the first year, forward to the 
Registrar a certificate from the proper authorities, showing proof of satis- 
factory progress in study during the first year. The continuance of the 
Scholarship during the second year shall depend upon the production of 
such a certificate. 

11. The Governing Body will keep themselves in touch with the stu- 
dent, on his return after completion of study and assist him in becoming 
apprenticed to any Factory or Industrial concern, if he so desires, with a 
view to his acquiring experience of Indian conditions of the particular in- 
dustry in which he has specialised. And when he desires to start an Indus- 
trial business himself the Governing Body may at their discretion, pay him 
a sum not exceeding Rs. 1,000 by way of capital on such terms as they 
think fit and proper. 

12. The Syndicate shall publish the names of the selected scholars, 
with their subjects and places of study in the University Calendar. 

13. Subject to due compliance with the above conditions the Scholar- 
ship will be forwarded quarterly in advance, by the Registrar, free of all 
charges, to the chief controlling authority of the Institution where the 
Scholar prosecutes his studies for payment to him. 

14. The Governing Body can at their discretion increase the number 
of selected candidates in any year or years, if funds permit. 

16. The Governing Body may at any time, with the approval of the 
Syndicate, alter these rules consistently with the terms of tVio Endowment, 
but not so as to prejudice.

LALCHAND MOOKERJEE ENDOWMENT 

Dr. Harendracoomar Mookerjeo, M.A., Ph.D., University Inspector 
of Colleges, desired to create an endowment in memory of his late lamented 
father, Mr. Lalchand Mookerjee, for sending properly qualified Bengali 
Protestant Christian'students abroad for a course of theoretical and practical 
training in technical, industrial, mechanical, agricultural and allied subjects. 

The endowment is to be called ‘Lalchand Mookerjee Endowment’ 
and will consist of per cent. G. P. Notes of the face value of Rs. 1,50,000. 
His proposal is that from the interest accruing to the fund a number of 
scholarships should be created, the largest of which should not ordinarily 
exceed Rs. 250 per month. The ob ject of these scholarships is to encourage 
the proper type of young men of his community who may not b(^ in affluent 
circumstances to avail themselves of the facilities thus offered to acquire 
up^to-date scientific training and be in a position thereby to serve their 
community and their country as leaders of industry. 

He proposed to make over to the University of Calcutta per cent. 
Government Securities of the face value of Rs. 1,50,000 on the following 
terms and conditions : — 

1. Notwithstanding that the University shall, after the formal accept- 
ance of his proposal, become the custodian of the Government Securities 
and hold the same in deposit for the creation of scholarships out of its 
interest only as laid down below, only the interest shall belong absolutely 
to him during his life-time and after his death it shall belong absolutely 
to his wife Sreemati Bangabala Mookerjee during her life-time and the 
said interest periodically accruing shall be realised by the Registrar of the 
Calcutta University for the time being and made over to him and after his 
death to his wife, unless he in his life-time or his wife after his death gives 
notice in advance to the Registrar of the Calcutta University of re-investing 
the interest in approved Government Securities, in which case it shall be 
added to the corpus of the endowment. After the death of both of them 
any portion of the interest which is not spent on scholarships shall bo added 
to the corpus of the endowment. 

2. That after his death and the death of his wife, whichever shall 
happen later, monthly scholarships payable out of the interest shall be 
created and their number shall be determined. They shall bo styled 
“The Lalchand Mookerjeo Foreign Scholarships for Protestant Bengali 
Christians.” 

3. That these scholarships shall be tenable for not more than five 
years outside the territorial limits of India and the amount of each scholar- 
ship shall not ordinarily be more than Rs. 250 per month and that the 
minimum amount of each scholarship which may vary in different cases 
as well as the period thereof shall be determined by a Committee of Manage- 
ment or Governing Body mentioned below, after consideration of the subject 
or subjects selected for study and the ordinary expenses of decent living 
in the place or places where the study is to be pursued. 
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4. The subject or subjects for the sch(jlarships will be selected from 
^mong the following technical subjects : — 

Spinning, weaving, dye-making, mechanical and electrical engineering, 
aviation and applied aeronautics, film-making, manufacture of photo- 
graphic plates and materials, mining and colliery work, soap making, 
pottery, enamel, glass-ware, leather and leather goods, celluloid work, 
fruit-preserving, biscuit-making, sugar refining, manufacture of drugs 
and medicines from indigenous products, manufacture of cheap building 
materials, motor car parts, carpet-making, hosiery, scientific agriculture, 
scientific horticulture, or floriculture, cultivation of medicinal plants, 
dairy and poultry farming. 

Tne present list of subjects is by no means exhaustive, the Committee 
of Management mentioned below having the power to add to them from 
time to time. 

5. That the purpose of general management and control and more 
specially for selecting suitable candidates, for sanctioning the subjects, 
the institutions and the places of study, for fixing the amount and the 
period for which each scholarship is tenable and the like, a Committee 
of Management shall be formed the personnel of which shall be deterihined 
by the Syndicate of the Calcutta University, provided, however, that 
the majority of the members shall be Indians and the Vice-Chancellor 
shall be its Chairman, ex -officio and it shall contain at least two Protestant 
Christian members nominated by the Syndicate from among the Principals 
and Teachers of Colleges affiliated to the University of Calcutta and pro- 
vided also that his pupils Messrs. Ramaprasad Mookerjee and Syama- 
prasad Mookerjee, sons of the late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee and Mr. Susil- 
kumar Lahiri, M.A., B.L., Vakil, High Court, shall be life-members of the 
said Committee. The Proceedings of the Managing Committee vjill be 
subject to confirmation by the Syndicate. 

6. Every apjilicent for “The Lalchand Mookerjee Foreign Scholar- 
ship” will be required strictly to conform to the following conditions : — 

(a) He shall be a Protestant Christian and a native of Bengal and born 
of Bengali parents and he shall be called upon to submit conclusive evidence 
that his father and mother are or were both Bengalis by birth and speak 
or spoke the Bengali language as their mother-tongue and firrther more 
that both of them are or were Protestant Christians, at the time of his 
birth. 

{b) He shall be of sound health and ordinarily between 20 and 26 years 
of age. 

(c) He shall bo a graduate in Science or Engineering preferably of the 
Calcutta University or shall have passed an examination which will be 
regarded by the Committee of Management as equivalent thereto and shall 
produce satisfactory evidence of previous practical training in workshops 
in the subject of his study or any other allied subjects. Poverty of the 
applicants and their guardians must be taken into account in awarding 
the scholarships. 

(d) He shall be required to submit once a year or more frequently if so 
directed by the Committee of Management a certificate of good conduct, 
satisfactory progress and regular attendance from the head of the institution 
where he studies and failure to produce this certificate will entail disconti- 
nuance of the scholarship. The said certificate shall also contain details 
of attendance at lectures and practical classes, examination results, if 
any, and reports from the teachers or engineers or other officers under 
whom the scholar is undergoing training. 

7. If at any time the Comniiittee of Management are satisfied that no 
applicant for scholarship possesses the minimmn qualifications as laid 
down above, generally the Committee shall have the right of rejecting all 
applications and adding the unexpended amount or amoimts to the corpus 
of the endowment. 
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8. That in conformity with the aims and objects of the endowment 
as laid down above, the Committee of Management shall have the power 
of making bye-laws and regulations from time to time regarding the selec- 
tion of candidates, of subjects of study, of places where such study is to bo 
prosecuted as well as regarding the amount of the several scholarships. 

9. The University shall permit him to make such further additions 
to the corpus of this Trust Fund as he may be able to add from time to 
time. 

10. That the Committee of Management will keep themselves in touch 
with the student on return after completion of his study and assist him in 
being appointed in any factor or industrial concern if he so desires with a 
view to his acquiring experiences of Indian condition of the particular 
industry in which he has specialised. 

11. That in case interest accumulates to such an extent that a larger 
number of candidates may be trained on the above terms and conditions, 
the Committee of Management will, if practicable, send more candidates 
for study abroad or continue the scholarship to any selected student for 
a further year. 

12. * That the University acting as Trustees will forthwith deposit the 
G. P. Notes in safe custody with the Imperial Bank of India, Calcutta, 
and will open an account in the name of the above fund to be termed 
‘‘Lalchand Mookerjee Foreign Scholarship Fund” and will also realise the 
interest of the said G. P. Notes for credit in the account of the aforesaid 
fund. 

While he has no desire to bind down any one who might in future be 
benefited by his endowment, he thinks it desirable to record that it would 
please him much if scholars returning from abroad live in the Indian stylo 
and, it possible, try to help some other poor and deserving student.

SREEIMATI PRASANNAMOYEE MOOKERJEE ENDOWMENT 

The following letter was addressed to the University by Dr. Harendra- 
coomar Mookerjee, M.A., Ph.D., University Inspector of Colleges, offering 
per cent. G. P. Notes of the face value of Rs. 1,00,000 for creating an 
endowment to be called the “Sreemati Prasannamoyee Mookerjee Endow- 
ment” in memory of his revered mother Sreemati Prasannamoyee Devi, 
deceased, on the terms and conditions stated therein.

Sir, 

With a view to supplement and more effectively to facilitate in the 
light of future experience, the aims and objects already set forth in the 
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“Lalchand Mookerjee Endowment” which you have been pleased to accept 
I am now desirous of creating a second endowment in memory of my beloved 
and revered mother, now deceased, Sreemati Prasannamoyee Devi. 

The two endowments were conceived as counterparts to each other 
and intended to be worked on lines of harmony as sister agencies seeking in 
close operation to achieve kindred interdependent and mutually com- 
plementary objects. It seems to me that it is after all bare justice to the 
scholars who will benefit my first endowment that some provision ought 
to be made for the proper utilisation of those opportunities which may 
be secured to their efforts. 

I feel also that to be blessed with any amount of success in my humble 
hope of serving my countrymen and my brothers in faith, it is not enough 
to offer stipends for vocational training, for the field thereby created may 
still remain \mfriiitful in the absence of another class of workers equipped 
with knowledge of market organisation, commercial economics and practical 
business finance. If, therefore, my first endowment seeks to provide a 
band of well-trained Indian youths who can develop the industrial and 
agricultural resources of our country, it is the object of the proposed second 
endowment to train side by side with them another band equally well 
qualified in order to take charge of the outturn of the former’s labour and 
dispose (.>f the same with efficiency and profit. It appears to me that the 
businessman snould step in to relieve the practical worker and manufacturer 
from the strain of hostile competition and from the difficulty of securing 
a market of their products. 

My }ium])le hope, therefore, in submitting for favour of acceptance by 
the Univ^ersity of the “Prasannamoyee Mookerjee Endowment” is to see 
more of such businessman in our country than wo now claim to have. I 
may have leave to submit in this connection that I do not place a very 
high premium upon mere theoretical excellence of academic proficiency. 
As othei* qualities are called for in the race of life, I have come to value 
doing more than knowing, and this endowment is intended to train up a 
body of traders and not teachers of businessmen and not speculative eco- 
nomists and financiers. The young men helped by this endowment are 
expected to take their part in the industrial and agricultural development 
of our country; (1) by finding, creating or organising proper markets 
for the raw materials of India like jute, cotton, rice, wheat, tea, coffee, etc. ; 

(2) by providing banking and financial facilities to sound, well-managed 
Indian (a)iicerns engaged in promoting the economic welfare of the country ; 

(3) by selling, distributing or otherwise profitably disposing of, without 
detriment however to the interest of poor consumers, finished products 
made out of Indian raw materials by Indian labour with Indian capital 
and imdor the direction of Indian experts ; (4) by establishing commercial 
houses, bjinks, insurance companies, financial Syndicates, building societies,, 
investment trusts, co-operative societies, industrial bureaus, museums 
and exhibitions, etc., with the primary objecd of stinudatiug interest and 
enterprise on rational and well-directed lines in respect of Indian product ; 
(5) by adopting other ways and moans to help on India’s economic regi- 
ment which is of vital importance for the future of our country. 

This endowment is to be called “Sreemati Prasannamoyee Mookerjee 
Endowment” and will consist of per cent. G. P. Notes of the face value 
of Rs. 1,00,000. Out of the interest of this capital sum at least two scholar- 
ships shall be created, one tenable in India and the other tenable outside 
India and valued respectively at not more than Rs. 50 and Rs. 200 per 
month. As has been sufficiently indicated, the object of these scholar- 
ships is to encourage the proper type of young men of any community wno 
may not be in affluent circumstances to avail themselves of the facilities 
thus offered to acquire a thorough practical and specialised training on 
modern lines and thus to qualify themselves to serve our country as business- 
men, financiers, organisers, and pioneers of indigenous activity and enter- 
prise in the spheres of trade, commerce and industry. 
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In submitting for favour of*, acceptance the undermentioned terms and 
conditions I beg leave to point out that these terms and conditions are 
closely akin to and sometimes identical with the provisions of the “Lal- 
chand Mookerjee Endowment” which has been kindly accepted by the 
University. 

While I have no desire to impose the Indian style of living upon candi- 
dates who may benefit by this endowment, I may still be permitted to 
appeal for acceptance as an ideal now unhappily neglected. I would, 
if I may, ask them to cling firmly to India’s ancient ideal of quiet content- 
ment because it enables us unostentatiously to give something to our 
motherland in return for the gift of life received from her and specially 
to bear in mind that one way of serving her is to serve her children, own 
brethren, I would therefore most earnestly request every young man who 
benefits from this endowment to devote some part, however small, of his 
means to help at least one other struggling and meritorious student to 
acquire some kind of training which will enable him to earn his bread by 
his own exertions so as not to become a btirden on society. 

It would defeat my oDject if on account of the fact that the first and 
the present endowments are for Protestant Bengali Christians only, scliolar- 
sh ip-holders are led to think that I believe in what is now being charac- 
terised as ‘'communalism.” My community has not made as much pro- 
gress as I would like to see and this is the only reason for limiting the sphere 
of these humble and inadequate attempts to be of use to my country. 
I would ask all my young friends to bear in mind that after all India is 
greater than her Children, that Christians and non-Christians all being 
to her and not to us, and that God’s kingdom will not come with peace 
on earth and good will towards men until and unless we learn to live in 
peace « and amity with all. 

1, Notwithstanding that the^ University sliall, after formal accept- 
ance of my present proposal, become the custodian of the aforesaid Govern- 
ment Securities of the face value of Rs. 1,00,000 and hold the same in 
deposit for creation of scliolarships hcTeafter out of the interest tbcn’cof 
as laid down below, the said interest shall belong alsolutoly to mo during 
my life-time provided however it shall be incumbent on the Registrar for 
the time being of the Calcutta University to collect the said interest and 
made over the same to me if and when 1 so require or to invest tlie same 
in approved Government Scemrities from time to time subject always to 
my discretion in this beha/lf. The Securities so purchased together with 
all interest not demanded or withdrawn by me shall on my dcatli bo added 
to and form part of the above Endowment. 

2. That after my death the interest accruing to the said Endowment 
shall be divided equally among the following persons during their life-time 
namely (1) Rev. Lai Gopal Mookerjee, son of my brother the late Akshay- 
kuraar Mookerjee, (2) Mrs. May Lovoday Mookerjee, wife of Rev. Lai 
Gopal Mookerjee, (3) Mr. Nabagopal Mookerjee, son of my Ijrother late 
Akshaykumar Mookerjee, (4) Sm. Matimala Gupta, wife of Baou Sasiknmar 
Gupta and daughter of my brother the late Akshaykumar Mookerjee, 
(6) Mr. Nanigopal Mookerjee, son of my brother the late Akshaykumar 
Mookerjee, provided however that in the event of the death of one or more 
of the aforesaid persons the amount or amounts thus set free shall bo suitably 
invested in the alternative, shall bo formed into scholarships to be awarded 
to desirable candidates according to the discretion of the Committee of 
Management hereinafter mentioned. 

2(a). That out of the income of the entire Endowment not less than 
two scholarships shall be created entitled respectively, (1) Sreemati Prasanna- 
moyee Mookerjee Foreign Scholarship in Applied Commerce and Business 
Education and (2) Sreemati Prasannamoyee Mookerjee Indian Scholarship 
in Applied Commerce and Business Educalion, and the amount of each shall 
•not ordinarily exceed Rs. 200 and Rs. 50 per month respectively. 
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3, That the said Foreign Scholarship shall ordinarily be tenable for 
not more than three years outside the territorial limits of India, and the 
said Indian Scholarship shall be tenable for not more than three years within 
the territorial limits of India, it being clearly understood that the minimum 
amount of each scholarship which may vary in different cases as well as the 
period thereof shall be determined by the Committee of Management men- 
tioned below after due consideration of the subject or subjects selected for 
training and the ordinary expenses of decent living in the place or places 
where the training is to be acquired. 

4, That tlie said subject or subjects shall be selected from among 
the following provided however the Committee of Management shall have 
the power, in conformation with the aims and objects of the endowment to 
suggest and add thereto other and more subjects from time to time : — 

(a) Practical Banking and Finance in all aspects both in and outside 
India. 

{b) Modern methods of market organisation and control including 
marketing of raw materials and manufactured commodities. 

(c) Baling, Sampling, Branding and Identification of Cotton, Jute> 
Tea and other Indian products including Blending of Teas. 

(:/) Modern Salesmanship. 

(e) Commission Agency and Scientific Advertisement. 

(/) Agricultural and Industrial Organisation on co-operative basis* 
(g) Banking in aid of small industries, farming, agriculture, horticulture,, 
floriculture, etc. 

{h) Insurance business of all kinds. 

(^) Business Management and Industrial Organisation. 

(j) Higher Accountancy. 

(/(•) Traffic Management. 

(1) Problems of Export and Import in relation to actual trade and 
commerce between India and other countries. 

{?n) Training of labour and labour-supply including stevedoring, etc, 
(?i) Study of unemployment and the remedies therefor including the 
establishment of small self-contained industrial or agricultural colonies. 

(o) Rural organisation and formation of self-contained village com* 
mittees. 

(p) Practical application of any of the subjects studied in the Bachelor’s 
and Master’s courses in Commerce of the Calcutta University. 

(7) Problems of Exchange and their practical application to Indian 
business. 

(/’) Organisation of Management of Building Societies and Investment 
Trusts. 

5, I’liat for purposes of general management and control and more 
especially for selecting suitable candidates, for sanctioning the subjects 
of training and tlio firms, institutions, business-houses and places, etc., 
wliore such training is to be acquired, for fixing the amount and the period 
of each scholarship, and for finally disposing of all matters connected 
with this Emiowment, a Committee of Management shall be formed, the 
personnel of which shall bo selected by the Syndicate of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity, provided however that the majority of the members shall be Indiana 
and the VTco -Chancellor shall be it Chairman, ex-officio, and it shall con- 
tain at least two Protestant Christian members nominated by the Syndi- 
cate from among the Principals and the Teachers of colleges affiliated to 
the University of Calcutta and provided also that my pupils, Messrs. Rama- 
prasad Mookerjeo, M.A., BJi., and Syamaprasad Mookerjee, M.A., B.L.^ 
Barristor-at-Law, sons of the late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee and Mr. Susil- 
kumar Lahiri, M.A., B.L., Advocate, High Court, Calcutta, son of the late 
Sasibhushau Lahiri, shall be life-members of the said Committee. The 
Proceedings of the Managing Committee will be subject to confirmation 
by the Syndicate. 
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6, Every candidate for the “Prasannamoyee Mookerjee Scholar- 
ship” shall be required strict!/ to conform to the following conditions : — 

(а) He shall be a Protestant Christian and a native of Bengal and born 
of Bengali pj^i ents, and he shall be called upon to submit conclusive evidence 
that his father and mother are or were both Bengalis by birth and speak 
or spoke the Bengali language as their mother-tongue, and furtlun^more 
that both of them are or were Protestant Christians, at the time of his birth. 

(б) He shall be of sound health and ordinarily between 20 and 26 years 
of age. 

(c) Every candidate for a "‘Prasannamoyee Mookerjee Foreign Scholar- 
ship” shall be at least an M.A. in Commerce and every (candidate for a 
“Prasannamoyee Mookerjee Indian Scholarship” shall be at least a B.Com. 
preferably of the Calcutta University. If a candidate does not possess the 
M.A. or B.Com. Degree as aforesaid, he must have passed an ('xamination 
or test approved by the Committee of Management and deemed as equiva- 
lent thereto. Each candidate shall also produce satisfactory evidence of 
previous practical experience in mercantile firms or business-houses in the 
subject or subjects of training selected by him or in some other allied sub- 
jectss The proverty of the applicant and of his guardian may be taken into 
account in awarding the Scholarship, provided however such an applicant 
is in every respect as highly qualified as other rival candidates. 

{d) He shall be required to submit once a year or more frequently if 
so directed by the Committee of Management a certificate of good conduct 
and satisfactory progress and regular attendance from the head of the firm 
or institution or business concern where he undergoes his training and failure 
to produce this certificate may entail discontinuance of the Scholarship. 

(e) He shall have frotjdom in suggesting for approval the subject or 
subjefits of training in which he desires to specialise, provided howe\'er that 
before final sanction thereof the Committee of Management shall be satisfied 
that there are simple facilities for specialising therein and also that such 
specialisation is or will in the near future be conducive to the interest of 
our country. 

7. If at any time the Committee of Management are convinced that 
no candidate for Scholarship possesses the minimum qualification as laid 
down above or that the subjects selected by the candidates do not warrant 
any grant or scholarship in view of the absence of proper facilities therein, 
the Committee shall have the right of rejecting all applications and of adding 
the unexpended amount or amounts or any part thereof ratably or in any 
other proportion to the corpus of this endowment or to the corpus of the 
“Lalchand Mookerjee Endowment” or to the corpus of a third Endowment 
which I intemd hereafter to create to be named after my son, the late 8udhir- 
kumar Mookerjee. 

8. That in conformity with the aims and objects of this Endowment 
as laid down above, the Committee of Management shall have the power 
of making bye-laws and regulations from time to time regarding the selec- 
tion of candidates, subjects of training and study of places where the same 
is to be prosecuted and the amounts and the number of scholarships. 

9. That the University shall permit me to make such further additions 
to the corpus of this Endowment as I may be able to make from time to 
time. 

10. That the Committee of Management shall keep themselves in 
touch with the Scholars notwithstanding completion of training and ex- 
piration of Scholarship and help them in any suitable or convenient mamier 
to become apprenticed to comraerical firms or industrial concerns if they so 
desire with a view to their acquiring local experience of the particular lines 
of work in which they have specialised. 

11. That in case the interest of this endowment accumulates to such 
an extent that a larger number of candidates may be trained on the above 
terms and conditions, the Committee of Management will, if practicable,

select more candidates for study and business- training or may continue 
grant of Scholarship in favour of a selected candidate for a further year. 

12, That the University acting as Trustees will forthwith deposit 
the G. P. Notes in safe custody with the Imperial Bank of India, Calcutta, 
and will open an account in the name of the above fund to be termed Sree- 
mati Prasannamoyee Mookerjee Scholarship Fund” and will also realise the 
interest of the said G. P. Notes for credit in the account of the aforesaid 
fund. 

On the recommendation of the Syndicate, the gift was accepted by the 
Senate on the 26th January, 1934, with thanks. 
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University Buildings 

The University had no local habitation of its own since its foundation: 
in 1857 till 1872.. During this period the University had to transact its- 
business in rented houses. In 1864 the site to the west of the College Street, 
facing the tank to the south of the Hindu School and the Sanskrit College,, 
was selected for the University Buildings. The Public Works Department,. 
Bengal, who was entrusted with the work of constructing the Building on 
the land, submitted in 1866 an estimate amounting to Rs. 2,52,221 and 
instructions were issued by the Government of India to take up the work in 
hand at once. The buildings known as the “Senate House’’ were com- 
pleted by the end of the year 1872 at a cost of Rs. 4,34,697 and the University 
took possession of them early in 1873. 

The Darbhanga Library Building was built on the land to west of the 
Senate House at a cost of over Rs. 8,00,000 of which two lakhs and a half 
were contributed by the Hon’ble the Maharaja of Darbhanga and the re- 
mainder was met out of a Government grant of Rs. 2,00,000 and by a con- 
tribution of about double the amount from out of the Reserve Fimd of the 
University. The work of construction of the Darbhanga Building was 
entrusted to Messrs Martin & Co., Ltd. in 1909 and was completed towards 
the end of 1912. The building accommodates the University Law 
College, its Library and the University Offices. The top floor which is 
utilised for holding the University Examinations accommodates about 
700 candidates. 

The building on the land to the south of Darbhanga Library Building 
measuring about a bigha and a half purchased at a cost of Rs. 1,50,000 
by the University out of its Reserve Fund cost the University over 
Rs. 4,00,000 of which three lakhs were met out of Government grant of 
three lakhs and the remainder out of the Reserve Fund of the University. 
The building has been constructed for the purpose of providing Hostel 
accommodation to Hindu students of the University Law College who 
do not live with their parents or guardians. It has been named “University 
Law College Hardinge Hindu Hostel” after the name of the then Chancellor 
of the University, and it provides accommodation for over 150 students. 
The Hostel is under the direct supervision of the Principal of the Univer- 
sity Law College, subject to general control of the Governing Body of the 
College, whose proceedings are laid before the Syndicate for confirmation. 

The University Press was located in the shed to the immediate west 
of the Senate House originally erected to accommodate the Law Classes of 
the University Law College temporarily, pending the completion of the 
Darbhanga Library Building to which the College has been permanently 
removed. On account of enormous increase of work in the Press, the accom- 
modation available in this structure was found insufficient and on the re- 
commendation of the Syndicate a sum of Rs, 1,40,000 was sanctioned by 
the Senate on the 4th June, 1938, for erecting a Press Building at 48, Hazra 
Road, which being a portion of the Palit Estate, the Governing Body of 
the Sir Taraknath Palit Trusts resolved that the land might be taken on 
a lease for 99 years on a rent of Rs. 60 per month or the land might be 
purchased by the University for the purpose. The construction of the Press 
Building on the land was completed in the early part of the year 1940 and 
was occupied by the Press in July, 1940. On the removal of the Press 
to the now Building the shed under which it was previously located has 
been demolished. 
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The University College of Science and Technology which came into 
existence through the liberality of Sir Taraknath Palit and Sir Rashbehary 
Ohose is housed in buildings at 92 ,Upper Circular Road, and 35, Ballygunge 
Circular Road. 

Three rooms were constructed on the second floor of the Sir P. C. Ray 
Annexe at 92, Upper Circular Road, at a cost of Rs. 11,111. The Indian 
Chemical Society made a donation of Rs. 10,000 for the purpose which was 
accepted by the Senate on 29th September, 1934, on certain terms and 
conditions. 

The Senate, on 14th September, 1935, sanctioned Rs. 85,000 for the 
extension of the building of the University College of Science at 92, Upper 
Circular Road, mainly for the Department of Applied Chemistry. The 
extension has been completed and includes also accommodation for the 
Department of Applied Physics. The Senate also sanctioned Rs. 76,000 
on the 4i h 1938, for further e xtension of the building for the Depart- 

ment of Applied Physics, which has since been completed. A one- 
storied building has also been constructed in the east corner for workshop 
and store for the Chemistry Department at a cost of Rs. 4,000. 

A two-storied building has been newly built with a total floor area of 
about 18,000 square feet for the Department of Radio Physics and Elec- 
tronics. 

The Government of India sanctioned a Capital Grant of Rs. 3,40,000 
for tho purpose. The construction of this building was sanctioned by the 
Syndicate, dated the 26th May, 1949, and the cost of tho construction of 
tho building has been about Rs. 3.80 lacs. 

The construction was undertaken in Juno, 1949 and completed in Octo- 
ber, 1951. 

This building accommodates the whole department of Radio Physics 
and Electronics with its own Lecture Theatre, teaching laboratories, 
Library and VVorksho}). Besides these, it also accommodates research 
laboratories for conducting researches on ionosphere, radio valves, U.H.F. 
and microwave propagation, nuclear magnetic resonance, radar, etc. 

During the year 1952 new extension to the Applied Physics building 
has been completed. This extension consists of a two-storied building 
with a floor area of about 8,000 sq. ft. to accommodate (1) Material Test- 
ing and Applied Hydraulics Laboratories, (2) Machine Tools Laboratory, 
(3) Appli(*d Heat Laboratory, (4) Drawing Office and (5) Library and 
Reading Room of the Department. The Government of India sanctioned 
a Capital Grant of Rs. 1.87 lacs for tho purpose. The construction of 
this new extension was undertaken in May, 1950 and completed in Septem- 
ber, 1952, and the cost of construction is about Rs. 1.65 lacs. 

The extension of first floor on the Workshop building and stair case 
in between the main building of tho Applied Chemistry Department and 
tho Workshop covering a floor area of 9,800 sq. ft. has been completed. 
This extension was made to accommodate (1) Oil, Soap and Plastics Labo- 
ratories, (2) Class Rooms, (3) Drawing Office, (4) Library and (5) Lec- 
turers* research and sitting rooms. 

Rs. 2,00,000 was sanctioned for this purpose by the Syndicate, dated 
the 22nd July, 1948, out of Rs. 2,25,000 received from the Government 
of India. This extension was started in the month of October, 1948 and 
was completed in tho month of July, 1951. The cost for the construction 
of the building only is Rs. 1.6 lacs. 

Further extension of the second floor on the Workshop and other build- 
ings attached to the Department is nearing completion. 

The fish market known as Madhab Babu’s Bazar and situated to the 
south of the Senate House was acquired out of the Government grant of 
Rs. 8,00,000. The land measures over 3 bighas. A two-storied building 

a cost of Rs. 3,17,615-7-0, had at first been erected on the site in whidn 
were accommodated some of the more important Departments of the Post* 
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Graduate Teaching in Arts 'and the Post-Graduate (Lending) section of the 
University Library. 

The building has been named “Asutosh Building” in memory of the 
late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.I. His Excellency the Governor of 
Bengal opened th > building on the 29th June, 1926. 

In 1926, the Government of Bengal sanctioned a special grant of Rs. 
1,95,000 towards the cost of oroctioii of a third storey of the Asutosh 
Building. The third storey was completed in November, 1927. A portion 
of the fourth storey on the College Street side only was constructed during 
1928. 

In 1934, the Senate sanctioned Rs. 1,20,000, out of the Asutosh Building 
Fund, towards the cost of completion of the fourth storey of the Asutosh 
Building for accommodating therein the University Library as also the 
Lending Library of the Post-Graduate Department. The new Library 
Hall has an accommodation for 350 students. The walls of the Reading 
Room are decorated with frescoes illustrating the development of Indian 
culture and civilization with special reference to the contributions made 
by Bengal. 

During the year 1952 the new Hostel Building at 35, Ballygunge Cir- 
cular Road, for the Technological students, was completed on the 
31st October, 1952. The building is a four-storied one — the ground, 1st 
and 2nd floors covering an aggregate area of 10,012 s(j.ft., will accommodate 
75 students. There is provision for Superintendents’ Quarters on the 
groimd floor and a common room on the 1st floor. The Government of 
India sanctioned a loan of Rs. 2,54,000. The cost of the building including 
all the services is Rs. 2,54,000. 


UNIVERSITY ROWING CLUB 

The Calcutta Improvement Trust has placed at the disposal of the 
University, in lease, a plot of land measuring 2 bighas 19 cottahs and 12 
chittaks in the Lake Extension Area for the use of University Rowing Club 
and a suitable Boat House has been erected there for the use of the club at 
a cost of Rs. 20,000, 
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Maharaja Sir Rameswar Singh of Darbhanga University 

Central Library 

In June, 1869, a small collection of books bequeathed to the University 
by the will of Babu Eshan Chandra Bose, was received by the Registrar. 

Babu Joy Krishna Mukherjee of Uttarpara made a donation of Rs. 6,000 
(five thousand) in July, 1869 for the purpose of forming a library. The 
amount was invested in 4 p.c. Government securities till the completion 
of the University building. 

In 1874 the Syndicate appointed a Committee to report on the stops 
it was advisable to take to form a library. The Qhief recommendation 
of the Committee was that the Calcutta University Library should as* far 
as possible be made ‘supplementary to other libraries now existing in 
Calcutta\ The proposal of the Committee was accepted by the Syndicate. 
The University Library occupied one of the. two side rooms of the Senate 
House Building. In 1908 the Hon’ble Rameshwar Singh, K.C.I.E., 
Maharaja Bahadur of Darbhanga, made over to the University a sum of 
two and a half lacs of rupees for the erection of a building in which the 
library might be located. This munificent gift was accepted by the Senate 
with thanks. The library accommodated in the new building was named 
after the Maharaja, which was called the Darbhanga Library Buildyng. 

In 1934 the fourth storey of the Asutosh Building for accommodating 
the University library as also the lending library of the Post-Graduate 
Departments was erected. The libraries were transferred to the 4th storey 
of the Asutosh Building in 1935. 

The Reference Section of the University Library now remains open 
from 7 A.M. to 9 P.M. on week days and from 10-30 A.M. to 5 P.M. on 
Sunday. The Lending Section remains open during the normal office 
hours of the University. The library remains closed on University holi- 
days. 

Rules for the Management of the Maharaja Sir Rameswar Singh of 
Darbhanga University Central Library, under Section 4, Chapter XXVIII 
of the Regulations : — 

(1) (a) The library is for the use of Resident Follows, University 
Professors, Assistant Professors, Assistants to Professors, Readers, Lec- 
turers, Assistant Lecturers, Post-Graduate Fellows, Teachers of the Under- 
Graduate Classes of the University, Demonstrators, Resident Resistered 
Graduates, Students of the University Post-Graduate Classes and Research 
Students or Research Assistants working under University Professors, 
and they alone have the privilege to use it, subject to the present rules and 
to such further rules and orders as may be agreed by the General Committee 
under Section 5(1) of the Regulations of the University. 

(6) The Post-Graduate and the Under-Graduate students who attend 
the University Classes only are permitted to read books connected with 
their respective subjects to study in the University Library. They are 
entitled to take out only one volume at a time from the Library on a deposit 
of Rs, 5 only, subject to the rules framed for the Lending Section. 

(c) Persons excepting the students of the Post-Graduate and Under- 
Graduate Classes of the University and of the Law College, who will be 
permitted to read in the library shall have to make a deposit of Rs. 10 and 
to pay a fee of Rs. 2-8-0 for every six months. 

'* 2. (a) Persons who are neither Resident Fellows of the University nor 

University Professors, Assistant Professors, Assistants to Professors 
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Readers, Lectiirers, Assistant' Lecturers, Post-Graduate Fellows, Teacher? 
of the Under- Graduate Classes of the University, Demonstrators, Resident 
Registered Graduates, Students of the University Post-Graduate classes 
and Research students or Research Assistants working under University 
Professors may receive special permission from the Syndicate to use the 
Library for the purpose of Literary or Scientific Research. Such per- 
mission will be granted on the recommendation of the Librer;^?’ Executive 
Committee. 

2. (b) In recommending any person to the Syndicate under this rule, the 
Library Executive Comrhittee shall specify in writing, for the information 
of the Syndicate, the grounds on which they base their recommendation* 

3. Subject to the exceptions specified in Rule 5, Resident Fellows, 
University Professors, Assistant Professors, Assistants to Professors, 
Readers, Lecturers, Assistant Lecturers, Post-Graduate Fellows, Teachers 
of the Under-Graduate Classes, Demonstrators, Resident Registered 
Graduates and Research Students, or Research Assistants working under 
University Professors and such other persons as are allowed to make use 
of the Library under Rule 2 and who reside in Calcutta may borrow and 
temporarily remove from the library such books as they may require on 
the following conditions : — 

(a) In this rule the term ‘volume’ shall include pamphlets and parts 
of works separately shown. 

(b) Resident Fellows will be entitled to take out up to ten volumes 
at a time. 

(c) Under special circumstances Resident Fellows may, with the sanc- 
tion of the Exeeiitivo Committee, take out more than ten volumes, 

(d) Resident Registered Graduates and Research Students or Research 
Assistants working under University Professors will be entitled to take 
out not more than four volumes at a time and, in order to be allowed this 
privilege, will have to make a deposit of Rs. 25. Tlie Registrar may, in 
the case of specially valuable books and with the sanction of the Executive 
Committee, ask for a special deposit. 

(e) Persons, who are allowed to make use of the Library imder Rule 
2 and who reside in Calcutta, may take out books on the same conditions 
as Resident Registered Graduates. 

(/) University Professors, Assistant Professors, Readers, Lecturers, 
Assistant Lecturers, and Assistants to Professors will, during the time they 
hold office, be entitled to the same privileges as Resident Fellows. Teachers 
of the Under -Graduate Classes and Post- Graduate Fellows will, during the 
time they hold office, be entitled to take out up to five volumes at a time 
and Demonstrators working in the University are allowed to take only one 
volume at a time. 

(g) No books shall be issued and delivered except to the authorised 
borrower in person or to some one having written authority from him to 
receive it on behalf of the authorised borrower. 

(h) Every volume borrowed shall be returned to the Library within 
two calendar months of the date on which it was removed from the Library. 
In case any borrower fails to return any book within this period, a notice 
shall be sent to him by the Librarian calling for the return of the book. 

(i) If a book called fbr imder the previous section be not returned within 
one week after the receipt of the Librarian’s notice, the person who has 
borrowed the book from the Library shall be subject to a fine of one rupee 
for each volmne so retained, and to a further fine of an equal amount for 
each additional week that he may retain it after the expiration of the 
second week. 

(j) Subject to the provisions of Rules 4, 5, 6, and 7, a book returned to 
the Library may be again borrowed by the same person, provided that 
no other Fellow or person entitled to use the Library has lodged with the 
Librarian an application for the same work. If such application has 
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been made the book may not be taken out J>y the original borrower until 
returned by the second applicant. 

4 . The privilege of any Fellow or other person to use the Library 
shall be suspended so long as he retains any book which, under these rulee* 
he is not entitled to retain and so long as he leaves unpaid any fine which 
may have bj^en imposed on him tmder Rules 3, 6 and 7. 

5. (a) Books which are valuable on account of their rarity or which 
belong to a Series and which, being out of print, it may be difficult or im- 
possible to r^laco if lost, or books required for constant reference shall 
not be removed from the Library. 

(6) A list of the works excluded from removal under this rule shall 
be drawn up by the Executive Committee, and will be subject to revision 
and extension from time to time. 

6. (a) The Librarian shall report to the Executive Committee all cases 
in which books have Ijeon mutilated, disfigured by writing on the margin 
or otherwise injured while in the possession of readers. 

(b) Any person guilty of such an offence shall be required to replace 
the injured by an uninjured copy of the book, and shall be liable to the 
cost of its proper binding and other charges. Further, ho shall be fined 
and suspended from the privileges of the Library at the discretion of the 
General Committ(3e. 

7. (a) A general inspection of the Library and of the record of books, 
issued and returned, shall be made annually in the first week of May by 
the Executive Committee, or by one or more members of the Committee 
deputed by them for that purpose. 

(b) During this period of inspection the Library shall be closed and all 
books whatever and by wliomsoever borrowed shall be returned to the 
Library by the 31st March of eaeh year. 

(c) Any person, who fails to return, in accordance with this rula, all 
books borrowed by him, shall bo subject to a fine of not less than two rupeee 
for each volume retained: and if such volume is not returned before the 
expiration of one week after the last day of inspection, a further fine of an 
equal amount shall be imposed for each volume for each additional week 
until that volume is returned or until a copy of the same edition and of 
equal value is placed in the Library in its stead, and all expenses connected 
therewith paid by the borrower. 

8. The Library shall be closed on Sundays and all Public Holidays 
and on all days for holding public examinations. Subject to the excep- 
tion under Rule 7, it shall be opened on the days between the hours of 
7 A.M. and 7. P.M. 

N,B , — As stated before the Library now remains closed on University 
holidays only and it remains open from 7 A.M. to 9 P.M. on week days 
and 10-3(5 A.M. to 5 P.M. on Sundays. 
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University College of Science 
Laboratories, Museums, Etc. 

UNIVERSITY COLLEGE OF SCIENCE 

On the 15th February, 1919, the Senate formulated a scheme for the 
management of the University College of Science, according to which, a 
Governing Body was annually constituted for its administration, consisting 
of the following : — 

(a) Members of the Governing Body of the Palit Trusts. 

(b) Members of the Board of Management of the Ghoso Fund. 

\c) University Professors attached to each department of the college. 

{d) Representatives of the University Lecturers attached to each depart- 
ment of the college. 

(e) Representatives of investigators, if any, engaged in research in 
each department of the college. 

The Vice-Chancellor was the ex-offtcio President of the Governing Body 
€uad a Vice-President and a Secretary were annually appointed by the 
Senate. 

The affairs of the college were administered by iliis Governing Body, 
but^as it was found on experience that a more co-orclinatecl control and 
management of the affairs of the college was necessary, the Senate, on the 
recommendation of the Syndicate and with the concurrence of the Govern- 
ing Body of the college, as also of the Executive Committee of the Council 
of Post-Graduate Teaching in Science, resolved on the 4th June, 1938, that 
the resolution of the Senate, dated the 15th February, 1919, sanctioning 
the constitution of the Governing Body for the management and admini- 
stration of the college be rescinded and that the powers and functions 
assigned to the Governing Body bo vested in the Executive Committee of 
the Coimcil of Post-Graduate Teaching in Science. The Senate also decided 
that in order to have a proper representation of the three Trusts, viz., 
Palit, Ghose and Khaira, one representative from each of the following 
Bodies be added to the Executive Committee : — 

Governing Body of the Sir Taralmath Palit Trusts. 

Board of Management of the Sir Rashbehary Ghoso Endowments^ 

Board of Management of the Khaira Fnnd. 

The Regulations of the University (Sec. 15, Chapter XI) was changed 
accordingly. 


UNIVERSITY LABORATOBIES 

The princely gift of the late Sir Taraknath Palit, Kt., D.L., and Sir 
Rashbehary Ghose, Kt., C.S.I., M.A., D.L., Ph.D., enabled the University 
to start the University College of Science, and the Laboratories of Physics, 
Applied Physics, Chemistry, Applied Chemistry, Applied Mathematics 
and Experimental Psychology have been equipped in the Science College 
Building at 92, Upper Circular Road. 

With the expansion of the University College of Science llnd the open- 
ing of the Departments of Applied Chemistry and Applied Physics, the want 
of an up-to-date Technical Workship was keenly felt. This deficiency has 
been, to a great extent, made up by the construction of a Workship on 
modem lines at the Science College Building at 92, Upper Circular Road.. 
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The Biological Laboratories have been equipped in the, biiMing and 
in the surrounding grounds at No, 35, Bally^unge Circular Road which 
was the residence of the late Sir Taralmath Palit. University Professors 
of Botany and Zoology are in charge of those Laboratories. 

The munificent gtft of the late Raja of Khaira has enabled the Uni- 
versity to establish a Chair of Agriculture and steps are being taken to 
provide for an Agricultural Laboratory with a small plot of land for 
experimental farming. 

A laboratory for Communication Engineering has been established in 
the University College of Science out of a donation of Rs. 26,000 from the 
Charity Trust Fund belonging to the estate of the late Rai Bahadur Mokh- 
ram Kanodia. The donation was made by virtue of an award made by Dr. 
Syamaprasad Mookerjee as an Arbitrator in a High Court Suit, duly con* 
firmed by the High Court, with the full consent of the representatives of 
the two branches of the family of the late Rai Bahadur. 


CYCLOTRON 

The apparatus called Cyclotron was installed at the University College 
of Science with the grant of Rs. 60,000 to the University by Sir Dorabji 
Tata Charities Trust in 1940, supplemented by an almost equal amount 
from the University Fimd. This was the first of its kind not only in India 
but also in Asia. By means of this apparatus common elements can be 
endowed with the same properties as those possessed by radiiun and some 
of them can be used for purposes for which radium is now exclusively used. 
Moreover, some of the common elements taken with food or medicine like 
carbon, sodi\im, nitrogen, etc. can be made radio-active by means of tjhe 
Cyclotron. 


KIRTIKAR HERBARIUM 

In 1920, Major B. D. Basu expressed a desire to present the University 
with the books on Cryptogamic Botany, MSiS., Photographic drawing and 
collections of Fungi, Algae, Lichens and Mosses, belonging to the late 
Lt.-Col. K. R. Kirtikar, F.L.S., I.M.S. (Retd.), on the following conditions : — 

1. That the University would establish a Herbarium and name it 
“Kirtikar Herbarium.” 

2. That the University would publish a work on Cryptogamic Botany 
of India, in which the researches and drawings of Lt.-Col. Kirtikar would 
be published. 

3. That not less than two members or representatives of the Donor’s 
family be allowed free access to work in the Laboratories and Herbarium as 
well as to use the Library of the University from which they may be aUowed 
to borrow books. 

It was further stated that he was also desirous of presenting one hun* 
dred imboimd sets of Indian Medicinal Plants to the University, the sale- 
proceeds of which might be applied to any one of the above-mentioned 
purposes. 

The Syndicate accepted the offer with thanks on the 6th August, 1920, 


ASUTOSH MUSEUM OF INDIAN ART 

On a proposal from the Executive Committee of the Council of Post- 
Graduate Teaching in Arts, the University decided to establish a Fine Arts 
Gallery and Museum in connection with the Post-Graduate studies in An- 
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cient Indian History and Culture. The Museum, named Asutosh Museum 
of Indian Art after the late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, was located in the 
West Hall of the Senate House, where necessary structural alterations 
were made for the proper housing of the Musemn. The Museum is under 
a Committee of Management with a salaried Curator for its supervision 
and management. The amount which was funded for the provision of a 
Fine Arts Museum out of the salary of the Rani Bagiswari Professor of Fine 
Arts, during the period the Professorship lay vacant, after the retirement 
of Dr. Abanindranath Tagore, C.I.E., D.Litt., the first incumbent of the 
post, was utilised for the Museum. 

The object of the Museum is to collect and preserve specimens represent- 
ing different phases of Indian Art, special emphasis being given to Bengal 
Art. 


FURTHER ART COLLECTIONS THROUGH DONATION AND 

GIFT 


Since 1942 some 2,000 objects of varying typos, covering a period from 
7th-8th cent. B.C. down to modern age including stone and bronze images 
of gods and goddesses of the Brahmanieal Buddhist and Jaina pantheon, 
figures and plaques in terracotta, specimens of wood and ivory carving, 
coins, textiles and pai diiigs representing numerous and some hitherto un- 
known regional schools of India have been acquired by the museum mostly 
through gifts. Besides stray presents made by individuals, some persons 
have made over to the museum very rich and valuable collections which 
include 30 specimens of interesting stone and wood carvings of medieval 
Bengal, originally belonging to the late Dr. Dinesli Chandra Sen received 
from Sri J. N. Dey of Cocola House. Behala, several ancient terracottas 
from Mathura, Kausambi and Sagardwip from 8ri Asitkumar Haidar of 
Lucknow, a number of important stone and other objects (2nd -18th cen- 
tury A.D.) collected by ]>ionecr Bengali archaeologist P. C. Mookerjee, 
from his grandsons, an interesting wooden tablet w itli Kharosthi inscription 
from Central Asia p resented by 8ri Sailendranath Mitra, some prehistoric 
stone implements from Bankura presented by Sri M. A. T. Iyengar, Dis- 
trict Magistrate, Bankura, and numerous terracotta objects, mainly from 
Tamluk ranging from prehistoric times down to the Gupta period bringing 
to light the great antiquity and the importance of the site of Tamluk 
identified with ancient Tamralipta, presented by Sri Pareshchandra 
Dasgupta, Professor of History, Tamralipta Mahavidyalay, Tamluk. 
Besides these the Museum got on loan from tho Eastern Circle of the Ar- 
chaeological Survey of India a very large number of antiquities including 
rare terracotta figures, seals, etc. found in course of excavation from North 
Bengal.

Dear Sir, 

I have the pleasure to inform you that I am desirous of presenting to 
the Asutosh Museum of Indian Art of the Calcutta University the Collec- 
tions of my late revered father Mr. Puranchand Nahar, M.A., B.L., con- 
sisting of Indian Painting, Sculptures, Terracottas, Bronzes, and other 
objects of antiquity, inter alia only subject to the following terms and 
conditions : — 

(1) The entire collection shall bo kept and preserved at a place where 
the Asutosh Museum of Indian Art is at present maintained or will in furure 
be housed or located. 

(2) The objects of the collection will be distinctly marked in such a 
manner that it may be easily identified as belonging to the collection of 
Mr Puranchand Nahar, and it shall always be properly and carefully 
preserved, displayed and catalogued. 

(3) The collocdion shall remain open to members of the donor’s family 
and to all bona fide students, scholars and all other persons interested in it, 
subject to the Rules and Regulations of the Museum. 

(4) There shall always be a representative of the donor’s family on the 
Museum Committee. The donor shall be a life -member of the Committee 
and shall have the power to nominate his successor, such power to be exer- 
cised by all derivative nominees of the donor. In case no such nomination 
is made the Museum Committee shall co-opt a member belonging to the 
donor’s family. 

(5) The University of Calcutta shall maintain at all time a Post Gra* 
duate Resea rcli Fellowship, attached to the Ancient Indian History and 
Culture Department. In selecting such scholars the University will, when* 
ever possible, give preference to persons who propose to work on some sub- 
ject dealing with Jainism. The said Fellowship is to be named after my 
late revered father Mr. Puranchand Nahar. 

The approximate value of the collections is Rs. 40,000. 

I shall be obliged by your kindly intimating to me that the University 
is willing to accept my offer on the aforesaid conditions.

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University Basanti-Bijay School of Mining at Ikhra 


.Mr. Prankrishna Chatterjee of 115A, Amherst Street, Calcutta, offered 
in the following letter addressed to the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor to make 
over to the Calcutta University his school at Ikhra with buildings and 100 
bighas of land and rupees ten thousand in cash for the equipment of a labora- 
tory suitable for mining students together with an annual grant of 1,800 
rupees chargeable upon his estate for the purpose of starting a University 
Mining School : —

Sir, 

For some time past I have entertained a strong desire to open up faci- 
lities for instruction in Mining in this Presidency. I feel much attracted 
by your successful efforts to promote scientific and technical training by 
the establishment of the University College of Science and Technology,, 
and I venture to approach you in the hope that my humble offer of assis- 
tance in the direction indicated will receive favourable consideration at 
the hands of the University authorities. 

I liave maintained for many years at Ikhra (near Raneegimge) a school 
named Basanti-Bijay H. E. School, which has been recognised by the Uni- 
versity as qualified to impart instruction up to the Matriculation standard. 
The school is very largely residential and has, I venture to think, a record 
of successful work to its credit. The school grounds occupy an area of 
nearly 30 bighas, on which stand the school building and the hostel for 
stuflents and teachers. Ikhra is situated in the very heart of the coal 
district and is an obviously suitable place for the establishment of a Mining 
School. 

It is my desire that the University may establish a University Sohoo 
of Mines at Ikhra ; the beginning may be modest, but doubtless there will 
be considerable development before many years elapse. With this object 
in view, I am prepared to make over to the University in perpetuity the 
following properties : — 

(1) One hundred bighas of land at Ikhra. (Value — about Rs. 50,000.> 

(2) The Basanti-Bijay H. E. School with its furniture and appurten- 
ances to be managed and maintained by the University and to be developed 
into a University School of Mines, 
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{Value of building and furniture — about Rs. 76,000.) 

Note, — ^I shall complete the buildings now in course of erection and 
put in order the existing building. (Estimated cost — about Rs. 10,000.) 

(3) Rupees Ten thousand in cash for the equipment of a Laboratory 
suitable for mining students. 

(4) An annual grant of Rs. 1,800 charged upon the estate left by my 
late father Babu Bijay Gobinda Ohatterjee, under the terms of his will. 

(Capitalised value — Rs. 30,000.) 

The institution should bo placed by the University under the manage- 
ment of a Committee composed as follows : — 

I. The Vice-Chancollor of the University, President^ ex-officio. 

2-3 Two members of the Senate (elected annually). 

4. One member of the Faculty of Science (elected annually), 

5. One member of the Faculty of Engineering (elected annually). 

6-7. One University teacher in Geology and one University teacher 

in Mining selected tonually by the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in 
Science. 

8. One member to represent the Department of Industries (annually 
nominated by the Minister-in-Charge). 

9. The Director-General of Geological Survey of India (ex-officio). 

10. The Head of the Institution, ex-officio, 

II. One representative of the staff in the General Department of tlie 
institiition (annually elected by them). 

12. One representative of the staff in the Mining Department of the 
institution (annually elected by thorn). 

The Hon’ble Sir Asutosh Mookorjee shall always be a Member of the 
Committee, if he has not otherwise a seat thereon. 

There shall in addition be an Advisory Board which shall also act as 
a’Board of Visitors. The Board shall be constituted annually by the Senate 
and shall include on representative of the Department of Mines of the 
Government of India and one person possessing intimate knowledge of the 
working of Mines. 

As soon as this offer is accepted by the vSenate, I shall take the necessary 
steps to execute the requisite deeds in favour of the University.

The Indenture made this the fifteenth day of July in the year of Christ 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty two Between Prankrishna Ohatterjee,

Street in the town of Calcutta hereinafter called the “Donors” of the first 
part and The University of Calcutta incorporated under Act II of 1867 
^hereinafter called the “University”) of the second part whereas the Donors 
have some years ago established a High English School at Ildira in the 
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District of Burdwan named “Basanti-Bijay If. E. School” which has been 
affiliated to the said University as qualified to impart instruction up to 
the Matriculation standard and whereas the Donors have maintained 
the said school from the income thereof and from their private funds from 
its establishment till this date and whereas the Donors with a view to 
establish the said school on a firm footing are desirous of making over to 
tae said University the said school with all its furniture, books and other 
appurtenances belonging thereto or reputed or treated as belonging thereto 
on the terms and conditions hereinafter mentioned and whereas the Donors 
have for some time past entertained a strong desire to promote mining in 
the Presidency of Bengal and are convinced from the successful efforts of the 
said University and especially of its Vice-Chancellor the Hon’ble Sir Asutosh 
Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.I., in the cause of scientific and technical traijtiing by 
the establishment of the University College of Science and Technology that 
the said University is capable, if properly assisted, of establishing and main- 
taining a School of Mining Instruction and whereas the Donors believe 
that the said “Basanti-Bijay High English School” is capable of being 
developed by the said University if properly assisted in the manner herein- 
after indicated into a University School of Mines and whereas the Doiiors 
have with that object in view approached the authorities of the said Uni- 
versity and offered to make a gift of the properties mentioned and described

The Hon’ble Sir Asutosh Mookerjee shall always be a Member of the 
Committee, if he has not otherwise a seat thereon, 

III. That there shall in addition be an Advisory Board which shall 
also act as a Board of Visitors. The Board shall be constituted annually 
by the Senate and shall include one representative of the Department of 
Mines of the Government of India and one person possessing intimate know- 
ledge of the working of Mines. 

And whereas the said University has agreed to accept the Donor’s pro- 
mises hereinbefore mentioned and the Donor’s offer of the properties men- 
tioned in the First, Second and Third Schedules hereto on the terms and 
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conditions and upon the Trusts hereinafter set forth now this indenture 
witnesseth that in pursuance of the said agreement and in consideration 
of the promises the Donors herbey grant, convey and transfer to tne said 
University and its assign.

(B) All those buildings now standing on the said plots of the land with 
the additions, alterations, repairs and improvements to be made within 
six months from this date as hereinbefore mentioned with its furniture, 
books and other appurtenances as belonging thereto or reputed to be treated 
as belonging to the said Basanti-Bijay High English School which prope^rty

(C) All that undivided one-half share in the Darpattani interest of the 
Donors in the Sibpur and Duata Moujas situate in the thana Jamuria, Sub-

which properties are specially described and mentioned in the Schedule 
‘C’ hereunto annexed. 

And of which properties ‘A.’ ‘B.’ U’ the Donors are in peaceful and 
uninterrupted possession to have and to hold to the use of the said Univer- 
sity upon the Trusts and to and for the ends, intents and purposes follow- 
ing namely : — 

(I) That the Basanti-Bijay High English School with its furniture 
and appurtenances will be maintained by the said University as a High 
English School affiliated to the said University and without abolishing the 
said High School it will be developed into a University School of Mines.

University Agricultural Institute, Barrackpur 

In 1937, a Committee was appointed by the Syndicate under the Chair- 
manship of The Hon’ble Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee, M.A., B.L., D.Litt., 
LL.D., Barrister-at-Law, M.L.A., the then Vice-Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity, to consider the question of instituting a course of Agricultural 
Education in the University. The scheme of Agricultural Education as 
drawn up by the Committee was placed before the Senate on 4th June, 
1938. The University in the mean-time secured a plot of land measuring 
about 100 bighas at Barrackpur. The land belongs to the Royal Cal- 
cutta Turf Club and the Stewards of the Club kindly agreed to lease out 
the land to the University at a nominal yearly rent of Rs. 5 only for the 
entire plot. 

^ The scheme of Agricultural Education as drawn up by the Committee 
was approved by the Senate on 4th June, 1938. 

The Institute originally opened with a course for two years and the 
minimum qualification for admission to the course was a pass at the I.Sc. 
Examination. 

The buildings of the Ind»itute an also the land belonging to it having 
been requisitioned by the military authorities during World War II, the 
Institute was removed to a rented building with rented lands for agricul- 
tural farming experiments nearby in the Barrackpore area. 

Subsequently on the establishment of the Agricultural College a.t 
Jl^rgram through the munific )nt gift of Raja Narasinha Dob of Jhargram, 
the equipment-! of the Barrackpore Agricultural Institute wore removed 
to Jhargram, the establishment at Barrackpur being abolished alto,gether.

Appointments and Information Board 

A scheme prepared in 1936 by the then Vice-Chancellor^ Dr. Syama- 
prasad Mookerjee, M.A., B.L., D.Litt., LL.D., Barrister-at-Law, M.P., 
for providing greater opportunities to the Graduates and Under-graduates 
of this University with co-operation of business houses and different indus- 
trial concernsj for either employment or training or both, in trade, industry 
and commerce, was adopted by the Senate on the 23rd January, 1937. 
Aji Appointment and Information Board was thereupon established 
with a whole -time Secretary, in the middle of 1937, for a period of two 
years as an experimental measure, in accordance with the scheme adopted 
by the Senate. The Senate also sanctioned Rs. 36,000 for giving effect 
to the scheme. The scheme having proved successful, the Board was 
made a permanent Department of the University by the Senate on the 
24th June, 1939. 

The main functions of the Board may be stated as follows : — 

(1) To select apprentices for practical training, both technical and 
non-techriical, in firms and industrial concerns. 

^2) To recommend to firms names of suitable candidates for appoint- 
ments when requested ; 

(3) To conduct examinations on behalf of employers for recruitment ; 

(4) To remain generally in touch with employers, to collect statistics, 
regarding possible openings and to supply information to :he GraeJuates 
and Under-graduates regarding the careers open to them. 

(5) To advise students preparing for various Service Examinations, 
to supply th(‘m with particulars of such examinations, and if necessary, 
to organise their training ; 

(6) To organise, from time to time, course of lectures to be delivered 
by well-known businessmen of the city, enjoying wide practical experience 
on different industrial and commercial subjects ; 

(7) To advise students regarding their careers, and to secure feici- 
lities for their admission into institutions where necessary ; 

(8) To study different fields of employment, to suggest new avenues 
and to organise courses where necessary. 

The Board maintains a Register of suitable candidates (only Graduates 
and Under-graduates of the Calcutta University), wdth details of their 
qualifications and careers, seeking employment through it. For this 
purpose, it works in close co-operations with the institutions affiliated 
to the University. In order to enable mufassil students to take advantage 
of the facilities offered by the Board, it has set up an Advisory Committee 
in every college. It is always in close touch with different Chambers of 
Commerce and Industrial Associations of Calcutta and their members, 
from whom valuable support is received. The Board is also consulted 
by some of the Government department and quasi-government insti- 
tutions. 

The Board is responsible for organising and conducting the Diploma 
Course in Social Work for giving training to Labour Welfare Officers 
employed by Governments both Central and State, and Industries. This 
course starts in January and spreads over one year. It has now been 
decided to establish an All-India Institute of Social Welfare and Busi- 
ness Management for w^hich a suitable plot of land has been obtained from 
Government of West Bengal and necessary funds raised. This Institute 
will apart from running the present Diploma Course in Social Work (Labour 
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Welfare) shall also rua courses in General Social Work, Business Manage* 
ment, Industrial Administration and allied subjects. 

The Institute of Jute Technology the scheme of which was originally 
formulated by the Appointments Board and later on adopted by the 
Indian Jute Mills Association in a revised form started functioning in 
1961. The foimdation-stone of the Institute Building was laid on the 
20th February, 1947, by Mr. I. G. Kennedy, C.B.E.. President, Indian 
Jute Mills Association and the Institute is located at 35, Ballygunge Cir- 
cular Road, a plot measuring 4 bighas having been purchased from the 
Palit Trust, The cost of construction including land has been over 
Rs. 23,00,000. The property of tho Institute vests in the University by 
an irrevocaolo trust deed executed in its favour by tho Associa- 
tion and the Institute is managed by a Governing Body. Tho Institute 
was formally opened on the 10th March, 1951, by the Hon’blo Dr. B. C. 
Roy, Chief Minister, Government of West Bengal. It provides instruc- 
tion in spinning and weaving and in other technical branches of the jute 
industry with a view to equipping University trained men for omploy- 
ment in responsible positions in the Jute mills. Tho Course is of three 
yearc duration and arrangements have been made for their practical 
training. The Appointments Board is the main channel for recruitment 
of apprentices to be engaged by the jute mills who are admitted into tho 
Institute. The recurring expenses for running the Institute is in the 
neighbourhood of Rs. 2,50,000 a year and the Indian Jute Mills Associa- 
tion gives a recurring grant of Rs. 2,00,000. Provisions will also bo made 
in the Institute when fully organised for carrying on research work for 
improvement of machinery used in the mills. 

The Board has decided to continue its policy of establishing new insti- 
tutions and of introducing new courses of studies without any financial 
ability on the part of tho University as hitherto done instead of confining 
its activities only in securing employment for the students.

University Students’ Information Bureau 

The ComTnitte9 on Indian students in the United Kingdom, in 1921-22^, 
recommended in their report that in place of the then existing Provincial 
Advisory Committees, each Indian University should establish a Bureau 
to be specially staffed and equipped for the purpose, 

(а) of supplying students, wishing to pursue their education abroad, 
with all the information, adviio and assistance which they may require, 
and 

(б) of supplying the foreign University authorities with information 
regarding the students which will enable them to make their selection 
from the applications forwarded. 

This recommendation of the Committee was generally approved by 
the Syndicate on 11th May, 1923, and at the request of the Government 
of Bengal, a scheme for the establishment of the Bureau was drawn up 
by the Syndicate and was sanctioned by the Government of Bengal in 

1925. In accordance with the Scheme the existing Provincial Students* 
Advisory Committee was abolished and the “ University Students’ In- 
formation Bureau ” was established by the Universitv on 1st i\pril, 

1926. 

[n October, 1045, the Government of Bengal requested the University 
of Calcutta to reconstitute the existing University Students* Information 
Bureau, now designated Students’ Advisory Bureau (Overseas), on the lines 
of the recommendations of the Central Advisory Board of Education. One 
of the recommendations of the Central Advisory Board of Educatuon was 
that Provincial Students’ Advisory Committees or University Information 
Boards should consist in future mainly of young men or women with recent 
experience of University life in the United Kingdom. The Syndicate accor- 
dingly reconstituted the Students’ Advisory Bureau (Ov’^erseas) in 1946 
and the present constitution of the Bureau is as follows : —

VIHARILAL MITRA USTSTITUTE OF DOMESTIC SOIBNOB 

In 1943 the question of establishing an Institute for imparting training 
to teachers in Domestic Science came into consideration in order to meet, 
as far as practicable, the demand from schools for trained teachers in 
Domestic Science. A scheme in this connection was accordingly drawn 
up which was first considered by the Teachers Training Committee, It 
was then, with the opinion of that Committee, placed before the Viharilal 
Mitra Endowment Committee. The scheme as finally adopted involved 
an initial non-recurring expenditure of Rs. 10,000 and a recurring ex- 
penditure of about Rs. 16,000. The entire sum, it was* decided, was to be 
met from the Viharilal Mitra Fund. The scheme was put into operation 
from the commencement of the session 1944-45 and the Institute, the 
first of its kind in Bengal, was o}5cned on let July, 1944, with Miss Jyoti- 
probha Dasgupta, M.A., B.T., Dip.-in-Edn. (Lond.), as its Head, 

Tlie aim of the Institute is threefold : — 

1. To train teachers of Domestic Science both in the contents of the 
subject and in the methods of teaching it. 

2. To make women economically independent to a certain extent 

through some vocation. , 

3. To make thorn efficient in solving problems of home administration. 

The course is open to women only. 

Rules of Admission 

Any candidate may be admitted to the course who has passed the 
Intermediate Examination with Chemistry or who has passed the Inter- 
mediate Examination without Chemistry but has served as a bonafide 
teacher of Domestic Science in an Institution, either approved by the 
Government or recognised by the University, for a period of not less than 
two years. 

A candidate may be admitted to the course who has passed the Inter- 
mediate Examination without Chemistry but has, in addition, obtained 
a recognised Diploma or Certificate in the Teachers’ Training Course or 
of Training in First aid. Home Nursing, Needle-work, Cookery, Home 
Art and Craft or in any other subject that may be regarded as equivalent 
to those mentioned above. 

Candidates who have passed the Intermediate Examination but do 
not come under any of the categories mentioned above, may in speQial 
cases, be also admitted to the course. 

The Institute is at present housed in a three-storied rented building 
at 46, Beniatola Lane, Calcutta. 

Residence of students 

On the 2nd floor of the building there is a hostel for students imder 
training with an accommodation for 17 students. The hostel fee for 
resident students is Rs. 35 only, Rs, 28 being the boarding charge and 
Rs. 7 as seat rent. 

Session and Fees 

The session begins in June and extends up to May each year. Th<> 
tuition fee is Rs. 8 only per month payable by the 27th of each month.

PBESIDENCY COLLEGE, CALCUTTA 
(86-1, College Street) 

First Affiliation, 1867 

Short history of its establishment and development 

Presidency College has a history of continuous development since the 20th 
January, 1817, when the Hindu College, or the Mahavidyalaya, was founded 
through the generosity and vision of a number of prominent Hindus and 
Englishmen of Calcutta. It is thus the oldest College established in India for 
imparting English education. It was the success of the Hindu College which 
proved the strength and extent of the popular demand for an English education 
and helped in moulding the educational policy of the Government which had till 
then done little to encourage modern education in India. 

In 1853, the Government decided to take over the Hindu College under its 
direct management and the Senior Department of the College was then renamed 
the Presidency College aud thrown open to eligible studente of all communitie'*. 
(The Junior Department of the Hindu College survives in the Hindu School). 
Though the College began to function from that year, it was formally establish- 
ed 'on the 15th June, 1855, after the cr iers of tlie Court of Directors of the 
East India Company had been obtained, and the Government declared its 
intention to expand the College till it became “someihing approaching to the 
dignity and oroprrtioo of an Indian University”. 

The College is thus in its beginnings carried back to the first efforts to 
promote western education in British India and is associated with .David 
Hare and Eaja Eamrnohan Bay, who were inspireis of the movement which led 
to the foundation of the Hindu College. 

From 1855 to 1910 the College was administered by the Education Depart- 
ment under the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. In 1909 a Governing 
Body was constituted in accordance with Chapter XIX of the I'niversity 
Begulations, and met for the first time on Tuesday, the 8th March, 1910. 

The College continued to b? alRIikted up to the post-graduate stage till 1917, 
when the University assumed ihe entire responsibility lor M.A and M.Sc. 
leaching. The college is, however, in a way, still con.iected with post-graduate 
teaching as it admits and provides facilities of sMidy and work for M A. and 
M.Sc. students and lends the serviceo of many members of its staff on an 
honorary basis for part-time post-graduate teaching in the University. 

Eecent changes in teaching arrangements in the College include the com- 
plete separation of Pass and Honours teaching, the restriction of admission to 
the B.A. and B.Sc. classes (o Honours students omy, provision for Intermediate 
teaching in Civics, Biology and Geology, the transfer of the Sanskrit and 
Pali and of the Arabic and Urdu Department to the Sanskrit and the Central 
Calcutta College respectively, the additmn of a Statistics Department and a 
Geography Department, the cr^-ation of a full-fledged Department of Bengali 
and the resumption of tutorial assistance to M.A. students in certain subjecls. 
The College continued to be a Men’s College till 1945 when its doors were 
thrown open to a arnall numbrr or merltorioui women students also. But their 
admission is at present restricted to the Honouis and Post-Graduate classes 
only. 

Since December 1914 the Governor of the State has been associated with 
the College as its official visitor. 
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Buildings, etc. 

The Main Building of the College (nearly a century old) houses the Prin- 
cipaPs Room, the Office, the A^rts De artuients (including the Mathematics 
Department) and their lecture-rooms and seminars, the Chemistry and Geo- 
graphy Departments with their laboratories, seminars, and lecture-theatresj 
the Arts Library. Student’s Coramon Rooms and the Gvmnasium. A wing 
added to the Main B iil ling in August, 1926 h'>U8es the Astronomical Observa- 
tory, rooms for the Physical Instructor and the Athletic Club, and menials’ 
quarters. Fhe large u telescope of the Astronomical Observat ry (the largest 
in use in the city) is housed in a special structure on th e roof of the Main 
Building. The Bake'* Building completed in 1913, houses the Physics, 
Physiology, Bot iny Geology and Statistics Departments with their laboratories, 
workshops, se mnars and lecture theatres, and also the Science Library The 
lawns and playgroun {.s of the College were cons derably extendi d during 1926- 
30, and a small Experimental Botanical Garden was put up in a portion of 
the lawns in Tlie College Hostel vEden Hindu Ho a 1) was built in 

1885, the houid f »r post-graduafe students was re-started o:i its present site 
in 1948. 

Laboratories 

The College has up to date laboratories attached to each of the Science 
Depai tin»^nt9 where most modern appliances have been provided for facilities 
of teaching and r search The Astronomical observatory is equipped with up 
to date instruments and lias the biggest telescope in use in the city. 

Library 

The College Library, wh eh is one of the finest Librarie-*, contains more than 
75,000 volumes, all arranged under the Dewey Systems and properly catalogued. 

Hostels 

There are arrangements (or the residence of students not living with parents 
or guardians The Eden Hindu Hostel, a fairly big bull iing pro\ ides accom^ 
modatiou for under-graduate students. There is another Hostel for post- 
graduate Htudents. 

Extea’ curricular activities 

I. Literary and Scientific : (i) In almost every subject there is a Seminar 
including a Sennnar Library. Students read papers in meetings which are 
presided over by a member of the staff. Sometimes there are sp*‘eches by 
speciaiiats invite t from outside the College. There are thirteen siicli Seminars 
now. 

(ti) The Seminars an.' iruant for Honours and Post-Graduate students, 
though Interinediste students, too, occasionslly take part in i he discussions. 
For students in general, there are the Debating Society and the Magaziaes» 
printed and hand-written arts. 

The Debating Sicicty holds debates periodically and organizes competitions. 
Sometimes ex-students are also invited to take part in debases The College 
Magazine comes out twice a year and there are various manuscript magazines 
brought out by groups of students. One of these is posted on the wall every 
week. This ‘wall-paper* is an organ of the College Union. 

.The Rabindra Psrishad is a cultural organization that arranges for a wider 
appreciation of Rabindranath’s literature and music, through lectures and 
festivals. 

IT. The Junior Common Room is furnished with various journals, Indian 
and foreign. It makes arrangements for indoor games and also for entertain- 
ments such as Steamer Parties. 
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The Athletics Committee is sub-divided into various sections and with the 
help of the Physical Instructor arranges for Football, Cricket, Tennis, Hockey 
and Bowing. There is a Gymnasium in which mauy students take regular 
physical exercise. Exhibition sports are held once a year. The College haa 
a platoon in the Sixth Bengal Battery of the N.C.C. 

The Dramatic Section of the College Union organizes a performance at 
least once a year. There are also musical Soirees and theatrical performances 
held by students on special occasions. 

There is a Social Service wing of the College Union which, as its name 
implies, tries to render assistance monetary and other, to people in distress. 

III. Therh are facilities for joining the N.C.C. Cadets from this college at 
present belong to 'A* company of the 1st Bengal Battalion, and 2nd Bengal Air 
Squadron, N.C.C.

They carry the privilege of free tuition and are available only to students 
of this College. These are awarded strictly in order of merit to students of 
the College who have passed the School Final Examination of the Board of 
Secondary Education, West Bengal, in the first division as regular students 
and are not placed in the general scholarship list. 

Government of West Bengal scholars reading in the Intermediate or the 
B.A. or B.Sc, Classea (but not in the Post-graduate Classes) are entitled 
to the privilege of free tuition in the College.

Scheduled Caste Scholarships 

All Scheduled Caste students who have been awarded the Government of 
India Scheduled Caste Scholarships, after paising their University Examina- 
tions in the First, or the Second Division, are eligible for admission to the 
College. Soecial stipends are als> awarded by the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion, West- Bengal, to eligible students of the Scheduled Castes and Minority 
Communitien. 

Free- Studentships 

Three studentships of the monthly value of Bs. 12 each endowed by the late 
Maharaja Doorga Churn Law. C.LE., are awarded annually by the founder’s 
heir, Kumar Narendra Nath Law, M.A., B.L., P.K.3., Ph.D. The recipients 
pay the prescribed montiily fee of the class less Rs. 12. 

One free-studentship, open to all classes and communities, is awarded 
annually by the donor, Dr. Birnala Churn Law, M. A Ph.D., D.Litt. 

Th^ recipient of this free-studentship is entitled to free tuition and is not 
required to pay either the admission fee or the examination fee. Funds 
permitting, his subscriptions to the College clubs are also paid out of this 
endowment. 


Endowed Scholarships 


(a) A number of scholarships paid out of the income of the Presidency 
College Graduate Scholarship Fund is attached to the College. The fund 
originated with (be subscriptions oontribnted in 1816 for the Hindu College ; 
in 1863 it was amalgamated with three hitherto separate funds, which comme- 
morated men eminent for their services to the cause of education.

who stands first among the Presidency College candidates in History at the 
M.A Examination 

A silver medal, called tl e Kunja Bcbari Bysak medal, founded by Babu 
Ganga Gobinda Bypak, in memory of his father, is awarded to the student 
of the 3rd Year B.Sc. Class who show’s the greatest proficiency in Chemistry 
in the practical part of the annual examination 

A ail /er medal called J.C. Mag Memorial medal, of the value of Ra. 15, 
is awarded annunlly to a student who heads the list of Honours men in 
Botany from the College. 

A silver dal, called Arun Sarkar Memorial medal, of the value of Ra. 
9, is annually awarded to a rtudent who stands first in Bengali in the 1, A. 
and I. Sc. Examinations of the Calcutta University from the College. 

A prize for Sanskrit, called the Hnrish Chandra Kaviratna prize, is also 
awarded on the results of the Intermediate Eximinations. It was foundtjd 
in 1908 by subscriptions from pupils, in merrory of Babu Harish Chandra 
Kaviratna, for w any years Professor of Sanskrit at the College. 

A prize of the approximate value of Rs. 85, called the Astronomical 
Society’s stiper^d, is awarded annually to a 6th Year student of Mathematics 
who shows special aptitude for Astronomy in the 5th Year class. 

Two prizes of the approximate value of Rs. 25 each, founded in memory 
of Sir Ashutosh Mocker jee and Sir Ashutosh Chaudhuri, both distinguished 
old students of the College, called the ** Sir Asutosh Mookerjee Prize** and 
“ Sir Ashutosh Ohaudbnrt Prize **, are awarded annually to 2nd Year Soienoe 
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and Arts students, respectively, who obtain the highest aggregate marks in 
the annual examination of the Ist Year Calss. 

Two prizes of books, called the Cunningham Memorial prizes, founded 
in memory of the late John Arthur Cunningham, of the Indian Educational 
Service and Professor of Chemistry at Presidency College, are awarded 
annually to the best students in Chemistry at the B.Sc. and M.Sc. Examina- 
tions, respectively, from the College. 

Two prizes in books of the value of Rs. 28 each, are awarded out of the

HOOGHLY MOHSIN COLLEGE 
(P.O. Cbinsurah^ Dist, Hooghly) 

First Affiliation » 1857 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The institabion was foanded ia 1836, and was originally supported from 
funds bequeathed by Muhammad Mohsia, a wealthy Mahomedan gentleman, 
-who dying without heirs in the year 1812, left his large property, yielding 
an annual income of Rs. 46,000, to Mahoinedan Trustees “for the service of 
God.” Owing to the misappropriation of the funds, Government assumed 
■the office of the Trustees. The right of assumption was opposed by the original 
Trustees but upheld by thf' Courts. The period of litigation extended over 
many years, during which the annual income accumulated, forming a surplus 
of Rs. 8,61,100, ‘ The surplus was devoted to the foundation and endowment 
of the Hughli College, and was further increased by a portion of the original 
aamindaree that became available on the death of one of the Moobwallees of 
the Hughli Imambarah, an institution which also derives ibs support from 
Muhammad Mohain*a legacy. The college endowments were further increased 
by the accumulation of unexpended revenue until the income amounted to 
Rs. 61,000 per annum in 1873, when the Government of India resolved to 
transfer the whole of the Mohsin endowment to the purpose of Mahomedan 
education throughout Bengal, and accordingly, increased the Provincial 
assignment of education in Bengal, by Rs. 60, 0^)0 a year, in order to meet 
the expenses of the Hughli College, which has now become an institution raain- 
t sided by Government. 

The College started with two Departments, the English Department having 
a Principal, a Professor and three teachers while the Oriental Department 
had ten Maulaviea and two Pandits. Later the English Department was 
divided into the College ani the Collegiate School. The School remained a 
part and parcel of the college until 1913 when it became independent of the 
college physically and administratively. The Madrassa became a separate 
unit in 1922, 

The University affiliated the college in 1857. Atone time the college had 
a flourishing Law Department and its students appeared at the M.A. Examina- 
tion also. The new 1917 regulations of the University saw the extinction 
of the Law Department and the M.A. classes. 

The financial dependence of the college on Mohsia eadowm3nt was brought 
to an end in 1872 when the Government took over the resps-islbility for a '.I 
its expenses. 

Some of the most distinguished sons of Bengal were former stu ients of 
this institution. Dwarkanath Mitra, Bankimchandra Chatterjee, Ameer 
AH, Atulananda Chatterjee, U. N. Brahmachari, Lalit Mohan Chatt^rjee 
were all former alumni of this College. 

Building 

The College is mainly housed in a large two storeye 1 building overlooking 
the river Hughli. It has extensive gardens around. Some extensions and 
additions to the building have been made to cope with increasing demand for 
accommodation* 

Laboratofies 

The Physical and Chemical Laboratories of tba College are well equipped. 

Library 

The Library contains more than 17000 Volumes including iMuy rich 
collections of standard authors and reference books. The students* common 
Boom is well equipped with papers and magazines. 
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Hostels 

There are three hostels for the residencse of students not living with parents 
or guardians — two for the Hindu aud one for the Muslim students. 

Extra-curricular activities 

The College provides students with extensive facilities for extra curricular 
activities. Through the College Union, run by elected office bearers, the stu- 
dents receive valuable training in Self-Government. The different sections of the 
College Union enable the students to participate in literary activities, games 
and outdoor recreation, periodical excursions to places of interest, lectures and 
debatesi etc. There is also an openair gymnasium, Beiides. the College 
platoon of the National Cadet Corps imparts military training to its members 
and developes qualities of leadership and good citizenship. 

Subjects in which the College is Affiliated and Combination of Subjects Allowed, 

The College teaches up to the B.A. and B.Sc. standard. It is affiliated 
in Honours in the following fubjects : — BjQgliih, Sanskrit, Philosophy, Bengali, 
Economics, History, Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry.

Free Studentships 

Free and half-free student-ihips are granted only to those students who have 
passed in the Qrst division. Tan per cent, of the total number of studenti may 
obtain full free studentships, anjther ten per cent being eligible for half free 
studentships Free and half-free studentships are awarded in November after 
the first Terminal Examination. 

Mohsin Stipends, 

Five Mohsin stipends at Rs. 5 each are available only to Muslim students. 

Other Scholarships^ Prizes and Medals 

One Laha Scholarship of Rs. 25 per mensem, tenable for two years, either 
at the Presidency or the Sanskrit College or in connection with a University 
course of lecture, is awarded each alternate year to a graduate of this College, 
who is preparing within five years of his passing the Matriculation Examina- 
tion, to take the M.A. Degree. 

One Rani Katyayani Scholarship of Rs. 14 per mensem tenable for two 
years in this college, is awarded annually to the most deserving student who 
has passed the I. A. or I. Sc. Examination from tbs College, and who has not 
gained a Government Scholarship. The Principal, who is the administrator 
of the scholarship fund, is authorised to divide the Sclularsbip into two of 
equal value whenever such course may be advisable.

A Scholarship of Rs. 6 per month tenable for two years in this College is 
awarded annually to the student ot the College who gets the highest number 
of marks in Mathematics in passing tho l.A. or I. Sc Examination of the 
Calcutta University. These Scholarship j were founded by the late Babu 
Suryya Mohan Banerjee of Telinipara. 

One Paramesh MalUk Scholarship of the value of Rs. 7 per .month, ^enable 
for two years, is awarded annually to the most deserving poor Hindu student 
of the Ist year 1.8c« Class in the College. 
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A grant of lia. 42 is made from the Paranaeah Mallik Fund for helping 
the payment of Examination fees of any deserving poor Hindu student of the 
4th year B.Sc. class, appearing at the Degree Examination of the Calcutta 
University from the College. 

The Kishorimohan Gold Medal is awarded annually to the student of the 
College who obtains the highest number of marks in the Intermediate 
Examination of the Calcutta University from among those who offer Mathe- 
matics or Sanskrit.

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KRISHNAGAR COLLEGE 
(Krishnagar, Nadia » 

First affiliation, 1867 

Sho/^t History of its Establishment and Development 

Kriahnagar College was formally opened on lafc January, 1846 with' the 
object of providing a liberal education lor the inhabitants of Nadia and 
neighbouring districts. It was open to ail irrespective of religion or paste. 
Twenty scholarships, eight senior and twelve junior, on the results ot a generai 
examination were attached to the Institution. The highest test for the College 
Branch was the Senior Scholarship Examination while that for the School 
Branch was the Junior Scholarship Kxamination. The School and the College 
were then one Institiiti<^n and ha<l oj e combined staff. The first Principal of 
the College wa-i Captaifi D. L. Richardson. The College including the ^hool 
Depaitrnent began its career with a total roll strength of 246 boys. On June 
22, 1848 the Council of Education appointed by the Governrtr General of India 
took over the general control of the College f oin the Local Committee. The 
Council retained its power o* control till it^ functions devolved on the Director 
of Public rnstruction, Bengal, in January, 1855. 

The college remained in a rented house until May, 1856 when the present 
beautiful mansion a band me structure standing upon 3 bigitas of land, with 
its extensive grounds vvas l>uilt. Within 10 years the College was reorganised. 
The Entrance and F.A Examinations of the Calcutta University were now 
substituted for tlie Old Junior and Senior Scholarship Examinations. The 
B.A. and the Law classes vverc started in lvS65 The M.A. classes were staded 
in 1870. In 1873, Chemistry was introduced as a compulsory Science subject 
in Firts Arts course In 1871 the B.A. classes were abolished and the College 
was reduce 1 to a Second Grade status. 'IJiree years later the B.A. classes were 
restored on certain conditions and Krishnagar College again became a First 
Grade Institution. To meet the growing demands of Science the College 
Laboratory was built in 1880 lor Physics and Chemistry. It was extended in 
1904. 

In 1907, Kri.shnagar, College like other Government Colleges was recognised. 
The Collegiate School was permanently separated from the College in January, 
1908. The M.A. and B L. classes were abolished. Affiliations for I.Sc. and 
B.Sc. Examinations were obtained. Tutorial Classes were introduced. There 
were two important administrative changes in 1908 9 riz., the appointment of 
a Governing Pody and the establishment of a staff Council. The condition nf 
the Library and the Laboratories was greatly improved. In 1918, the College 
obtained new affiliations in English and Mathematics Honours, and in Econo- 
mics and Philosophy Pass courues. The students* Common Room founded in 
1905 was reorganised. The students’ Aid Fund was started in L918. The 
College Magazine, first started in 1908 in manuscript form under the name of 
“Life and Light”, came to be first printed as the College Magazine in July, 
1916. 

Co-education was first introduced iu 1)32 with only one girl stii lent. After 
1937 the College improved in many directions. New affiliations were, obtained 
in a number of subjects. The College Union, which had bagan its career as % 
part of the Common Room activities, came to be fully reorganised in 1937* 
The College celebrated its Centenary in January, 1916. 

The partition of Bengal was a turning point in the history of Krishnagsr 
College. Owing to influx of refugee students from Eastern Pakistan the roll 
strength of the College went up abruptly. It mounted to the neighbourSood 
of 800 of which the number of girl students was about 100. Morning classes 
had to be arranged to meet this unforeseen development and the teaching slaf 
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was strengtliened appreciably to cope with the increased volume of work, ^^ew 
affiliations were obtamed,in a number of subjects. 

A new building is being erected for the Chemistry Department. Plans for 
further expansion of the College buildings and coastiuction of PrincipaPs 
quarters are well under way. The day is not far off when Honours classes in 
Chemistry and Physics will bo started. 

Buildings 

The main structure of the College building is typical of tha architectural 
pattern prevalent in the mid-nineteenth century, spectacular and magnificent, 
bearing the family resemblance of the Calcutta Univeriity Senate House or the 
Calcutta Town Hall, with imposing pillars on either facade, very high ceiling* 
decorative arches and massive doors and windows — in ail, a splendid blend of 
Gothic strength and Grecian beauty. It overlooks a pretty lawn on the south, 
interspersed with well-kept flower beds, and the extensive play-fields of the 
College beyond. There are other structures of more recent origin and modern 
style constructed *to meet the growing needs of the College. There are elaborate 
plans for the expansion of the College buildings awaiting execution in the near 
future. 


Laboratories 

The college has properly equipped Laboratories for Physics, Chemistry and 
Biology. 

Library 

The Library contains more than 17,000 volumes and is extensively used by 
the students. 

Hostels 


Prior to partition, there were two Hostels— one for the Hindus opened in 
June, 1876, and the other for the Moslem, viz., the Anderson Moslem Hostel 
opened in July, 1936. Ever since partition, there has been a heavy influx of 
Btudent'i from East Pakistan calling for greater hostel accommodation. A 
specious private building situated close to the College, was hired on rent in 
December, 1947 and a third hostel — the New Hindu Hostel, was started therein. 
This building has been taken by Government on lease for ten years from 1962. 
The total accommodation offered by the three hostels is 124. The old Hindu 
Hostel has a well-equipped Gymnasium attached to it; and as all the three 
hostels are close to the College grounds the inmates enjoy immense opportuni- 
ties for out door games. There are a few stipends for needy boarders. 

The Asst. Civil Surgeon of the Sadar Hospital, Krishnagar, is in charge of 
the medical attendance of the Boarders. 


Extra-curricular activities 

The 6xtra-curricalar activities of the College form a regular and almost a 
daily feature of college work and are co-ordinate with and complementary to 
class teaching. A variegated pattern of extra-curricular activities is formulated, 
and executed by the students throu*?h the democratic machinery of the Students 
Union. There are teachers to guide in each branch of activities of the Union 
but the students take the initiative and orgauise the functions on their own 
resources. Thus the first lessons in such valuable social virtues as leadership 
and teamwork, consideration for others, toleration of other’s views and adjust* 
ment of self to common good, are inculcated through constructive activities. 
It is in this spirit of freedom and self-education that these activities arty con- 
ducted from day to day. The Students* Union which has given to itself a 
written constitution, elects its executive through su electoral College corm)Osed 
of representatives of each class. It has six wings— the Stuly Circle, the Socijkl 
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Section, the Magazine Section, the Common Room Section, the Athletic Sections 
and the Poor Students* Aid Section. The various activities of the Union 
have enriched the corporate life of the college. 

Subjects in which the College is affiliated and combination of subjects allowed 

The College teaches up to the B.A. and B.So. standards of the Calcutta 
, University. Tho following combination of subjects is permitted 

(t) I. A. — English, Bengali (Vernacular) and any three of the following 
subjects : "History or Mathtmatics, Logic, Elements of Civics and Economics, 
a Second Language, viz,^ Sanskrit or Bengali or Persian or Arabic, Commercial 
Arithmetic and Commercial Geography. 

(ii) I. Sc. — English, Bengali, Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry and Biology. 

{Hi) B A. — English, Bengali (Vernacular) and any two of the following 
subjects : Mathematics or History, Economics, Mental and Moral Philosophy, 
and a Second Language, viz , Bengali or Sanskrit or Persian or Arabic. There 
is provision for Honours teaching in English, Sanskrit, Bengali, Economics, 
Mathematics, History and Philosophy. 

(iu) B.vSc. —Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics. 

There is provision for Honours teaching in Mathematics, 

Stipends and Scholarships , etc.

First Affiliation, 1867 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The older Gazetteers are unanimous in recording that a “British” College 
was opened in Berhampore in 18*26 but the college, in fact, was opened in 1853. 
The foundation stone of tho building, one moiety of the co^t of which was paid 
by the community, was laid in 1863 and the building came into use in 1869, 
when the institution became a first grade college in Arts. A Law Department 
was added in 1864. The status was, however, reduced in 1872 to that of a 
second grade college and the Law* D^parimcnt was abolished in 1875. The 
institution again became a first grade college with a Law Department attached 
in 1888. Tbe Law Department was abolished on the establishment of the 
University Law College, The Maharaja of Ccssimbazar however donated a 
sum of Hr. 60,000 for the establishment of Scholarships to be awarded in 
preference to K. N. College graduates. It is open to all classes of tbe 
community. 

In pursuance of the policy lecrmmended by the Education Commission and 
adopted by the Government of India, the Bengal Government decided in 1886 
to trariifcr tho Berhampore College to private management. The magnificent 
otTer of the late Maharani Swaruamayi rf Cossirn bazar to maintain tbe college 
for five years was accepted. Accor‘lingly by a Bengal Government Besolution, 
dated the 14t)i May, 1S87, the control tf the college, administrative and 
financial, was vested in a Board cf Trustees Since the Maharani’s death in 
1898, the cojltgo lias been financed by b< r nephew and successor, the Hon’ble 
^faharaja Sir Manindracbandra Nandi, K.C.l.E., of Cossirnbazar. In 1905 
the college was handed over by a deed of transfer to the Hon’ble Maharaja Sir 
Manindracbandra Nandi, K-C.I.K., of Cossirnbazar, with a Board of Manage- 
ment consisting of the Maharaja as President, the District Judge, the District 
Magistrate and the Inspector of Schools, Presidency Division, as ex-officio 
Members, and Bai Baikiinlhanaih Sen, Bahadur, C.T.E. In accordance with 
the tt?rir»8 of the Trust Deed cf 1904 Maharvj Kumar Soinendrachandra Nandi, 
^r.A., assumed the Presidentship of the Bo^rd of Management on the death of 
his father, Maharaja Srischaudra Nandi, M.A., M.L.A., on the 22nd 
February, 1952. 

Building 

The College Building, an imposing Gothic-Saracenic structure with spires 
and a high tower-clock, visible from afar stands in picturesque surroundings 
on the bank of the Bhagirathi. A long covered corridur connects the Library 
with the main building and gives a pleasant view of tbe river and the meadows 
beyond. 

Laboratories 

The Laboratories have been re-modelled since the inauguration of the New 
Hegulations, and equipped with a Power bouse and Gas Plant of their own ; 
the laboratories are not only well furnished to perform the experiments required 
for the B.Sc. Honours syllabus but also are stocked with apparatus for ordinary 
research work. The four laboratories for Physics, Chemistry, !^tany and 
Biology, respectively, are located in finely built rooms and Botanical garden and 
Herbarium are provided for Botany students. A Biological Museum is attached 
to the Biology Laboratory. 
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Libra fy 

The College Library ib one of the oldest and biggest- in the Mofussii, It 
contained 16,261 Volumes in the 31st May, 1961. 

For the Common Room 20 perioiicals are taken and there is also provision 
for indoor games. In connection with the Common Room, annual Competitions 
are held in general knowledge and extempore speech-making for which prizes 
are awarded to the value of about Rs. 100. 


Hostels 

There are three hostels for Hindus and one hostel for Muslim students. 
The Kumar Hostel, a Government building on the bank of the Ganga, has a 
spacious compound including a playfield. A new block has been recently 
constructed in the compound. Maharaja Manindrachandra Hostel lodged in 
Government Barrack X is the biggest Hindu hostel. The hostels are looked 
after by paid Superintendents who are all members of the College staff and the 
messing is arranged by the boarders themselves under the general supervision 
of Superintendents. 


Extra-curricular activities 

There is a College Union which meets regularly with a member of the staff 
as President to discuss matters of general interest. The Founder’s Day 
celqjbration is an important function of this College when an Inter-collegiate 
debate for Maharaja Manindrachandra Memorial Trophy is held. This annual 
memorial function was inaugurated in 1947. K.N College Society for Science 
and Culture was formed in 1917. Every student of this college is a m'mher of 
this society. Under the auspices of this society a Science Fixhibition is held 
every year just before the Puja Vacation and extra-mural lectures and scientific 
excursions are arranged and mock-parliaments, debates, recitation competition 
and music competition are also held. Reputed Scientists and educationi-»t3 
are invited to open the Exhibition and preude over its annual social gathering. 
The Exhibitions are very well-attended. 

There is a college Athletic club. Students play cricket, hockey, football etc. 
The college participates in Int-r-College matches and all local competitive 
games. Besides each hostel has its own athletic organisation. 

The K.N. College NCC has a Roll strength of about 100 cadets under two 
officers who are members of the College staff, having the rank of Lieut, and 
2ed Lieut. The Corps belonging to the 4ih Bengal Battalion is expanding.

Stipends and Scholarships ^ etc. 

Scholarships. — (1) Scholarships numbering two and three in alternate years 
called the Berhampore College Scholarships, of the monthly value of Rs. 8 
each tenable for two years in the Degree Classes of the Institution, are 
awarded on the results of the Intermediate Examination, to students taking 
up Honours Course for the Degree Examination. (2) The “Kennedy 
Scholarship” of Rs. 4 a month founded by public subscription in honour of 
J. Kennedy, Esq., formerly a Collector of the District, is awarded to the 
successful Intermediate candidate from the college, who stands next to those 
obtaining Berhampore College or Govenirnent Scholarships. It is tenable 
for two years in the Degree Classes of the institution. 13) Five “Rsjib 
Scholarships’* of Rs. 4 a month each founded in commemoration of the (jonor, 
the late Rai Rajiblcchan Ray, Bahadur, the benevolent Dewan of the late 
Maharani Swarnarnayi are awarded to th-* first five successful Matricula- 
tion candidates from the Berhampore Centre. They aie tenable for two 
years of the Intermediate classes of the institut’cn. (4) Four Scholarships 
named “Hani Dintarini Scholarships’* founded by Raja Jogendranarain Roy 
of Lalgola in memory of his wife, late Rani Dintarini, were established in the 
year 1908. Out of the four scholarships, two of the value of Rs. 6 per mensem 
are to be enjoyed by two First-year students who pass the Matriculation 
Examination from the Collegial e School and secure the highest number of 
marks without obtaining any Government Scholarship and two of the value 
of Rs. 8 per mensem, are to be enjoyed by two Third-year students who pass 
the Intermediate Examination from the College, and secure the highest 
uumber of marks williout obtaining any Government Scholarship. (5) 
Twenty-four Scholarahips of Rs. 6 a mouth tenable in the University Law 
College for one year chit fly open to competition among students graduating 
from this college, are awarded from the endowment estahliahed by the 
Maharaja of Cossiin bazar. Eight of these are to be competed for in each year 
of study there. 

Medals.— A silver medal, named (he Mackenzie Medal founded by the late 
Rai Mukundalal Barman Bahadur, in commemoration of Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie’s visit to this district in February, 1898, is awarded to the student 
who stands highest from this College in the B.A. Examination with Honours. 

Free Studentships and Stipends —Students holding Government Scholar- 
ships and students holding ‘'Berhampore College” and “Kennedy’* Scholnr- 
ships as well as students holding University Scholarships receive tuition free. 
Four free studentshipa are awarded on the results of the annual examinations* 
In cominemoratioD of the Silver Jubilee, four half-free Studentships are 
awarded on the results of the Annual Examination.

SCOTTISH CHURCH COLLEGB, CALCUTTA 

{In which are incorporated the General Assembly's Institution 
and Duff College) 

(4, Cornwallis Square) 

First Affiliation, 1857 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

In 1830 the Keverend Alexander Duff founded in Calcutta an institution 
for the propagation of the Gospel through education at once liberal and 
religious on Western principles and with English as the medium of instruc- 
tion in the higher classes. This he named the General Assembly’s Institution, 
because it was founded under the direction of the General Assembly of ihe 
Church of Scotland, whose first missionary he was. Its success was immediate 
and great. Again, in 1843, when Dr. Duff and his colleagues cast in their 
lot with that party in tlie Church which separated itself and lormed the b'ree 
Church of Scotland, they founded another college under the name of the Preee 
Church of Scotland Institution, on the same principles and with similar 
success. To the name of this second institution the title of Duff College was 
added after the death of that illustrious man. 

Fbt some years previous to 1908 the separated branches of the Church in 
Scotland had been desiring and aiming at co operation ani even re-union. 
Thus the demand for increased efficiency in Indian education and the evident 
wisdhm of concentrating their efforts in one institution found them ready to 
take the decisive step of uniting their separate colleges in Calcutta. Accord- 
ingly from the first day of June, 1908, the General Assembly’s Institution and 
the Duff College ceased to maintain a separate existence, and were united as 
the Scottish Churches College, working under the Scottish Churches Mission 
with a Mission Council in Calcutta and a Board in Edinburgh. 

In October, 1929, the two main branches of the Scottish Church were 
re-united in Scotland, and, in consequence of this, by a decision of the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland, the college in Calcutta is known as the 
Scottish Church College. 

The aims and principles of its founder, his colleagues and successors, 
remain essentially unaltered. The Scottish Church College continues to 
provide, for all who enter it as students, the same sort of education, based u[:ou 
and pervaded “by Christian teaching, which has done so much for Scotland and 
which is Scotland’s best gift to India. 

Buildings 

The college buiUings stand on extensive grounds to the east of the Corn- 
wallis Square now known as Azad Hind Bagh. The B.T. classes for women 
students only are acx;ommodated at the Lady Jane Duudas Hostel Building. 

Laboratories 

The college has well-equipped laboratories for each of the Science subjects 
taught with up to-date and valuable implementa, etc. 

Library 

The Library contains over 23,000 volumes. There is a large reading room 
for the use of the students with accommodation foe 148, and a smaller on e for 
the nse of the staffs 
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Hostels 

The college has five hostels and one BtiicJents' residence. One of the hostels 
is for women students. E-mh ho-itel has a resident Superintendent who is a 
member of the Staff and a qualified Medical Officer. 

Extra-curricular activities 

The Students’ Union is the representative hody of all the students of the 
college. Certain student associations are recognised by the College Senatus 
and they arrange meetings, exhibitions and outings for fitudents. There are 
several literary societies also. A night school lor poor children cf ihe locality, 
boys and girls, is being conducted by the students of the college from 1911. 

Students are fiicouiagtd to attend tbo playing field at Canal East Eoad 
where various kinds of games are played. The College Swimming Ciiib uses 
the Cornwallis Square tank. There is also a rowing club. 

Each year the Hector Centenary Shield is awarded to the best aU-^ound - 
athlete, the Carmichael Cup (o the best Hostel, the Ewan Memorial Cup for 
Inter-Hoslftl Footbail* the Keonjhar Cup for the individual tihampiouship in 
athletics, the Pranabanath Mukherjee Cup for proficiency in Tenuis, the Bruce 
Cup for Inter-cIass Hockey and the Sanjoy JMemonal Cup for Inter class 
F<K)tball, and the Purnachan fra Sen Memorial Cup for Swimming. 

The college has a very efficieui unit, of the National Cadet Corps belonging 
to the Isi Bengal Battalion and Gth Bengal Battery. There is also an active 
St. John Ambulance Division. 

Medical examinatiou of ‘^Ludeuls is carried out by^ the Univi rsiry Students’ 
Welfare Cnnuiittee.

Classes for women students in preparation for the B.T. Degree are held 
at the Fjtidy Jane Duudas Hostel Buildings, and arrangements for teaching 
practice are made in adjoining schools, chiefly those under the control of the 
Church of Scotland Mission. Not more than 30 women students can be 
admitted. 

A limited number of stipends is av.iilable. The retention of those stipends 
is conditional on the continuance of satisfactory work and conduct tiuougiiout 
the session. 

Master of Arts and Master of Science Courses 

M.A. and M Sc. students may enrol for the Univ-rsity classes through the 
Scottish Church College. Students who enrol through ihe ceilege will have the 
benefit of supervision of studies and the use of the Library, in l may be 
admitted to Hostels or Messes. 

Classes in Spoken English 

Special classes in Spoken English are also held. 

Classes in General Knowledge 

Classes in General Knowledge are held from February to April, provided 
sufficient number of students enrol. 

Stipends^ Scholarships and Prizes^ etc. 

{All scholarships and concessions in fees are held subject to the 
good conduct and satisfactory progress of the holders) 

Intermediate Arts and Science : 

1. Two College Scholarships of value of Rs. 11 and Rs. 9 per month res- 
pectively, tenable for two years in the college, are ordinarily awarded to the 
boys standing first and second in the M‘»tricuIation Class of the Scottish Church 
Collegiate School. These Scholarships are awarded on the results of the School 
Examinations for the year. The winners must be pupils of the school for at 
least two years. 

Q, The Stephanos Nirmalendu Obosb Scholarship of value of Rs, 9 per month 
tenable for two years in the college, is awarded to a oon-Cbristiao pupil 
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from the Collegiate School who is ia indigent circumstances and who shows 
special ability in Bengali. In the event of their being no eligible candidate 
from the Schcoi in any particular year, the Principal of the College may select 
a student from another School who produces satisfactory evidence of satisfying 
the other conditions indicated above.

Memorial Prize of Rs. 31 is awarded to the student who obtains the highest 
marks, in the aggregate at the Intermediate Arts Examination. The Hastie 
Memmorial Prize of Us. 30 is awarded to the student who stands highest in

SANSKRIT COLLEGE, CALCUTTA 
(1, Bankim Chattorjee Street) 

First Affiliation, 1860 

Short history of its establishment and development : 

The Sanskrit College which ia a Government inatitution was established 
in 1824 "for the preservation and cultivation of the literature, religion and 
laws of the Hindus”. Though the immediate object of the institution was 
the cultivation of Sanskritic learning in all its branches, English edu- 
cation too was imparted to the students of this College from 1828. Classes 
for the teaching of English, though discontinued in 1835, were however 
re-introduced in 1844*. Soon after the establishment of the Calcutta Univer- 
sity, this College was aflSiliated to the higher examinations of the University. 
But the connection of the Institution with the University made no difference 
to its intensive Sanskrit teaching which continued to be the chief feature 
of the curriculum of this Institution from a lower stage in the School up to 
the higher stage of the College. In regard to subjects other than Sanskrit 
there has been for a long time past some co-ordination of teaching in the 
B.A. classes between this College and the Presidency College, but, according 
to the arrangements made by the Government and approved by the University 
in 1951, students of the Sanskrit College both of the I. A. and B.A. classes 
are required to attend classes at the Piesidency College in all subjects other 
than ^Sanskrit and Ancient Indian and World History. The Sanskrit 
College was further expanded in 1951 by the starting of another Department, 
viz., the Post-Graduate Training and Research Department for providing 
facilities of training and research in Sanskrit subjects. This College has 
therefore four distinct departments now : (1| The Arts Department (affiliated 
to Calcutta University) ; (2) The Oriental Department or Tol ; (3] The 
Post-Graduate Training and Research Department; and (4) The Sanskrit 
Collegiate School. 

Building 

The College classes are held in the uld premises to the north of College 
Square. It is an imposing building with spaces inside and around. There 
luM been no extension to the old building. 

Hostel 

There is no Hostel. Some students of the College are allowed accommo* 
dat ion in the Eden Hindu Hostel which is attached to the Presidency College. 

Library 

The approximate number of printed volumes is 28,0(X) and the number 
of manuscripts in the Library is 5175. Students and teachers get ample 
facilities for study and research. Books are issued to students and teachers 
and the usual library hours are from 10-39 A. M. to 4*3 ) P.M. on weekdays 
and from lO-lO A.M. to 2 P M. on S iturdays.

First Affiliation, 1862 

Short History oj its Establishment and Development 

St. Xavier’s College which is under the direction of the Society of Jesus 
was established in 1860 at Park Street, in the building which had been St.; 
John’s College in the tune of Dr. Carew. The object of thio institution is to 
give a full course of liberal education. 

As learning without education properly so-called would not answer the 
wishes of parents for the happiness ci their children, special care is taken to 
form the character of the pupils to inspire them with a love of religion and 
morality, to train them to gentlemanly manners and to habits of methodical 
work, in short, to fit them for their duties in after-life. 

Building 

St. Xavier’s College is situated in a spacious four-storied building surround- 
ed by ample play-ground. There are large lecture halls, besides a fine big 
hall, tor Educational bioscopes and Social functions. 

Laboratories 

The Collrge has fine Chemical, Physical and Biological laboratories and 
hall% for Practical Science. The iabo»*aiorie3 arc well equipped. There is a 
Solar Observatory. 


Library 

The Lending Library of the College is entirely separate from the College 
Library which aUevvs of reieatch work; there are in the Goethals Library, 
over 10,00(1 volumes consisting of important rare books on Indian topics. The 
total number of books in the College Library in various subjects on Gist 
August, 1961, was 32,130 bcoks and for Keviews and Periodicals 7,065. 

There is a spacious Reading Room in the College, which is provided with 
tables and benches. The students can take cut books, periodicals, etc., from 
the library and read them there during their leisure periods. The college 
contributes about Rs. 650, for the xipkeep of the Reading Room. Most of the 
important Bengali and English Magazines, Weeklies and Dail es are 
subscribed. 

Hostels 

There are two hostels, one for the Christian studei ts situated in the College 
compound and one situated at 219-1, Lower Circular Road, There are qualified 
Medical practitioners attached to the hostels. 

Extra-curricular activities 

St. Xavier’s pays special attention to the moral and social aspect of the 
training of its students. In the College there flourish a number of associations 
which in their several ways contribute to be development of a young man’s 
personality : the Bengali, Hindi, Urdu, Pan;abi, and the South Indian 
Literary societies, the Science Association^ the College Magazine, the 
Dramatic Group, the Sodality, the Rover Crew, the National Cadet Corps, the 
Sports Association are only a few of these associations. Students have 
therefore ample opportunities to discover and develop their special talents. 

Cadets from this College belong to ibe 2nd Bengal Battalion and 6th 
Bengal Battery. 
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Twice in the year, the College Magazine is published. Professors and 
students both contribute articles to the Magazine. 

The students are given every facility to meet the Professors in their leisure- 
periods and cordial relations exist between the teacher and the taught. 

The College has a gymnasium. Siujents are encouraged to participate in 
healthy games, e,g , football, hockey and cricket. The College has a ground 
pf its own in the college compound and another playground in the Calcutta 
Maidan where students play the games. 

The College has one platoon of the National Cadet Corps. Two of the 
members of the teaching staff are Officers of the Corps and tbty take keen 
interest in the training of the students. The parades are held on the Brigade 
Parade Ground.

First Affiliation, 1872. 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This institution was originally founded in 1859. under the name of Calcutta 
Training School, by Babus Thakiirdas Ch.ikravarti, Madhabchandra Dhar, 
Patitpavana Sen, Gangacharan Sen, Jadavchiadra Palit and Biistavacharan 
Addy with late Babu Syamacharan Mullik as its patron. The first headmaster 
of this Institution was Hemchindra Banerjee, the great Beugalr poet* It conti- 
nued up to 1861 under the inanageinent of a Committee of Indian gentlemen 
consisting of the founders and a !ew otner additional members. In 1864 the 
iDanagem»*nt devolved entirely on Pandit Iswarchandra Vidyasagar, and the 
name The Metropolitan Institution. Calcutta ” was substituted for the 
Calcutta Training School. Tn 1872 it was affiliated to the standard of the 
First Examination in Arts of the Calcutta University and was thus raised to 
the status ol a Sscond-grade College. In 1879 it was affiliated to.the B.A. 
Standard and wag thus raised to the status of a First-grade College. In 1882 
it was affiliated to the B.L. standard, in 1997 to the I. Sc. standard, in 1910 
to the B.Sc. standard and in 1928 to the B.Com. standard. B L. Classes 
were discontinued in 1909. The name of the college wn changed by the 
Vidyasagar Institute (the Board of Trustees of the college) to “ Virfyasao^^r 
College ” in 1917. A department exclusively for women students opened in 
July, 1931 run for nearly ten year^ for the benefit of girl students of the 
city but was discontinue 1 during the World War II. 

The properties of the College were voUed in a holy o^ Trustees called 
th:i Vidyasagar Tostitutt'. In S?pt>;nber 1896 whi.": there wia an acute 
financial difficulty the ininagement of tbe Colleg; wa^ entrusted by the 
Trustees to a committee called the College Council. The council was in > 
charge of the college till th», present Governing B:>jy wis eUabli^hel on 
8th August, 1921. 

The institution, in its prt-aent form at any rate, was the handiw)rk of 
Pandit Iswai'cbanira Vidyasagar. It was tbe fir.st attempt to impart higher 
education to middle class Hin lui at a small cost through a purely iodige-nous 
agency and was conducted in a wa? that wa? characteristic He gave it a 
costly IcHial habitation and enlowel it with a valuable library and lab)ratory. 
The college building has been extende i at a considerable cost and all the 
laboratories— -Physical, Chemical, Botanical, Zoological and Psychological — 
have been considerably improved in recent years and Geographical laboratories 
have also been added. 

According to the deed of Trust admission is restricted bo Hindus incluling 
Buddhists, Jains, Sikhs, Brahmas and others who come from Hindu Stock. 

Building 

The college building consists of three large thres storied buildings and 
one four storied building. A further extension of the college has been made 
by the erection of a three. storejed building containing five large rooms 
accommodating over 150 students in each, and four smaller rooms for lectures 
and five others for laboratories and workshop. This annexe stands on 
14 cotcahs of land acquired just to the east of the main building and has cost 
a lakh and a half altogether. 
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Laborataries 


There are large and well equipped laboratories for the Science Subjects. 
There is also a workshop attached the Physics Department. 

Library 


The Library is rich and well-equipped and it remains open during 
college hours. 


Hostel 


There is a big hostel with accommodatiou for 180 students. 

Extra-curricular activities 

There ^re different Seminars attached to the differnt departments of studios. 
There is a "(Jjptbating society, where students are taught the art of eloquence 
and clear thinking, to foster a spirit of fellowship among ths teachers and the 
taught and to enlarge the outlook on life. 

There is a College Union whose aim is to develop a sense of corporate life 
among its members and to train them for their duties in future life as good 
citizens. 

All students of the College are members of the Union. The Union arranges 
for Social function, raises funds for the Social service, relief work as well as 
for rendering financial and other help to the poor and deserving students cf 
the College. 

It is managed hy the students under direction and control of the Vice- 
Principal, who is the President of the Union. 

There are arrangements for regular and systematic health examination of 
the*alumni of the college in the different deparimeuts. 

(a) The College has a Health Department under the direct supervision 
of a qualified Doctor who holds medical examination of boys and gives 
necessary medicinal and dietetic instructions. A printed chart is maintained 
of every individual student. 

The services of the Students’ Welfare Committee of the Calcutta Universiiy 
are also obtained from time to time. There is a welhe(}uipped Medical 
Chamber in the College under a v/holetime Compounder who renders first aid 
and attends to minor ailments. 

There is a >vell-equipped Gymnasium, under three trained Physical 
Instructors, which is open to all College students. One of the Physical 
Instructors is entrusted with imparting pre-military trainim?, for preparing 
boys for enrolment in the National Cadet Corps. A full Company of the 
National Cadet Corps, under a Commissioned Officer, Prof. Niranjan De, has 
been formed. The College has a’so a fully trained division under Divisional 
Superintendent, Prof. Jyoti Kinjan Guha, a professor of this college. 

There are arrangements for practically all kinds of Outdeor Sports — 
Cricket, Football, Hockey, Tennis, Swimming, llowing. Basket Ball, Volley 
Bail, Boxing etc. The Cricket, Football and Hockey players from this 
College have received wide recogorition because of their proficiency and display 
in Inter-'Varsity tournaments. In fact, players from tijis College have 
always figured in very great numbers in Calcutta University teams and won 
University Blues. 

Prominent sportsmen of All Bengal reputation who figured well in various 
sporting clubs and tournaments were almost all students of this College. Among 
others mention may be made of Sri Gosto Paul, Hemanga Bose, Sanmathe 
Datta, Anil Dey, Pankaj Ray, Dilip Ghosh, S.Banerjee, (Shute Baoerjee), Prof. 
8 Ray. N. Ray. Saile^h Bose and a host of others, each of whom e.xjelled in 
Football, or Cricket or some other kind of games. 

A compulsory Athletic Proficiency Test is held aloug with Annual Sports 
and prizes and certificates are awarded to successful competitors. Prizes are 
also awarded for good physique and proficiency in games. 
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Besides Physical Culture encouragement and facilities are provided for 
cultivation of tfio Arts such as painting and music. Tn music Sri Bhiamadeb 
Chatterjee, an ex*stiident of this college, has established an All-India fame as 
an exponent of classical music. 

The college celebrates. the Founder’s Day and the Sarasw’ati Puja festival 
every year. 

Excursions of Arts and Science stulonts for educational purposes are 
‘arranged every year. They take place under the supervision of Professors.

First Affiliation, 1878 

Short History of its Establishment and Develoinnent 

The institution was started in 1831 as a private scliool. In 183G, it was 
made over to Goverument with an acciinmlated Fund of Us. 2,00t) and in 1840, 
it was converted to a Zila School, In 1873 an endowment of I^s. 60,000 
(sixty thousand) was funded hy the people of the district and handed over to 
Government and in consideration of this, Government raised it to the status 
of a Second Grade College. After it had remained under Government control 
for about half a century, the management of the College with its attached 
school was under a deed of agreement transferred in 1887 to the local Muni- 
cipality, Slot as a measure of u*onomy but as a measuro promising useful 
political results.” It continued under the management of the Municipality 
till the 27r]i March, 1923, when it was taken back by Government and placed 
under the conlrol of a Governing Body, with iho District Magistrate as 
ex-officio i^n sident. 

In 1916, the college was afiiliated in Science up to the Intermediate 
staiidardji; In July, 1922 it was raised to the status of a First Grade College 
with aCTiliation up to the B.Sc. standard, in view of the growing demand for 
scientific education, and in accordance with the suggestions of the. EJniversity 
Inspectors. Further extension of atliliation in Science was obtained in 1926 
in two Honours subjects, vi:., Physics and Mathematics. Affiliation ^ in 
Biology was obtained in 1948. In July 1910 ulfiliat ion was obtained up to 
the B.A. standard. In 1951 fuilber extension of affiliation in Economics 
Honours was obtained. 


Building 

The college is located in the Iieaithiest part of the town in a big fine two- 
storied building of imposing structure, having ample accommodation and facing 
an extensive open land belonging to it. 

Laboratories 


The important feature of the college its sj)icndid laboratories, which 
are housed in almost the whole of the ground-floor of tlio big college building. 
There is a well-fitted workshop atta<‘hed to the laboratories. 

Library * 

The College Library is fairly stocked with up-to-date books of various 
descriptions. There are over 6,739 volumes in the Library. Students are 
given every facility to bonow books or read tbem in the. Library Hall subject 
to rules of the college. Books of reference, text-books and such other books 
as are deemed unfit for the perusal of the students are not issued. 

In the Common Poem the students are provided with a number of magazines 
and newspapers. There are also arrangements for indoor games such as 
table-tennis, carrora, etc. Students are given to understand that the Common 
Room is an integral part of the college. It is a place for rest or study. 

Hostel 

There is a Hostel within easy distance of the college under a Resident 
Superintendent. It is a fine two-storied, south-facing building situated in 
the healthiest part of the town. There is also a students' mess. 

There is a visiting Medical Officer and boarders get free medical advice. 
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Extra-cumcular Aciiviiies 

The students and teachers of the college are constituted into a College 
Onion which operates in two sections, viz,, the Literary and the Athletic. 
The Principal is the President of iho Union, and there is a Central Council 
which is composed of the representatives of the difierent cl.issos. The Ath- 
letic Section of the Union looks after indoor and outdoor games and manages 
the College Gymnasium. The activities of the Literary Section embrace 
the publication of the College Magazine, organisation of college debates and 
socials and the management of the Students’ ] leading Kooin. 

There are sufficient facilitie'^ for a variety of out-door games (football, 
basket. ball, volley-ball, badminton, tennis, hcckcy and some indigeuom: 
(games) in which the majority of students take active part. Physical exercise 
has been made compulsory. There is also an open-air (lynmasiinn equipped 
with up-to-date apparatus (Indian chibs, dumb-bells, bar-b('lls, chest- weight 
and boxing apparatus, expanders, developers, parallel bars, accessories of 
ground exercises). To encourage students moviaU and prizes are, awarded 
for their proficiency in swimming, walking, and other sports, and gymnasium 
exercises. In addition to this there are challeng.- cups for foot-ball, basket- 
ball, Hadududii, and walking. The coliege participates in inter-collegiate 
sports and all local competition games. 

A whole-time Physical Instructor is in charge of College sports and athletics. 

The college provides one company of Infantry to the third Battalian 
National cadet corps (Senior Division), West-Bengal.

The first scholarship of Rs. 5/- named the Ayodhyaram Scliolarabip, was 
founder! by Raja Mahendra Lai Khan, /cmiudar of Midnapore, to perpetuate 
the memory of his father, and the second named Lacbman IVasad Garga 
Scholarship, of Rs. 3/8/- by the Zemindar of Mabisadal in his name.

Short History of ils Establishment and Development 
General Department 

The Institution was originally e.Tablished as a School under the name oi 
City Scliool in 1879. F.A. classes were opened in Ic^Sl and the B.A. classes 
in 1884. Thus the Sehuol devel-- pud into a first grade College within five years 
of its establishment. A building was erecled at 13, Mirzapur Street and was 
opened by Lord Hipon in Dicrmber, 1684. Mr A. M. Bose, proprietor of the 
Institution, made o\er the building to a body of Trustees in 1888. In 1945 
the Ccdlege was pUued undei iho control of a Seciety registered under Act XXI 
of ISOO and calhd the Cdy Coll.-go Institution which is now known as the 
Brahino Saruaj Educalion 6v>cu.ty. It is the object of the Society to promote 
the cause of education compi .bending the mind, heart and body and founded 
(;n a theistic basis condiieive to good of man and the Glory of God. The Insbi- 
tuiion is open to all siudt ut.s without- distinction of race, creed or caste. Owing 
to increase in the number of .Audents the College Section of the Institution 
was removed to 102/.I , Amherst Street in 1918. 

Commerce Department 

Towards the end oi Uuitus ii was visualised that there would be a growing 
demand (f Comiiu ree Cnu.uuics in uiiie rent departments of the Government , 
Local b( dit .s, CTiambi «;l (.‘( u mercc, Moreanliie firms and business houses. 
It was also rcab’s; d that this demand would be still more accelerated by what- 
ever plan of national iceontl luetion might be put into operation. As the 
t'xistnig facilities availabU- in Cue city were too inadequate to meet the ever- 
increasing demand, the Commi.ice Department was organised on a modest 
scale in 1939 at 13, AJir/apur Street to impart instruction in the evening particu- 
larly to those who were employed during the day time. The brilliant result 
achieved and tin- popiiianiy eaiiitd right from the very inception of blie Depart- 
iih nt were mainly ie.q>on t,ible for ils expansion whieh led to arranging Morn- 
ing classco at Alirzapui Stieri, hi veiling and Day classes at Amherst Street# 
In August, I9'hi, wlie-n tmnspert facilities in the city were cooipietely disorga- 
nised by the commimal liois, it was ihoiigbt expedient to provide scope for 
attending College eauist-s on zonal basis ana accordingly a branch at- South 
Calcutta exclusively for even. rig students residing in that part of the city was 
started to ovcrcouio dj.-iiidcgraiion of trunspoit services. Thus the College 
has at presenf five .-elf lontuined units kcatod in three commodious buildings 
in three differen: /aiws ed (ho city catering to students to their best advantage. 
Effective co-ordinut ion ot (he several units has, however, been ensured by 
centra listd control. 


Buildings 

The main College building, an imposing structure stands on the 
AmluMst Street. It is commodicus, well-lighted and well-ventilated. A separate 
block has recently been constructed in the College compound.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Started as an Anglo-Vernacular school in 1617 the institution attained 
the status of a Second grade Arts college in 1881. Formal affiliation to the 
F .A, standard was obtained in 1882. The history of the Institution since 
its inception has been one of slow but steady growth. 

In 1927, Degree classes in Arts were added to commemorate the gradu- 
ation of the present Mabarajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan. I.Sc. classes 
in Chemistry and Physics were formally inaugurated in 1936, by the then 
Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta University, Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee. 
Extension of affiliation to the Degree standard in Chemistry and Phys cs 
was sanctioned in 1946. In 1948 the institution was affiliated to the Inter- 
mediate standard in Biology and the first batch of students was presented 
in 1960. Extension of affiliation in Alternative Bengali to the B.A. Pass 
staiidard with permission to present candidates in 1952 has been sanctioned 
during the session 1961-52. The college has also applied for extension of 
affiliation in commercial subjects to the Intermediate standard with effect 
from the commencement of the session 1952-63. 

Building . 

With the expansion of the college and the increase in its numerical 
strength the existing building was felt to be inadequate and the Government 
was approached for a capital building grant as early as 1929. The matter, 
however, did not make much progress till 1938, when due to the good offices 
of the late Lord Brabourne the college received from Government a capital 
building grant of Rupees Two Lakhs and Seventy Thousand. This amount, 
supplemented by a grant by the Burdwan Raj, has been utilised to erect a 
new commodious, two storeyed building for the college on the western bank 
of the Syamsaf^ar together with quarters for the Principal. The Maharaja- 
dhiraja Bahadur has made a free giH of the land required for the purpose, 
measuring nearly four bighas, and the Foundation Stone of the new building, 
to be called the Herbert House, was laid by His Excellency The Right 
Honourable Sir John Arthur Herbert, G.C.I.E., Governor of Bengal, on 
the Sri Panchami day (Tuesday, 13th February), 1940. 

Laboratories 

The laboratories for the science subject taught has been properly equipped 
for efficient teaching of those subjects. 

Library 

The College Library is well stocked with books on various subjeots. 
Students are allowed to take one volume at a time. 

Hostels 

The Mabarajadhiraja Bahadur has made a free gift of the Lalbagh 
Garden, measuring over thirty-three bighas very close to the college. Two 
Hoateltf have been constructed with accommodation for 120 students. Thej 
have been recently fitted with electric lights. Besides t.here is one attached 

mesa. 
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There are two onattached College Messes for Hindu students and one 
unattached College Mess for Muhammadan students who do not reside with 
their parents or guardians boused in three nice and commodious buildings. 
Free medical help is provided. 

Extra-curricular activities 

The Common Room is well provided with periodicals (both English and 
Bei)i;ali) and the students are encouraged to spend their leisure either in the 
Common Kooni or in the Library. 

There is a Students* Union with several sections, viz.y Debating, Cultural, 
Social Service League, etc. There are also Science and Economic Societies 
which meet occasionally. Papers are read and discussions are held under 
the guidance of teachers. 

The college has a gymnasium in charge of a well-qualified Physical 
Instructor. It has its own play-ground, and it makes arrangements for out- 
door games, Foothill, Cricket, Volley-ball etc. 'there is, at present, one 
unit of National Cadet Corps consisting of 2 platoons in charge of a professor. 
There is provision for medical examination of Ptmlents by a well qualified 
doctor who reports on the general health of students with suggestions for 
remedy where necessary. 

There is a Seminar for students in the 3rd and 4th ear Classes who 
have taken up Honours in English. They are asked to work in the Seminar 
during their leisure periods and arc required to make a note of what they 
reed in the book kepi there for the purpose. Their readiog is supervised 
and checked from time to time by the Professors of English including the 
Principal.

Stipends p Scholarships y etc, 

A large number of free and half free places are awarded to poor and 
zneritonous students. In some cases students, io consideration of their 
extreme indigence, are provided with helps and concessions besides free 
tuition. 

Government scholars are exempted from the payment of tuition teeug 
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Three scholarships, each of the value of Rs. 10 per mensemt are awarded on 
the results of the Intermediate Examinations— two to those students who occupy 
the top most places among students passing from this college and the third to a 
deserving poor student. These scholarships are tenable for two years at the 
Burdwan Raj College subject to conditions of good conduct and satisfactory 
progress. Holders of Government scholarships and stipends are not entitled 
to these scholarships.

ShoH Histonj of its Bsiablishment and Development 

The Inatitutution was originally established as a school under the name of 
the * Presidency School ” in January, 1880. It continued for two years under 
the management of a committee and in January, 1882, the management passed 
entirely into the hands of Sir Surendranath Banerjea who thus became the sole 
proprietor of tbe Institution. 

In January, 1884, Surendranath raised it to the status of a College afi&liated 
to F, A. Standard and named it “The Preaidercy Institution.” Within the 
sanie year he converted it into a full-fledged first-grade college under the name^ 

The Ripon College.” He extended tbe scope of the Institution further by 
opening the Post-Graduate Department of Law in 1885. Surendranath was 
all along at the helm of affairs and personally participated in the teaching work 
with tbe greatest devotion. 

In 1909 Surendranath banded over tbe college with the attached school to a 
Board of Trustees. This Board expanded it by the addition of the “ Depart- 
ment of Commerce ” in 1940, and also by opening a “ Branch College ” at 
Dinajpore in 1942, as further contributions of this Institution towards the needs 
of collegiate education in the province. The Branch-college has now been 
converted into a regular independent college under the name Surenaranath 
College, Dinajpore.” 

The Board of Trustees decided that the entire institution in Calcutta should 
bear the name of Surendranath and the College was accordingly re-named 
Surendranath College, Calcutta. 

Buildings 

The Surendranath College is housed in a large four-storied building at ths 
junction of Harrison Road and Baitakkbana Road. It is only three minutea*^ 
walk from the Sealdah Station, is on the Tramway line and close to a Bus 
station. The college has just acquired a spacious site to the south of the 
existing building and has also obtained proprietory rights in the lands and 
buildings of the present premises. On the acquired site provision will 
be made for the recreation o' students as also for additional rooms for 
Library, Laboratories, etc. 

The existing building has 14 nig rooms for accoiuii*odating large classes, 
and smaller rooms for tutorial classes. Tbe Laboratories occupy the whole of 
the first floor and parts of the ground and third floors. The Library, the Office* 
the Students Common Room, the PriocipaTs Room and the B.^. Lecture* 
Room are on the ground floor. 

There are two lecture theatres, one for Physics and tbe other for Chemistry* 
Botany Laboratory and Lecture Room are on the third floor. There is a room 
which serves as an office for the college Ambulance Division and University 
Corps Platoon. There are a workshop and a Store-room for gymnasium appara- 
tus. 

Laboratories 

Tbe laboratories for the different Science subjects are well-equipped with 
up-to-date appliances, etc. There is a workshop for tbe Physics Department. 

Library 

The College possesses a good library which remains open during college 
hours. 

There is a Common Room well supplied with dailies, periodicals, iournaU> 
etc. 
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Hostels 

In addition to the Bipon Hostel another commodious house in 65, Mirzapur 
Street has been secured for providing additional residential facilities to the 
students of the college. It accommodates 150 boarders and has been designated 
* Surendranath Chhatrabas’. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

The College Union is the nucleus of all corporate activities of the students. 
It manages the Ccmmon Boom, arranges discussions, debates, Extension Lec- 
tures and excursions and organises College Socials. 

The Athletic and Sports Society looks after games and sports. There are 
arrangements for Football, Hockey, Cricket, Bowing, Swimming and Sports. 

Physical Culture and Ambulance Section imparls training in Physical 
Oulture and in First Aid, and encourages social service work. 

The college has been allowed a full company on the National Cadet Corps. 
Students are admitted to the Corps on recooifnendation by the Principal and 
after passing a Medical test. Cadets from this college belong to the 2Qd 
Bengal Battalion and 6th Bengal Battery. 

Is managed and edited by students who work under the control and guidance 
<if professors. 

There is a Hindi Literary Society and Economics, History, Philosopnv* 
English, Mathematics and Science Societies in the college. 

Medical advice is given by competent physicians and there is arrangement 
for emergency aids.

Short History o} its EstahHshment and Development : — 

The College is the final outcorno of th^ long-coritiuu<^d efforts of the 
late Babu Jdvkiasen Mukherjee in furtherance of the cause of Bnizlish 
education in Bengal In 1846 he had a Government school opened at 
Uttarpara on the basis of an endowment by him and his brother, the late 
Babu Rajkissen Mukherjee, of Bs. 1,*200 a year and a Government aasign- 
raent of equal value. The school prospered and won its way to the front 
rank among the schools in Bengal. 

Babu Joykisseu Mukherjee 's wish was that his school should ultimately 
expand into a College and to this end, so long ago as hi the year 1853, he 
asked Government to raise the school to a first grade College olfering to 
contribute an equal sura with Government towards the inaintonance of the 
College, In 1883 he submitted a proposal for the conversion of the school 
into a second grade College, offering tvi make an en lowment for its support 
80 that it might cost the G ivernment nothing. The then edncational policy 
of the Goverment stood, however, in the way of his proposal b3iug accepted 
and it was accordingly not accepted. 

He finally went up to Government in April, with a proposal for 

the establishment of an aided College in connection with the old Government 
school, Government accorded him permission to open such a College but 
on the condition Uiat he took the school olf the hands of the Governm'^nt. 
He agreed to do 8 ) provided Government left the school tlie marerial advan- 
tage it derived fr an its oouneotion with the Government, It took some 
time to settle the terms of the transfer which was formally effected in March, 
1889. The College and the collegiite school vvere then under the manage- 
ment of a Board consisting of the collector of Hughly as a President, of 
Baja Pearymohan Mukherjee, C.S.T., and Babu Kishbehari Mukheriee 
as representatives of the late Babu Jaykissen Mukherjee, and of Babu 
Monohar Mukherjee, as a repiesentative of the Late Babu Rajkissen 
Mukherjee. But the Uttarpara school having been resumed by Government 
on Ist April, 1897, the College came to be miuitainod bv Baja Pearymohan 
Mukherjee, who in 1914 made a permanent eniowment to the College. 
After the death of the Raja in 1923 his son Kumar BUupendranath Muklierjeo 
continued to maintain the College by his contributions. Since 1938, this 
grant came to be supplemented by a recurring maintenance grant from 
the Government The Kumar, however, discontinued his grant to the 
College from January, 1960, on his settling the bulk of his property in 
favour of his sons. The late Jyotiprasad Banerjee of Bhadrakali, in his 
Will created a trust in favour of the College, in terms of which the College 
has been receiving a monthly grant of Hs. 100 only from his estates. The 
College now enjoys a maintenance grant from the Goverrjrnent of West Bengal. 

Building ^ 

The College is housed in a building of its own on the Acharyya Dhruba 
Pal Road (part of former Grand Trunk Road). Uttarpara. about 6 miles 
from Calcutta and a stone’s throw from the Bally Khal. It enjoys an 
enviable position, being situated on the river Hughly, in a progressive muni- 
cipal area, healthy and free from malaria. 

The class rooms are large, well-ventilated and equipped with electrical 
fittings. 
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Laboratories 

The Laboratories are adequately equipped. The College generates the 
gas required for its Laboratories iu its own generating plant and receives 
its supply of filtered water from the Municipal mains. 

Library 

The College Library has got a fairly large collection of select books on 
various subjects adopted to the use of both students and teachers. The 
collection is enriched by annual additions. Students are encouraged to use 
the Reading Room, where, wlien needed, books of reference are consulted 
by students. Personal contact with students is maintained by the Prof-in- 
charge of the Library, who offers valuable guidance for study to them. 

Hostels 

The College has an attached Hostel of its own, acconimodating about 
50 boarders and is under a Resident Superintendent, who is a member of 
the teaching staff. It is a fine two-storied building, with electric fitting 
and commanding a direct view of Dakshinasswar Temple, associated with 
Ramkrishnadeb. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There are two spacious Common Rooms, one for tho boys and another 
for tlie girls. A fairly larg*. number of English and Bengali magazines and 
leading Calcutta NewspapetvS are supplied to the Common Rooms. ^ 

There is a covered Gymnasium within the College Compound equipped 
with approved and up-to-date apparatuses. Students, including Hostel 
boarders, get ample facilities for training the guidance to the students 
personally. 

The College Athletic Club provides for football, cricket, volley-ball etc. 
Athletic sports are held annually l)oth for boys and girls. The College 
also provides for induor games. The College Magazine which had formerly 
two issues, came to he published once a year only, on account of the acute 
paper scarcity. 

The College offers facilities for military training to students under the 
National Cadet Corps. Cadets from this college belong to the 3rd Bengal 
Battalion. 

There is a D ^bating Society under the charge of a Professor. Extension 
lectures are held from time to time which the students are encouraged to 
attend. The College also helds an old students’ Reunion Social annually 
when the old and the new alumni of the College meet and exchange views 
and the present stu lent gi ve exhibitions of their dramatic and other talents. 
Annual open air picnics and excursions are also held. 

Subjects in which the College ts Affiliated arid Combination of 
Subjects Allowed,

First Affiliation, 1S87 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This Institution was founded under the name cf Bangabasi School in May, 
1886 by the late Mr, G, C. Bose. Ibe success of the school in the first year 
of its existence led him to add to it a College Department which was affiliated 
to the F,A. standard in June, 1887 and to the B.A. and B.Ii. standards in 
March. 1896. The college also prepared stuilents and sent them up for the 
M.A. Examination for which separate affiliation was not required under Act II 
of 1867. 

With the reorganisation of the Calcutta University under the Act of 1904 
affiliation was sought and bbtained in all the major subjects of Arts and 
Science Up to the B.A. (Hons. 1 and B.Sc. s^ardards. Since then the college 
has received further affiliation in Biology (1934), Anthropology (1934), 
Commercial Subjects (1940) up to I. A. standard and up to B. Com. standard 
in 1944 and in Zoology (1948/, Bengali— Second Language (Pass and Honours) 
(1948), in Anthropology and Honours in Physics (1951) up to B.A. and B.Sc. 
standards. Evening classes for the convenience of stu lents employed in 
offices, etc. were opened for the B.Sc. course in 1045 and for the B.A. cour e 
in 1947. 

The phenomenal growth of the Institution may be judged from the fact 
that while in 1887 there were only six teachers aud twelve students in the 
beginning, to-day in 1952 there are more than 125 teachers and six thousand 
students. 


Buildings 

The college buildings have undergoue extensive additions and alterations 
during the last four years. Four spacious lecture rooms and a commodious 
common room — 1600 sq. ft. with Fresco painted walls and furnished with 
indoor games like Carrom, Pinpong, etc. and newspapers and pcriodicsla 
have been added to the original buildings. 

Laboratories 

The College Laboratories in the different science subjects Lave been 
equipped with all requisite appliances. 

Library 

The College Library has been enlarged and entirely remodelled. There 
is spacious well-equipped reading room where the students find all amenities 
of quiet study during their off periods For the convenience cf Honours 
students Seminars have been provided in the top most firor of the college 
with shelves where books indispensible for reference and advanced study are 
kept and issued to students by the teacber in-chsrge. 

Hostel 

The Bangabasi College Hostel, known as * Achaiyya Girischandra 
Cbhatrabas, is situated at 36, Scott Lane, and accommodates about 200 stu- 
dent, It is managed by the Resident Superintendent and Assistant Superinten- 
dent who are members of the teaching staff in consultation with the 
Principai. It is visited daily by an experienc ed Medical Officer 
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Extra-cmriculdr Activities 

The Extra-Academic departments of the college form an importaafc adjunct, 
and each student is expected to associate himself with the activities of one or 
other of these. 

The College Magazine (founded in 1903) was the hrst of its kind to be 
started in this province. It is managed by a corn uittoe consisting of three 
members of the teaching staff and two student-associates elected by the 
Students’ Association. It has an English, a Bmgali and a Hindi section. 
Students are encourMged to contribute articles to the Magazine in which their 
writings are always given preference. 

The College Clubs (Hockey, Football, Cricket, etc.) are managed entirely 
by students. The Vice- Principal as the President and a member of the 
teaching staff ns Vice President render every assistance to students in 
organising these games properly. 

The College Gymnasium is accommodated in Aeharyya Qirischandra 
Chhatrabas and is under the personal supervision of Sri Nilmoni Das popularly 
known as the ‘ Iron Man It is prepared to issue certificates of physical 
fitness to students who pass the necessary tests. 

The Social life of the college is entirely under the management of the 
Students’ Association of which the Principal is the patron. All stoden^s of 
the college are members of the Associaticn. 

It is by active participation in this deaprtrnent that students develop initiative 
and organising capacity, and learn to shoulder and discharge responsible duties 
in the true spirit. 

The Students’ Association arranges social and cultural functions from time 
to time. It also renders help to poor and deserving students from its own 
funds but 8uh;ect to the approval of the Principal. The Association has got a 
literary section which subscribes periodicals, magazines, newspapers, etc., for 
the use of its members in the (Common Room of the College. 

The college has a platoon belonging to the 2nd Bengal Battalion and 6th 
Bengal Battery in the Mational Cadet Corps. 

Subjects in which the College is Affiliated and Combination of Subjects

(5) General Economica; (6) Indian Economics; 

(7) Business Organisation ; (8) Commercial Geography. 

(9) and (10) Any of the following special subjects: —

14 The K. C. Dey Memorial Silver Medal is awarded annually to the student 
of this college who obtains the highest marks in English in the Intermediate 
Examination. 

15. A gold Medal donated by Prof. P. C. Sen in memory of bis son the late 
Jyotsna Kumar Sen, ex- Professor of this C\»llege,i3 awarded annually to the 
student of this College who obtains the highest marks in Physics with a Letter 
in the Intermediate Examination. In the event of there being no student 
satisfying this condition, the nn'dal would go to him who secures the first position 
among the successful students .of this college. 

N, B, — Scholarships , stipends and concessions are subject to the usual 
condition of ]good behavUur and satisfactory progress in study, and also to the 
disaretion of the authorities, Irregularity in attendance unsatisfactory Tutorial 
and other Examination reports, or misconduct will cause forfeiture of all 
scholarships, stipends or concessions. 

N. B. — A student is entitled to one stipend only at a time. 

In adition to the above, other facilities are granted to needy Junior 
and Senior Scholars.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This Institution was founded by the Hon’ble Mr. J. E. Drinkwater 
Bethune, Member of the Executive Council of His Excellency the Governor 
of India, on the' 7th May, 1841). It was intended for education of Indian 
girls and was first held in the residence of E^aja Dakshinaranjan Mukherjee, 
Bahadur, Talukdar of Oudh and Zamindar of Bengal in Sukea Street. The 
education imparted at the beginning was of an elementary nature and the 
intention of the founder was to attract girls of the upper classes. Eaja 
Dakshinaranjan made a gift of a plot of land in Cornwallis Square on which 
the foundation of the School Building was laid by Sir John Little, the Deputy 
Governor of Bengal, on the 6th November, Ii850. But before the building 
could be completed Mr. Bethune passed away after a short illness on the 
12th August, 1851. All the expenses of the school were met by Mr. Bethune 
out of his own pocket and at his death he made over the building, then in 
course of construction, to Government for the purpose of the school. 

After the death of Mr. Bethune the school was maintained by the gene- 
rosity o'! Lord and Lady Dalhousie who felt a great interest in its cause. 
After the retirement of Lord Dalhousie from India the financial responsibility 
of the school devolved upon the Government of the East India Company, 
It, passed through many vicissitudes until its amalgamation with the Banga 
Mahila Vidyalaya in 1878. The number of pupils on the Eoll was thv highest 
in 1866 being 118 and lowest in 1869 when it was only 15. 

Through the earnest endeavour of Sir Alfred Croft, the then Director 
of Public Instruction, Bengal, the school was amalgamated in 1878 with the 
Banga Mahila Vidyalaya which had been founded by some prominent mem- 
bers of the Brahrao Samaj for teaching girls up to the Entrance standard 
of the Calcutta University. This may be taken as the starting point of the 
present school, when it had only one student, Miss Kadambini Bose, 
in the highest class who passed the Entrance Examination in 1878. Her 
success led to the opening of the college classes which owe their inception 
to Sir Alfred Croft, but for whose sympathy and interest, the idea of the 
college for girls might not have materialised. When Miss Bose passed her 
F.A. Examination in 1880, B.A. Classes were opened wdth two students, the 
other being Miss Chandramukhi Bose who later became (h*? Principal of 
the college. Both of them graduated in 1688 and aflfu- that the college 
classes, which had been begun as an experimental measure, were made 
permanent. Many distinguished Bengali women have been students of 
this Institution including the poetess Srimati Priyambjula Debi and Lady 
Abala Bose. 

With the introduction of the New Eegnlations of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity the college classes had to be expanded considerably. 

Buildings 

The college is housed in large buildings to the west of the Cornwallis 
Square, now called Azad Hind Bagh. 

Laboratories 

The college has well-equipped Laboratories for Science subjects. 

Library 

The Library is well organised under the charge of a Librarian* 
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Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a college union the object of ’which is to promote and tc 
cultivate a closer co-operation between the teachers and the taught and to 
create an interest for extra-academic activities among students by means 
of debates, excursions and social gatherings on the occasion of the College 
JDay Dramas in English, S'anskrit and Bengali are staged by students. 

Students are encouraged to play outdoor games. There is a Physical 
Instructress who imparts lessons on physical training and also organises 
games, for which there is a wide choice, such as, Basket Ball, Volley Ball, 
Badminton and Tennicoit with beautiful playgrounds within the college 
compound. There is a platoon belonging to the 1st Bengal Girls’ Troop of 
the N.C.C.

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VICTORIA COLLEGE COOCH-BEHAR 
First Affiliation, 1888 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The college was founded to commemorate the Jubilee of Her Majesty 
the Late Queen Empress Victoria and formally opened by His Highness th« 
Late Maharaja Sir Nripendra Narayan Bhup Bahadur, G.C.I.Ei, O.B., of 
Cooch-Behar, on June 15, 1888. For 19 years the college was maintained 
entirely at the expense of the State, charging no fees from the students. 
A tuition fee of Rs. 3 per month was introduced from the 1st of June, 1907. 
It has been increased in several stages to Rs. 7 for I. A., Rs. 8 for I. Sc., 
Rs. 9 for B.A., and Rs. 10 for B.S'e. The college enjoyed afi&liation up to 
the M.A. standard in English and Philosophy, as well as for LL.B. degree 
ever since its foundation. With the promulgation of the New Regulations 
of 1917, the afhliation w^as restricted to the B.A. (Honours) standard in 
English and Philosophy. Affiliation for B.Sc. (Pass Course) was granted 
in 19*23 and for Honours in B.A. and B.Sc. Mathematics in 1927, but thiff 
was suspended with effect from 1934. On the 1st January, 1950, the State 
of Cooch-Behar merged with the province of West Bengal and since then 
a new' chapter in the history of this college has opened. The Government 
of West Bennal have taken up the administration of this inistitution and 
now’ it is under thi' control of the Director of Public Instruction, West 
Bengal, Affiliation in B.Sc. (Pa.ss Course) has been revived from June, 
1950, and new affiliation in Biology in the I. Sc. course has been extended 
from the same date. Attempt is also being made for extension of affiliation 
up to the B.A. (Honours; standanl in Economics and B.A. and B.Sc. 
(Honour.->) standard in Mathematics with effect from June, 1952. 

For 17 years from 1896 to 1913, the college had the proud, privilege 
of having the gnat >avanr Dr. Brajcndranath Seal. M.A., Ph.D., as its 
Principal. In the m'w set up the teaching staff consists of 20 members.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The institution w&b founded by the late Maharani Ffedma Sundari Debi 

Hetampur in memory of her father-in-law and was formally opened in 
1697 with the object of promoting the growth and spread of higher 
education in the village areas of the district of Birbhum. Kegarding this 
illustrious lady Mr. Cunningham in his report on this college to the 
University says: “It is very charming to hear of the foundress Maharani 
to whom the* idea and the endowment of the college are entirely due. It is 
difficult to comprehend how a conception of the value of education that was 
worthy of the nation builders of ‘Germany and Japan could have penetrated 
behind the purdah of a remote Bajbari in a comer of Bengal." She actually 
invested her whole property in that education which was to bring about 
the salvation of her country. This college now receives Ks. 12,000 annually 
from the endowed property. 

This college is situated at Hetampur in the district of Birbhum within 
three miles of the Bailway Station Dubrajpur on the OndahSainthia chord 
of the B%8t Ii^dian Bailway — just five hours run from Calcutta. The place 
is healthy and is free from Malaria and other epidemics. It has none of 
the distrSctions of a‘lai‘ge town. The college is open to all bonafide students 
without any distinction of caste and creed. 

Buildimj 

The college building is a handsome two storied structure formerly used 
for the worship of the goddess Saras wati and is sufficient for accommodating 
250 Students. 

Laboratories 

There are three well-equipped Laboratories wdiere all modem 
equipments and appliances are provided. 

Library 

There are over books in the College Library. Students are 

encouraged to make extdflsive use of the Library to supplement their college 
studies and reading is carefully guided by the Professor-in-Charge. There 
is arrangement for reading books in the Library. Students and Professors 
are allowed to borrow books from the library. Some daily, weekly and 
monthly English and Bengali papers are provided for the students 
Ck)mmon-room. 

Hostel 

- The college has extensive boarding house.s of its owm under the 
direct care of some of the I’rofessors of this college. The hostel buildings 
stand on spacious and attractive sites and are exceptionally healthy. 
There is also a separate hostel for Mahammedan students. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There are extensive play grounds attached to the college hostels. 
Facilities for playing Football, Badminton, Volleyball, Cricket and some 
sorts of country sports and games are provided. There is a committee 

consisting of some members of the teaching staff and some students to look 
after games and physical education.

First Affiliation, 1865 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The college was originally founded under the auspices of the Church 
Missionary Society in January. 1866 as the Cathedral Mission College 
with affiliation up to the F. A. standard of the Calcutta University. It 
started its first classes in a rented house at 25, Sookea’s Street. In 1869 it 
moved to its own premises at 22, Mirzapore Street. In 1880 after fifteen 
years of pioneer work in the infant days of the Calcutta University, the 
Cathedral Mission College ceased to exist as an institution affiliated to 
the University and was converted into a Divinity School. In 1899 the 
college was restarted under the name of the Church Missionary Society’s 
College. In 1908 it moved to its present commodious site on Amherst 
Street. In 1913 the college obtained affiliation in Chemistry to the Inter- 
mediate Science standard and also in the principal subjects to the B.A. 
standard including English Honours. The present name was adopted in 
1914 when the college was raised to the status of a full-fledged First-grade 
Arts College. At subsequent dates the affiliation of the college was extended 
up to the Honours standard in History, Economics and Philosophy. In 
1919 the college received the gift of a magnificent but simple two-storied 
structure — the Library Hall named the Stephanos Nirmalendu Hall — f^om 
-Bai G. C. Ghosh, Bahadur, C.I.E. In 1921 the college w^as affiliated to 
the I. Sc. standard of the Calcutta University. In 1927 the college was 
permit t('d to start Civics Classes. In 1928 the college was provided with a 
big College House consisting of six flats with accommodation for six resident 
members of the Staff, In 1948 the college was affiliated in Optional Bengali 
to the Intermediate and B.A. .standards and in Commercial Geography 
and Commercial Arithmetic and Book-keeping to the Intermediate standard. 
In 1949 the college was permitted to open Botany and Biology classes. 
In 1951 the college applied to the University for permission to instruct 
Science students up to the B.Sc. (Pass) standard. 

The aim of the college is to impart a sound and liberal education 
based upon and pervaded by Christian teaching and is open to all students, 
without distinction of race, creed or caste. The college has got many special 
features of its o\vn. 


Buildings 

The college stands on spacious grounds. The buildings are large, airy 
and thoroughly up-to-date in equipment of every kind. 

Laboratories 

The Laboratories in scientific subjects are properly equipped. 

Library 

The College Library is situated in the Nirmalendu Hall of Learning 
presented to the college in 1919 by Bai G. C. Ghosh, Bahadur, C.I.E., 
in memory of his son Nirmalendu. The upper storey contains the Libraiy 
while the lower floor is used as a Common Room for the students, and is 
furnished with newspapers, games, etc. The library has been improved 
considerably during recent years and is one of the best college libraries in 
Calcutta. 
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Hostels 

There are three Hostels attached to the college standing on spacious 
grounds — St. David’s Hostels, Jani Ali Hostel and the Herbert Stark 
Hostel, 


Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a college Union Society which organises social meetings, 
debates, etc. There are also several societies such as Economics Society, 
Literary Societies, etc., and a college magazine. 

The college grounds provide a held for football, cricket and hockey, 
two tennis courts, as also a gymnasium, a swimming bath, etc., organised 
games are played under skilled supervision. The college awards sports 
colours to students proficient in games. There is a college platoon of the 
N. C. C., belonging to the 1st Bengal Battalion. 

Arrangements for periodical medical examination of students are made 
through the .University Students’ Welfare Committee.

First Affiliation, 1903. 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

To meet the growing demand for higher education the college w'as 
opened in June, 1903. 

Government were at first requested by the local public to start a 
college, but their prayer was rejected. The people of the locality then 
approached the Wesleyan Mission to start a college. The District Synod 
of the Missionary Society after very careful consideration of the matter 
decided to establish the college and the Home Committee’s approval was 
received in due course in June, 1903. 

On the 26th June, 1903 in a largely attended public meeting held in 
the Central Hall, Bankura, now occupied by the offices of the Central Co- 
operative Bank over which the Magistrate Mr. Gupta presided, no sooner the 
Principal had concluded his statement than a telegram to the following 
effect was placed in his hands : “Director promises personal support, Re- 
gistrar also favourable.” Nothing further was required to remove the last 
trace of doubt in the minds of the meeting as to whether the college w’oiild 
be recognised by the University. The meeting passed a strong resolution, 
pledging itself to assist in every possible way the establishment of a college 
in BanKura. The college w’as opened on the 29th June. 1903, and eleven 
students were enrolled on the first day. 

From the beginning difficulty was experienced in housing the college 
classes. The Central Hall, designed and erected by the Rev. J. Walker 
Duthie in 1899, was inconveniently situated. Both the Principal and the 
Professors had to teach in school as well as lecture in the college, and it 
meant much walking or cycling forwards and backwards. Eventually it was 
decided to remove the classes to the school. Three mud class rooms were 
erected and in these three classes were lodged. The rooms in the old school 
buildings were thus set free for college classes, and one was used as a 
laboratory. From such small beginning the present science department has 
grown. 

The college in those days prepared for the First Arts Examination, 
which was held in March, and naturally there was much speculation when 
the results were published in May, 1905. Thirty -one students took the 
examination and twenty-three passed. This was considered an almost 
miraculous result. Tt meant an increase in numbers, and shifting once 
again to the Central Hall, with all the inconveniences felt before. 

A valuable property of Mr. Anderson, a former Magistrate, was pur- 
chased through auction at a cost of Rs. 14,550. But the property was later 

on acquired by Government for their own purposes and Rs. 16,732-8-0 was 
paid to the Mission. 

Mr. Anderson’s Garden — a property of 119 bighas — was then acquired 
with the help and suggestion of Government at a cost of Bs. 8,737-3-6 for 
the college. 

The first founder Principal was Rev. John Mitchell, under whose super- 
vision. the first block of the college building and also one of the hostels 
(College Hostel) were built. During his time, the name of the college 
was Wesleyan Mission College and it had affiliation for B.A. and I. Sc. 

standards. On his retirement in 1917, Rev. A. E. Brown took charge and 

effected considerable extension of the college building. One of the hostels 
(Bonaldshay Hhstel), a two-storied residential quarter and a gymnasium 
were built in the compound. Besides, the school building was also built 
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during his time. The college had arrangement for the production of gas 
for the laboratories, which were well equipped and electricity was supplied 
from the college Convertor. Afi&liajion was obtained for B.Sc. subjects, 
with Honours in Physics, Chemistry' and Mathematics. Botany was added 
to the college curriculum. On his retirement in 1936, Mr. C. F. Ball took 
charge and, after a distinguished service for twelve years, retired in 1948. 
Bev. J. W. Culshaw served only for one year and left for England in June, 
1949, when Mr. A. K. Mundle was appointed Principal. During his 
Principalship, Mr. Mundle has been able to effect an important improve- 
ment in opening the Biology section and extending the college building to 
provide adequate laboratories for Botany and Biology. The total cost of 
construction amounted to Rs. 36,000, towards which, the Government of 
West Bengal has contributed Es. 15,000. Another improvement has been 
in providing further hostel accommodation to the students. This has been 
possible because of a generous gift to the college of a magnificent property 
from a local well-wisher of the college. The college is well in the way 
to expansion and development. 

Buildings 

The college building is a well built structure with good ventilation. It 
has recently been considerably extended to provide accommodation for 
laboratories. 


Laboratories 

The Laboratories are up-to-date and very well-equipped for the Science 
subjects taught. Gas and electricity are manufactured on the premises. 
There is a workshop besides an astronomical observatory. 

Library 

There is a separate block consisting of the Library, Reading-Room 
and Common Room. The Library is well-stocked with bwks. 

The Common Room is provided with newspapers, magazines and periodi- 
cals. 

Hostels 

There are two large Hostels — Mitchell and Brown Hostels — within the 
College compound with accommodation for 2*24 students. There is also a 
small Hostel outside the college premises. 

Extra-Curricular Activities 

Etophasis is laid on Social Welfare Work. Under the auspicious of 
the Social Welfare League the following are the activities : — 

(o) Night Schools, Adult Education, Milk Canteen, First-aid classes, etc. 

(b) Science and Arts exhibitions are organised by the staff and the 
students. 

(c) Collection of ancient manuscripts by the Sanskrit Department. 

(d) Village Survey of agricultural labour is contemplated. 

(e) The National Cadet Corp$ is an intregal part of the college. Cadets 
from the college belong to the 4th Bengal Battalion of the N.C.C. 

(/) Debates, Lectures, etc., are being arranged from time to time by 
the Student Union. 

Besides, the extensive college grounds contain three full-sized footbaU 
grounds, four tennis courts and ample provision for badminton, volleyball, 
etc. There is also a gymnasium. Provision has also been made for swim* 
ming and rowing.

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SEEAMPOBE COLLEGE 
(Serampore, District — Hughli, West Bengal) 

Fibst Affiliation, 1857,- Be- affiliated, 1910 
Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Serampore College was founded in 1818, under the patronage of the 
Marquis of Hastings, the Governor-General of India, by the Bevds. Dr. 
Oarey, Dr. Marshman and William Ward, who together with Colonel 

Krefting, the Danish Governor of Serampore, and Mr. J. C. Marshman, 
formed the first College Council. 

The object of the college was the instruction of Indian youth, both 
■Christian and non-Christian, in Literature and Science, and the training of 
selected Indian and Anglo-Indian young men for the work of the Christian 
Ministry. 

In 1821 the college received a donation from King Fredrick Y1 of 

Denmark of certain premises to the north-west of the college building and 
this act of liberality was followed in 1827 by the grant of a Boyal Charter, 
giving perpetuity to the institution and its endowments and empowering 
it to grant Degrees. At the cession of Serampore to the East India 
Company in 1845, this Charter w-as confirmed at the special request of the 
Danish Sovereign and a special clause was inserted in the treaty providing 
that “ the rights and immunities granted to Serampore College shall not 

be interfered with but continue in force in the same manner as if they had 

been ‘obtained by a Charter from the British Government. ’ 

The ground on which the college stands was purchased by subscriptions; 
the entire expense of the original buildings amounting to about £ 15,0(10, 
was met out of the private funds of the Serampore Missionaries, who were 
the first promoters of the undertaking. The institution was crippled at the 
outset by the loss of the greater part of its invested funds through a series 
of bank failures only a few years after the granting of the Charter. It 
was enabled to continue its wmrk through the liberality of J. C. Marshman. 
Esq., but not on the scale originally contemplated. The right of conferring 
degrees was, therefore, not exercised. 

On Mr, Marshman ’s departure from India in 1856, the college, though 
still legally under the control of its own Council, was placetl under the 
general direction of the Baptist Missionary Society, which contributed the 
greater amount of the funds needed for its support. In the following year, 
1857, Serampore was one of the first eight colleges to be affiliated to the 
newly formed Calcutta University. This connection continued till !SS‘2, 
when it was decided to close the Arts Department converting the colkge 
into a purely Theological Institution. 

Twenty years later the decision of the Universities Commission that 
it was neither practical nor expedient to make provision for a Faculty of 
Theology in connection with any of the existing State Universities, led the 
Decennial Missionary Conference, representing all Protestant Missions in 
India, to ask the Serampore College Council whether it would not be 
possible to make the Serampore Charter available for the granting of degrees 
of Divinity. The Council, advised by Dr. Howells (Principal 1907 -1929) 
resolved to accede to this request and also to re-organise the collegt* on 
the lines planned by its founders making it capable of imparting instniction 
in Theology of a standard equal to that obtainable in Europe and America. 
With a view to providing a preliminary training in Arts for students 
intending to proceed to the B.D. degree and for the benefit of the Christian 
Community and of Hindu and Mussalman youth generally it was also 
resolved to re-open the Arts classes. 
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Through the generosity of the Arthington Trustees the Council was 
enabiea in jl 91 u to lenovait; the college and lo build a new hostel, including 
extra quarters for the professorial staff, at a cost of about two and a half 
lakhs of rupees. 


Buildings 

The college building, erected in 1818 by Lr. Carey, and his ^lleagues, 
still remains one of the finest college buildings in India. It is situated in 
ample grounds, on the bank of the river Hooghly, about a mile from the 
Seram pore Railway Station and on the outskirts of the town. It is a two- 
storied building about 130 feet square, containing a large Assembly Hall, 
a Library and Students’ Reading Room, Class l^ms, Students’ and Staff 
Common Rooms, an Entrance Hall, and a room at present used as a 
corridor. All the rooms are lofty, none of them being less than 22 ft. high, 
and are well-lighted and ventilated. A separate two-storied building for the 
accommodation of Chemistry and Physics classes, including laboratories and 
lecture theatres with accessory rooms, is also attached to the college. In 
addition to the college building there are also in the college compound two 
other large buildings : (1) Tne College House, at one time occupied by 

Dr. Carey, now provides accommodation for Professors. (2) The Hostel 
Quadrangle with outhouses attached accommodates about 100 students and 
three members of the staff. As part of the quadrangle there is also a 
house called Leechman House which is at present used for the Staff Com- 
mon Room, the Principal’s Office and certain class rooms. In the hostel 
there are two common rooms, a common Dining Hall, and a separate sick 
room. To the east of the college compound stands Mack House situated 
on an extensive compound. 


Laboratories 

There is a two-storied building for housing the laboratories and lecture 
theatres. The laboratories are well equipped. 

Library 

TTiere is a large and valuable Library to which considerable additions 
are made annually. The Common Room is provided with periodicals, maga- 
zines and dailies. 


Hostels 

Special attention is paid to residential arrangements. Attached to the 
college there are two well-equipped hostels, one m the college compound 
and the other across the river at Barrackpore. 


Extra-curricular Activities 

The Union Society of the College of which all the students are mem- 
bers, conducts meetings more or less regularly every week at which addresses 
in Bengali and English and debates on various topics of general interest 

are arranged for. , 

TTiere is also a Bengali Literary Society (Sahitya Panshad) which holds 
meetings designed to interest students in Bengali language and literature. 

The College Social Service League tries to bring together all students 
on the platform of service to their fellowmen in the town and the neighbour- 

^^^The Herampore Christian Youth Association, composed of Christian 
students and others run a Night School for the benefit of the servants in 
the compound. The Christian Students’ Brotherhood, affiliated to the 
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Provincial Student Christian Movement, also engages in social work and 
arranges for study circles and religious meetings addressed by speakers 
from outside. 

The College Athletic Club of which all the students are members is in 
charge of seasonal games for students (Football in the Eains Term, 
Cricket and Tennis in the Winter Term and Hockey in the Spring Term). 
Games of Volleyball, Basketball and Fives are played throughout the year. 
There is an annual Sports Meet in which students compete for trophies. 

There is also a Science Association in the college at which students orga- 
nise lectures and debates on science subjects. 

A weekly assembly of the whole college meets every Monday for one 
period at which addresses on various subjects are given by members of the 
Staff or speakers from outside. 

There is a unit of the N.C.C. in the college with one of the Professors 
in charge of the unit. The Cadets attended an annual camp at Midnapore 
during the Puja vacation of 1951-62. These Cadets belong to the 3rd 
Bengal Battalion. 

The College Magazine is published twice a year.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The institution was established under the direction of the Loreto Sisterg 
in 1842, with the object of imparting to Catholic youths a sound religious 
and moral training combined with instruction in every branch of secular 
knowledge suited to their position. 

Children of other religions are also admitted and their religion is not 
interfered with. 

The Institution includes four Departments, viz.^ a College Depart men t, 
a Teachers.’ Training Department, a School Department and Kindergarten 
Department conducted according to the principles laid down by the National 
Froebel Union for Kindergarten Teachers. 

The College Depaitment has been connected with the Calcutta Uni- 
versity since "889. It was affiliated up to the I. A. standard and L.T. 
standard in 1913, B.A. in 1921, B.A. English Honours in 1925 and to the 
B.T. in 1941. 


Building 

The college building is well suited for the purpose for which it is 
intended. 


Laboratories 

The Laboratories are well-equipped. 

Library 

The students are at liberty to u.se the Library when free during class 
hours, but books of reference are not taken home except in special cases. 
Other books have to be returned within a fortnight.

There is hostel accommodation for 22 students.

Extra-curricular Activities include excursions to places of educational 
interests, villages and centres of social work. Theatricals, Debates, Socials 
and Discussions are also arrariged for. There is a Tennis court and facilities 
for various games arc provided.

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ASUTOSH COLLEGE. BHOWANIPUR 
(9, Bussa Road, Kalighat P.O., Calcutta) 

First Affiliation, 1916 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This college was started at the instance of the authorities of the South 
Suburban School founded in 1874 by the local public with the object of 
promoting^ the growth and spread of higher education in the south suburban 
areas of Calcutta. The immediate occasion which led to the opening of 
the college was the abolition of the University Departments both on the 
Arts and Science sides, by*" two colleges in and near Bhowanipur, namely, 
the L. M. S. Institution and the Bishop’s College. That there w^as room 
for a first, grade college here was abundantly clear from the very 
beginning, but partly due to financial and partly to other considerations 
the authorities w^re anxious to move cautiously. They, therefore, applied 
in the first instance for affiliation up to the Intermediate standard only. 
After a protracted negotiation wdth the Government of India on the subject, 
affiliation of the college w^as obtained up to the Intermediate standard in 
Arts and Science in certain subjects with ettect from the commencement of 
the session 1916-17. 

The college was named “ South Suburban College ” and was started 
in a fine two-storied building at '2(j, Lansdowne Boad, in one of the best 
quarters of Bhowanipur with over 250 students on the Bolls, but the very 
next year it became necessary to remove it to a more spacious and more 
conveniently situated premises at 147, Bussa Boad, where it was located 
till September, 1936, and where there was accommodation for about 800 
students. 

In July, 1924, after the death of Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, its Founder- 
President, the college w^as renamed os Asutosh College to perpetuate hia 
memory. The accommodation provided in the rented house having proved 
insufficient for the growing needs of the college, construction of a commodious 
building of its own was undertaken in August, 1934, on one of the most 
attractive sites of South Calcutta. Since the beginning of the session 
1935-36, the college has been housed in its own spacious building at 9, Bussa 
Road just to the North of Hazra Park. 

The college was registered as a Smdety under Act XXI of 1860 in 
March, 1927. For the purpose of better and more effieient administration, 
it has been split up into^tluee separate units, viz., fl) the Day Def)artment 
for men students, (2i the Morning Department exclusivcdy for women 
students, and (3) the Evening Department for Conunerce students, each under 
the separate administration of a Principal, 

The ^lorning Department was formally inaugurated in June, 1932. 
The college authorities have already purchased a spacious rectangular plot 
of land contiguous to the South-West corner of its present building 
measuring 28 Cottahs to provide increased accommodation for this Depart- 
ment. 

The Evening Department was opened in 1915 for the benefit of youpg 
men, wdio are otherwise engaged during the day, classes being held from 
6 xj.rn. to 9 p.rn. on w^eek days and from 4-30 p.m. to 9 p.m. on Saturdays, 
This department is meant for student.s who take* up Commercial subjects 
for the I. A. Examination or who join the B.Com. Course. 

Building 

The college is located in a spacious three-storied building at the 
northern end of the Hazra Park commanding the entire park to its south 
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and consists of two (Arts and Science) blocks. The building contains 
besides the usual Lecture rooms, etc., Lecture Theatres provided with 
adjacent Preparation Rooms and fitted up with modern reauirements ol 
Science teaching, Laboratories, the Workshop and the College Gymnasium. 
There is a large Assembly Hall on the second floor and the college also 
enjoys the privilege of usuing the Asutosh Memorial Hall, attached by 
gangways to the College Building, whenever required for academic and 
other purposes. This elegant hall, with its permanent dais and upper floor 
balcony, provides accommodation for nearly 1,500 persons. 

Laboratories 

There are well-equipped and commodious laboratories with up-to-date 
arrangements and a fairly larg^ stock of apparatus and chemicals, etc., 
for conducting experiments and Practical work in science subjects. There 
are a dark room and a workshop in connection with the Physics Department, 
and two balance rooms in connection with the Chemistry and Physics 
Departments. The workshop is proving highly useful in repairing and 
making Scientific instruments used in the Laboratories. 

Library 

The College Library is fairly stocked with up-to-date books. There are 
at present more than 12,000 volumes. Besides these, a large number of 
periodicals, both foreign and inland, are subscribed. Students are allowed 
to borrow books without any deposit for reading either at home or in the 
college. Arrangements have been made for a commodious Reading Room 
and also for seminar works in difTcrent subjects. There is a Reference 
Section attached to the library. Special facilities are also given to poor 
students for reading text-books. 


Hostel 

A large percentage of students reading in the college live in the locality 
with their parents or guardians. For those who do not do so, suitable 
provision is made in the College Hostel which is located in a spacious 
four-storied building quite adjacent to the college under the personal 
supervision of a Professor-Superintendent. 

A number of scats for women students of this college is available at the 
Chhatri 'Niketan, 10, Bipin Pal Road. 

Extra curricular Actiritics 

There is a College Union which is a students’ body. Organisation of 
dramatic performances, lectures by eminent men, debates, variety shows, 
social gatherings, relief work, poor fund, etc., under the guidance ot 
Professors, arc among its varied functions. 

The Common Room, wherein students wait during leisure periods, is 
abundantly supplied with Indian and foreign magazines, newspapers and 
other light reading. 

The College Magazine is bilingual and is ordinarily published three times 
a session. The editors work under the direct control of a committee of six— 
the Principal and five Professors. Prizes are awarded for contributions of 
special merit. 

Besides there are the Debating Club, the Sahitya Sammilan ** and 
the “ Hindi Literary Society.” 

Excursions and parties are regularly arranged for supplementing lecture 
work and fostering the growth of a strong feeling of fellowship and a healMiy 
corporate life among the teachers and the tau^t. 
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The Physical and Military Training and Athletic Departments of the 
college are controlled by a committee consisting of the Principal and five 
Professors. 

The Gymnasium of the college is well-equipped and has acquired a 
unique reputation on account of the fact that it has turned out some well- 
known athletes. It is looked after by a Gymnastic Instructor. Physical 
Drill has been made compulsory for the 1st and 3rd-year students. Foot- 
hall and Hockey are regularly played by those students of the college who 
are interested in games. An inter-class football competition is run in the 
college and a trophy — The Beharilal Bose Challenge Cup — and a number of 
medals, are presented to the winners every year. In Eowiug the college has 
shown great proficiency, and the college team takes part in the Bowing 
Competition^ organised by the University every year. 

A Basket-ball team has also been formed and students have evinced 
considerable interest in the game. The Basket-ball team won the Inter- 
Collegiate League Championship in two successive years. 

Ample opportunities are provided for the students of this college for 
participating in Inter-Collegiate and Oljmpic Sports. 

A Bratachari centre has been established in the college. Begular 
Bratachari classes are held under a Bratachari Instructor in the college 
premises, and the Bratachari Society of the college has been recognised by 
the Central Bratachari Society of Bengal. Light refreshments arc supplied 
to students under instruction. 

There is an Ambulance Division (The 3rd Asutosh College Division) 
in the college for the Boy students and First Aid classes are held under a 
qualified Lecturer. The division has done excellent work. 

The Military Training of the college is its most notable feature. The 
college supplies two efficient and thoroughly well disciplined Platoons to 
the National Cadet Corps. The officers and cadets attached to this college 
have given a good account of themselves in rifle and revolver shooting, in 
camps and tactics, in parades and military sports, and won the majority 
of the prizes and trophies. In recognition of all this the military authorities 
have sanctioned this college to be a parade centre. 

Medical examination of students is carried on by the University Students* 
Welfare Committee.

First Arfiliation, 1923 

Short History of its Estahlishmenl and Development 

The want of a college at Howrah was for a long time felt both by the 
people of the town and of the district. With the growing educational 
demand of the people, the difficulty which the students of the district had 
to experience in securing admission in Calcutta colleges had been increasing 
from year to year. To remove this long-felt want the late Rn’ M 

Jlutt Bahadur resolved to establish a Second Grade college at How’rah, but 
unfortunately the Rai Bahadur died before any definite step could be taken. 

Babii Suranjan Dutt, the son of the Late Rai Bahadur, was the sole 
trustee of Premises No. 120, Belilios Road, Howrah, which consist of about 
126 bighas of land and a palatial building with several outhouses, fonyu^rly 
the residence of the Late Mr. I. R. Belilios. With a view to a park being 
laid out around the said premises he transferred the management of the 
same to the Municipal authorities of Howrah. 

In 1922 Babu Suranjan Dutt, in order to give effect to the pious wishes 
of his father, the Late Rai Narasinha Dutt Bahadur, and to perpetuate 
his memory, formed a provisional committee of which he agreed to n<‘t 
as i Secretary and applied to and got sanction of the University in 1928, 
to locate a Second Grade College, called the Narasinha Dutt College, in 
the aforesaid mansion for teaching English, Vernacular, Mathematics, His* 
tory, Logic and Sanskrit giving a guarantee to maintain the college out of 
his own money if there would be any deficit. He personally supplied the 
whole of the monev for the purchase of furniture and books for the Library. 
Since 1932 the college has obtained affiliation in Civics to the T.A. standard. 

It was found that there was a general tendency in the town towards 
learning Science, and Babu Suranjan Dutt, the founder of the college, 
lost no time in getting the college affiliated in Physics, Chemistry and 
Botany to the Intermediate standard in !924 and supplied the entire fund 
for the equipment of the different Laboratories and for lecture apparatus 
from his own pocket, 

ITie members of the Park Committee, of which he was one, have been 
pleased to let out the said mansion with outhouses and a portion of the 
garden to the college on a nominal rent. 

He was also a sole trustee with regard to 233, Belilios Road, Howrah. 
He set apart a portion of the income of the said premises toward^s the 
maintenance of the college. The Commissioners of the Howrah Munici- 
pality have been very kindly helping this institution since its foundation 
with a monthly grant of Rs. 300 towards its maintenance. The college 
has been making a steady progress and different courses of studies have 
been added from year to year. In 1041 the B.A. classes were 
opened while in 1946 the B.Sc. (Pass) classes were started and since 1.148 
the college has been affiliated in Honours Chemistry and Mathematics. 

Since 1949 co-education has been introduced in all classes both Science 
and Arts. 

To meet the increasing demands on the part of students who mostly 
belong to the middle class society and are hardest hit during the present 
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economic crisis an evening section was opened in 1960 for both the I.A. 
and the I. Sc. courses restricting the arts side to commerce subjects only. 
The evening Science classes have however been kept in abeyance. Girls 
are not admitted to Evening Classes. - 


Building 

The college has been located in a palatial building situated in the 
midst of a fine park with an area of about 126 bighas. Numerous tanks 
and a Jhil running along two sides of the garden add to the beauty while 
trees and plants of various description lend an additional charm. A spa- 
cious hall on the second floor has been erected through the munificence of 
the Howrah Municipality. A third storey had been added to the main 
building in 1941 and in 1951 a second storey was added to the block in 
which the Chemical Laboratory is located. Additions to the building have 
been made from time to time so that the college has a sufficient number 
of spacious lecture halls and laboratories which are among some of the 
finest in the province. 

The college authorities have entered into an agreement with the 
Commissioners of the Howrah Municipality whereby they have been granted 
lease of the buildings for a period of 25 years.

The Laboratories are well-equipped and adequate for the needs of the 


college. 


Library 


The Idhrarv is used by the students without any deposit or fee. It 
has a Heading Hoorn attached to it and is well-stocked with books and 
periodicals. 

Hostel 

'rhe Hostel has been located in a fine two-storied building within a 
minute's walk from tin? college and is under the siipcrvusiori of a member of 
the teaching staff. The residents of the hostel get free medical attendance, 
and use the college gymnasium. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

The Students’ Common Hoorn is located in a separate building ^ 
nariv'. The college has a football ground of its own. The gymnasium which 
is a cov(‘reil one is well-stocked with appliances for physical exercise and 
tl)o college athletic club has made provision for various outdoor games. 
MIkto is 'also provision for Military training, our college boys forming a 
riatoon of tlie Bengal Battalion in the National Cadet Corps. 

'rho annual sports are held every year and prizes are awarded for

First Affiliation, 1924 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

St. Joseph’s College, Calcutta, originally known as St. Xavier’s School! 
was founded in 1848. Mgr. Carew, Vicar Apostolic of Bengal, brought 
from Ireland two young men, Francis Fitzpatrick and Alphonso Tolan, 
who had been trained in the novitiate of the Irish Christian Brothers and 
gave them the charge of this school. These men with associates who 
joined them in India formed an institute known as the Calcutta Brothers. 
This institute worked and laboured with great difficulties in charge of the 
school till the amalgamation of their body with the Brothers of the 
Christian Schools of Ireland in 1890. From that year the school went 
from success to success. In 1924 St. Joseph’s College was affiliated to the 
Calcutta University and adopted the Matriculation Examination of this 
University. The Intermediate Arts and Science classes were established 
to enable its students to lurther prosecute their studies according to 
University syllabus. 

Within the last few years several imt>ortant additions have been made. 
There are (1) a welCfurnished Arts Hall, (2) an up-to-date Laboratory, 
(3) a well-equipped Geographical Hall and (4) an efficient Workshop 
(Manual Hall) for wood and metal work. 

Buildings 

The college is housed in a magnificent three-storeyed building with 
necessary conveniences and arrangements. 

Laboratories 

The laboratories in Science subjects are properly equipped. There is a 
Geographical Hall and an efficient workshop. 

Library 

The college has a big Library well stocked with books including books 
of reference. 


Hostel 

There is no arrangement for residence of fjtudents.

There is a Debating Club. Students take part in football, hockey, 
cricket and athletic sports. The indoor games for which provision has been 
made include Table Tennis, Badminton and skating. Systematic drilling 
and boxing are done under a qualified teacher.

First Affiliation, 1926 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

In 1881 the Government of Bengal had under consideration the 
establishment of a Second Grade College to provide the Muslim Community 
with facilities for obtaining a liberal education. In 1884 F.A. classes 
were started in the Calcutta Madrasa, but from July, 1888 the department 
was amalgamated with Presidency College for teaching purposes, the students 
attending the lectures there. Kenewed efforts to open Arts classes were 
made, but until 1923 plans did not materialise chiefly owing to lack of 
funds. In that year the proposal was placed before the Legislative Council 
and money sanctioned for the creation of an Arts College. The foundation 
stone of the building was laid by His Excellency Lord Lytton, Governor 
of Bengal, on 9th December, 1924 and the construction of the building 
completed in June, 1926. It was formally opened for the admission of 
students on 2nd July, 1926, as the Islamia College, Calcutta and was 
under the direct control of the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 
With the partition of the province due to the division of the country into 
two separate dominions the college was opened to members of all communities 
on the 15th August, 1947. In 1948, Islamia College was renamed Central 
Calcutta College. The college is now under the direct control of the 
Education Directorate, W'est Bengal. 

Buildings 


The college building is extensive and represents Saracenic type of 
Architecture. 


Laboratories 


The laboratories for the different seven subjects taught are well- 
equipped. 


Library 

The library has more than 10,000 volumes besides some manuscripts 
in Arabic, Persian and Urdu. Books are arranged according to the Dewy 
system. There is ample reading accommodation in the library. 

Hostel 

For Moslem students Baker Hostel attached to the Central Calcutta 
College, Calcutta, with 160 good single seated rooms. 

A Hostel for Hindus was mooted in 1949, and eventually arrangements 
were made to lodge 10 Central Calcutta College students at the Eden Hostel 
and another 10 at the Government College of Arts and Crafts Hostel in 
Store Boad, Calcutta. 


Extra-curricular Activities 

On the 2nd day of July, 1951, this college completed its 26th year 
of existence and a Jubilee Number of the College Magazine was publlsned^ 
Under the auspices of the College Union Social functions were neld and 
personalities like Dr. Katju, Dr. H. C. Mookerjee, the Minister-in-charga 
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of Education, Sri H. N. Eaychaudhuri and other distinguished guests were 
invited to preside over such functions. Under tlie auspices of the Union, 
debates are also held and are well attended, AJB&liated to the Union are 
three societies — the Bengali Literary Society, the Urdu Literary Society and 
the Economics Association. Eminent scholars and educationalists, spoke 
in diiferent occasions under the auspices of these societies of the Union. 
There is a College Athletic Club which gives facilities to the students to take 
part in games and sports and compete in outside toumaments. The 
N.C.C. Section provides facilities for Military Training and several students 
of this college have joined. These cadets belong to the 2nd Bengal Batta^n 
of the N.C.C.

First Affiliation, 1926 

Short History -jf its Establishment and Development 

The growing needs for higher education amongst the people and the 
increased educational expenses at Calcutta or elsewhere coupled with the 
pernicious eVil effects of the din and bustle and unhealthy atmosphere of 
the big towns specially during recent years made the people of Contai 
conscious of the situation and they thought of removing the want of a 
college under their own supervision and at their own place which is at once 

healthy and inexpensive. This idea of a college at the very doors of the 

people originated in their minds aa early as 1919 and a Committee with 
the Siib-Divisional Officer as President was formed to raise subscriptions 
from the public which were promised to the extent of more than a lac of 
rupees, a part of wffiich was also realised. But the scheme had ultimately 
to be dropped owing to the political troubles in the country at that time. 
In 1926, however, Bri Biswambhar Dinda, a benevolent Zaminder of the 
locality, came forward with a promise of a princely donation of Es. 50,000 
to make the scheme of a college at Contai an accomplished fact. A provi- 
sional Governing Body with Janab A. F. M. Eahman, T.C.S., the then 
Sub-Divisional Officer, as President, Bri Dinda himself as Secretary., Sri 

Bishnupada Chatterjee as Assistant Secretary and Treasurer, and Sri Bipin- 
behari Sasmal and others as members was formed. The organisers got 
the support of Late Rai Sahib Gangadhar Nanda, another benevolent 
Zaminder. who readily paid his munificent gift of Rs. 10,000 and also 
obtained promise of subscriptions to the extent of Es. 20,000 from other 

gentlemen of the Sub-Division. Special mention may be made in this 
connection of the subscribers, Basudebpur ^Ya^ds’ Estate and Chaudhury 
Jadabendranandan Dasmahapatra. B.A., w^ho paid up their quota of 
Rs. 1,000 each. Besides this pecuniary help they secured in no time a plot 
of land, a little over an acre, as gift from Mohanta Badrinarayan Das. 

The Governing Body accepted the donation of Sri Biswambhar Dinda 
on two express conditions, viz., (a) the college should be named after his 
late lamented only son, Master Prabhatkumar Dinda, who died while a 
student studying for B.A. degree, and (h) there should be two members 
of his family on the Governing Body. The college was acO/Ordingly named 
the Contai Prabhatkumar College, and was formally opened by Mr. R. N. 
Reid, I.C.S., the then Collector of Midnapore, on the Tv5th July, 1926. 

It is with much regret noted that Sri Biswambhar Dinda, the principal 
donor of the college, met a lamentable death at Calcutta on the 5th day 
of May, 1937, whose generosity and substantial donations brought inU> 
existence of and supplied sustenance to, this infant institution. 8ri Dindft 
paid about Rs. 45,000 before his death. Besides, he has bequeathed a large 
estate for the benefit of the college provided the institution is raised to 

the status of a first grade college. 

The college has, however, been affiliated up to the B.A. standard since 
1940 and I. Be. standard since 1947. 

Building 

TTie college was for a little over 9 years housed in some of the buildintf® 

belonging to the Contai High School authorities who lent them on a monthly 

rental of Rs. 20 for the use of the college. To permanently locate the 

college the organisers of the institution obtained as gift a -plot of land 
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measuring about an acre as stated before. Three acres more were gradually 
added to this by purchase. The local Government was later on moved to 
acquire for the college about 11 acres of land inclusive of the four acres 
mentioned above. Besides this, 5.66 acres of land with a commodious one* 
storied building and an outhouse were purchased in May, 19^, at a very 
modest price of Rs. 3,600 from the American Baptist, Bengal-Orissa Mission. 

This building could not, however, be utilised forthwith for college classes 
as it was previously taken over by Government on a temporary lease for 
the occupation of the Military detachment stationed at Contai, It was, 
however, made over to the college authorities towards the end of July, 1935, 
and the college was shifted there on the 26th August following. This build- 
ing formed a nucleus of the college building. The site is very beautifully 
situated in the midst of the sand hills characteristic of the sub-division. 
One room was erected on the top of the college building and another with 
a verandah was also built by the Trust Board during the session 1940-41, 
and has been named “ Biswambhar Hall ” to perpetuate the memory of 
the principal donor and founder of the college, Sri Biswambhar Dinda. 
The outhouse has been thoroughly remodelled according to the present needs 
of the college. There are at present 6 blocks of buildings. The sea is only 
6 miles off from the town and the sea-breeze is available throughout the 
greater part of the year. 


Laboratories 

The Pcience Laboratories have been properly equipped. 

Library 

The College Library is in its very infancy and admits of development 
in every branch of it. There are, however, valuable collections such as 
Oxford New English Dictionary, Encyclopaedia Britahnica (13th edition), 
etc. Students are allowed to borrow books from the Library free of any 
charge. 

There is a Common Room for students which is provided with some 
dailies and periodicals. 

Hostel 

The Hostel is situated very close to the college. It is under the super- 
vision of a resident Superintendent. There is also an attached mess. The 
boarders are given free medical attendance. 

Extra-curricular A ctivities 

To ensure a closer association between the staff and the students 
to promote the development of the physical, intellectual and social sides 
of cor}>orate life in the college, the College Union has been formed consisting 
of the following sections : — 

(a) Sports. 

(b) Magazine. 

(c) Literary Association and Socials. 

(d) Poor Fund and Social Service. 

(e) Common Room. 

There is an Athletic Club under the supervision of the Physical Instruc- 
tor of the college. The club ordinarily organises football, badminton, 
vollev-ball and some indigenous games.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The University Department of this Institution, which is conducted by 
the Jesuit Fathers, is a successor to the former “Specials’ Department,” 
established in 1892, which prepared candidates for the various Public Services 
and Administrative Departments of the Government. With changing 
circumstances and conditions, the demand for the “Specials’ Department” 
fell away and the College authorities determined to replace it by a University 
Department which would offer the people of the Hill District the opportunity 
of University education. 

In 1927 the College was affiliated to the Calcutta University up to the 
I.A. and I. Sc. standards. This affiliation was extended in 1948 to the B.A.* 
(Pass) and in 1951 to the B.Sc. (Pass) standards, making the Institution 
a full Degree College under the Calcutta University. 

At the persistent request of a large number of young men, working 
in offices, and desirous of getting University education, the College was 
permitted in 1949 to open evening classes for the I.A. students. 

Buildings 

The building and the site are excellent. The western wing of the 
building is reserved for the College Department. 

Laboratories 

The college is well equipped with Laboratories to teach up to the Inter- 
mediate and B.Sc. standards of the University of Calcutta. 

Library 

The Library is well -stocked. There is a spacious common room when 
the students read during their leisure. 

Hostel 

There are two hostels — one Indian and one European. 

Extracurricular Activities 

Special attention is given to games and physical exercise. Football, 
Hockey, Cricket and Tennis are played by the students.

First Affiliation, 1928 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

General Martin bequeathed a large sum of monej to be devoted to the 
establishment of a School for the Christian inhabitants of Calcutta under 
the direction of the Supreme Court. The School was opened on 1st March, 
1836 and was, according to the provision in General Martin's Will, named 
La Martiniere. In 19^, under an order of the High Court, religious 
restrictions on the admission of fee-paying scholars were removed. In 1928 
afiiliation for I. A. and I. Sc. with Calcutta University was secured. 

Buildings 

The college buildings stand in large grounds in the healthiest part of 
the city. The new block, completed in 1915, contains an Assembly Hall 
with galleries, eight spacious and airy class rooms and a large Art Room. 
In the old building are a Dining Hall capable of accommodating 200 boys, 
four Dormitories, a Hospital with a general Ward and a separate Infectious 
Ward, a Dispensary, a Music and Reading Iloom, etc., besides Chemical 
and Physical Laboratories and Lecture Theatre, a Geography Room, a 
Manual Instruction Room, five Class-rooms and a Book Robm. 

Laboratories 

Tlie Chemical and Physical Laboratories have been equipped with all 
apparatus necessary for teaching experimentally the whole course in Physics 
and Chemistry of the I. Sc. syllabus. 

Library 

Thq Institution has a Reference Library, a general Lending Library and 
Reading Room. The boys are required to make use of these libraries. 

Hostel 

There is a Boarding establishment under proper supervision

First Affiliation, 1932 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

' The Victoria Institution was founded in 1871 by Brahmananda 
Keshabchandra Sen of revered memory. His aim, as he himself put it, 
was “to impart a system of education especially adapted to the requirements 
of the female mind and calculated to fit w’oman for her position in society.” 
Originally the Institution was not affiliated to the University as such affilia- 
tion was considered to be more a hindrance than a help to the fulfilment of 
the Brahmananda’s ideals. In subse<pient years, however, affiliation had to 
be taken; but those in charge of the Institution have alw'ays kept before their 
minds the- great ideals which ins]nred its founder. During the eighty-one 
years of its existence, the Victoria Institution has played a leading part 
in spreading education among women in Bengal. 

With the rapid spread of women education in Bengal the Institution, 
which was at first a high school, grew remarkably. Its popularity among 
the girl students was great, students who passed out of the school often 
expressed a wish that there were a college department of the Institution in 
which they might continue their studies. To meet these wishes, a college 
branch with affiliation up to the I. A. standard of the Calcutta University 
was started in 1932. The progress of the college was amazing. The number 
of students increased by leaps and bounds. In July, 1935, the Institution 
was raised to the status of a first grade college. Since then its career has 
been one of uninterrupted progress. At the present moment, it teaches up to 
B.A.. Honours Standard English, Sanskrit. History, Economics, Bengali and 
rhilosophy. 

The aim of the Institution is not only to fit young w'omeri for the various 
T'niversity examinations that they take under the careful guidance of al)le 
and enthusiastic, staff, but also to provide an all round general education 
of body and mind, by means of debates, social gathering, games and excur- 
sions. An atmosphere is provided here which gives young w^omen opportuni- 
ties fotr self-expression that would perhaps bo less available to them in 
crow'ded co-educational institutions and wdiich fits them for the moral and 
social obligations that are to devolve upon them, wdien they enter life. 

Majority of the students are day-scholars. Arrangements for the con- 
veyance of day-scholars to and from the college by motor buses have been 
made. 

During 1950-51 affiliation has been obtained in T.Sc. (in Physics, 
Chemistry, Biology and Mathematics), w’ith special reference to the Dispersal 
Scheme of the Government. With the generous help of the Government 
a first class Laboratory has been ecpiipped and a Biology Museum with up to 
date appliances and apparatus has been opened. All those have been possible 
through the help of some drwoted and distinguished professors, whose services 
the Institution has been fortunate to secure. 

Building 

The college building has accommodation for 250 students. The halls 
and class roorus of the college building as well as the Library, the Laboratory 
and the Common Rooms arc all well-lit, w^ell-ventilated and spacious.

JTie college Laboratories are well-equipped and stocked with up-to-datf 

apparatus. 
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Library 

There is a good Library for the use of the students and the staff. The 
issue of books is subject td the Library rules. 

The Common Room is well provided with periodicals (both English and 
Bengali) and is used by the students during their leisure periods. 


Hostel 

The Hostel is situated within the college compound and is under the 
strict supervision of the Lady Principal and the Lady Resident Superintendent, 
Since January, 1938, an additional building has been rented for giving 
further accommodation to boarders. 

There is a visiting Medical Officer and the boarders get free medical 
attendance. 

Boarders are given facilities for playing outdoor games in the spacious 
playgrounds attached to the Hostel. 


Extra-curricular Activities 

Oreat care is taken to stimulate the corporate life of the institution 
through varied activities of the students. There is a College Union which 
has its Debating, Literary, Magazine, Sporting and Social SJections and a 
fuller life has been made possible for the students because of these activities. 
The college participates in the Inter-Collegiate debating con testa. 

Tlie Principal is the President of the College Union and each section has 
a member of the teaching staff as its permanent President. The Victoria 
Institution (College) Magazine is published once a year. 

Adequate arrangements are made for Physical Education on recognised 
lines. Tlie college has its own play-grounds where students play badminton, 
tennis, basket-ball, volley-ball and tenni-quoit. The college won the 
Women’s Inter-Collegiate Basket-ball Championship for three consecutive 
years. 

Some students have joined the N.C.C. and they belong to the Ist 
Bengal Girls’ Troop,

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

It was started in 1879 at Constantia as a school for children (boys and 
girls) of European Govt. Servants. Subsequently the Institution was 
transferred to Dow-Hill in 1880 and it was meant for boys only. It occupied 
its present buildings at Victoria in 1898.

The General Lecture Room is set apart for the exclusive use of the College 
Department. The Gym ca slum, Assembly Hall, Geography Room, Library 
and Common Room are common to school and college. 

Libra^ry 

Books— Special and general and peiiodicals are supplied by the institu* 
tion. The Library is well equipped.

Students share the corporate life of the Secondary Departments of the 
school, membership of all sections being equally open to them. 

A high standard of physical education is maintained under a specially 
qualified teacher There is a well-equipped gymnasium. Students ordinarily 
join the school ocction of the Indian Auxiliary Force. Hockey, rugby, football, 
cricket and tennis are played along with the senior school teams.

Short History of Hs Establishment and Development 

The College was started at the request of local people as there was no 
College of any kind in the District at the time. 

The local people raised enough money to build a Hostel and it was arranged 
that the local High School (S TT.M. Institution) would house the College 
and supply the Teaching and Clerical staff. It was arranged that the College 
should be co-educational and for the local pcf-ple only. 

The College has remained a small one and has drawn its students from 
the district and the countries roundabout — Sikkim, Tibet, Bhutan and 
Nepal. The Hostel has been ot use to sUidents from the countries named 
and to students whose homes were far from Kalin pong. For female students 
necessary acoommodaticn was provided in the Hostel of the local Girls’ High 
School. This arrangement has worked very wtII. 

No further developments are at present planned. 

Building 

The college is housed in the n.ain building of the institution and there are 
two large Lecture Reems, Tutorial Rcems, Library and Reading Room. 
There is Waiting Rfcm for wrmtn students in the Mission con' pound.

Stud'^nts from a distance are accommodated in the collegiate hostel. This 
h'^stel is cintrolled by the Resident Superintendent who is one of the 
Professors in the college. The health of the students is cared for by thq

A European Prof essor is in charge of the games of the institution and the 
students take part in football and olluT games. 

There is a Rover Crew attached to the institution. Other activities include 
\dult Education under the Social Service Scheme of Govt , conducting of Night 
School, publication of a manuscript magazine, competition in indoor games etc.

First Affiliation, 1936 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This school was founded in 1893 in Calcutta, and was moved up to 
Darjeeling in 1863 by Bishop Cotton, lb is therefore one of the oldest schools 
of its type in India. The school is run on traditional public school lines 
with certain modifications to suit the country and the times. Only boarders 
are accepted. The House and Prefect systems are essential features of the 
school. No distinction whatsoever is made between European and Indian 
boys. 


Building 

The school is situated at a very high altitude. Part of the compound ior 
over 7,600 ft. above sea level. The stone buildings, with their beautiful lawns 
and cloisters, and the extensive playing fields comprise something like 40 
acres. * The View/ writes Sir Joseph Hooker, “is one quite unparalhded for 
the scenery it embraces commanding, confessedly, the grandest known lands- 
cape of snowy mountains in the Himalayas, and hence in the world.” The 
school stands about l,0(j0 ft. above Darjeeling, and to the south of it. The 
college classes are held in the Central Buildings, in which are also situated 
the Science and Geography Laboratories, the Library, the Heading Room, 
and the Hector’s Office. 


Laboratories 

The school possesses very vvelbcijuipped science laboratories fitted with 
gas, water and electric lighting. The time-table for the college boys has been 
so arranged as to allow them every facility for practical work. 

Library 

The college students have free access to the School Library which con- 
tains a fair selection of useful hooks and an abundant supply of novels, news- 
papers, periodicals and magazines. Tins Library is also used by the college 
students as a Heading Hoorn. 


Hostel 

All the students are resident. The college boys live in a dormitory under 
the care of a Professor. The dietary is approved by the Civil Surgeon, and 
managed by a specially appointed steward under the supervision of the Hector. 
English MatronvS look after the domestic need of the students. 

Medical attention is fice, and when sick, boys go to the School Hospital, 
There they are attended by a trained nurse under t lie direct supervision of 
the Civil Surgton, who is the Medical Officer to the school. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

The school is run on the familiar lines of the English Public Schools. 
The competitive spirit is encouraged by dividing the boys into four bouses. 

The Debating Society meets regularly every fortnight. Other Societies 
which function regularly are, the History" Society, the Geographical Society, 
the Amateur Dramatic Soeitty, the science Society and the PKotographio 
Society. Several lectures by eminent persons are arranged by the Rector 
every year. 
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The School Chronicle ia published annually and student^j are encouraged 
-to contribute articles for publication. 

Students give their own musical entertainments in the Big Hall from 
time to time. 

The college boys come under the same discipline and organisation as 
the rest of the school. 

Special attention is given to games and to physical exercise. Association 
football, hockey and cricket are played by all boys unless medically unfits 
Each boys has four games a week, superintended by a master. Athletic 
sports are held annually. The School has u Tennis Club of which all the 
'College students are memoers. Gymnastics. Swedish drill and boxing are 
taught by a qualified instructor, whilst the whole school does physical training 
every morning under house Captains, superintended by a fully trained master. 
The school possesses ifs own Cadet Corps. Every college boy is a member of 
ithis platoon. Boys are examiued regularly by the Medical Officer.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The Gokhale Memorial Girls’ School was established in 1920, as a »Specl»l 
High Sclio )1 for girls. The school within a few years of its foundation 
presented candidates for the Cambridge School Certificate Examination Later 
on c:^ndidates were also prepared annually for the Matriculation Examination 
of the Calcutta University. Affiliation of the Intermediate Arts Class to the 
Calcutta University was obtained in the year 193r and the designation was 
changed to ‘ Gc.khale Memorial Girls* Schof*! and College”. The Intermediate 
Science Class was affiliated to the Calcutta University in the year 1948. 

In 1951. witli the help of a capital grant from the p]dncation Directorate, 
the College Dept, was expanded, and the strength of the college was increased 
to nearly double of what it used to in previous years. Sm. S. E. Raui 
Ghosh served and helped in tlie building up of the Institution since 1926- 
The founder, the late Mrs. Sarala Ray, Honorary Secretary of the Institution, 
had inspired the workers greatly in their work.

Social gatherings such as the celebration of the Bengali New Year, annual 
exhibition and sale of work, Mothers’ Day, Sports, annual entertainments 
also form part of the school activities. 

In order to be in touch with the former students, a club has been 
organised, and termed the “Old Gokhalites,” The club meets twice a month, 
for Literary, Musical and Social evenings.

This institution was first started in 1932 as an exclusively Girls’ Colle^/e 
by the organisers of Beltala Girls’ School Samify, a body registeied under 
Act XXI of 1860, afterwards renamed Beltala Girls* Education SoMety, m 
consequence of the abolition of the Diocesan College, the only Girls’ College 
in South Calcutta, with the object of meeting the growing demand of the 
Girls of the middle class Indian families for Collegiate education on sound 
nasional lines. Examinations of the Calcutta University showed very good 
results, the percentage of passing rising up to 83 per cent, and some students 
occupying even the 2nd, and the 5th posdions amongs* successful female 
students in some years. With the increasing demand for an affiliated day 
College exclusively for Girls in South Calcutta and the growing popularity of 
this institution for its satisfactory results, the authorities applied for and 
obtained affiliaticc of this College in I. A. with effect from 1939 and in B.A. 
in 1947. Admission is open to girl students of ail communities. 

Building 

The college is located in an airy and commodious two storied building, 
It contains six big lecture rooms, two of which are fit ted up with apparatus 
and equipments for teaching practical Botauy and Geogr:tp'*y. There are 
a large Library hall, Principal’s office and clerks’ offici-s, Professors’ common 
room. There is also a lawn for games and physical exi rcise. 


Laboratories 

The two Laboratories for teaching Geography and Botany are fully eipiipped 
and sufficient. 

Hostel 

There is a Hostel approved by the Univ'^rsity situated within the compound 
of the college.

There are at 
present 2365 books ; besides a numtier of periodicals and daily papers in 
English and Bengali are kept in the Comm m room. Paciliiii s are given to the 
students for the use of Library books and bojks are issiu'd to them regularly.

There is a College Union which is a students’ organisation In every 
meeting of the unirn, the Princix)al or sometimes a Professor takes the Chair. 
Organisations of dramatic performances, variety shows, social gatherings, e>c. 
are its various functions. The students visit places (d interests*, organise 
s^'eamer parties and other excursions with the help of their proft^ssors, thus 
allowing opportunities for fostering the growth of a strong feeling of fellowship 
and healthy corporate life among the students and members of staff. 

There is a play ground in the college compound. Games of various kinds, 
both indoor and outdoor, befitting girls, are played under the supervision of 
a trained physical instructress specially appointed for the purpose.

Accordingly the 
Lady Brabourne College, named after tin wife of the ( hen Governor of the 
‘Province, was established in July, 1939. The College started in a rented 
house in Park Circus, a iocalitv inhabited mainly by Musli us Land m- asur- 
ing 18J hi has was acquired by the Government for the College and Hostel 
premises; and the foundation sloue was laid hy Sir John Woodhead, tha tnen 
Governor of Bengal, on the 2()th Aiigust, 1939. The c(Uistruction was 
completed in 1941, and the College moved to its own premises in July, 1911. 

The progress of llu^ College was retarded durii^g the Sr-eond World War 
when the Military requisifi'Uied the College and IToslel buildings in 1912, 
and the College with the Hostel had to move to the premises of the DiviJ 
Hare Tiainiug C liege in Ballygiiuge Circular Road. Aftvr some time, th ' 
normal function of t!i<^ College was again disturbed hy the bombing scare, 
when most of the educational institutions of the city wer ei( her closed or 
shifted to seme saf^r p’ace outside Calcutta. Thf Collegu-, however, cawitiniie 1 
functioning for So Vera 1 mofit bs t hrough tho medium rf cr ne-poedvne.'. This 
Correspondence CiUirse was a great success, the credit for which g ics 
entirely to Miss Gtase, the first p'<-r:uanen'- Prin upal of th-' C )liego.

This College was the first to 
wdn the signal honour of being awarded the Governor’s Cup for winning 
ColFge Championship for three years in succession. It also w’on the J.W.B. 
Provincial Women’s Chainjiionship. 
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The Physical Instructress, Miss M. Dey, and two members of the teaching 
staff, Miss I. Datta and Miss N. Sinha had been selected for Military Train- 
ing in Delhi. They successfully underwent their training and received the 
rank of Second Lieutenants. When they returned to Calcutta after a period 
of threq months, the National Cadet Girls* Division (the first and only one 
BO far in W. Bengal) was opened, with 75 girls of the College by Major 
Gurbachan Singh, 0. C. of the First Battalion, bn the 13th August, 1919 . 
Begular Parades and Lectures are held after College hours. Tiffin is provided 
for the students. During the course of year, several Military Officers visit ed 
the newly founded Unit, and they were all greatly impressed* by the work 
done by it. The Unit participated in the Ceremonial Parade on the Republic 
Day and Independence Day-

Short Ilistonj of and Deve'oprnent 

Tlu Women’s College was founded in July, 3937, by a band of devoted 
scholars under the guidance of Dr. D. L. De, Principal and Secretary, with 
a view to advancing the cause of higher education among women, particular- 
ly of this provinc: , on healthy and approved lines. The promoters of the 
insiilution, actuated by a rare zeal for a noble cause but literally unsupported 
by any financial resources, addressed themselves to the task of founding a 
model institution, relying wholly upon their spirit of self-sacrifice and their 
robust optimism. The enthusiasm of the workers in no time succeeded in 
enlisting the support of Mr. J. N. Basil, M.A., B.L., Attorny-at-Law, M.L.A., 
the fir.-t President of the Governing Body which was constituted shortly after 
the toundatjon of the College. In the beginning, the response from the 
students was not very encouraging. But the standard of efficiency main- 
tained by the teaching staff soon attracted quite a nurnher of students. It 
was lelt quite eaily that the institution gave every promise of speedy ex- 
pansion. Accordingly, the late lamented Maharaja of Santosb, who was 
m ted for his z-al for any noble public cause, w’as approached through Mrs. 
Kumudini Basu, a member of the Governing Body of the College. Most 
graciously did the Maharaja take up the cause of the infant institution and, 
as Presider.t, gave the institution, in his characteristic manner, the much- 
needed stimulus. But, unfortunately, his sudden death temporarily blighted 
the [)roBpccts of t he institution. His successor, Sir U. N. Brahmachary, bad 
a sheu't tenure of effic( during this period of gloom. At no time in its brief 
career did the in>titnfion call for greater self-denial and nobler idealism on 
the part of its guide than at this critical juncture. Dr. D. L. De, with his 
characteristic optimism and untiring zeal, etinmlated the drooping spirits 
of the workers and pulled tbe institution through its acutest financial strain. 
With unflagging energy be carried on the work until at last he succeeded in 
iujfwessing upon i\lr. A. T. Ganguli, the most remarkable figure in respect of 
patronage of learning in this province in recent years, the vital necessity of 
immediate alliliation of the institution to the University of Calcutta. Mr. 
Ganguh’s timely lielp and his election as Presidtmt in succession to Sir U. N. 
Brahmachari infu-^ed new lift' into the institution and spurred the members 
of the Governing Body to submit an application for affiliation of the College. 

On (he 27th of April, 1910, affiliation up to the B..\. stindard was recom- 
mended by the Idiiveisity wliich was duly sanctioned by the Government of 
Bengal with etfcct from June, 1940. The Women’s College is a tradition by 
Itself, being rearod uj3 not by (lie bounty of millionaires, nor blessed in tbe 
a.-?sociatioii of hallowed names at. its very inception. It has grown out of the 
timrs, its growth bemg contributed to by its woikors, students, patrons and the 
public alike. 

()neofihe striking features of the institution is the extreme neatness, 
tidiness and attractive interior of its building. 

Regular Weekly Examinations and Tuto.’-ial classes form distinctive 
features of the insi.trution. In addition to thes', Terminal, Annual and 
Test ICxaininations are held. Prizes are awarded on the results of Annual 
Examinations of tlio First and Third year Clashes and also on those of Bni* 
versify Examinations. 

The Cullegf has arrangements for tegular medical examination of 
students by a ipi ilifu* 1 Lidy Physician. Reports o! sii di exa mi. Kit ions are dilv 
Sent to the guardians. 
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In order to maincain unimpaired the physical and mental efficiency of the 
students, free midday tiffins are provided for them. They are also given free 
medical aid. 

The aims and objects of the College are to promote female education cn 
healthy and approved lines consisieat with Indian culture and tradition and 
to help students not only to pass University Examinations but also to develop 
character through discipline so that they may not only become good wives 
and good mothers but also inspiring examples of Social Service based on 
sacrifice, purity and sweetness of character.

Short History of its Estahlishmeynt ayid Development 

The college was established in 1941' in order to perpetuate the memory 

of the late illustrious Maharaja Sir IVlanindrachandra ISaiuiy, one oi 

the noblest sons of India, who is noted for his unostentatious and muni* 
ticeni charities specially towards educational uplift of the country. It is 
located in the very building in which Maharaja Manindrnchandra 'aus 
born and spent his early boyhood. His worthy son Maharaja Srischandiai 
Nandy has made oyer this building to the Governing Body which has made 
in it extensive additions and alterations in order to make it euita/ble for 
college purposes. A new' one-storied building with foundation for three 
stories is now under construction on the plot of land at the back of the 
main iniilding. 

Since its inception the college has made rapid progress. It receiyed 
atliliation in I. A. and B.A. (including Honours in English) standards from 
July, 1941. Evening classes teaching LA. standard were opened in 1943. 
In 1915, it received affiliation to B.C’om, standard and I, be. classes teaching 

Piiysics. (.'heinistry and Bio!<gy wore opened in 191G. The college received 

l.Sc*. affiliation in Botany and in lb A. honours in Economics and Bengali 
in 194^. Affiliation for teaching Tali u}> to B.A. standard was obtained 
m 1951.

Short Histonj of its Establish went and Development 

Tlie 'Muralidhar Girls’ Colle^rc has passed ten years of its useful existence. 
The Collet:c uhen it ^Yas opened on the 8th of July, 1940 as an annexe 
to the Ballygun^fo Girls’ Hi^h School founded hy late Muralidhar Banerji, 
M.A. was a modest venture. Unfortunately, he did not survive 
to see the fulfilment of his dream. The Managing Committee 
of the School at the time and some resident Professors of the 
locality took the cue from him and introduced two junior college 
classes to the School with the permission of the Inspectress of 
Schools, on the stipulation that the accounts of the School and these classes 
should h(' kc[)t strictly sepaiate and th.at, on no account tlie funds of the 
School should he diverted for the maintenance of these classes, fi’he 
Professors volunteered to rendm* iionorarv scrvic('s to the college classes 
/some with a token honorarium and a few without any emolument wltat- 
soever) and the local }>ul>li(' came hu'ward with subscriptions to meet the 
essential expenses, rather small at that initial stage, for contingencies, 
clerical and lowe?- siihordinate staO' and for payment of the honoraria. This 
made abundantly clear tliO ku'cn interest of the residents in the opening 
of the ckisses for whicli then' was a genuine demand. The classes were 
held in the School premises in tlu' morning. Xo afiiliation to the Calcutta 
Fniversity was sought at that experimental stage. Admissions in the first 
two years raised high hopes and two senior classes, the third and fourth 
years, were added to the two junior classes on the same plan in the second 
year. All hopes, however, were shattered at the end of the second year by 
the Japanese bomb-scare which depleted the college of all but half a dozen 
pupils, and the college had a precarious existence for the next thre<? years. 
Principal X”, Sastri who was authorised to carry on as long as he could 
with practically no finance and with depleted roll strength held on tona- 
oiously and with the help of a couple of vrdunteer educationists fall other 
lecturers having left the station) attended to the proper coaching of the 
few pupils that were left md was amply rewarded by their satisfactory 
results at the Examinations. In 1911, there was a wid(' awakening amongst 
the local public to save the (ollegt' from extinction, and many persons 
came forward actively to rehalulitate the Institution. 

Donations were collected chiefly to create a reserve fund of Bs. 11,000 
for the college and to meet deficits of maintenance at th(‘ initial stage. 
The target of Bs. 11.000 for the reserve fund was reached. But the 
University Inspector of Colleges wanted to have a reserve fund of Bs. 15,000 
as the minimum. This was arrang(‘d for arid in 1915 the college was affi- 
liated to the Calcutta UnivcTsity to the I. A. Standard, 

The land-owner was persuaded to raise a third-sforey on the school 
building for the college and day classes were opened instead of tho morning 
classes. 

In 1946, Sj. Sohhamay Banerji, son of the founder of the School, 
donated Rs. 10,000 to the conihined Institution wliich was named after his 
father the late ITofessor Muralidhar Banerji. I^'ho loan of Ks. 4,000 pre- 
viously raised was repaid and the })alan<-c of B.s. 6,000 was distributed 
equally between the School and the college sections. 

In 1948-49, the college was affiliated to the B.A. (Pass) standard. 

Additional lecturers were appointed in subjects where there had nol 
been more than one lecturer, to teach these senior classes, and there was 
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II giucliiul sepaialiou froiu the School by having a separate Governing Body 
control ling its affairs 

Building 

The college is housed in the School Building with necessary additions 
to suit its requirements as outlined above. The authorities propose to 
have a separalc building for the college as early as possible. 

Laboratory 

There is a Botanical Laboratory wdiich is well provided with appliances, 
specimens and charts. 

Library 

The college has a good library to wdiich additions are being made. 

Hostel 

There is no arrangement for residence of students. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

d’hcre is a Students’ I^nion with the Principal as Ex-officio President. 
rnd(*r it, there is a debating society which holds at least two debates in 

a year. There is again a literary society with a Secretary, who is also the 
Kflitor of the coru“ic magazine, whicl. is published once every year with 
contribution of articles and poems mostly from students. Social functions 
are held, e.g., the Freshers’ social, the autumn social and the winter social. 

Birthday celebrations of great Litterateurs, e,g., of Rabindranath Tagore, 

of Sarati'bnmlra C’hatterji and others are held from time to time. Lectures 
of*repiiled educationists or literary men or women, or other specialist are 

arranged, hhhicative lilms are shown to the students every year bv the 

British rnformation Service. Shakespearian and other classical dramas are 
somet iriit's shown by (Mher private parties with projectors in the college 

hall at a small cost from tlu' Students’ Fund supplemented by sale of tickets 
i)f \cry moderate value. Musical entertainments are provided from time to 
tinit' by tlu' Hengal Musi(' college with the seasonal songs of Rabindranath. 
Tlicn* is a sports section but owing to the want of a spacious field, only

students. An annua] sport is held every year and prizes are given away.

S^iort History of its Establishment and Development 

liamajianda College was eslablishecl in 1945 to commemorate the sacred 
memory of the great well-known journalist and litterateur Late Ramananda 
Chatterjee. 

Tile college owes its fonridation to several public-spirited gentlemen 
who came forward with liberal donations. Sri R, N. Chakrabarty, a mer- 
chant of the locality took th(‘. initiative and made a gilt of Bs. 25,000 for 
starting the college, d’he celebrated Kolay family of Bishnupur promised 
full contribution for the construction and installation of the Science Section 
of the college and contributed Ks. 85,000. Sri A. K. Bhattacharyya, Engi- 
neer, a scion of Bishmi{>iir ['Jhatl acharyya family, promised to donate 
Bs. 20,090 out of wdiich Hs. 10,000 has been paid. Many other contributions 
from other people were received. The Government of West Bengal have 
sanctioned Its. 80,000 lor tlie construction of the buildings, out of which 
Ks. 69,504. has been received. 

Tn the tirst year of its existence Sri B. N. Chakrabarty lent bis resi- 
dential ciiiarlers and the l.A. classes were started in 1945. In 1946, I. Sc. 
and B.A. classes were oj>en<‘d and the (*ollege shifted to its new buildings 
under construction, d'lu* organisers of the college also intend to start I.&. 
in Agriculture in the near future. 

Buildings 

I he cnllcge has now got its artistically designed massive building on 
an extensive plot of 80 bighas \]\ ;irea. '.rht* site of the college is really 
beautiful. Hcing sitnaicd on tlu' W'est.-rn luuik of a very big lake, 
Lalbaiulli and surrounded by exquisitely beautiful natural scenery of forests, 
ramparts and ancient ruins of the Malta Bajas of Bishnupur, it presents 
a pictures(jue site winch is f>erhaps ran' in the whole of West Bengal. 

Laboratories 

The Science Laboratories have been accommodated in a well-lighted 
and well- ventilated wing of the coUge building. 

Library 

The Library has a good collection of books and the Beading Boom is 
provided with many journals and newspapers. 

Hostel 

There is a big Hostel building attached to the college with accom- 
modation for 100 students. It is under the supervision of a resident Warden 
and a visiting Superintendent. There are arrangements for the Physical 
Exercise of the boarders and also for indoor and outdoor games. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

P<articular care is taken to build up the character of the students, to 
inspire them with a love for religion and morality and to make them fit 
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for the battle of life. An organization known as “ Eamananda College 
Information Bureau for Current Affairs ” has been started and it has been 
placed in charge of a Professor. Under its auspices popular lectures have 
been delivered to the students on different current topics, thereby stimulat- 
ing the students’ interest in the current affairs of the world. It supplies 
information to the students regarding various services under the state and 
Central Governments and admission to professional courses. 

There is a Debating ScKuety in charge of a Prof'essor and debates are 
held at regular intervals on current topics. 

Annually a social gathering is held under the auspices of the College 
Union. Dramatic performances, musical demonstrations, recitals, cari- 
catures and variety entertainment programmes are the features of the social 
gathering. 

On significant occasions, such as 15th August, 26th January, etc., the 
students in co-operation with the Professors apply themselves to social wel- 
fare w’ork, planting of trees in the college compound during Bonmohotsav 
and similar other works. On emergent occasions students form Volunteer 
squads to organize voluntary social service to the distressed, such as, the 
refugees coming from East Bengal and others. 

There is a College Magazine. One annual number is published, con- 
taining articles of all types — poems, critical essays, short stories, economic, 
politicaf and scientific treatises in additioji to editorials and news regarding 
different departments of the college. Besides a student editor and an 
editorial board a Professor is in charge of the magazine. 

The college has a Common Boom for students with arrangements for 
indoor games, such as. Carom, Bagatelle, etc. 

The total number of the students of the college have been divided into 
several groups, each under a IVoh'ssor who takes keen interest in the 
moral, intellectual and physical improvement of the students allotted to 
his group. He watches their conduct both inside and outside of the classes. 

A Professor is in <-harge of the sports department of the college. He 
organises various ganies among tlu' students. The eoll('g(' has a complete 
football team, volley team, cricket team and badminton team. Begular 
practice games arc conducted o/i the c(dlege ground and plenty of oppor- 
tmiiries are given for part icipat ion in lournaments*. Facilities are offered 
to the students for physical ('\ercisc in a w ell- 0 (tuippe<l local gymnasium 
which is in charge of a Professor. Annua) sports cornpelition open to all 
stiukuits of the college are a’so field and prizes awarded.

Short History oj its Establishment and Development 

The college owes its foundation to the piety, public-spirit and muni- 
ficence of the members of Jaijmria family of Calcutta, who, after the death 
of Late Seth Anandram Jaipuria, a leading industrialist of his time, decided 
to establish a first grade we’l-eijuipped college as a suitable memorial to 
their public-spirited and religious minded ancestor. For the venue of the 
college, they were advised to choose the populous northern part of Calcutta 
as being comparatively backward from the point of view of facilities for 
higher education. An extensive plot of land in quiet, pleasant surround- 
ings near the crossing of Central Avenue and Grey Stioet was selected for 
the site of the institution and the college was set up in June, 1915 at a cost 
of nearly five lacs of rupees. The formal opening ceremony was performed 
in December, 1945 by the present Friinc Minister of India, Fandil Jawaharlal 
Nehru, The expenses of running the college are borne by the Jaipuria 
family. 

The institution is open to stiuhmts of all communities, irrespective of 
caste and creed. It is aliiliated to the Calcutta Cnivtusity lor imparting 
instruction in I.A., 13. A. (I’ass and Honours), and 13. Com. courses. The 
number of students is limited. The aim is to provide a sound cultural 
and commercial education in an atmosphere of trust, understanding and 
sympathy, based on close peisonal association of teachers and students and 
attention to the students' individual needs. 

It has been decided to expand the scope of service of the college by 
opening Science classes in Thysics, Chemistry and Biology from July, 1952. 
Application has l>een already made to the University for extension of alh na- 
tion in Science courses. 


Buildings 

The college is housed in commodious buildings on a big plot of land 
with beautiful, well-!aid-out lawns, llower gardens and courtyards within 
the compound. The central l)loc consists of a magniiifent hall whicli pro- 
vides excellent opportunities for literary and social gatherings, extension 
lectures, debates, dramatic performances and other extra-curricular activities 
of students. 


Library 

The college possesses a fine, well-stocked library. 

Hostel 

There is no arrangement at pre.sent for the residence of students. 

Ext ra-currtcular Activities 

A good number of students join the N.C.C. every year. Cadets from 
the college belong to the 1st Bengal Batalion of the N.C.C’. 

There are arrangements for games and physical culture under the 
direction of a professor m charge and trained physical Instructor. Ih'ovision 
has been made for volley ba’U badminton, tabic tenni.s, boxing and gym- 
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nasties within the college compound. In the gymnasium instruction in 
callisthenics is given by a trained physical culturist. 

The corporate life of the students centres round the College Union 
and its various sections. All students of the college are members of the 
Union. Tlie ITnion seeks to develop a sense of corporate life among its 
members and to train them for their duties and responsibilities as future 
members of a free, democratic society. It arranges social and literary 
functions, athletic activities and sports-meets, dramatic functions, college 
festiviti(*s, etc., and organises social service work. Debating Society, sports 
and games society, dramatic society — each of these is conducted by the 
studc.nts under ihc guidance of a Professor. 

A college magazine is published every year. It has three sections 
(English, Bengali and Hindi) and is conducted by students under the 
guidance of a Professor.

They are intended 
to h(’lp except ionallv mcritormijs students of poor means in prosecuting 
studies. 

These scholarships are awarded on the recommendation of the college 
authorities. Awards are not made without high first division marks. 

Award of scholarships may be suspended if applicants are not found to 
possess, in the opinion of the a\ithorit ies. sufficient merit. 

Tdbcral concessions are granted to poor and deserving students, subject 
to good conduct and satisfactory progress in studies.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

At a public meeting held on the 7th January, 1946 under the presidency 
of the then District Magistrate Mr. B. G. Rao, I.C.S. it was unanimously 
resolved tliat a Girls’ College 1)0 established at Berhampore and subscription 
be raised for the purpose. In that very meeting was announced the hand- 
some tlonatioii of Rs. 50,000 from Sri Surendra Narayan Sinha. Other 
donors followed suit and by the time the college was opened in July, 
194(j, (lie donation mounted to ovcjr a lakh and a half which subsequently 
rose to a lakh and eighty thousand. Out of this amount one lakh of rupees 
was s('t apart as a Trust Fund to form the icserve fund. 

The college was housed in a building of Raja Kamalaranjan Ray \vhich 
was juado ready for the use of tin college from the college funds. The 
elforts of Mr. Ih G. Rao and his worthy consort IMrs. Arniya Rao, M.A. 
(Cal. and Oxen.) and Dip. -in ltd. fOxon..i resulted in placing the college 
on an ecjual footing with the old established institutions in less than a 
year’s time. 

The I’nivcrsity of Calcutta granted affiliation to the college up to 
LA. standard in 19Jf3. It was ilu*n affiliated up to the B.A. Standard. 
.M'liliation of I. Sc. classes was reeadved in 1951 and affiliation in Honours 
in History, Philosophy, Sanskrit and Bengali was also received. 

'The colleg(‘ was opened with only 80 students but the present numerical 
stiauigth is 1*28. The college, lias purchased its own biiilding at a cost of 
Rs. 1,25,000 inclufling a building grant of Rs. 50,000 sanctioned by Govern- 
ment. A separate Government grant has also been received for the 
construction of a college building un a separate plot of land by taking 
S('t11ement from the Khas Mahal. The college lias been declared as a 
sponsored college and is getting grants from Government regularly. 

Building 

'Phe ('ollcge is located in a nice and well equipped building in the centre 
of the town, with open lawn in the cast and tlie river Bhagirathi in the west. 
A n(‘W building is under «-(>ns: ruci ion anil the college will be shifted as 
soon as tlu; const nuU ion is complcl(‘<l. The new' building will also be a 
big and commodiou.s one and it is being erected according to the plan approved 
by Govei-nmeni and under close suptu'vision of the Executive Engineer, 
\\'orks and Building, .\ecessary sanitary arrangements have been made 
and the building is being constructed in a spacious open field.

The Library is well stocked and is being properly used by the students. 

Hostel 

The hostel is housed in a two-storeyed building attached to the college 
building and has wndl-liglitcd and airy rooms. It has got the advantage 
of taj) and tubewxdl water, adjoining playground, flower garden, pucca 
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drain with nice sanitary arrangements. It is under direct supervision of 
the Lady Principal assisted by a Matron and a Professor in charge. It 
is situated within the Cantonment ward of the Municipality.

SHiort History of its Establishment and Development 

The absence of a colle^^e in the Tdmlnk S^ub-Division had long beer 
keenly felt. Most of the Matricnlates of the Sub-Division had to give up 
higher studies due to prohibitive cost of education in the metropolis and 
other urban seats of learning. To obviate these dithciilties and also in 
order to guard the unsophisticated mufussil boys against the baneful influ- 
ence of big cities, the proprietors of the Mahishadal Raj Estate, who have 
been the pioneers of English Kdneation in this part of W(\st Bengal, decided 
to start a college at Mahishadal. A Committee was formed with Kumar 
Deba Prasad Garga Bahadtir as its President to take the necessary steps. 
In 1945 the Committee applied to the Calcutta Thiiversity for affiliation up 
to the I. A. standard. Affiliation being granted, the college w'as started 
in 1946 and the classes were at first held in the Mahishadal Baj H. E. 
School. His Excellency Sir Frederick John Burrows, Governor of Bengal, 
laid the foundation stone of the ^Tahishadal Baj College building and the 
magnificeni; building was er.'cted at an expenditure of Bs. 1.40,000 by the 
Mahishadal Baj. It was opened by His Excellency Dr. K. N. Katju, 
Governor ol' Most Bengal on January 3, ]949. The college was granted 
extension of affiliation in Commercial subjects to the l.A. standard in 1948. 
It also obtained affiliation to the B.A. standard in the same year. 

The Proprietors of the ]\rahishndal Baj Instate made a donation of 
Ks. 25,tXK} in 1946 when the college was first started. They are maintain- 
ing the college in a high standanl of efficiency and are ungrudgingly 
bearing all deficite. 

Special stress is given to foster a spirit of discipline among the students 
who are re(]uired to conform to the rules and (liscipliru' of the college. 
Mahishadal Baj College exf)ccts everv student to beceme a perfect gentle- 
man in manners and conduct. 

Idle college has been trying to radiate the light of knowledge among 
a rural people who had for a long time nunained stc'Oped in darkness and 
ignorance. To help this noble cauS(; fbe Ihoprictors o'* the Mahishadal 
iLaj Estate have been making larg*- grants to this Institution from the 
very beginning. Becently the Ediiention Diroctorah' of the Go\ernmenl of 
West Bengal have extended th<-ir lielping hand to the college by sanctioning 
maintenance grants for it.

Members and workers of this cultural society are mostly students and ex 
students and also teacluTs of the educational institutions of the jdace. The 
club arranges meetings in which (he iVofessors and 8ludent.s of the college 
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read Essays, Poems, etc., composed by them; this is followed by discussions. 
Occasionally recitation, songs and other entertainments are arranged by 
students of the college on the eve of the long vacations. Sometimes 
dramas and playlets written by renowned dramatists are staged under the 
auspices of the Mahishadal Raj College Students* Union. In times of epi- 
demic students take part in humanitarian activities in collaboration with 
the sanitary staff of the District Board. 

Excursions to places of historical and industrial importance are also 
arranged under the leadership of a Professor of the college.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This institution was started in 1946, by late Panchanan Chongdar 
with a magnificent donation of rupees one lakh at Anita, the centre of the 
District of Howrah, in co-operation with some other distinguished gentle- 
men of the district, with the object of meeting local demand and rendering 
useful s(‘,rvices by bringing higher education within the easy reach of 
the rural people who have hardly any means to atTord collegiate education 
to their sons in costly towns. The college has been named after his late 
lamented father Bam Saday Chongdar. 

He made a free gift of the whole college compound with three buildings 
and a tank. Recently a two-storied Scieru'c Block has been constructed at 
a cost of over Rs. 1,04,500 under the Dispersal Bchcrae. The founder had 
to pay before han<l nearly one-third of the total cost of the Science Block. 
The laboratories have been removed to the new Science Block, For the 
purpose of the college hostel he also made a gift of a plot of land measuring 
about six bighas having three pucca buildings with tiled roof and a tube- well. 

The college secured afhliations to the I. Sc. and B.A. standards from the 
commencement of the session 1919-50 and the Roll strength is steadily 
increasing every year. 


Buildings 

There are four buildings within the college compound including the 
recently constituted Science Block. It is a decent two-storied structure on 
the edge of a vast and extensive paddy field that merges with the distant 
horizon. The view is very pleasing. 


Laboratories 

The Physical, Chemical and Biological laboratories are well-equipped 
and it is proposed to provide them with gas and water plants shortly. 

Libra ry 

The college Library possesses a free gift of over two thousand valuable 
books from the late Manmathanath Ray, M.A.. LL.B., the first President 
of the Governing Body. 


Hostel 

The college Hostel consists of three blocks surrounded by palm and 
cocoanut trees. It stands just beneath the Damodar embankment and 
presents a magnificent view. There is no seat. Medical advice is rendered 
free. 


Extra curricular Activities 

The students participate in various kinds of games, such as football,

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Chfiruchandra College was established on the 1st October, 1947 after 
the name of the late lamented Desakarmi Dr. Charuchandra Chatterjee by 
the members of his family with a generous donaoioo of Rs. 70,000, the most 
enthusiastic among them being Sri Devaprasad Chatterjee, the Secretary 
and Sri Kuraudchandra Chatterjee, the treasurer of the College. Amoogst 
other organisers of the College were Professor H. D. Bhattacharyya, Dr. S. 
N. Ray of Dacca University and Professor B. C. Mukherjee of Jagannath 
College, Dacca. The College aims at the physical, moral, social and cultural 
development of the students. It is also a centre for the diffusion of knowledge 
and culture in South Calcutta. Since its inception the College has been 
allowing co-education and since July, 1951 a separate morniag section 
has been opened exclusively for girls. It provides instruction in Arts, 
Science and Commerce. The I. A. course was opened in 1947, and the 
number of students on the rolls was only 6S. Next year the B.A. classes 
with Honours in English and Bengali were opened, and in July, 1951 the 
College was affiliated in Economics Honours. In 1948 the College was 
affiliated in I. Sc. with Chemistry, Physics, Mathematics and Biology, and 
in B.Cora. with Advanced Accountancy aud Auditing and Banking and 
Currency as optional subjects. 

The College is located in an area in South Calcutta where educated 
and cultured people resile. Its roll strength was 997 on Ist of January, 
1952. 

The general control and altninistration of the C iHege in all its departments

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The college has grown out of Bhabani Balika Vidyalaya — a Secondary 
School for girls at Amritalal Mukerjeo Lane, Shibpur, Howrah. Inter- 
mediate classes were opened in the school premises in 1947-48, with the 
approval of the University, and the classes were held ia the morning.

The Gobardanga Hindu College was founded in 1947 in the wake of 
the partition of Bengal.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The Women’s Christian College was started in July, 1945 with a small 
number of students in the Ist-year I. A. Class. Gradually 2nd, 3rd and 
4th-year classes were added and the number of students went up to 200. 
All the Arts sul)jecls are taught except Mathematics — with Honours in 
Bengali. Elforts are being made to seek extension of affiliation in other 
Honours subjects also. 

This college is open to stiidcnts of all communities without distinction 
of caste or creed. 

The discipline and tone of the college has always been very good. Its 
financial position is sound. The members of the staff enjoy the benefit of 
Brovident hhind and Dearness Allowance and have been put in a graded 
scale of pay. 

Arrangements have been made for regular medical aid to the students 
and the students are under regular supervision of an experienced Medical 
Officer. 

The distinctive feature of the college is to have a very limited Roll 
Number so that the staff and students may come in close contact with each 
other and have a higli moral standard in life, through education in all its 
bearings.

It has drawn the major portion of the grant as advance 
and the entire amount sanctioned as Rian.

First Affiliation. 1947 

Short History of its Estabiishmcnt and Develovment 

Basirhat is a Municipal town and it is the head quarters of the Basirhat 
Sub-division. It is situated 36 miles to the east of Calcutta, accessible 
therefrom by bus and train. There are two High English Schools for boys 
and one for girls in the town proper, besides two others within the 
Municipal limit. There are 40 High English Schools in the Sub-division. 
Considerable number of Matriculates turn out every year from these Schools, 
wdio fail to gain admission into the Calcutta Colleges. With a view to 

giving relief to these students and to bring higher education within their 
easy reach it was decided at a public meeting held under the auspices of 
Basirhat Sammilani in April, 1945 to start a college at Basirhat. 
Dilferent organisation Committees were formed in Calcutta and at Basirhat 
to rais(' subscripiions fr)r the college fund, and a considerable amount was 
raised but tlu^ funds raised fell short of the minimum then required by 

the University for affiliation. Subsequently on account of the partition of 

Bengal eircumsiances changed and there was a great influx of students 

from Fast Bengal in 1947. The Organisation Committee then made a fresh 
att<mij)l for raising funds and getting affiliation. The collegf’ was fonu'^tlv 
oji' ficl on tli(^ Ibtfi Xovemher, 1917, by Sri R. K. Mitra, I.C.S., the then 
District Magistrate, 24-Parganas, at the Basirhat H. E. School. 

A ! hu'w ards iIk' colh'ge liegan lo funeiion in morning shift at the Basirhat 
JL K. School with a band of distinguished Professors. The difficulty of 
li dding morning (ilasses was gradually felt and with the kind permission 
of thi' Municipal nut ies the eollegt^ was shifted to the Town Hall in 
January, 1918, when formal affiliation was obtained with permission to 
[Hr, -cut candidates for tlu‘ I. A. Examination in 1949.

Short History of its Establishniejit and Development 

In consideration of the economic prublein of the country and in 
consideration of disadvantages and difficulties of educating students in 
Calcutta or elsewhere it was keenly felt tlial at least a Second Grade 
College was absolutely necessary at Katwa. The people of Katwa with a 
mind to establish a college in the town approached the University for 
affiliation of a college there from July, 1948. Tlie local K. D. Institution 
lent portions of its building for housing the college for four years. The 
then Director of Public Instruction Sri S. Datta was pleased to include 
this collego in t}i(> Dispersal Sclmne of th* (lovernment. Grants for 
building and furniture and equipment were snnctioiu'd. 

Building 

The college consists of two buildings and has a large compound. (1) 
TIku'c is the main Science building wherein are housed the Library, the 
Professors’ room, the laboratfudes of Physics and Chemistry and a lecture 
hall. This portion was constructed with Govtuaiment grant under the 
Dispersal Sclu'me. (2) The other building consists of four rooms for Arts 
classes. The college i)flic(‘ is accommodaied in a separate block in this 
building. 


Laboratories 

There are well-equipped laboratories for Physics, Chemistry and 
Biology, suffici('nt to meet the requirements of I. A. and I. Sc. students. 
They contain up-to-date apparatus and a fairly large stock of contingencies 
for comluciing exi^erinuuns and pra(dical work. The college has a Gas 
Plant. The laboratories of Phy.sics and Chemistry have been enriched 
with Government grant under the Dispersal Scheme. In each of the 
Physical and Chemical laboratories 18 students can work in a highly 
satisfactory manntr whereas in the Piology laboratory 14 students can 
work at a time. 


Hostels 

There are two hostels accommodating 53 boarders. These hostels are 
under the personal supervision of two Professor- Superintendents.

The college, library is fairly stocked with up-to-date books. There are 
at present about 2,000 books. ‘^The library is managed by two assistants 
under the supeiwision of a Profcssor-in-charge.

The college was ostablishod at the initiation of Sri Haripada Ghosal 
with the active help of Sri Giirudas Goswami, the then Sub-Divisional 
Officer of Uluberia, with public subscriptions varying from Rs. 5,000 to 
annas four. Principal Amiyakuinar Sen of the City College, whose advice 
and guidance have been of immense value since the inception of the college 
to liie pn'sent time, is its patron and well-wisher. At last affiliation wag 
secured for Intermediate Examination in Arts only. From the very 
beginning the college held its classes in its own building, consisting of five 
rooms, with brick uall.^ and <'.i. rrtof'Ug. Another building consisting of 
two small rooms and one big hall, constructed by the defunct Union Boards 
Association, was requisitioned for library, office and general lecture purposes. 

When the college' was included in the Dispersal Scheme in 1950, the 
Government gave a grant of Rs. 19.000 for the teaching of the Intermediate 
courst* in Sciemet'. The science l)lock was constructed at a cost of Rs. 14,000 
and furniture and science ai)paratus were purchased to the extent of 
Rs. 35,000 only. Tn that year the University granted affiliation in 
Intermediate in Science in the subjects of Mathematics, Physics and 
Cluunistry. The college, inspite of many handicaps, has been making a 
steady progress and the time is not far distant when it will be able to take 
up the teaching of the degree course.

Short History of its Establishment and Develapment 

The growing needs for higher education amongst the people of Diaoaond 
Harbour Sub-Division, the increased educational expenses at Calcutta, the 
difl&culty which the students of ibis Sub-Division had to experience in securing 
admission in the hostels ol Calcutta Colleges together with the pernicious evil 
effects of the din and bustle of the big towns specially during recent years made 
the people of Diamond Harbour conscious of the situation and they thought of 
removing the want of a College ai. iheir own place which is at once healthy and 
cheap. The idea originated as early as in 1925, but it was given up due to 
lack of public support. A similar pioposal made before the University of 
Calcutta in March, ]948, was ultimately abandoned on account of the 
inability of the promoters to collect the re<iuisite funds for the purpose. On 
the 22nd June, 1918, Sri Jagadisbchandra Haider, a local businessman 
generously offered a donation of Rs. lo,00'J for the Reserve Fund and Rs. 15,000, 
for the Working Fund of the College provided it was named after his father, 
Fakir Chand Haider. The authorities of the Diamond Harbour H. E. School 
alio agreed tu lend to the College the use of the school buildings provided the 
College classes were held in the morning. The application for affiliation 
though made late in the year was very promptly considered and ultimately 
granted with effect from the beginning of the session, 1918-1949. The College 
was formally opened on the 27ih August, 1918, by Sri Charuehandra Bhandari, 
an ex-minister of vVc'-u Bengal Government.

The college was established in the year 194<8 by the untiring perseverance 
and efforts of some of the patri 'tie persons of the locality most notable of whom 
are Dr. Kadhakiishna Pal, Dr. Hansankar Mukherjee and Sj. Satyakinkar 
Mondal. The college is situated on the bank of the river Darakeswar having 
an approximate area of 16 bighas of land donated by some local persons - 
College classes and Hostel were started in the buildings temporarily donated 
for the purpose by the Addy family of Arambagh and Mr Phakirchandra Pal, a 
leading pleader of Arambagh. The college classes and Hostel have now been 
transferred to the new house built for the purpose. The College roomst 
Laboratory and Library have been built by public donations and subscriptions 
and Government aid. The number of students being small, there is a monthly 
deficit of more than a thous^and rupees for meeting establishment charges and 
contingencies which is also met from public donations and subscriptions.

Short Historic of its Establishment and Development 

Before partition of August, 1947 there was only one college in the whole 
district of Dinajpur. But the district itself was parti'ioned; tw )-third3 went to 
Pakistan and one-third tvo India Th- pr-^vioiis col’ego fell within Pakistan. 
So this part of the district was then without any college. Raiganj being 
conveniently connected by Kail ways with Pakistan, many displaced persons 
settled here and thus the place •'rew up into a good Sub-diviaional town and an 
Intermediate college was established here with (he strenuous efforts of the 
generous public and the tlien authorities of the place. In the first year of its 
affiliation the college was fonunite to get a Government grant of Ks. 500 
through the University and Us. I. ‘250 from the Director of Public Instruction, 
West Bengal. More than 60% of the students being refugees the college in the 
second year of i^s affiliation got a loan gnni of Us. 4100) frooi the Education 
Officer (Relief and Reh ibiliiation) for the c iristriMrion of a parr, of its own 
building; in the same year thi college also got Gov'^rnmont grants of Rs. ‘2 400 
from the Director of Public Instruction, and Us. 501 f -om the University. In 
the third year also the college got Rs 3.0 ) ) from the Director of Public Instuc- 
tion. With these amounts the college has now gut its own building in part, 
and has improved to some e.Ktent the condition of its Library. It requires 
further help from the Governm^r.U for its further improvement and develop- 
ment. 

Building 

With the htd[) of the grants menti('ned above the college has completed only 
4 rooms on a plot of land situated outside the din and bustle of tin' town hut 
not very far from it. 

Library 

The condition of the Library has f>een improved recently. 

Hostel 

There is a College Hostel with accounmoda’ ion for 20 studenti.

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12 per month for two years ; a stipend of Rs. 16 per month from the 
Government and a Refugee stipend of Rs. 30 per month from the 
Education OfiScer, Relief and Rehabilitation, for two years were also awarded. 
Besides, one scheduled cast student got a stipend of Rs. 10 per month for one 
year and three echedtiled caste students also tfot lump sum stipends, one for 
examination fees and two for purchase of books. 

In 1951*62 two refugee students got stipends of Rs. 20 each per month for 
one year.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Tamralipta was a great centre of loaroing and culture in the ancient times, 
and naturally enough with the dawn of freedom in India, for the attainment of 
which Tamluk played no binali part with untold sulTerini:!s and sacrifices, the 
people of the sub-di'vision were inspired with the idea of regaining their ancient 
greatness m modern shape. This Mahabidyalaya was, therefore, started to 
remove a long-felt want in this part of the State of West Bengal by affording 
facilities to both boys and girls to have post-mal riculation education at 
one-half of the expenses at Calcutt a or other big towns. 

Although started with public enterprise and assistance, the college has all 
along enjoyed Government support, The West Bengal Government gave abciib 
a lac of rupees fur the construction of a separate Science Block wdth necessary 
equipments which has already been completed. 

There are separate arrangements for the teaching of girl students in the 
morning. 

Building 

The college is situated in picture-;(jue surroundings by the side of the river 
Kupnarayan, in a calm and quiet part of rhs town, best suited for educational 
purposes There is one two-storeyed building with Principal’s quarters and 
Girls’ Hoslel attached, containing, besides class rooms, rooms for the Principal, 
and the lecturers, the library, Boys’ Common lioom and c<>llege OiTici-. Tliere are 
two C. I- roofed halls, one with pacca walls and floor and the other mud- 
walled, used as !ect'ire-halls. There i-: a separate Science Block, erreted under 
the Dispersal Scherrje, including a leeture-hall, Physics Laboratory, Chemistry 
Laboratory , etc. A Biology Laboratory Hoorn also has been constructed on the 
Ist floor of this Block with State aid and donations from the public 

Laboratories 

The Laboratorie.s for PhyicM, Ch-mitry and Biology are well-erpiippod and 
are housed in the Science Block. 

Library 

There is a College Library. 

Hostel 

There are two hostels for hoys and one for girls having an accommodation 
of 108 students. The hostels have been placed under llio charge of resident 
Professor Superintendents who always help the students in developing corporate 
life. PTOviBion baa be.n n ade for a reprenentative library, daily newspopers 
and Free Reading rooms for students residing in the hostels. Hostel No. 1 
has also been furnished with equipments for physical exercise and a radio 
set for the benefit of the students. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

Special attention is being paid to the physical development of boys both 
in the college and in the hostels. Yogabyayam is being practised in the hostels 
and boys are taking keen interest in games, Hpecially foot-ball ; they join local 
tournaments and participate in the Annual sports celebrated every year under 
the auspices of the college. 
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Extra-mural activities of the college have already made the insbitutioa 
conspicuous in the locality. Staff and the sbudeots celebrate every year the 
birthday anoiversarios of great sons of Mother India like Rabindranath, 
Sri Arabinda and others as also the Republic Day, Sripanchami, etc., in a 
befitting manner with meetings, recitations, d»*amatic performances and other 
social entertainments. College Students’ Union always take a prominent p irt 
in them and publish the College Magazine.

The population of Balurghat thus abruptly 
increased from 5,000 to 25.000. The old inhabitants of the place and the 
refugees found it necessary to start an Arts College in the locality 1948. 
The Science classes were started in the year 1950 under the Dispersal bcheine 
of West Bengal Government with an efficient staff.

First Affiliation, 194S 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The College Department of Shibpur Dinabundhoo Institution was founded 
in 1948. Inspired by Dr. Mahendralal Sarkar, the illustrious Dinobundhoo 
Mukherjee started Science classes with a well-furnished Laboratory as 
early as in 1918 in the scliool section of Uiis institution. True to the tradi- 
tion created by Late Dinobundhoo Mukherjee, the Managing Com in it tee 
decided to start classes as early as possible for giving the students of Shil)pur 
Dinobundhoo Institiicion higher education generally and particularly in 
Science. The President of the Managing Committee, Prof. Bojoykrishna 
Bhattacharyya, suggested to the Committee on the Ist December, 1947 that 
Intermediate classes be started in the buildings of the school from tlie next 
year. Accordingly, application for affiliation up to the Intermediate standard 
in Arts and Science was submitted to the University. 

Affiliation was recommended by the University with elfcrt from 194S-49 
and w'as duly sanctioned by Governmeut in July, lt)18. The college w:i8 
founded on the 16th August, 1948, with a separate Governing B(;dy. The 
fiist bat^'h of students from this college appeared in the IiiTermediato 
Examinations in 19o(}. In lt)49*o0 the c.dlege was favoured with affiliation 
up to the B-A. and B.Com. standards. 

The results of I. A, and I. Sc. candidates from this college in 1950 and 
1951 and of B.Com examinees in 1951, iiave been very satisfactory. Another 
gratifying feature is that most of the students reading in this college improved 
upon their Matriculation results in the Intermediate Examinations. The 
Education Minister referred to this when he remarked on the Foun latioii 
Day Celebrations in 1951 that the college had “discovered the art of trans- 
forming lead into silver and silver into gold“. 

The facilities for practical work m the laboratory and theoretical ins- 
tructions in the class room are being appreciated more and more. T 
college has, however, much leeway tu make up, and it is felt that library 
and common room facilities, provision for games and sports, excursions, etc. 
have to be more liberally piovided for.

Sripat Singh Dugar. a mulU-miilionaire landlord of Jiaganj Ja the district 
of Murshidabad, made a princely gift of bis palatial building and a donation of 
seventy five thousand rupees for establishing a college and a Second Orade 
College was founded at Jiaganj in 1949. The College was named after Sripat 
Singh Dugar and started imparting instruction, both in Arts and Science. 

Sripat Singh Dugar made a further donation of thirty thousand rupees and 
during 1951-52, tho institution was raised to the status of a first grade college 
with affiliation upto the B.A. pass standard. 

Building 

The college building is a magnificent two-storeyed structure with a garden of 
“flowers attached to it. The front-view of the building reminds one of the 
grandeur that was Murshidabad in the good old days. The Sripat Singh 
Uollegc Post Office is also housed in the college building which is surrounded 
on all sides by a strong compound wall fifteen feet high. 

Laboratories 

The vScience laboratories are well-equipped. 

Library 

The Library is well stocked and additions to it are being made. 

Hostels 

Separate hostels for Hindu and Mu.slirn students have been provided. The 
situations of the buildings are excellent. Far from the madding crowd they 
are ideal retreats for students. The host*:^! charges are moderate. The, college 
spends rupees ten only per month for each student so as to defray his sedt-rent 
^nd establishment charges. The hostel students have their own arrangemeut.s 
for games and gymnastics. They also subscribe to daily newspapers. 

Extra curricular Activities 

The college offers ample scope for extra-curricular activities. Socials and 
debates and cultural functions of the kind are periodically held in the college.. 
There is provision for both indoor and outdoor games. Newspapers and 
journals are liberally sub.scribed for use in the .srudents’ common room. A 
dramatic society to stage Bengali and English and if possible, Sanskrit 
plays is under contemplation.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Greatly concerned with the growing unemployment of ecucaL?d young men 

well as the scarcity of food and cloth, the University of Calcutta started a 
certificate course in Agriculture at Barrackpore. in 1939, with the object of 
directing the attention of these youiigmen to improved agriculture and life in 
rural ar'^as. The minimum qualification f«)r entry into this course, though 
originally determined as l.Sc. was later reduced to ihe Matriculation standard. 

But the country’s social and econormc diflicultics and growing food shortage 
made the University feel more keenly about the need for improving and 
popularising agricultural education primarily for retting over the educated 
men’s no dignity feeling about agriculture by creating interest in its problems 
and progress which would in due courses create leadership for agricultural 
development The University considered that the best way to dr it in the 
circumstances was to introduce agriculture as one of the suhjecfs of study from 
the lowest to the highest stage of educatie-n, keeping parity with other siibjectB 
of general education in arts and science. Graduates and under-graduates in 
agriculture will thus, besides going up for service under departments of Agri- 
cultur?, or as teachers of agricultural subjects in .schools and colleges (t to farm 
life, also be eligible for all pul.lic serviies requiring general education of 
pirnilar academic standards. This, the University thought, would remove the 
limitation so far imposed upon agricultural education. 

With this objective in view was established the Jhargram Agricultural 
College in 1949, on the above model. In the sub division of Jhargram covering 
about 1,‘200 sq. miles, there was no institution with facilities for higher 
studies. The Raja of Jhargram keenly fell this public want and w^s anxious 
to give as much help as he could for establishing a college to impart higher 
education to tlie local students. Bui he was greatly interested in agricultural 
education as well. Having come to know about tlic recommemhlmns of the 
University of Calcutta he approached it with his proposal fo^ the establishment 
of a First Grade Agricultural College at Jhargram with facilities for teaching 
Agriculture, Arts and Science courses up to the Degree standard. With a view 
to giving a lead to the cause of agricultural education tho University accepti d 
the proposal of the Raja of Jhargram along witli his generous gift of land 
measuring 17 acres in the tow’n area, 130 acres in a rural area two miles away 
from the town and Rs. 1.00,000, in '•ash to se’^ve as the nurdcus for the 
establishment of such a college at Jhargram, under a Governing Bivly of its 
own. The college wa.s accordingly started in 1949 with I. Sc. (Ag.), l.Sc., and 
I A. classes. B.Sc.(Ag,) class was started in 1951. 

In 1950, the University decided to transfer the hea l quarters of the Khaira 
Professor of Agriculture and the old Barrackporc Institute U) Jhargram for the 
development and expansion of the colirge for Posf-Giaduate studies and 
re'irarch. The Khaira Profes.'?or of Agriculture is acting as the Principal of 
the college. He has ntartod his research work and is organising facilities for 
post-graduate studies with special reference to research on agricultural 
problems. 


Building 

The college building is a one-storied structure with two wings. 
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Laboratories 

The laboratories are well equipped and are well suited for purposes of 
teaching and research. There are also experimental farms, etc., and steps are 
•being taken to improve the facilities provided. 

Library 

The college has a good Library to which additions are being made. 

Hostel 

There are ten hostels with a total accommodation for 150 students. The 
college has no hostel building of its own. Hostels are situated in separate 
rented houses near the college. 

Extra-currioular Activities 

There is a sports section wliich plays foot-ball, cricket, volley-ball, etc. 
The college is very strong in its foot-ball team and participates in aU district 
and inter-collegiate contests. 

Extension lectures are organised from time to time and scholars like 
Dr. Kalidas Nag, Prof. S. N. Bose, Prof. P. B. Sen, and Dr. J. C. Kumaiappa 
are invited. 

Subdivi'=»jc)nal Agricultural and Industrial exhibitions were held in the 
college premises in 1951 to encourage the people in growing more and better 
vegetables and making handicrafts. 

Youth League was invited to encanip here to conduct rural socio-economic 
survey under the guidance of the Professor of Agricultural Economics and to 
hold study circles. 

Study tours are undertaken to Midnapore Pcultry Farm, Balararapur 
Basic Tiaining Centre. Tata Farm and Iron and Steel Works and other places 
of interest. 

The college observes the P^oundaticn day every year and sports, literary 
discussions and dramatic performances are organised on the cx?ca8ion. 

A Land Army has been raised from among the students to carry on rural 
extension work among the. farmers and the tribal people of the neighbouring 
villages under the guidance of the Principal.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

U’he demand for establishing a college at Khargpur was felt for some- 
time, and the necessity was emphasised by the huge influx of refugees from 
I’akislan. With a town population of at least one and a half lacs, main- 
taining about half a dozen High English Scheols in the locality and some 
more stiil growing up, the absence of a college at Khargpur was keenly 
leli by the local gentry. So, an attempt was made in 1948 to start a 
college here. Owing to certain difficulties the scheme did not materialise 
tlKUi, but the work was continued by a ditTerent committee under the 
chairmanship of Sri H. C. Sen, the then District Magistrate of Midnapur. 
'J’lie very great interest evinced by him and the valuable work of STi S. Nag, 
S.D.O. (Sadar South), Midnapur, and of others, at last brought the college 
into existence. T.Sc. classes have been opened under the Dispersal Scheme 
o, Government*, d'hc Government, the District iMagistratf* and the public 
are taking increasing interest in the further development of the college.

The college '^vas sponsored by the Government of West Bengal under 
the Dispersal Scheme in 1950. This Scheme is intendetl to giv(‘ [)ropcr 
facilities for college education up to the Intermediate Standard in muffasil 
arc'as so that the eongestion of students in the Calcutta aii'a may be 
relieved to an appreciable (‘Xtcmt in ihe interest of all concerned.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Being one of the ten Intermediate colleges sponsored by the Government 
of West Bengal, under what is known as the Dispersal Scheme, Bolpur 
College started functioning from July, 1950, in some of the rooms spared 
for the purpose by Bolpur H. E. School. Bolpur has long been a well- 
known name in Bengal, nay, all over India, by virtue* of its association 
with the Poet and proximity to Santiniketan. More a rural mart than a 
town not long ago, Bolpur can now claim the status of a small mofussil 
town, having a population of over ‘20,tK)0. The declaration of Bolpur as 
a municipality almost synchronized with the setting up of the collt'ge. 
The town itself has two high schools, while in the surrounding villages, 
several miles away, there are eight other high schools. Bolpur II. E. School, 
Bolpur Girls’ H. E. School, and Bolpur College an* located in the same 
part of the town within hailing distance of one another. 'Phis college has

The Hooghly Women's College was established in July, 1949, as a 
Government sponsored college under the Development Scheme of the West 
Bengal Government. It w‘a8 originally located in a rented house at 
Chitisura, known as the “ Mission House.” A plot of land measuring 
about ten bighas having been purchased at Pipulpaty by local subscription, 
the construction of a new college building commenced in the early part of 
1951. On the 28th February, 195^, the foundation stone of the new 
college building was laid by His Excellency Dr. Kailash Nath Katju and 
the college classes shifted to its new building on January 1, 1952. 

The actual working of the college classes began in the rented house 
on Ist August, 1919. The college was affiliated to the Calcutta University 
from the session 1950-51 with permission to send up candidates for the 
Univ{-*rsity Examination from the year 1962. 

Initially, tlu' teaching staff of the college was composed of 8 Lecturers 
(including the Principal) but it has been subsequently, increased to 12.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The college was started in August, 1950, as an Intermediate College in 
accordance with the Dispersal Scheme ” of the West Bengal Government.

This Intermediate College was started in June, 1950, under the Dispersal 
Scheme of the Gov('rinnent of West Bengal, in the j)rt'niises of the Manimala 
Girls’ School, pending construction of the hist floor over the school building 
lor the excltisive use of the college. The Government undertook to bear 
all maintenance charges initially for the first two years and made a capital 
grant towards the cost of construction as well as for lurnitur(‘. and Library 
books. The Science Laboratories have been equipped almost entirely by 
Government Grants, The college was affiliated to the Uiiiversiiy of Calcutta 
in 1950. The new buildings of the college were formally opened by His 
Excellency, Dr. H. C. Mukherji, Governor of West Bengal, on Alarch, b, 
195-2. 


Hostel 

It is proposed to erect a Hostel building over a [dot of land recently 
acquired at an estimated cost of Rs. 60, (XX). The present Hostel is located 
in hired buildings near the college premises and Government grants a sum 
of Rs. 10 per month to each student residing in the Hostel.

First Affiliation, 1951 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

In 1948 the Govt, of West Bengal made a proposal for starting a 
college for women at Jalpaiguri. The proposal was highly appreciated by 
the citizens of Jalpaiguri and Bani Asnimati Dehi, Proprietress of Bai- 
kunthapur Raj Ebtate made a very generous donation of Bs. 1,25,000 for 
the establishment of a women’s college, on condition that it was to be 
named after her departed husband. Baja Prosannatleh Baikal. 

A plot of Khash Mahal land measuring about 7 bighas was secured 
from the Government on payment of the usual dues and the foundation 
stone of the college building was laid by His Excellency Dr. Kailash Nath 
Katju on the 14th November, 1950. 

The college started to function on the 31st August. 1950, with only 
12 students in Ist-year Arts class. Classes were held in the morning in the; 
local girls’ school. For the first three months, Lecturers from the local 
A. C. College were appointed as part-time Lecturers and Mrs. S’. Chanda, 
Head Mistress of the local Girls’ School officiated as Supervisor till the 
appointment of the Principal in December, 1950. 

The college had during 1951-52, 42 students on the rolls. Arts coursi' 
only is billowed at present. Classes are held in a rented house, and a 
hostel for girls has been opened in the same premises. The college building 
is now under construction. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

These activities are chiefly of three kinds, (a) Lit(‘rarv. (/>i Social 
and (c) Athletic. Duties have been assigned to different lecturers to 
organise activities of different sections. Periodical literary gatherings are 
held and care is taken for holding debates, speeches, recitation and essay 
writing. An annual magazine will be started as soon as the number of 
students increases. 

The girls are encouraged to have social gatherings. They have their 
annual drama before the Puja vacation and gatherings on different other 
occasions. Every possible attempt is made to take the students on excur- 
sion to nearby places once a year. 

There are arrangements in the college for indoor and outdoor games. 
In winter days girls play badminton and teni coit regularly. The college 
took part in the Inter-College Sports (Women) held here in February, 1952. 

The introduction of social service league is under contemplation.

First Affiliation, 1908 

Short History of its Eslablishment and Development 

The need lor a Traiinug College lor liigh Jiiuglish Scliool teachers was 
lelt as early as the iniddie of the iimeteeinh century but no decisive step 
was taken. The Govermnent of liengal at last decidva to establish a 
Training College, the result being ihe establishiiient ol the David Hare 
Training College in July, 1908, in a rented building. Mr. VV. E. Grihith 
was the first iTincipai of the college. 

Admission was limited only to twenty students in the lirst session and 
was restricted mainly to Government bchool leachers. Two seats were 
reserved in the hist session lor private candidates. 

The college was shifted to its own and present premises at 25/3, Bally- 
gunge Circular Koad, Calcutta, in July, 1926. The Demonstration School 
of the college, Ballygunge Governincut High School, was opened just 
behind the college premises in January, 1928. 

Owing to new developments, college work could not be carried on in 
the existing premises and a great ol the college work is now done at 

the amiexe (a rented building; , 

A notable feature of the post-war period was that the college waa 
thrown open to women students with eltect from the bession 1946-47 till 
the transfer o. the Women's beciion of the college to Hasting House, 
Alipore, after the amalgamation of Training Colleges in West; Bengal. 

In 1951 arrangements were made for opening M.A. and M.8c. classes 
in Education and the estabhshmeni oi I'syehoiogieal ana I'edagogical 
Bureau is contemplated.

The college was founded to meet the urgent need of trained teachers 
in Christian Secondary Schools — a need which had been stressed in the 
* Survey of Christian High Slchoole ’ undertaken by the National Christian 
Council. Its primary aim was the training of Non-Graduate teachers for 
the staffs of Christian Secondary Schools in Bengal, but the facilities for 
training are extended to students of all communities and plans for training 
Graduate teachers have now matured. 

The college was recognised by the Government of Bengal as a special 
Training School of ‘ the status of a Normal Training School ’ (1938-39) and 
by the University for L.T. (1939-10) and the affiliation was extended to 
B.T. in 1941.

Other students take a course in the Principles of Moral Education 
and related teaching material which may include, as an optional section, 
a course on the Life of Christ. 

All students take these courses. 

General — 

Teaching Practice : t?pecial emphasis will be laid on the art of teach- 
ing and, as far as possible, two days in a week will be spent in lesson 
preparation, teaching practice, etc. This teaching practice will be done in 
local schools. 

Handwork : All the courses outlined above include periods of handwork 
for the making ol teaching apparatus, etc. Some knowledge of carpentry 
and other handwork, drawing and painting, will be an advantage to all 
students. 

Physical Training : If arrangements can be made all men students 
w'ill take a course of training in Physical Education. This course is followed 
throughout the year and an examination taken. 

All w’omcn students wull take a course in Physical Education if such 
can be arranged. * 

Other Courses : All students take a course in hygiene and special courses 
in art, music, etc., arranged for from time to time.

The Siirendra.aath Law Coliegi', then known as Ripon Law College, was 
aflilia(ed in Ihe year 1885 up to the B.L. (now LL-BA standard of the 
Calcutta University. FoFuierly owned hv the late 8ir Siirendraiiath 
Banerjea it was converUal into a public institution by a tiiist deed executed 
by the ])ro])rietor. dlie college is housed i?* a spacious three-storied building 
of which the loundation stone was laid Iw 8‘ir Edward Normal Baker, 
Ineiitenant-Governor of Bengal, in August, .1910. d'ho Boiird of Trustees 
decided that with effect from the session 1048-19 the etdire institution 
should bear the name oi “ Surendranath ” and thi* institution w’as accord- 
ingly named Surendranath Law College.

Attached to the college is the * Surendranath Chhatrahas ’ in which 
accommodation is provided for students who do not li\e ^\ith their parents 
or guardians in town.

Short History oj its Establishment and Development 

The Calcutta Modituil College was established by the Govemor-Gencrars 
Order No. 28 of 1835. Prior to that in October, 1833, a Committee was 
formed by Lord William Hentinck, the then Governor -General of India to 
investigate into the (|iiestiou of medical education in this country. This 
Committee published its report in 1834 recommending the establishment 
of a Medical College for the teaching of the Western Medical Science on 
the same lines as was then prevalent in Europe. A knowledge of English 
was considered essential as in the opinion of the Committee that language 
combines within itself the circle of all the sciences anil iruadculable wealth 
of printed works and illustrations ; cinaimst-amacs wliich give it obvuoiis 
advantages ovi'r the oriental language.” 'The Order provided tluit the 
college would be Oj)en to all classes of Indians ii i espccti\a^ of caster or 
creecl and tixed the age limit from 14 to 20 years. The course extended 
over a period of 4 yea.s. The number of foundation ])upils was limited 
to 50. 

The college was o})ened on the 20th February, 1835, end was first 
accommodated i i the prinniscs |>r(‘viously occu]U(hI by the INdty -Court Jail, 
an old house at the hack of the then Hindu College. I’he lirst Superin- 
tendent was Dr. M. J. Brandey and l.)i*. H. H. Goodeve was a})]:)ointed 
his only assistant, 'fia* S uperintendent with the aifl of his assisiant was 
expected to instruct tiie pupils in Anatomy, Surger\’, iMcdicine and 
Pharmacy. Tliere was tium no Library, no Museum, no iLos[)ital and no 
** Piiilos(i])hical ” ap|)aratus as they were then called. Anatomical pre- 
parations wore .soon oi«t<iined frojii England throuudi Messrs. Bathgate & 
Co., and one Mr. Ewtus w<is appointed to organisi' the Museiiin. There 
was a deep-rooted jwcjndicc at tiiat limi' against tiie study ol Anatomy 
or dis.section of iianian body and it was no mean coui'agi* for Pundit 
Madh isudan G ipta to piove the strength of his (a)jiviction f)y dissecting 
a human bo*iy with fus owii hands on the lOtli .lauuary, is.’h). It i;^ said 
that guns were tired fVoin ilie nunpiut of Fort \\ illiarn to I'ojnmeinorato 
this great ev'ont in the history of medicid education in tliis coin.trv. 

The first iiospital with an acc<>nimod;ition for 2() patients was opened 
on the 1st April, lS3s. Tlie Final Examinition of the lii st batch ofstuiUait.s 
was held on the 3dth Aprd, 1 S38, after a little ovtu’ 3 yisirs' study in the 
college whii'h included bf*sides the nn*dical subji'cts projxu’ such basic 
sciences as Ibiysi *>, Chemistry and BtUany. This (‘ollogc, therefore, has 
the unique ilisti/icViou of being tla^ first Medical College itt the world where 
instructions were given in the preliminary sciiTices as w(‘ll ns ifi tlu' clinical 
.subjects and all such subjects were inehnled in the ipialitying examination. 
Prior to this oven in tie* Medical Schools in Europe the students were 
allowed to seloet f;r the purpose of training and oxairunatiori one of the 
branches -Medicine, iSnrgery or Mhlwifery in which he d(\sirod to practise. 
It was some 20 years later that the same principle of an all-round training 
in the clinical subjects was arlopted in the VifUina School of Medicine. 

In order to bring medieval relief within the reach of the masses it was 
felt necessary that a Secondary Course should be started in which the 
teaching of the medical subjects would be done through the medium of 
vernaculars. Accordingly a Hindusthani class was opened in 1838 for the 
location of subordinate doctors. Majority of the students attending this 
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<;lass hailed from the Central and Northern India who, on qualifying, were 
mostly recruited as Subordinate Medical Assistants in the Army. The 
Bengali class which was intended to furnish subordinate doctors for the 
Civil Hospitals and Jails as well as to meet the general scarcity of trained 
medical practitioners was opened 14 years later in 1852. The Medical 
College gradually increased in size and importance and the consequent 
overcrowding resulting therefrom necessitated in 1873 the transfer of the 
vernacular class to a newly established Medical School — the Campbell 
Medical School, lately upgraded and renamed as the Nilratan Sarkar Medical 
College. 

The year 1852 is notable for the fact that the magnificient Medical 
College Hospital building, the oldest building in this compound, was opened 
for the reception of patients on the Ist December of that year. 

The University of Calcutta was founded in 1857 and the Medical College 
was affiliated to it the same year. In 1860 a Code of Rules was drawn 
up regulating the courses of study and examinations. The students 
satisfying these oonditi(^ns were allowed to appear at the examinations 
for Licence in Medicine and Surgery (L.M.S.), Bachelor of Medicine 
(M.B.) and Doctorate of Medicine (M.D.) of the Calcutta University. The 
L.M.S. course was abolished in 1907 and the course of study was extended 
to 6 years. 

The Medical (College is at present a teaching institution for medical 
students and nurses. Tlie college offers facilities for both Under-Graduate 
and Post-Graduate Medical Training. The curriculum for the M.B.B.S. 
Degrc'c consists of (/) a Proadinical course and {ii) Clinitral course. The 
Pre-clinical course incliidc's si ich 1 aisic subjects as Anatomy, Physiology, 
Elementary Pharmacology ami Chemistry and the students aie required 
to pass a Univcisity Examination before they are allowed in the Senior 
course. Tlie ('lini(*al course of study im lmles the major subjects of medical 
|)ractice — Mi'dirine, Ajd'licd Pharmacology and Therapeutics, Surgery, 
Patliology. Midwifci’v and Gynaecology as well as Medical Jurisprudence 
and Hygiene. T'h(' <ajrriculuin extends over a period of five years — two 
y(‘ars in tlu' Pi e-( 'llnical course mi»l three' yeaivs in the Clinieal. On their 
passing tiu' Final Examination they are to umlergo training as Pre-regis- 
tration Clinical Assistants in the hospitals for a period of 6 months. 

Besides there is now a Condensed Course of two years for the Medical 
School passinl candidates. Of tlu'se two years tlie student.s receive training 
for six months in t he Piv-Clini(‘al course ami for a year and a half in the 
Clinical course. Tliey liavo to appear at tlio Final Examination along with 
the regular students and must show the same degree of prohcieiK'y in the 
subjects before they are admittcrl to the degree of M.B.B.S. 

The college also offers facilities for Post-Graduate training. There are 
two ex('(dlent Mustnims -one in the Anatomy ami tlie other in the Pathology 
Departments full of ran) sjiecimens of great scientific value, of which any 
Modi<‘al College can justly feel proud in any part of the world. .^Vrrango- 
ments I'xists for special courses of study ami training in different subjects 
under tht' respective heads of <lopartments wliicli prepare tlie student-s 
either for spe<‘ialist practice or for higher University Examinations. Ke- 
soarcli work is (ioue and valuable results have been achieved in various 
braiK’lvcs of th(» medical science. 

This institution is one of tie' bignest training centres for nurses in 
India. The full cours(> is one of three years. The nursing profession 
once dospise<l by the educated Bengali community is now drawing recruits 
from nviddle class families. In fact, it has ojiened up a new avenue of 
employment which is not only paying lint humane and dignified at the 
same time. 

The Modieal College group of Hospitals includes— (») the Medical 
Uollego Hospital, (ii) Prince of Wales Hospital, {Hi) Eden Hospital, («v> 
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Eye Infirmary, (v) Ezra Hospital, (vi) Shyama Charan Law Infirmary^ 
which now accommodates the Chest Department, {vii) Sir John Anderson 
Casualty Block including the ‘ Sisu Nibas.’ 

The Outdoor Departments are (i) Medical Out-patients’ Department, 
(ii) Surgical Out-patients’ Department, (Hi) Maternity Out-patients’ Depart- 
ment, (iv) Eye Out-patients* Department, (v) Chest Department, (vi) 
Neurology and Psychiatry Departments, (vii) Fracture Clinic, (viii) Skin 
Department, (?a’) Dental Department, (x) Ear, Nose and Throat Depart- 
ment, (xi) V. D. Clinic and (xii) X-ray Department. 

The attached hospitals have a normal accommodation for 798 patients 
but during recent years it has been running an extra of about 300 bods 
in addition. There are at least ten operation theatres. The activities of 
the hospitals can be easily imagined from the fact that last year about 
32,000 were treated as In-patients and about 10,00,000 received medical 
attention in tlie various Out-patients’ Departments. 

The plan of development includes among other projects the introduc- 
tion of a now set-up with a view to ensuring better tcacliing for the Undor- 
Graduate and Post-Graduate students. In this s *lieine there are several 
posts of Professors in all major clinical subjcids - each a Spc cualist in his 
own particular branch of Medicine, Surgery or IMidvvifery. Apait from 
the question of offering better o|)p<a tunities to the stiuhuits muler training, 
the new set-up is intended to afford better facilities for Specialist treat- 
ment of patients in the hosjjitals. 

B vii ding 

The college (icpartiiient con^i'^ts of a miinbcr of buildings spread over an 
extensive compound. The classes, laboratories and inusourns arc located in 
these buildings. The administrative block is a thre(‘-stori('d building with 
lecture theatre, administrative otTice and students’ common room in the 
ground floor, the library on the fust lloor and the examination hall on 
the top floor. There are l(’ctin‘c theatres for ilu' purpose of b'cturcs on 
subjects for the senior courses of stiidi(-s. Tin* !>iiildiug’; .ar(' m.aguificeiit and 
the laboratories arc fitted uf) with uf>-lo-(!:*te aiph u 'Tb.' special h-alurcs 
of the college are its hospitals and mii^eiuiis. ilu' laMi'r (‘outainiug rare 
specimens of great seicntifio value. Th( 0 *c is a lihr.'ir\ foi tlu' use of llic 
teachers and the students. 

There is a hostel calk'd Swarnimaycc I[ost(d in tb'‘ college compound 
for the residence of the women student^ of the college. M<ri students are 
accommodated in 9 messes attaclnnl to fh(‘ college' in hired buildings under 
the direct control of the Principal with a Ivcsident Superintendent in eac'h 
of them. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a Students’ Union whieh with its various sections takes keen 
interest in extra-curricular activities. Tin; literary section manages the 
Medical College magazine and arranges debates, d'he students take part 
in inter-mcdical college debating competition and All-Ikmga] Tntcr-eollogiate 
recitation competition. Arrangements arc also made for scientifu* and 
educational lectures by distinguished irHMli<*al men of India and other 

countries. There is an athletic section which organises s|)orts and other 

athletic activities, cricket, tennis, football, etc. 

The Social service section organises meetings and socials, birth and 
death anniversaries of eminent men as also observi's the United Nations 
Day and other such functions. The Union has lately revived a Students’ 
Welfare Committee for the benefit of deserving and needy students. 

The students join the National Cadet (’orps, the authorised strength of 
the College Unit being 60 cadets. The eollege at present has one officer ia 
the N.C.C. The cadets belong to the 4th Bengal Medical Coy., N.C.C.

Short History of its Establishment and DeveiOjjincnt 

^ The college, the first non-official recognised Medical College in India, came 
into existence in 1916. The affiliation to the University of Calcutta in the 
Preliminary Scientific M.B. Standard was obtained in April, 1916. The 
Institution had its origin in the year 1886 when some independent medical 
practitioners met and thought that there was a great demand lor medical 
education and that the Government medical schools were unable fitlii r to cope 
with it or to supply a sufficient number of trained medical iiu n lor llu‘ [iCuple. 
It was decided to start the first private medical scbool und r the name of 
Calcutta School of Medicine to supplenuni the ( fforts of the Government. 
The curriculum w'as modified in 1887 and framed uccording to that of the 
Government medical schools. The name was also changed to “Cahutta 
Medical School”. P'or clinical in'^lructicn the students used to attend the 
Mayo Hospital from the year i8S8. The school continued in a rt nted house 
for seventeen years. The bulk of the present site was bought in 189G and the 
scbool was removed to Belgaehia in 19()3. The Albeit \'ictor llespital (One 
storied buildingi was formally opened vvit.i 40 beds in JO 'd. I lie upper s’oiev 
was built and then new wards were o{ eneo in 19.;9, tlie teta: number <4 beds 
being thus increased to lOO, The institulKUi tldirisbcd, and many trained 
men of the Hospital Assistant .standard passed out. Tne CMli g' C-f ib.y-ici ins 
and Surgeons of Bengal, another private m^^tnution starod in 1^95 aiming 
at medical education of the collegiate standard, was am ilgamatcd with ir 
in 19!’3. The combind institution was now calK.d the Calcutta Mefia-jl School 
and ''ollege of Physicians and Surgeons of Lenj:al, andeen luucd to do useful 
work till the Session 19*7-18. During rhuty yeais buudrt of tiaineu 
medical men passed out who are d inir u-etin work under Go\ei nmen! , Muni- 
cipalities, in the various industries (jute, tea, ‘^hippirlg t ic. cr as c. mury j^racti- 
tioiiers. This was renderd possible, ma.nly by tl-c volunlury, ungrudging and 
unpaid work done both in the school and in the Hospital by the ludf pendent 
medical profession. 

In 1911, before the introduct ion of the Medical Registration Bill, the 
Goverrnnent asked the private medical institutions m Caicuttn to unite and 
form one good and efficient teaching institution with a view to helping its 
recc'gnjiion by the University or the Bengal Council of Medical Itegist ration. 
Attempt at this union continued for nearly two years but failed. Tt.e Govern- 
ment of India then decided to render financial help to the present institution 
at Belgaehia with a view to its ultimate affiliation to the University of Calcutta. 
Negotiations were opened between the Government and the representatives of 
the InstitubioQ in May, 1913. Ultimately a scheme was fraun d, the main 
conditions of which were that the GoveriirneDb would give a capital grant of 
6 lakhs, provided the Committee raised 2 lakhs from the public and u recurring 
grant of Rs. 50,000 provided they got Rs. 30,000 a year from the Calcutta 
Corporation and Ks. 10,000 annually from the University. The authorities had 
great difficulties in fulfilling the conditions of ihe Secretary of State and in 
obtaining affiliation of the University The difficulties were, however, overcome 
and the first affiliation to the University of Calcutta was obtained in April, 1916. 
The college was formally opened at Belgaehia by Lord Carmichaeli Governor 
of Bengal# on the 5th July, 1916. 
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In Juljt 1917, the college was affiliated np to the standard of the First M.B. 
Examination, The affiliation of the college was extended to the Final M.B,» 
Examination in July, 1919 Students of the College appeared for the Final 
M.B. Examination for the first time in April, 1922. 

The College was named after Lord Charmichael on 7th April, 1919, in 
appreciation of his services in connection with its affiiliation. In May, 1918, 
the name of the Society was altered to Medical Education Society of Bengal. 
New Rules and Bye-lawi were framed and the government of the college 
is now vested in a Council consisting of 14 members. 

The University of Calcutta revised the Medical Curriculum in 1937, 
in terms of the Medical Curriculum adopted by the Medical Council of India. 
This revised regulation did away with the Preliminary Scientific M.B. Depart- 
ments, i.e., the Dspartraants of Physics, Inorganic Chemistry, Botany and 
Zoology. Consideria" the up-to-date equipment of the Laboratories and highly 
efficient staff of the Departments the Cirmichael Medical College authorities 
decided to open an I Sc. Department attached to the College, the subjects 
to be taught being English, Bengali. Physics, Chemistry, Mathematics, 
Botany, Zoology and Biology. Affiliation to the I. Sc. Standard was sanctioned 
in 193S, and the I. Sc. Department was opened with effect from Session 1939-40. 
The Senate granted this College an extension of affiliation to the D.G.O. and 
D.O.M.S. Course. D G O. Course was opened in November, 1947, and the 
D.O.M.S. Course in July, 1948. 

The name of the College was changed to R. G. Ear Medical College at a 
Special General Meeting held on 2nd March, 1918.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The Lake Medical College with an attached Hospital having 1000 beds in 
the Lake Area, Calcutta, was established in April, 1947 on a temporary basis 
by the Government of India and was managed by the West Bengal State 
Government as the Central Government’s Agent for the training of Ex-Army 
Medical Licentiates undergoing Conden«»ed M.B.B.S. Course from June, 1947. 

At the time the College was started, arrangements for teaching in Anatomy, 
Physiology, Pharmacology and Pathology were made in the Calcutta 
Medical College and R. G. Kar Medical College and arrangements for 
teaching in Clinical Subjects were made in the Lake Medical College, Calcutta. 
Subsequently necessary arrangements for teaching in Anatomy, Physiology, 
Pharmc.:ology and Pathology had also been made in the Lake Medical College, 
Calcutta. A fully equipped U.S. A. Army Hospital situated in the Lake Area 
in Calcutta, was taken over for the purpose. The College and Hospital were 
accommodated in temporary buildings having pucca floors, single brick walls 
and tiled roofs with gas and electric connections, and air-conditioned Opera- 
tion Theatre. 

In July, 1950, the Government of India having decided that there should 
be no further admission of students the College was closed down in June, 1952.

Short History of its Establishment afid Development 

The scheme of conversion of the Nilratan Sarkar Medical School into a 
College was accepted and was given effect from Ist July, 1948. The College 
started its Ist-year class with 105 students. It was affiliated to the Calcutta 
University upto the 1st M.B.B.S. Standard from July, 1948, and up to the 
Final M.B.B.8. Standard from July, 1950. 

On the suggestion of the Govt, the College obtained the permission of the 
Calcutta University to admit students in the Winter Term beginning from 
November, 1951 The system of admitting students in both the Summer and 
Winter Terms though already in vogue in some other c ountries is novel in 
India. 

l}S}w admission in the old School was stopped from 1948. But the old 
classes of the School still continue. Both the College Section and the School 
Section are running concurrently from 1948. School staff are continuing m 
respect of the School Classes. Separate staff for the various Departments ol the 
College was appointed in 1948. 

The Nilratan Sarkar Hospital (formerly Campbell Hospital) was opened 
by the justices of peace for the town of Calcutta, the preilecessors of the 
present Municipal Corporation, on 1st July. i807. On the let December, 1873, 
it was attached to the then Camphell Medical School (now Nilratan Sarkar 
Medical School). It was attached to the Nilratan Saikar Medical College 
from July, 1950. It has 712 beds at f)resent and provides a wealth of Clinical 
materials for teaching and researdi purposes. Many re.search vvorko-rs inclu. 
ding those from the World Health Organisation, Sehool o.^ Tro})i(*iil Medicine, 
All India Institute of Hygiene and Ihihhc Health and thesi'itl’of the Coihgr 
have conducted researches on plague, Cholera, Kala-azar and other Diseases 
cases in this Hospital, 

Necessary additions and aiternati<,'n8 to the existing building: s <;f the Schc^oi 
had been made at the time of conversion of the School ir.to a Medical C( llegc. 
Subsequent to that, construction works have been undertaktn for expansinii of 
the College and Hospitals.

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THE CALCUTTA NATIONAL MEDICAL INSTITUTE 
(32, Gorachand Road, Calcutta— 14) 

First Affiliation, 1918 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

“ Calcutta National Medical Institute ” derives its name from the 
anialgamation of the “National Medical Institute’* and the * Calcutta 
Medical Institute,*’ the two ncn-sectarian medical schools in Calcutta, The 
National Medical Institute (or the Jatija Ayurbijnan Parishad), was started 
as a part of the non-co-operation movement inaugurated by Mahatma Gandhi 
in 1921. The Institute was a section of the Gauria Sarba-Vidyayatan started 
by late Desbandhu Chittaranjan Das with a necleus of Rs. 16,000, from the 
“ Tilak Swaraj Fund.” A five years* course of study was adopted but the 
strained relation between the then Government and the National Organisations 
stood in the way of its farther development and the authorities of the InstiJjj^^ 
as well as the ptudents had to pass through difiBcult ordeals and sufferings 
in various wav«. In 1927, the Corporation of Calcutta made over 11 bighas 
of l ind with an outdoor dispensary at 24, Gorachand Road to the authorities 
<if the Institute on a 99 years’ lease. Later on a three-storied Hospital 
Building providing for 100 bods was built on the land in memory of late 
Desbandhu Das. In 1930, the Government of Bengal paid a grant of 

4,00,000 and with the help of the said grant and the amount of donation 
rrreived from the generous public, the autliorilies purdiaped another 13 bighas 
of land adjoining the Hospital premises and constructed two large two-storied 
buildings cn it one which, at present, accommodates lecture theatres, 
Lalioratcric «, Museums, etc., for the Cv>llege and the other is being utilised 
as Anatomy Department with its dissection Hall, Museums, Lecture theatre 
and other auxiliaries. 

For the time being, however, affiliation was obtaianed for the L.M.F. 
C(.urse of the State Medical F.aculty of Bengal, while all the time, the 
iiiiention cIk risl ed hy the amhorities was to get the Institute affiliated to 
fho M.B.B.S. standard of the Calcutta University. Late Dr. Suudarimohan 
Das was its first Principal and late Dr. K. S. Roy and Dr. S. C Sengupta 

re Joint Secretaries for over 25 years. 

The Calcutta Medical Institute, the first non-sectarian Medical School in 
Bengal, was started in 1911 by late Dr. S. K. Mullick and others under the 
name of “ The Coli<g<? of the Physicians and Surgeons.” When all the' 
iion>( fficial institutic'ns w'cre banned by the Indian Medical Degrees Act of 
FMO this InatiiiPe had to struggle hard against various adverse circums' ances 
Tn 1923, this Institiiio was re-organi.sed in the name, of Calcutta Medical 
Institute' under the patronage of the then eminent people, and was affiliated 
to the Slate Medical Faculty cf Bengal to train up students for the L M’.F. 
Examinations. Dr. J. C. Chatlerjee was the Superintendent and Sri Satinath 
Roy was Secretary of Calcutta Medical Institute for a number of years. 
Uliimately the t wo schools were, as already stated, amalgamated and from 
191b admission of students for U e L M.F, Course has been discontinued and 
students are being admitted for the M.B.B.S. Course only. 

Laboratories 

Pathology. : 

Clinical section of the Pathology Department has bee^n made attractive and 
instructive to the students. The Bacteriological portion is well developed with 
Bpecial reference to different infective aspects of the subject. 
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Serological and histopathological examinations of the patients of the 
hospitals attached to the college are undertaken and the students get ample 
facilities for learning diagnostic methods of human infections and ailments 
as well as pathological investigation of the cases. 

Physiology : 

The laboratories consist of (a) Histology, (h) Chemical Physiology and 
(c) Experimental Physiology and are well-equipped with almost all the neces- 
sary equipments such as latest types of M>ograph, Induction Coils, Poligraph, 
Shygmograpb, Egrograph, Fakoscope, Ophthalmoscope, Perimeter, Htomocyto- 
meters, Hsemoglobinometers, fume chamber, sensitive chemical balances 
etc. 

Pharmacology : 

There are two laboratories in this Department. One is meant for Practical 
Pharmacy work and the other for Experimental Pharmacology work. Both the 
laboratories are well-equipped with adequate number of instruments and 
appliances such as Kymograph, Respiration Pump, Drum with extension 
Isol&ted Heart Perfusion Apparatus etc. 

Chemistry : 

Tbe laboratory is well-equipped for both teaching of students and biochemi- 
cal work for the hospitals also for research work. 

Library 

The working of tbe Library is managed by .a Corninitr*:*- called “ Libraiy 
Committee ” under the direct supervision and guidance ot the Principal. 

The Library has been ccrnpleto.ly re-organised with the rejection of a large 
number of old volumes and addition of a fairly large number of new hooks and 
journals.

Anatomy : 

The Miisenra consists of (i) specimens of dissections of the different parts 
of the body, Hi) specimens of a number of interesting and abnormal cases, 
(Hi) diagrams of regional dissection and others for guidance of students, 
Hv) models of the whole human body and its different parts, (v) articulated 
skeletoQi of human body, frog and guineapig, (vi) sets of bones showing 
attachments of muscles and ligaments, foetal bones, loose bones for study by 
students and {vii) important skiagrams of different parts of the body. 

Pathology : 

The Mus<»um comprises of the different sections of Parasitology with the 
subdivisions— Protozoology and Helminthology. The specimens preserved 
in the museum are very representative of the different general and special 
pathological conditions.

Tlu* stndeuts of this Institute receive stipends from the State of West 
Bengal, Bo i. bay and As^jarn, A number of District Boards and private 
bodies also grant stipends, loans etc., to the students of this Institute. 

Besides the above the Institute awards freeships and scholarships to the 
meritorious students of all the classes on the results of the .^nnual or Test 
Examinations. 

A scholarship of the amount of Rs. 1‘2 per month for one year is awarded 
to a maximum number of 6 regular students of each of the ‘2nd, 8rd, 4th 
and Sth-year claspcs who secure Second to Sixth places in order of merit in 
the Annual 01 Test Examination obtaining not le.sa than 60% marks in the 
aggregate and pass the University Examination, if due, as regular 
students.

Medals and Certificates of Honour are awarded to the Regular students 
on the results of the Honours Examination specially held for the purpose. 
Students securing 60% or above marks in any subject in the Annual or the 
Test Examination are eligible for appearing at the Hmiours Examination in 
that particular subject.

Short history of its Establishment and Development 

Prior to 1920, medical graduates in India had to go to England or else- 
where to study tropical medicine and hygiene syslomatically. This was 
obviously incongruous and in 1914, Sir Leonard Rogers conceived the idea 
of establishing Institutes in India for Post-Graduate study in tropical 
medicine and hygiene. His first proposal was to open, on an All-India 
basis, a School of Tropical Medicine in Calcutta and an Institute of Hygiene 
in Bombay. Various considerations and circumstances prevented this 
proposal from coming to fruition for a conside rable time, but eventually, 
in 1920, the Calcutta School of Tropical Medicine and Hygiene which 
co mb ined teaching and research in both tropical medicine and hygiene, 
caJBSf'into existence. A Professors li ip in Hygiene was established and a 
course of instruction arranged for the Diploma in Public Health of the 
Calcutta University. 

Dr. W. S. Carter, Associate Director of Rocke feller Foimdalion, in his 
periodic tours of India, bei*ame deeply imprc'ssed with the necessity for 
establishing a separate Institute of Hygiene. As a result of his discussion 
with the authorities concerned, Dr. Carter, on behalf of Hock( felh'r Foun 
dation addressed the Government of India in terms embodving the proposa 
for the establishment of an *vll-India Institute of Hygiene, cdTerring to 
provide the cost of site scdocted and to build and Ofjuip it. This offer was 
gratefully accepted by the Govonimcnt of India and thus ultimately came 
into existence by the side of the School of Tropical .Medicine, the All-India 
Ii;istitute of Hygiene and Public Health, in 1932. 

The Institute started fimctioning with fi\'c of its six proposed sections, 
viz.^ (1) Public Health Administration, (2) Vital Statistii's and Epidomio- 
logy» (3) Malariology and Rural Hygiene, (4) Bioclamiistry and Nutrition 
and (5) Maternity and (diild Melfarc. The last narneil functioned under 
the supervision and control of the Countess of Dufh>rin Fund from 1933-37, 
when it was taken ov^er by the Government of India. The full complemc^nt 
of the teaching staff was made available in 1937 wiili the formal transfer 
to the Government of India of the Section of Maternity and Child Welfare 
and the opening of the Sanitary Engineering Section. 

The teaching responsibility of Institute was at first re.strictofl to the 
training of candidates for the Diploma in ihiblie Health of the (.Vilcutta 
University and the Diploma in Maternity and ( ’hild Welf are and the Diploma 
in Public Health and Hygiene of the Faculty of Tropical Medicine and 
Hygiene, Bengal. 

To keep abreast of modem trends in tlio training of public health 
personnel the courses of instruction at the Institute, jiarticularly the curri- 
culum for Part I of the D.P.H. wore modified in 1939. The Institute has 
no Section for Physiological Hygiene ns such but a nucleus was constituted 
m 1940. The designation of the Section of Malariologv and Rural Hygiene 
was changed to Microbiology. 

Dimmg World War II, the staff of the Institute became increasingly 
occupied with training Army personnel and adhoc investigations into 
problems associated with the war. A Blood Bark was organised to meet the 
requirement of blood for the wounded soldiers and air-raid victims during 
the war.^ With the cessation of hostilities, the academic programme of 
the Institute was further enlarged in 1945 and a number of new short 
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courses were introduced and the strength of the existing classes were 
doubled for meeting the larger requirements of Public Health workers, in 
post-war schemes and for re-settlement of demobilised personnel. The 
Institute obtained affiliation for the D.M. & C.W. Course to the Calcutta 
University in 1946. In view of the growing importance of Statistics, 
the Statistics Section was separated from the Section of Vital Statistics 
and Epidemiology in 1945 and a sub-section in Industrial Hygiene wets 
created for training health personnel in Industrial Hygiene and for carrying 
out research in this field. Public Health Engineering has of late assumed 
great importance as a special field of study. Many complicated prolbems 
in Public Health Engineering have arisen in the country. Engineers 
without a Public Health background are not likely to solve the problems 
satisfa torily. A lV)st-(h'aduate course was, tlierefore, introduced in 1945 in 
the subject lor training Fhigineors in this special field of study. For training 
hospital <lictetians, etc., a diploma course in Dietetics was started in 1949. 
The liidush'ial Hygiene sub-section^was expanded into a full fledged Section 
and a diploma course in industrial Medicine was introduced in 1950. 

Rural Practice Field 

A Pural Community Controlled Practice Field is attached to this Institute. 
The rural field station is known as the S X. Mallick Model Training 
Health Centre and is about 21 miles from Calcutta. At present the centre 
covers four Union Boards having a total area of 33 sq. miles and a population 
of 63,000 approximately. The scheme finally aims at bringing within its 
scope the whole of the Serampore Sub-division. 

The primary objectives of the Practice Field are (i) to determine and 
demonstrate rnctliods of public health administration which can bring essen- 
tial medical protection to the rural popuiatiofi wiihin the level of expenditure 
that the country can afford at its present stage of economic development, 
and (m) to afford participative opportimity for training medical and public 
hfalth personnel. An important feature of the scheme is the co-ordination 
of the curative and preventive functions under a single administration in 
order to achieve thejmaximum results. 

Facilities for traininir in the Practic** Field were afforded to the students 
of the D.lbH., L.P.TI., D M. & C.W. D.I H , Dip. Diet, M.E. (P.H.) 
and other courses of this Institute as well as to the students of Social 
Work course <4 th-^ Calcutta Univcrsiiv, The Sir John Anderson Health 
School and to the Medical Officers of the West -Bengal and other State 
Governments. The period of training extended from one w<>ek to a month. 

An Urban Maternity Child Welfare, Ciinivi and a D»et-Kilch m is also 
nm by the Institute both for teaching and investigative purposes. 

Research 

Resides training of Public Health person - el the other main activity of 
the Institute is research work on Puhli* Health problems. Numerous 
researche<» have been carried out since the Institute was established. Some 
of the more important work relate to Tuberculosi'^, Cholera, Malaria, Epidemic, 
Dropsy, Typhus, etc. Numerous papers w«Te published in scientific journal* 
by members of staff, embodying the results of their research activities based 
at this Institute. 

Moreover expert advice on technical matters were given by the members 
of staff of this Institute to Industrial Organisations, Railway authorities. 
State Governments, etc. as and when required. Some of the Professors of 
the Institute have been members of one or the other expert committees set 
up by International organisation like World Health Organisation, eto. 

Building 

The plan of the Bnilding is based on the **aDit room** system, the nnit 
room being 25 by 21 feet. The bnilding is four-storeyed and is E*8hsped» 
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with a lawn inside the compound. Tbe library is in the central block on 
the top floor. Three unit rooms on each floor and the library and reading 
room are air-conditioned during the hot months of the year. The head of 
each section has a cool unit room and in addition there is a spare cooled 
unit room on each floor where workers on that floor may work in com fort ^ 
or engage in any special work requiring a cooled atmosphere. 

Library 

Since its inception the Institute has been building up a library of its 
own. There are now about 16,000 scientific publications, books and journals 
mostly dealing with health and allied subjects. A sufllciently large number 
of periodicals are also subscribed for regularly with a view to keeping in 
touch with the latest researches etc., carried out in foreign countries. These 
are made available not only to the staff and students of this Institute but 
also to all those who are employed on or interested in health work 

Museum 

The Institote also maintains a museum with a large number of models, 
speCtiwcns, charts and diagrams of great educative value. 

Hostel 

A hostel has been started from 1939, where accommodation for 60 students 
are available at present. Students are provided with recreational and 
other amenities in the hostel as far as possible. 

Extra^carricular activities 

There is a sports club providing facilities both for indoor and out-docr 
games (Chess, Caram, Fool-ball, Badminton, Volly ball etc.). Annual 
sports competition is held in which both the students and staff participate. 
Dramatic performance is also staged every year by the studeiits while at 
field training in Singur. 

Periodical tours are undertaken by the students in industrial centres, 
coal mines area, etc. for field training. 

No magazine is published by the Institute but arrangements exist for 
publishing from time to time. Public health r ows in the form of bulletins, 
etc., as a supplement to the Provincial Public Health Magazine.

BENGAL ENGINEERING COLLEGE 
(P. O. Botanic Garden, District— Howrah). 
First Affiliation, 1857 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 


The Bengal Engineering College, a residential Institution since 1880, has 
developed from the Calcutta College of Civil Engineering which was opened 
at the Writers’ Buildings in November, 1856 and affiliated to the Calcutta 
University in 1857 for the Licenciate course in Civil Engineering. In 1866 it 
was amalgamated with the Presidency College, Calcutta. Later in 1880 it was 
detached from the Presidency College and shifted to the present premises and 
boused in the buildings of the Old Bishops College. 

Up to 1898, the main function of the College was to train Civil Engineers 
forothfL Public Works Department and Mechanical Apprentices. In 1880, 
classes in Agriculture and in 1906 Mining Engineering classes were opened, 
in 1907 a class for the training of Motor Mechanics and in 1910 a class in 
Dyeing were opened. The Motor Mechanics class was, however, discontinued 
in 1910. After the establishment of the Indian School of mines at Dhanbad 
by the Government of India in 1926*27, admission to the Mining Engineering 
classes was discontinued. 

The Re-organisation and Development Committee 

In 1945, the Government of West llengal set up a committee to advise them 
on the re-organisation and development of this College. The committee recom- 
mended two Plans, viz. “Immediate Plan” and a “Final Plan” with a view to 
(fj producing a larger number of bttter quali6ed engineers each year, <ii) 
improving the curricula and the Methods of training and study, (tti) introdu- 
cing courses in Architecture and Town Sc Regional Planning, (it) providing 
facilities for Post-Graduate studies and Research and (v) effecting closer liaison 
with industry. The Government of West Bengal decided to implement the 
Immediate Plan in January, 1946 and the Final Plan in November, 1948 with 
effect from the commencement of the academic Sessions 1945-46 and 1948-19 
respectively. 


B nil dings 

The College stands on extensive grounds at Sibpur in the suburb of Calcutta. 
There are number of buildings to hou"»« the various departments, the lalx ra- 
tories, the workshops etc., besides the Hostel buildings which are within the 
College compound New buildings are also under construction under the deve- 
lopment scheme which was put into operation in 1945-46. A sum of Rs. one 
crore will be spent under this scheme on the new college and hostel Buildings 
and staff quarters. 


Library 

1 Library contains books on Engineering and allied subjects besides many 

learned jour^ls of different countries, and is well suited for purposes of study 
and research. 


Hostel 

This is a residential College with eight hastels attached to it.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Before the great European war moat of raw hides and skins of the country 
were exported to Germany and Australia. With the coinmeccement of the 
hostilities this was stopped and the necessity for making arrangements for 
tanning hide' within the Empire became obvious. Caientta being one of the 
largest, hide, markets^ realised the situation and scattered attempts were made 
for the development of tanning industry. 

Jn Octob('r, 1017, the proposal for the establishment (jf a llesearch Tannery 
in Calcutta was discussed at the Conference of Controllers held in Simla ai^ 
th(' Munition Board approved of the proposal and the Director of Indu^ries. 
Bengal, formulated a scheme in consultation with Mr. B. M. Das, Maiiager 
rf th.- National Tannery and Mr. Fraymouth, Director of th^* Research Tamery 
at Maihar. which was subsequently approved by the Government and the 
Calciit ta Rosearcli Tannery was opened in May, 1019, on experimental basis 
for 3 years. After the experimental period of 3 years was over ilie Research 
TanntTV was retained for a further period of 5 years and ultimately was placed 
on a permanent footmg as Bengal Tanning Institute ” in June, 1926. 

'] he Institute has been carrying on three functions, ri^., Demonstration, 
Research and Training since its inception. Improved methods nf tanning are 
(lemc'nstratod at various centres in the Province as a result of which villagers 
j ri remote places become conversant with these methods. Researches on various 
prrhlems for the improvuiient of the quality of leather for various use and of 
tanning materials etc., are underUken and reported to the trade for guidance. 

A mg with the Demonstration and Research, training of students is also 
undertaken. After the completion of training they either start, business or ge: 
employment in exinting concerns without difficulty. There are 24 seats at the 
luiTitiiute of which 4 are rc'^erved for Bihar which actually pays a proportionate 
contribution towards the cost of research and training. Students from other 
Provinces or States arc also admitted subject to tlie appr<tval of the Govern- 
ineni. of West Bengal. 

In the year 1929 a Leather Trade School w»4 aitiched to the Bengal 
'ranning Institute to impart training in tho manufacture *f boots and shoes 
anil ir ither goods There are *20 scats in the class and students, after com- 
pletion of the trainhig are capable of starting a shoe miking business of their 
own or find employments in existing shoe factories. 

Th- Institute w*»s further developevl in the year 193S and it wa'^ affiliate! 
to the Calcutta University for the introduction of the University Certificate 
Cour'c in Tanning in 1941 ia addition to the existing Certificate Course. 
The latest development- is to introduce a B.Sc. (Tech.) course of Leather 
Technology in place of the existing University Certificate Course in order to 
raise the standard « f training on foreign lines and the matter is still under 
consideration.

The institute is affiliated to the Calcutta UniveraHty for a University 
Certificate in Tanning and the candidates passing the I. Sc. Examination vrith

CHITTAGONG COLLEGE 
First Affiliation, 1869 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This college was supported by Government, and was under the control 
of the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 

It was originally opened as a Zila School in 1836 by tlio General (5>m- 
mittee of Public Instruction. In January, 1869, it was raised to a Second 
Grtide College teaching up to the F.A. (now Intermediate) standard. The 
Collegiate School was separated from the college in 1910 and the college 
was made a First Grade College teaching up to the degree examination. 

Duildmg 

There are foxir buildings for the accommodation of this college. There 
is also a kutcha building where the Students’ Common Room is housed. 

The main building of the college is a big one-storiod structure. The 
Principal’s room, the Collegt* Otlice, the Library and the Professors’ rooms 
are in this building which also contains four class-rooms. 

The Science clasw\s for i’hysics and Chemistry including classes for 
Practical work in those subjects are held in a separate block provided for 
the puq)Ose. 

Ihoro is a sfnall block with two rooms specially meant for the 3rd- 
and 4th-y<»ar Arts cIushos. The rooms of the two-storied Old Hindu Hostel 
Building is now utilized for ttUoriai imd other small classes. 

Laboratory 

The Laboratories for the Department of Physics and Chemistry are 
accommodated in a sepm'ate building construcUxl for the purix>se. They 
are e(piipj>ed for the teaching of Physics and Chemistry up to the B.So. 
(Pass) standard. 


Hostel 

Attached to the college there is a Mahomedan Hostel. Buddhist 
boarders are temi>orarily accoimnodated in a rented house. 

Library 

The (VOU'ge Idhrary contains a good number of volumes. There is a 
Reading Room for p<M*i<MlicnU in the Library itself.

Short Hufory of its Eslahlishment and Development 

Raj shah i College was originally a private English school founded in 
1828 and subsequently taken over by Government and turned into a Zila 
School in 183(5. In 1872 Raja Hnranath Ray of Dubalhati made a gift of 
a Zarnindnri oslate yielding an annual income of Rs. 5,000 and Government 
at once raisc^d the Bchool to the status of a second-grade college in 1873. 
A further gift ctune from Maharani Snratsimdari Devi who bore the full 
cost of orocrting a pncca building for the college. In 1875 it was proposed 
to turn it into a first-grade college and with the timely gift of Rs. 1,50,000 
made by Rnja Pramathanath Rai of Dighapatia through the Rajshahi 
Association, it became possible for Government to carry out the proposal 
and raise th<‘ institution to a first-grade college in 1878 when B.A. Classes 
were opencnl for thc^ f.rst time with Mr. F. T. Dowding as Principal. 
Rajshahi Association was able to raise a further subscription of Rs.'^60,')03 
with wliich a new building was erected, wherein the college classes were 
shifted. In ISSI, M.A. Classes were added and in 1883 B.L. Classes too. 
Tla\s(‘ (liases continued for 29 years, when in 1909 owing to the New Re* 
gulations of tlio C alcutta Vniversity the B.L. and M.A. affiliations were 
withdrawn. The college now teaelucs up to the B.A. and B.Sc. Honours 
standards. A s(j[)arat<‘ two-storied block of six rooms was built in 1925 
at a cost of Rs. 87,900. 


Build iny 

The colleg(' consists of a group of buildings spread in a large compoimd. 
(1) 'The Main .Arts liuildiTig — wherein are hoiLsed the Library, the College 
OOiee, the Principals Pooin. Seminar classes and Professor's Common 
Rooms, (2) the Old Madarsa — which provides lecture and tutorial rooms, 
(3) the Ihiilding — oon.sisting of four large rooms each capable of seating 

about loU stud(aits and two halls accommodating the Botanical Laboratory 
and a part of the C'lvMuical Laboratory. (4) Ph^'sical Laboratory, (51 
Claunieal Lahoralory and (0) .some smaller buildings used as class romms.

Tli(' eoll(‘ges has three Lahoratorit's — <me for the teaching of Cliemistry, 
one for Physi(*s and one for Botany. The Chemical Laboratory is a one* 
storied building, and (he Physical Laboratory is a two-storied building. 
All of th(*m an* w(*ll-e(pn}>}>ed for the teaching of Physics and Chemistry 
up to the Honours and Botany up to the B.Sc. Pass standcird. 

HosUl 

The stuih'uts reside in six blocks of the College Hostel, on two of which 
Moslem students have a prior claim. The accommodation in each block 
is about 35 and certain room.s are set apart as the Superintendent's office 
and vStudents’ Common Room and a Prayer Room in the case of Muslim 
Boarders. 


Library 

There is a good Library containing over 23,362 "books and 56 periodicals 
with a big Roading Room attached to it. There is also a Common Room 
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attached to the college whereia the students can read newspapers, periodi- 
cals, magazines, etc., and indulge in indoor games, e,g,, oarrom, table-timnis, 
6to,, for which there are permanent arrangements. Literary meetings 
and debates are held in the Hall. 

Extra -curricular A cti vi ti es 


SufScient facilities are given to the students to have debates and dis- 
cussions in literary matters for the development of corporate life. The 
Rajshahi College Magazine is published by them. Thor© is a Common 
Room where ample facilities for indoor games and study are provided. 

Attached to the college is an open gymnasium which -is attended by 
many students. There are al ^'0 different sections of sports, viz., football 
cricket, tennis, rowing, hockey water-polo and swiming. There are arrange- 
ments for the medical examination of the students twice a year by the college 
Medical OfiS.cer.

A silver medal of the value of Rs. 5 in memory of late Babu Sudhir- 
ohandra Niyogi, M.A., B.L., Rajsliahi, is awarded every year to the student 
who stands highest in the Philosophy (Honours) list at the B.A., from the 
Kajshahi College. 

Under the new Scholarship Rules the Government have offered a 
number of Second-Grade Junior scholarships, besides some General ones, 
for tlio First-year I, A, and I. Sc. students of the Rajshahi College. These 
are of the value of Ks. 10 per month and are tenable only at the Rajshahi 
College whore the scholarship-holders will also be given the benefit of free 
tuition. Particulars are given below : — 

( 1 ) Two General scholarships for students of all communities passing 

from schools of the Rajshahi and Malda districts. 

(2) Two scholarships reserved for non -Muslim (other than Scheduled 

Caste) students who pass from schools of Rajshahi (1) and 
Malda (1). 

(1) Five such scholarships for Muslim students who pass from the 
schools of the Rajshahi (2), Malda (1), Darjeeling (1) and Jalpai- 
guri (1) districts. 

(4) Four such scholarships for Soheduloii C^iste students who pass 
from schools of Rajsliahi (1), Malda (1) and Dinajpur (2). 

Quite a largo number of stifxuids is also awarded by Government to 
Muslim and Schodulcd Caste students of the Rajsholii College. These 
stipends are sanctioned from year to year and are o|>en to students of the 
First* and Socjond-year I. A. and I.Sc. and Third-year B.A. and B.Sc. 
Classes. 

There are about thirty half-free studentships at the disposal of the 
Rajshahi College. Each of these is tenable for two consecutive sessions, 
and all are intended for deserving students of the college as a whole, ir- 
respective of class or branch of study. Needy and meritorious students* 
of the Depressed, Backward or Minority communities receive special 
consideration. 

Five free -studentships are disposed of by the Dubalhati Ra^ Estate, 
Duballiati, Rajshahi, and awarded to students of the Rajshahi College. 
Each of thorn is tenable for two continuous sessions. 
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Besides the above free and half-free studentships, the Muslim students 
and students belonging to the Scheduled Castes and educationally Back- 
ward Classes are granted some free and half-free studentships specially 
sanctioned for them.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Thi8 college was originally founded as an H. E. School by the late Babu 
Hamratan Ray, the local Zaminder. It was raised to the status of a second- 
grade college in 1886 and to that of a first grade college in 1890. There 
are, however, at present no B.A. Classes in the institution. When the 
new Regulations came into force, its affiliation was restricted to I.A. In 
1924, Piiysics and Chemistry Classes were opened when afffliation was 
extended to LSc. in these subjects. The whole institution — the college 
and the attached collegiate school in all the departments — is under the 
eontrol and supervision of the Principal. 

Building 

Tiie <;olleg6 liuilding is a large pucca one situated in the midst of a vast 
Liw.i, which atYonls good space for all sorts of inarilj^ exercises. It provid^iT^ 
a cc ))nin )datiou for 150 students in each class. 

Laboratory 

'Che laboratories are well oq nipped with all the necessary instruments 
and are provided with gas and water. Special attention is paid to practical 
works. 

Hostel 

The boarding house attached to the college is also a pucca one which 
from its position and facilities for athletic sports must prove an attractive 
residency to the students. Thoro is no Hostel for Muhammadan students. 

Library 

The Library of the college is well-furnished with all the necessary or 
imp )rtant works — English litoraturo and the subjocLs taught in this college.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The institution was founded as a High English School on the 27th June, 
1884, by the late Babu Brajamohan Dutt, Judge, Court of Small Causes, 
Nadia. Babu Brajamohan Dutt expressed a wish to raise the institution 
to the status of a second grade college, but it could not be affiliated on 
account of his sudden death. His sons, Babus Aswinikumar Dutt, Kamini- 
.kumar Dutt and Jaminikumar Dutt, out of respect for the wishes of their 
•deceased father, opened the F.A. Classes in June, 1889. The B.A. Classes 
were opened later on in 1898. 

Babu Aswinikumar Dutt gave up an extensive practice at the Bar to 
work as an Honorary Professor and served the college from its foimdation 
«up to 1906. 

In March, 1912, the Proprietors by a Trust Deed made over their rights 
the management of the college to a Council in which the Government, 
the Proprietors and local interest were represented. It was agreed that the 
School Department should continue as before. The Rev. Kr. L. Strong, 
M.A. (Oxon.), was the first President of the Council. The Govornraont 
by an indenture generously agreed to pay to the institution three quarters 
of a lakh of rupees for the construction of a college building and a suitable 
monthly grant for the maintenance of the collt^go, and also acquired and 
made over a plot of land measuring 40 bighas for the purposes of the college. 

Building 

The college is situated on an extensive ground measuring about GO 
bighas of land. There are six blocks of buildings containing 17 lecture 
rooms with accommodation for about 1,000 students and two blocks for 
practical Physics and Chemistry and one room for workshop and electric 
installation and one big lecture hall measuring 40 foot by 60 feet. There 
are two hostels in the college compound with accommodation for 172 
students. 

Library 

There are over 7,000 books in the library. 

Laboratory 

There are four Science Laboratories in two separate buildings, having 
acconimodation for practical work at a time for 70 in Physics and for 80 in 
Chemistry. There are two dark rooms, throe balance rooms and a galvano- 
meter room. 

Hostel 

There are two Collegiate Hostels, each under a Superintendent, one for 
■the Hindus and the other for the Muslims, capable of accommodating 
about 172 boarders. 

A Medical Officer attends the Collegiate Hostels daily. Boarding 
charges including, establishment charges are moderate. 

Extra-curricidar Activities 

The aim of the college is to impart moral and religious instruction on 
oion -sectarian lines along with intellectua] and physical training) and tho 
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following institutions founded by late Babu Aswinikumar Dutt may be 
mentioned among the special features of the college : — 

(1) The Teachers* and Students’ Friendly Union for presenting to 
students, by means of hymns, readings, sermons and discourses on the 
lives of great men, unsectarian cardinal principles of religion and morality. 
This has been virtually replaced by Oita and Upanishad cleisses on Friday. 

(2) ‘The Little Brothers of the Poor” consisting of a band of students 
for attending on the sick and helpleas. 

(3) Excursion parties of Teachers and Students. 


The college gives facilities for games and sports which are participated 
in by about 40 per cent, of the students. There are playing fields and 
three tennis courts within the college compound. There is also a covered 
gymnasium measiuing 40 feet by 80 feet where instructions are given by 
a competent gymnastic teticher. Physical examination of the First- and 
the Third-year stuclonts is made by the Medical Officer. Physical exercise 
has been made compulsory for students of the First- and Third -year classes 
and a graduate trained Physical Instructor has been appointed for the 
purpose.

First Affiliation, 1891 

A Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The Institution was founded in 1886 as a higher grade English school 
by the late Raja Girishchandra Roy, Zaminder of Syihet, whose long- 
continued efforts in the cause of higher education materialised in securing 
for its affiliation up to the F.A. Standard in 1891. The Institution was 
named by the proprietor after his grandfather Babu Murarichand Roy, 
and was formally opened on 27th June, 1892. 

The college was provincialised from 1st April, 1912, and raised to the 
status of a lirst grade college in 1916. The name ''Murarichand College” 
was retained by agreement between the proprietor and the Government. 
The enrolment in 1911-12 was 100 students and classes met in the rooms 
of the GirLschandra High School. After provincialisation the develop- 
ment of the college was rapid. In 1906 affiliation was restricted to English ^ 
Vernacular, Mathematics, Logic, Chemistry, Sanskrit, iVrabic and ;?ersiaa 
to the Intermediate stage. By 1916 affiliation had been extended to I. Sc. 
and B.A. courses and in 1919 affiliation to the B.A. (Honours) standard 
was introduced in Sanskrit, in 1922 j^rovision was m^e for preparation 
of students for Honours examinations in all Arts subjects, and in 1926 
extension of affiliation to the B.»8c. courses in both Pass and Honours 
was granteii. 

The oollogo for this period was housed in very inadequate and tem- 
porary buildings in the town of Sylhot in the main street. From 1912 
plans wt;re un(ier consideration for the construction of permanent buildings 
and after much deliberation and conliict of public opinion as to the most 
suitable site, laud was acquired neiu* Thackery Tila, extending to nearly 
120 turros some 2J miles from 8ylhot, for the accoimnodation of the pro- 
jected flew buildings and attached hostels. 

The foundation stone was laid by His Excellency Sir William Harris, 
Governor of Assam, on the 19th August, 1921, and the existing new college 
building was formally opened by His Excellency Sir William Reid, acting 
Governor of Assam, on the 27th July, 1925. 

Building

Hostel 

There are four permanent hostels attached to the college, two of them 
being reserved for Maliomodans, each accommodating 36 boarders. A 
medical officer is in charge of the health of the boarders and there is a dis- 
pensary and hospital attached to the hostels with a resident compounder 
in charge. 


Library 

The college possesses a largo and up-to-date well-built library in a 
separate building. The total number of volumes of books on the 31st 
October., 1940, was 11,098 and these are available for use by students 
subject to the Library Rules.

tfhon History of its Establishment and Development 

The college was originally founded by Babu Gopalchandra Lahiri who 
in 1898 added the F.A. classes to his school teaching up to the Entrance 
standard, known as the Pabna Institution. In 1906 the management of 
the college was rmide over by the proprietor to a committee elected by tha 
public. In 1911, with a view to perpetuating the loving memory of the 
King Emperor Edward VII, the college was named after His Late Imperial 
Majesty. New buildings for the college and its hostels were erect^ in 
1915-16 on a precious site on the river Ichamati at a cost of over a lakh of 
rupees — a substantial portion of which (Rs. 50,000) was contributed by 
tlio late Rai Banamali Ray, Bahadur. Zamindar of Tarash, 

Building 

The college buildings consist of three handsome one-storied structures 
with spacious, airy, well -lighted rooms for the different classes besides 
ample accommodation for Science laboratories. 

Laboratory 

The Scionco Laboratories are equipped with a large stock of apparatus 
Toquirod for [nU'rraodiato and B.Sc.

They are awarded to the two best students who pass 
the Matriculation Examination, one from the Pabna Zila School and the 
other from the Serajganj H. E. School, and who fail to obtain Government 
Scholarship. 

A prize of the value of Rs. 50 named the “Bulwor Lytton Prize” is 
awarded annually on the results of the I.A. and I.Sc. Examination to the 
student of the college securing the highest number of marks in the aggre- 
gate.

VICTORIA COLLEGE, COMILLA 
Fikst Affiliation, 1899 

A Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This college was the outcome of the long-continued efforts of the late 
Rai Anandachandra Ray, Bahadur, in furtherance of the cause of higher 
education in the Division of Chittagong. In 1886, he founded a high 
school at Comilla, known as Roy’s Entrance School and in 1888 he changed 
the name of the Institution to Victoria School in commemoration of the 
Jubilee of Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen-Empress Victoria of 
hallowed memory. The college grew out of this school in 1899 and was 
affiliated up to the F.A. standard at the time. The Institution was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire in 1902, but through the strenuous efforts, im- 
tiring enthusiasm and unfailing munificence of the Founder, it revived 
within a short time. The Founder alone maintained both the school 
and the college till 1904 when the management of the college was separated 
from that of the school and was made over to a Board of Trustees con- 
sisting of His Highness the Maharaja of Tripura State, the Magistrate 
and Collector of 'fippera and the Founder himself. The Maharaja made 
a free gift of the college site. His Highness and the Founder agreed to 
make aimual contributions and to meet the deficit, if any. In 1908, it 
was found necessary to take Government aid, for which the Trust Deed 
of 1904 had to be replaced by a new one, the personnel of the Board of 
Trustees remaining the same as before. After the execution of the new 
Trust Deed, His Highness and the Government made capital grants ; the 
Government further agreed to make annual grants when necessary and 
desirable. His Highness and the Foimder too increased their annual 
grants. Though under separate managements the school and the college 
continued to be situated in tho same compound till 1909, when the college 
was removed to a spacious ptwea building on its present site, which also 
was a free gift of His Highness. When the now Regulations of the Uni- 
versity came into force, the affiliation of the college was restricted to the 
I. A. standard. In 1918, a second spacious building was constructed 
partly with public subscriptions and partly with aid from His Highness, 
and the status of the college w<xs raised to the B.A. standard. I. Sc. classes 
were opened in 1924 with a spacious lecture gallery and two spacious halls 
for practical classes. 

Under tho terms of the Trust Deed of 1908, the management of tho 
college was made ovtu* to a Governing Body consisting of tho three trustees 
and tho Principal of the college. In November, 1919, Nawab Syed Hossam 
Hyder Chowdhury, Khan Bahadur, was taken in as a member of the 
Governing Body and, on his death, Nawab Sir K. G. M. Faroqui, Khan 
Bahadur, was put in his place in April, 1921. The Founder was the Secretary 
of the college since its foundation and on his death on the 8th November, 
1920, his brother Rai Satischandra Ray, Bahadur, M.B.E., was appointed 
a trustee and Secretary of tho college on the 18th April, 1921. It is en- 
tirely to this gentleman that the credit of opening the Science classes in 
1924 is due. On 6th July, 1932, tho Principal was appointed ex-officio 
Secretary to tho Governing Body in place of Rai Satischemdra Ray, Bahadur, 
resigned. 


Building 

There are 4 blocks of buildings for the college. There is Hostel ao- 
eommodation for Hindu and Muslim students with family quarters for 
the Superintendents. 
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Laboratory 

The laboratory consists of one lecture theatre to accommodate 150 
students and two practical classes sufficiently big for 40 students to work 
at a time in each. There is a dark room attached to the Physics Laboratory 
and a balance room for the Chemical Department. The Practical classes 
€□*0 fitted with up-to-date working tables and cupboards. There are 
apparatus more than sufficient for the I. Sc. classes both in Physics and 
in the Chemistry Departments. There is a gas plant after Mansfield con- 
nected with the laboratory. The gallery and the Practical classes are 
supplied with water-taps and sinks. 


Hostel 

One Hindu Hostel consisting of three blocks and one Muhammadan 
Hostel provide Hostel accommodation. 


Library 

There are more than 9,144 books in the College Library. Students 
and Professors are allowed to borrow books from the Library. 


E xtra-citrricvlar A rtirifies 

There is a College Assembly consisting of the representaf ivcs of the 
students from difi'erent classes for carrying out the business of the college 
activities in which students participate. There are four departments of 
such activities; viz., (1) Sports, Games and Gymnasium Department, 
(2) Entertainment Department, (3) Literary Department and (4) Common 
Boom Department. The Literary Department has three branches — 
Debating, Reading Room and Magazine. One member of the teaching 
staff is (and in some cases two are) in charge of each department with 
student secretaries to assist him. There is a Working Committee con- 
sisting of some members of the Assembly and appointetl by the Assembly 
for carrying out the business of each department. Generally the student 
members of the committee do the actual work under the 8U{)erviHion of 
the members in charge. 

Under the auspices of the Literary Committee, the Literary Club or 
the Debating Society meets generally on Saturdays when Debates are 
held or papers are read by the students and occasionally by the members 
of the staff. 

Under the supervision of the same committee, a College Magazine, 
named “The College Chronicle,” is published twice or thrice a year. 

Under the auspices of the Entertainment Committee, dramatic per- 
formance and periodical social functions are held. 

A large number of teachers attend the playground whenever a game is 
played by the students of the college. 

These arrangements are calculated to afford facilities for social inter- 
course between the teachers and the taught and among the students of 
the college. 

There is a gymnasium in charge of a Physical Instructor. It is ade- 
quately equipped. Facilities for cricket, football, hockey, badminton, 
volley-ball, basket-ball, tennis and some sorts of country games and sports 
as well as swimming and rowing imder proper guidance are afforded to 
students. There is a small committee consisting of some members of the 
teaching staff and of some students to look after games and physical 
education.

Maharaja’s Scholarship of Rs. 15 a month, tenable for two years in the 
Comilla Victoria College, is awarded annually to the student who stands 
first in Intermediate Examinations from this college and takes his admission 
here, excepting the Government scholarship-holders. 

College Stipends — Several stipends of different values (maximum value 
being equal to the tuition fee) are awarded to the students of the college 
in consideration of their merits and poverty on the results of a competitive 
examination in the case of first -year students and on the results of the 
Intermediate Examinations in the case of the 3rd-year students. Govern- 
ment scholarship-holders are awarded stipends, in lieu of free student- 
ships, equivalent in value to their tuition fees. 

Two gold medals called Lytton Medals are awarded to the students 
who stand first among the successful I. Sc. and B.A. candidates. Lord 
Lytton, a former Governor of Bengal, visited the Comilla Victoria College, 
and was very much pleased with what ho saw. As a mark of his appre- 
ciation of the good work done by the college and in order to encourage 
the students His ExcelUmcy wa« pleased to make a donation of Rs. 1,000. 
Out of this sum a capital fund of Rs. 700 was created — the interest to 
cover the expenses of an anmial prize of two gold medals called the Lytton 
Medals — to associate His Excellency’s name with the college. 

Sudhir Prize — A prize of books worth Rs, 10 is awarded to the student 
of the Ist-year Class who stands first in the annual examination. Sriman 
Sudhirkuinar Mukherjee, a very promising student of the college, died 
while he w’as in the 2nd yenr I.Sc. Claas, deeply mourned by all his teachers 
and follow students. He had secured a Junior Divisional Scholarship 
of Rs. 15 a month and had become universally {)opular by his merit and 
character. His afllicted father, Rai Saheb Jyotischandra Mukherjee, 
M.A., himself once a Professor of this college, offered a sum of Rs. 125 to 
bo utilised a capital fund, the interest on which has to be spent in awarding 
an aimual prize of books to commemorato the name of his only son. 

The practice of awarding prizes to meritorious students on the results 
of annual examination and to some students for physical feats has also been 
introduced.

First Apfiliation, 1907 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This institution was mainly residential and was founded in 1902 amidst 
beautiful rural surroundings on a magnificent bond of the river Bhairab, 
principally with the objec t of giving Hindu boys a training in their religion 
and reviving ancient Hindu learning ; it has in view also the furtherance 
of the cause of general education. It constitutes a religious trust under 
the management of a Board of Trustees. It has two departments, the 
college and the Chatuspathi. The Chatiispathi was started in 1903 for 
teaching various branches of ancient Sanskrit learning and for training up 
boys as far as practicable, according to the directions embodied in the 
Hindu religious code. For the first five years the students of the college 
department were allowed to sit for the F.A. Examination as private students. 
In 1907 the college was affiliated up to the Intermediate Course in English, 
B^ngal^, Sanskrit, History, Logic and Mathematics. The affiliation was 
extended up to the Intermediate course in Physics and Chemistry in 1909 
and Botany was added in 1911. In 1914 the affiliation was extended 
to the B.A. Pass standard in English, Bengali, Sanskrit, Mathematics, 
History and Philosophy. Further extensions of affiliation were secured 
in 1923 in Physics (Pass), Chemistry (Pass), and Mathematics (Pass and 
Honours), up to the B.8c. standard and in Physics (Pass), Chemistry 
(Pass), Sanskrit (Honours), and Mathematics (Honours), up to the B.A. 
standard ; in 1924 in English and Philosophy up to tlie B.A. Honours 
standard, in 1927*28 in Economics (Pass) up to the B.A. standard, and 
in 1931 in Civics up to the Intermediate standard. Chissical Bengali 
has been added to the B.A, curriculum in 1938. The college is situated 
in a spacious compound with college buildings as well as hostel buildings. 
The maximum accommodation for the whole college is 500. 

Building 

One two-storied building containing 9 rooms and another building con- 
taining 13 rooms. A purea building for accommodating the Common 
Room has already been constructed and another to accommodate Botanical 
Laboratory was constructed in the session before last. Another hall has 
been constructed last session to be used as a lecture hall. 

Laboratory 

The Chemical, Phy-sical and Botanical departments with their com- 
modious and well-ventilated laboratory and lecture theatres have been 
provided with necessary and up-to-date apparatus. The supply of water 
and gas ie regular. A workshop is attached to the laboratory, where many 
delicate instruments have been turned out by skilled workmen under the 
direction of Professors and Demonstrators. 

Hostel 

The Hindu and Mahomedan Hostels have accommodation for about 
200 students of the college. The Mahomedan Hostel has pucca building. 
The Hindu Hostel comprises one big two-storied building (built out of 
Government Grant), one one-storied building which is set apart for the 
residence of poor and meritorious students who live free of charge according 
to the desire of the Maharaja of Cossimbazar who bore its cost, six blocks 
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with tiled roofs each containing 8 single-seated rooms and a large number 
of thatched cottages and two corrugated-iron bungalows where students 
live at a nominal cost in conditions of rural simplicity. 

The hostel is divided into a number of convenient groups, each imder 
the charge of a Professor-Superintendent who acts as the mentor and 
guide of the students, the whole being under the co-ordinating influence 
of a General Superintendent. 

There is a Medical Officer, a graduate of the Calcutta Medical College, 
who renders free medical aid to all boarders. 

Library 

The college h^s an excellent Library, containing more than 12,000 
volumes which is constantly receiving additions. It is accommodated 
in a spacious hall and provides special facilities for study and reference. 


Extra curricular Activities 

The college being mainly a residential one, the teachers and the students 
live together and got endless opportunities of mixing with one another 
and developing a strong cor])orate life among themselves. 

The College Union is a most useful institution in this respect. It has 
got a number of branches, namely (1) Library Section, (2) Magazine Section, 
(3) Games and Sports Section, (4) Social Service Section, (5) Entertainment 
Section. The practice of organising Sankirtan parties at the college temple 
and arranging religious lectures and ceremonies and social gathering from 
time to time also contributes to the growth of a healthy corporate life. 

Tho Colli'go has a m ig.izintj which is issued thrice or twice a year 
unrlo_ the uamo ‘"D )vay<ii an”. 

The college has a big playing field for outdoor games measuring 500 sq. 
ft. in tho very centre of the college compound where football, cricket, 
hockey and tennis are regularly played. There are also smaller areas 
for minor games. Tho college runs open tournaments in football, hockey 
and tennis for encouragement of their games. 

There is a covered well-equipped gymnasium which is attended by 
many students imdor the guidance of a qualified Resident Physical Ins- 
tructor. Arningements have been made for the occasional medical exami- 
nation of tho students, specially of the boarders in the hostels, by the 
Medical Officer of tlie college. From this year. Drill has been introduced 
in 1st- and 3rd-ycar classes.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

It was established in 1908 as a second-grade college after the disaffi- 
liation of the Mymensingh Branch of the City College and was raised to 
the first grade status in 1914. On both occasions liberal assistance was 
obtained from Government and the Mymensingh public. 


Building 

The college building consists of 38 rooms and is situated at a distance 
from the congested areas of the town over an area of 15 acres of land. 
Amongst the recent additions is a big Hall for the students’ Common Room. 


Laboratory 

There are three spacious and well-equipped laboratories for imparting 
piactical instruction in Chemistry, Physics and Botany. 


Hostel 

There are 3 hostels capable of accommodating 187 student -boarders. 

Extra curricular A ctivities 

The A.M. College Magazine is a voluminous production. The Literary 
and Debating Club, the Athletic Clubs, the occasional Socials, etc., are 
managed by Students’ Committees with the help and guidance of members 
of the staff. It is provided with all principal newspapers and monthlies 
(English and Bengali). All possible arrangements for games and gymnastics 
exist.

9 stipends of Rs, 4 per month each arc awarded annually to the most 
meritorious students of the college. Half-free studentships are awarded to 
40 students of the college every year in consideration of poverty and merit. 
Younger brothers and sisters reading at college with elder brothers or 
sisters are allowed to read at half the usual rate. Two scholarships of 
the monthly value of Rs. 6 each and called Sudhendunarayan Achoryya- 
chowdhury Scholarships are available in the Intermediate Classes to poor 
and good students belonging to depressed sections of the community. 
Giribala Scholarship of tho value of Rs. 6 per month is awarded to the 
best Honours student of the P’ourth-year Class. “Rai Bahadur Shama- 
charan Ray’* Scholarship of Rs. 6 per month is awarded for two years 
hy the college to tho best student of the 3rd-year Class who does not secure 
any Qovomnient Scholarship.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The college was started in July, 1917, and is the result of the earnest 
efforts of the residents of this district to remove a long-felt want. A scheme* 
for the establishment of a college had originated as early as 1913, but it was 
not till 1914 that active steps were taken to carry it out. A committee of 
ocal representative gentlemen mot under the presidency of Mr. J. N. Gupta 
M.A., I.O.S., the then District Magistrate, and the scheme took definite 
shape. By March, 1917, donations to the extent of about Rs. 7J lacs had 
been raised. Au application to the University was then made for afhliation 
of the proposed college up to the B.A. standard, which was subsequently 
obtained. 

The college occupied the new building in July, 1918. 

From the funds subscribed, over two lacs were invested in Loan. 
Among the principal single donors may be mentioned the name of Raja 
Bahadur Goy)al Lai Ray of Tajhat (Rs. 1,00,000), Rai Annadamohan Ray- 
chaud^iuri, Bahadur, of Topa (Rs. 1,00,000), and the Hon’ble Maharaja 
Sir Manindraohandra Nandi, Bahadur, K.C.I*E. (Rs. 50,000). 

In February, 1918, His Excellency the Earl of Ronaldshay, Governor 
of Bengal, declared the now buildings open, spoke of the college scheme with 
the warmest approval, and announced a Government grant of 60,000 rupees 
towards land acquisition and capital expenditure on buildings to which 
another 40,0 JO rupees was afterwards added. H. E. Lord Lytton in his 
visit expressing his very great pleasure in visiting the institution hoped 
that it might obtain its B.Sc. Classes during his tenure of olBhce. This kind 
wish of Hia Excellency was fulfilled and the college opened B.Sc. 
Classes. 

Building 

The College buildings are amongst the finest in undivided BengaL. 
Those are situated on an extensive plot of ground measuring 900 bighas. 

Laboratory 

The Science Laboratories (Physics and Chemistry) opened in 1922>23 
are spacious and fully equipped with two lecture theatres with an accom- 
modation for practical work for 1 50 I.Sc. and 45 B.Sc. students. A separate 
laboratory for Botany with an attached lecture room was opened from 
the )>cginning of the session 1932-33. It provides for 60 Intermediate stu- 
dents in Botany. The extension of all the laboratories was carried out. 

Hostel 

There aro four Residential Hostels in the college compound, two for 
Hindus anri two for Mihoinedans. One additional Hindu hostel was opened 
in August, 1938. A portion of the additional Hindu hostel accommoda- 
ting 32 students is proposed to be converted into a segregation ward, and the 
Oollogo Dispensary is also to bo housed there. 

Library 

The Library is well-equipped with more than 10,000 volumes and pro-^ 
vided with a Reading Room for students and Professors. 
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Extra-curricular Activities 

The Common Room occupies a separate building and is very well-pro 
vided with current newspapers and periodicals including popular scientific 
and physical culture magazines. It is in the special charge of a Physical 
Director of the college, who is assisted by a a Students’ Committee. 

Special efforts are made to develop the corporate life of the college 
through the Professors’ Council and Club and the College Union and other 
Committees, whose work is carried on jointly by the students and Profe- 
ssors. The College Magazine published twice every session also contributes 
to the healthy growth of college life. There are also three Societies, viz., a 
Literary Society, an Historical Society and a Science Society function- 
ing under the guidance of Professors. 

There are splendid facilities for all outdoor games, and gymnastics are 
alWays encouraged. Inter-class competitions in games as well as athletic 
sports are hold every year, and physical exercise for all hoarders with drill 
during college hours is enjoined upon all students. There is an open and 
spacious gymnasium fully equipped. There are arrangements for medical 
examination of students. 


Scholarships, Medals, Stipends and Concessions 

Government Scholars are given free tuition. Two gold medals, the 
Lytton and Sir Asutosh Medals, and two College Scholarships are awarded 
DO I.Sc. and I.A. students standing firsD from the college and prosecuting 
further studios here with Honours. A number of college stipends are 
also awarded to deserving students. Also foe concessions are liberally 
made for poor and meritorious students.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This college, which formerly went by the name of Bagerhat College, 
owes its origin to the energetic efforts of the promoters of the Haveli Par- 
gana Social Re-union, an organisation for the advancement of education, 
sanitation and social reform in the Pargana which includes the town of 
Bagerhat and its neighbourhood. It is backed by the entire Sub-division 
of Bagerhat and supported by a Board of Trustees. 

The present name of the college after its great patron, Acharyya Sir 
Praphullachandra Ray, Kt., dates from April 28, 1933, on which a resolu- 
tion in favour of the (diange was adopted by the Governing Body of the 
college in response to the unanimous wishes of the people of Bagerhat 
Sub-division as expressed on the occasion of the Praphulla- Jay anti celebra- 
tions held in the college ground on the 27th April, 1933, on the completion 
of the great savant’s seventieth year of life. « 

It is situated on a healthy rural site consisting of a big maidan (over 
55 bighas in extent) facing the Khulna Bagerhat Light Railway line with 
a streamlet flowing close by. The Bagerhat College Railway Station is 
close to the college compound. 

There is also a park known as the Ramnarayan Park round the college 
Reserve Tank with a pavilion facing the college playground. It is illumi- 
nated with electric light every evening and is traversed by a pucca path- 
way all round. The Suk Sarobar, the bathing tank of the college, pro- 
vides an excellent swimming bath. The staff of the college has got a Co- 
operative Credit Society with the S.D.O. of Bagerhat as its ex-officio Chair- 
man and the Principal as the Vice-Chairman. 

Building 

The college has commodious buildings with an imposing frontage. It 
is open all around. 


Laboratory 

The laboratories provide facilities for practical work in Physics and 
Chemistry. It is open for research work too, and the Dyeing and Weaving 
Departments of the college are attached to it. 

The Electric Power House of the college provides electrical energy 
for use of fans, lights, etc.

Short History oj its EstaNishment and Development 

The college is situated in the best part of the town of Faridpur, the 
headquarters of the district of the same name in East Bengal. The ground 
on wliich it stands is open on all sides and commands a beautiful view. It 
was first established as a second grade collogo in July, 1918, and was affilia- 
ted up to the l.A. standard in English, Bengali, Sanskrit, Mathematics, 
Logic, and History. The college was named after the late Babu Rajendra- 
chandra Kaychaudhuri, the zemindar of Baisrasi in the district of Faridpur, 
whoso public-spirited s(jn and heir, Babu Kameschandra Rayohaudhuri, 
at the instance'! of the late Babu Ambikacliaran Majumdar, an all -India 
leader and tlio first President of the Governing Body of the college, by a 
munificent donation of Rs. d(),000 made the institution an accomplished 
fact. A sum of aliout Hs. 30,000 more was raiserl from the public mainly 
through the endeavour of the late Babu Amhikaeharan Majumdt::T who 
was not only the founder but the very life and soul of the college. Babu 
Rames(‘handra Kaychaudhuri made a furth(‘r donation of Rs. 2,000 at the 
time of opening the l.Sc. Classes in 1923. Among the chief minor donors 
the following names may be rnv'ntioned : — 

Maharaja Sir ^laninehandra Nandi, Ihihadur, who paid Rs. 2,000 

Babu Praphullanat h Tagore, who ]>aid Rs. 2,500, and 

Kumar Arunchandra Sinha, who paid Ks. 2,000, 

The history of (ho college has Ix'ori a history of steady expansion. It 
has bi'cn a first grade colh'go since 1021. 

TiUnd for the creetion of the colh'ge building anti college hostels both 
for Hindu and Muhammadan students was obiained from the Oovemmont 
in pormaiicnt lease at a nominal rent. The area of th(‘ land at first was about 
17 bigiia.s. Tliis area lias In'en ('\tended sinee 1020, so that the total area 
at [iresimt is 0.24 acres or about 35 bighas. 

Buihliny 

The collegi' buiMing is t wo-storied, spacious and sulistantial, with accom- 
inedatieii ter over 5t)U .stud»‘nts. There are fc^ur big class rooms and tliree 
small ro ans in tliis building, 'riie Principal's room and Ins otfice are located 
on one pari oi' it. In the upper storey ar<' located the lilwary, the roiuiing 
room and tlu' lO’ofessor's waiting mom. A yards ofi thiuv is the Labora- 
tory of wdiii'h a di'sr-ript ion i.s given .separately, 'i'he efvss-room.s, the Libra- 
ry and the [Reading Room an? as well-\ t'nt ilatod and well-lighted os possible. 

Laboratory 

The Laboratories an^ housed in a spacious building which stands very 
clo.se to the main buililing of the coll<*go and fulfil all the requirrnonts of 
thi‘ students. Tlu'V are well-eqiiipped laboratories. The lecture-gallery 
can nccominodab' about 150 .students. Then' i.s one .store-room for Chemis- 
try and one for Physics. Ktwh of the departments has got a separate pre- 
paration room and a sepaiate jiraetical class. Tliere are two fume chambers, 
one for the lecture theatre and the other for the Chemistry practical class. 
Besidt's there is one Dark room and ono Balance room. There is also a 
complete urrangi'inent for tho supj Jy of gas and pipo-water. A radio set 
has Ik'ou installed in tho Phy.sical Laboratory. 

h ostH 

Thi'ro is a pucra Hindu Hostel aud a pucen tiled Mahornedan Hostel in 
tho eollego compound. Tho Hin<lu Hostel oonsi.sts of four blocks or build-

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ings and the Mahomedan Hostel consists of two blocks. The college 
hostels are under the direct supervision of a Superintendent who is a Pro- 
fessor of the college. There is a qualified paid doctor who daily visits the 
Hostels and Messes and renders medical, aid whenever necessary. 

TAbrary 

The Library is a spacious hall in the upper storey of the main building. 
It measures about 50 feet in length and 24 feet in breadth. The centre of 
the hall is used by the students as their reading room. The Library is 
steadily expanding. It is in charge of a wholetime Librarian. 

Extra curricular Activities 

The following organisations make up the corporate life of the college : 
(a) a debating club, (h) an athletic club, (c) a Social Service League, (d) 
a Students’ Mutual Aid Society. 

There is also a Collogo Magazine. 

The college atlorcLs liberal facilities for games and sports. There are 
two pkygrounds and a well-equipped gymnasium. 

Scholarships, Prizes, ^tc. 

Two scholarships of the value of Rs. 10 a month arc awarded by the 
coUego to those Matriculates of the First-year Class who obtain first-grade 
and second-grade junior scholarships; one scholarsliip of Rs. 10 a month 
is awarded to a first-grade junior scholar. Besides there are two endowed 
free -studentships, known as the Swarnamoyee and the Mahendranarayan 
freo-studontships, established respectively by the late Babu Surendrakumar 
Dasgupta, B.L., a pleader of the District Court and by the late Rai Bahadur 
Mahendranarayan Raychaudhuri, an enlightened zemindar of liaisrasl in 
the district of Faridpur. Each of the gentlemen has paid Rs. 800 for the 
purpose. Over and above these endowed froo-student.ships the college 
itself grants several free-studontships to those students of the different 
classes w^ho are considered deserving by reason of their poverty and mor’t. 
The free-studeritships of tiie last class are somotiinos split up into half- 
free studentships. There are also three otlior Hcholarships, viz., Lytton 
and Ishan Scholarships. According to the now scholarship rules the 
Principal has been ernpowered by the Government to award several scholar- 
ships and stipenfls in college and district basis.

Short History of its Establishment and DereJopmenl 

The Foni Colh^ge was started in 1922 with affiliations up to the I. A, 
standard. For some years past the people of Noakhali and particularly 
of the Feni Sub-division have been trying to start a college with a view 
to removing their long-felt grievance regarding higher education. Their 
efforts were erowncnl with success even at a time when non-co-operation 
movement was in the fullest swing. They raised suV)Scriptions locally 
to the extent of about Ks. 20,000 and the District Board of Noakhali came 
forward with a donation of Hs. 50.000 for construction of two magnificent 
hostels, one for the ITindu students and iinother ccjually big for the Maho- 
medan students. There is just behind the former Hindu Hostel extension, 
a coiTu^U'd-iron-roofed house witli p icca plinth, accommodating twenty 
Hindu boarders. Another corrugated-iron-roofed house, where the now 
defunct Moslem High English School was located, accommodates about 
thirty Mahornedans. Tiio Hajpur family belonging to the rich Saha 
(‘ommunity of this dietrict has let on k^ase a fine two-storied buildin^^ for 
residence of forty Hindu boarders. There is an extensive playing ground 
prepared at an expimditure of Rs. 5,000. It has alr(‘ady become an attrac- 
tive feature of the institution and has supplied a keenly-felt want of this 
lo(!ality. 

The college from its very inception has shown remarkably steady pro- 
gress, so much so that after two years of its beginning, i.e , in 1924, the 
(Jovornmont and the University tliought its outlook was most hopeful and 
thus raised its status to that of a First-Grade College with affiliation in all 
the Arts suhiects including ^lathematics and Honours in History. His 
Excolioficy Sir Hugh Lansdown Stephenson, K.t'.I.E*, C.S.I., I-C.S., 
the acting Governor of Bengal, visited the college on the 10th of August, 
1920, and Wiis v'ery much impressed by the progress that the college had 
made in an ineroilibly short time and formally opened the upper storey 
of the main college building, which was nearing completion. His Ex- 
cellency signalised jii.s visit to the college by a capital grant of Bs. 20,000, 
towaird.s the cost of (extension and Rs. 5,000 out of his 'Discretionary Fimd* 
just to enal)lo the college to wipe off its old debts. The special feature 
of the institution is a large percentage of Maliomedan students as com- 
jjared whth neighbouring «‘oj!cges. Tlio aiuhoriiies of this college are 
}>articularly gratt'ful to ilis Highness the Maharaja, of Tripura for the 
recurring grant of Rs. 50 per menv cm and to Babu Chandicharan Law of 
Faleutta and Kumar Aninchandra Sinha Bahadur of Paikpara, tw’O of the 
premier Zamindars of this iliseti i<*t, for their donation of Ks. 4,000 and 
Kh. 2,000 resyaa tively. Lieut. Sat yendraohandra Ghoslimaiilik, M.Sc., 
H.L., anotlua’ prominent landlord of tins distri(‘.t, paid Rs. 1,000 and Kai 
l^vairilal Rayebaudhuri, Bahadur, Ztiuinilar of Saistanagar, paid Rs. 500 
for the improvement of the college. Babu Chandrakumar Chaudhury, 
Zemindar of Banasj)ara family, in the district of Noakhali, has donated 
a .sum of Hs. 1,000 (one thousand) on condition that a nominee of this 
family will bo entitled to a i'ull-ireo concession aimually in this college. 

liuiUiing 

The college now possesses a two-storied building with about twenty-one 
rooms, big and small, in wdiiidi college classes are held. 

Hostel 

There are two big hostels in brick-built houses, one for Hindus and 
the other for Muslims. These are the gifts of the Noakliali District Bo€urd« 
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Besides, there is the Hindu Hostel extension, a corrugated iron-roofed 
house with metalled plinth, one Ramnath Mass is meant for Hindu boarders. 
It is a fine brick-built two-storied house with pucca latrine, dining hall 
and kitchen. The Islamia Mess — the now defunct Moslem High School 
building — accommodates members. There are Superintendents in resi- 
dence in all those Hostels and Mosses and they draw their honorarium 
in addition to their salary as members of the teaching staff. There are 
separate establishments for Weaver and Buddhist students. 

Library 

Equipments and purchase of books for the Library cost the autho- 
rities of this college about Rs. 26,250. The Library is located in the upper 
storey of the main college building. 

Extra-curricular Acti cities 

There is a Literary and Debating Society at tached to this college. It 
has frequent sittings, whore attendance of all the students on the roll is 
compulsory. One of the Professors of Englisfi is in cliarge of tlio same. 
The Feni College Magazine is a quarterly. It is a rccorcl of the activities 
of the college. There is an Economics Seminar of whidi the Senior Pro- 
fessor of Economics is the President and the Pi iiicipal is the Patron. 

A huge Gymnasium erected at a cost of Rs. 5,(>bO is rt'ady for use. A 
fully trained Gymnastic Inspector has Ixnm taking hi< class<^s regularly. 
Attendance of First-year students at the Physical training class is com- 
pulsory.

A Short History of its Establishment and Development 

On the 8th of August, 1937, a public meeting was held at Munshiganj,, 
under the auspices of Mr. A. B. Ganguli, Sub -Divisional Ofticer, for 

establishing a college at Vikrampur with the donation of a lakh of rupees 
made by Babu x\sutosh Ganguli, M.A., a worthy son of Vikrampur. It 
was unanimously resolved that a college be started at Munshiganj and 
that it be named Haraganga College, Vikrampur, to perpetuate the revered 
memory of the parents of the founder of the college, JNIr. A. T. Ganguli, 
and further that the name of the college be never changed. 

The local high school was in possession of a big plot of acquired land 
and out of that the school authorities very kindly surrendered 14 B. 6 K. 
an(h2 Ch. of land for the establishment of the college, and the Government 
were pleased to lease out the plot of land at an annual rental of Rs. 24 
to the college authorities for the said purpose. 

After all preliminary arrangements which took a considerable time the 
Hon’ble Mr. A. K. Fazlul Haque, M.A., B.L., the Premier of Bengal, who 
took groat interest in establishing a college at Vikrampur, laid the found- 
ation stone of the college on the 18th December, 1938. 

Mr. A. T. Ganguli, who is the founder of tlic college, has exeMnited a 
Trust Deed vesting the properties of the college in three trustees. The inam 
object of the Trust Deed is two-fold, viz.^ (a) to impart cheap and efficient 
coUege education in a highly healthy and beautiful locality free from the 
unhealthy and distracting influences of big towns and cities, and (6) to 
create a centre of Hindu culture by imparting free tMlucation in the \ edas, 
the Upanishads and the system of the Hindu Darshanas on traditional 
lines. 

Btiilding 

The college is a magnificent two-storied building. There are 16 rooms. 
Six rooms measure 30'x25', two rooms 34' x 28' and 6 rooms 25'xl8- 
The corridors all along the building and in both the floors measure S'-3'' 
breadth. A new Assembly Hall has been built for which Mr. A. T. Ganguli 
has donated another sum of ten thousand rupees. 

Laboratory 

There are Physical and Chemical Laboratories with one Science Theatre 
in some of the bigger rooms. There is also a Botanical Laboratory. 

Hostel 

As to Hostels, the main Hindu Hostel is situated within the college 
compound by the side of a big tank measuring 285' x 150' on the other side 
of which stands the college building. This Hindu Hostel is an E-shaped 
thr^ storied building facing south, and open on all sides, with an accommo- 
dation for 200 boarders. The Kitchen and the Dining Hall are attached 
to it, and there are 22 sanitary latrines. The old Hostel is a corrugated 
iron structure for nearly 50 boarders. 

The Moslem Hostel is a hired two storied building in the town which 
accommodates 24 boarders. 

Library 

The College Library is situated in a spacious room open on all sides. 
There is also arrangement in it for 50 students for quiet studies. 
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There are more than 2,100 volumes of books in the Library, and all 
facilities are offered to the students for using the Library freely. 

Extra-curricular Activities 


One of the noteworthy facts of this college is that the original scheme 
contemplates starting a ‘ Tol ’ for teaching the Vedas, the Upanishads and 
the Hindu Darshanas on traditional lines. 

A good Library of Hindu sacred books has been opened ; two well- 
qualified Pandits have been appointed on attractive salaries, and the scho- 
lars are given free education, free board and lodging and stipends. A certain 
Vedic course is compulsory for all the Tol students. In short, the aim is to 
create a centre of Hindu culture and learning. 

Excellent facilities for games and sports exist. There is a Common 
room for students.

SIR ASUTOSH COLLEGE, KANUNGOPARA (CHITTAGONG) 
First Affiliation, 1939 

Short History of its Kstablishm-ent afid Development 

Cliittagong long felt the need of a second college in the district and 
public opinion w^as mobilised to that end. An attempt for the college 
was made in 1926 which, however, failed to materialise due to sudden 
financial set-backs. In 1033 the Kanungopara Education Society was regis- 
tered under Act XXXI of 1860 witli the definite object of starting a college 
there. In 1935 the next attempt was made for the foundation of the 
college. The project was, however, left aside on account of unexpected 
political troubles in the country. In 1939 the third attempt was made and 
with success, the college having received University recognition from 
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June, 1939. Mr. Rebatiraman Datta, M.A., bore the responsibilities of 
finance and organisation throughout the long years and at his wish the 
college was founded after the name of the great Sir Asutosh Mookherjee, the 
mighty torch-bearer of higher education in Bengal. With effect from the 
commencement of the session 1941-42, the college was granted an extension 
of affiliation up to the B.A. standard. 

Building 

Three decent buildings have been constructed in an excellent position. 
Another building with five rooms has been constructed. Those furnish 
the college with 13 big rooms to accommodate 150 students each, 3 rooms 
for 100 students each, and 18 small rooms. 

Hostel 

Very decent hostels have been constructed for both the Hindus and the 
Muhammadans and all the teachers reside with the students. 

Lihrarg 

A beautiful library has been set up with a good collection of books. 
The number of books in the library now exceeds 1,200.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The idea of starting* a college in Bogra first originated with the late 
Nawab Abdus Sobhan Chowdhury and since his time successive District 
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Magistrates and some non-official gentlemen of the town tried to give a prac- 
tical shape to the idea but circumstances proving unfavourable every time 
the actual starting of a college here had to bo postponed till July, 1939, when 
a band of public-spirited gentlemen headed by Khan Bahadur Mohammad 
Ali, M.L.A., succeeded in securing University affiliation up to the I.A. 
standard for a colleger in Bv:)gra. 

The opening ceremony was formally performed by the Hon’ble Khan 
Bahadur Aziziil Huque, C.I.E. (the then Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta 
University, after whom the college is named) on 9th July, 1939. The insti- 
tution proved an immediate success. The popularity of the college is ri- 
sing steadily.

MADAN ^rOHAX COLLEGE, SYLHET 
First Affii.tation, 1940 

Short Hudory of ibn Establishment and Development 

The Murarichand College was removed to its present site, at a distance 
of about thr eo miles from the town, in 1925. Since then, there has been 
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an unmistakable demand for a new college within the municipal limits of 
the town of Sylhet. The demand became more insistent of late when it 
was found that every year a large number of students was refused admission 
to the M. C. College for want of accommodation. In response to this 
growing demand two public-spirited gentlemen of this town, Babu Mohini- 
mohan Das and Babu Jogendramohan Das, came forward with the offer 
of a plot of land and a donation of Rs. 7,000 (Rupees seven thousand) 
only in cash, to be supplemented by the amount required for the cons- 
truction of the college building. The offer was accepted and in accordance 
with the wishes of the donors, it was resolved that the institution would 
be named ‘Madan Mohan College’ after the name of their fatlior late Babu 
Madanmohan Das. The University was, accordingly, approached with 
a prayer for affiliation in March, 1940, and thanks to the efforts made 
by Rai Bahadur P. C. Dutt, C.I.E., Advocate -Genera I, Assam, the final 
orders granting affiliation were passed in the following May. It must 
also be mentioned, to the credit of the organiser, that within the short 
period of three months only, they could complete all their arrangements 
including the construction of the college building and before the classes 
were opened in July, 1940, the college had all it ‘needed to make a start. 

«■ Building 

A large and open plot of land contiguous to the original site of the 
college which has a large building had been secured and a new building 
consisting of three rooms, each meas}iring 24' x 15', was constructed thereon. 
This meant the extension of the college boun<iary up to the main road 
on the west. 


Library 

A large number of books in various subjects have been collected for 
the Library. Efforts are also being made to create a fund to bo used ex- 
clusiv^ely for the expansion of the college Library. 

Ext rawu rricu lar Actvvit ies 

There is a (.ollege Union consisting of representatives formally elected 
by the students. Its object is to foster a spirit of fellowship and good- 
will amongst the members and it controls the various extra-curricular 
activities of the college. At present, there are 3 departments, namely, 
(1) Sports Department, (2) Common Room Department and (3) Social 
Department. One member of the teaching staff is in charge of eaidi 
department, with a student-secretary to do the actual work under his 
supervision. The scope of such activities will become wider as the number 
of students on the rolls inen^ases. 

The Common Room is well supplied with periodicals and indoor games 
and social gatherings are held from time to tirne which pro vidt^ an outlet 
for their abilities in music and debate. 

The number of students in the college is rather small. Yet to emf)ha- 
sise the value of sports, facilities have beim [>rovidfMi for Football, Hockey, 
Badminton, Volley-ball, Tennicoit and (Jrieket.

First Affiliation, 1940 

Short Histortj of its Establishment and Development 

The Fazlul Huq College, Chakhar was founded by the Hon’ble Mr. A, K. 
Fuzlul Huq, M.A., ILL., Chief ^Minister of Bengal, in his nativ-* village in 
the midst of rural surroundings ‘'to level up culturally,” as the Hon’ble 
Chief Minister himself has put it, ‘ the rural areas of Chakhar-Khalisakota 
and the adjoining villages, to meet the aspiration of all in matters of higher 
erlucation in a quieter atmosplujre.” It was also his earnest desire to 
make collegiate education here as much cheap as possible so as to bring 
it within the easy reach of the poorer sections of the student community. 
.\nd as His Excellency the Governor of Bengal said in his speech at the 
opening ceremony of the College, “Hero in this village in the heart of the 
country-side I find. . . .an educational centre brought right to the villagers’ 
door,” thereby offering ample opportunity to “many promising boys, 
who were debarred from getting the education they deserved owing to 
the difficulty and expense of going to the towns where educational centres 
were so often located, far away from the reach of rural population.” 

Building 

A big two-storeyed Building for the College measuring 190' X 70' X 38' 
was constructed and was f)pened by His Excellency the Governor of Bengal 
on the 27th November, 1940. There are two big Halls, each measuring 
60' X 50' and eight commodious Rooms each measuring 50' X 25'. 

Hostel 

There are three Hostels, one for Moslem students at Chakhar, one for 
Caste Hindu students and one for 8<’heduled (^asto students — both the 
Hindu Hostels are loeaLni at Khalisakota. In all these Hostels no charge 
is made for the pri'sent for seat -rent and establishment. There is arrange- 
ment for free medical aid. 

Library 

Books worth over Rupees three thousand five himdred have been 
purcluised. Books worth Hs. 2,500 have also been received out of the 
Imperial grant. There is in addition the Fuzlul Huq Public Library at 
Chakhar, containing a number of udvanc<Hl books and thoro is every faci- 
lity on the part of the College students to make use of them.

The Students' Union, including Literary Section, Debating Society, a 
Magazine Committee and Social Service League, exist for the benefit of 
students.

SIRAJGANJ COLLEGE 
First 1940 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The necessity for establishing a Colk‘ge at Sirajganj had all along been 
keenly felt. Tliis Sub-division turns out 250 Matriculates on an average 
every year. Mr. A. H. Quraisl)i, I.C.S., S.D.O., Sirajganj, took up the 
matter. 

In November, 1939, a meeting of the leading non-ofhcials of the town 
was held under the President.ship of the S.D.O., Mr. A. H. Quraishi. It 
was unanimously resolved to establish a Collogo here. A provisional 
Founders’ Committee representing ail sec-dons of people was formed. 

The generous public, especially the poor agriculturists of the Sub- 
division, voluntarily subscribed to the College Fund. On the 9th of Juno, 
1940, while laying the Foundation stone of the (Collogo ))uilding, the Hon’ble 
Mr. A. K. Fazlui Huq, Chief Mii»istor, Bengal, said, ‘Tt goes to the credit 
of the poor agriculturists of Sirajganj that we find a College hero. I shall 
go all over Bengal and toll the people to tako lessons from thorn who con- 
tributed a huge sum of money for education in suen a short period.” Local 
bodies and many outside w^orkors have done all in their power to bring 
the scheme into shape. The District Board, under the Cliairmaiiship of 
Mr. Abdul Rashid Mahmood, B.L., M.L.A., made a handsome grant for 
the construction of the College Hostel buildings. Mr. Abdulla Al-Mahrnood, 
M.A., B.L.; M.L.A., deserves the thariks of the Gov'erning Body for the 
pains he took to secure the University affiliation. A plot of land com- 
prising 66 bighas was bought at a cost of Rs. 15,000 witnir) tho Municipal 
area.

Magnificent College and Hostel buildings with quarters for tho staff 
have been constructed for which a plot of 66 bighas of land within tho 
Municipal area has been acquired at a co.st of Rs. 15,000.

Hindu ami Moslem stiuhmts hoh)ngiug specially to the poor agriculturist 
class. Adina was considered to the most suit able place for star ting 
tlie collcgi' IxM'iiusi' it was the centre of th*' discriet with cheap living and 
easy connnunicat ions and also because a gift of 3(10 highas of land and 12 
large tanks was rraeived for the starting of ll»e college froir Begum Shamsun 
Nahar Slieba. The e()llcgr was nanuxl after Mr. A. K. Fa/lul Huq, Chief 
Ministt>r of inniividt'd Bengal, i»i recoguitit>n of his patronagt. The college 
was <le(uiv\l ai» urgent iieenssiry IxH’ause of tin low percentage of literacy 
in the district and i-ho hTiaucial baekwarciness of the people prevonting 
them from giving higher edneation to their wards in distant j.)Iaces. The 
promoto-s of the (X)llng(^ also <locide<l to start an industrial school along 
with the eollcgo. But on acicount of the most imsuitablo climate of Adina, 
tlio first college of tlio district was actually started m 1940 near about 
tlio very healthy village of Dadanchak, on the Ganges, where a Governmert- 
aidcKl industrial school was already in existanco.

Fiiidmg it very difficult to send girl students to the M. C. College, 
which is situated at a distaiLce of miles from the heart of the town, it 
being impossible for many guardians to meet the heavy conveyance charge 
at Rs. 8 per month and some tiisfavoiming the system of co -education 
existing in the said college, the Sylhot public keenly felt the necessity of 
a separate college for the females in the heart of the town. In the year 
1939, Sj. Brojoudra Nara^ an Chaudhury. M.A., B.L., took -the lead in the 
matter and a provisional committee, with toj. Baidyanath Mukherjee, 
B.A., M.L.A., as Preside nt, and Sj. Hitangshu Sokhar Das, M.A., as Secretary, 
was formed. Mr. G. A. Small, B.A., the then Director of Public Instruction, 
took a very sympathe view of the cause and kindly permitted the holding 
of the college classes in the morning in the local Government Girls’ High 
School and also allowed three profossor.s of tlic M. C. College to take classes 
in this college as well. Since the 2ud-year of its start, the college was 
fortunate in enjoying Government grant. The Government agimd to 
sanction for the college the grant of a plot of land, 6 high as in area, situated 
ill a most convenunt part of the town. A sum of about Ks. 12,000 was 
collected from th«) public, the prineijuu donors liC'ng Sj. Brojcmlra Narayan 
Chaudhury, M.A., B.L., and Sj. Baid\a Nath Mnkh(.‘rjee, B.A., M.L.Ai, 
the former having paid Hs. 0,0o0 aiul tlie latter Ks. 2,000.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Capt. N. N. Dutta, tlie Foundor-Sccrotary of the College intcns^^ly felt 
the growing need of expanding education beyond a rigid curricular system 
and carrying it direct to the village masses. Ho selected *his native village 
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as the place where a rural collegiate institution would give shape to his 
noble ideas. The Srikail Colloge comes as the coping-stone to the scheme 
which, a year ago, he began from the very bottom by giving his native 
village a Primary School for boys, a Primary School for girls, a Secondary 
School, a Dispensary and a large reserve tank storing fresh watir through- 
out the year. Capt. Dutta is spending a substantial amount for the College 
including land, buildings, library equipments and Reserve Fund apart 
from the recurring deficit that may have to be met at the initial stages. 

Building 

Accommodation for Library, Reading Room and Professors’ Common 
Room has boon made in a building on tho western side of the reservoir. 
AnoLlior building for the College has boon completed. 

Hostel 

Tho College Hostel with accommodation for 30 boarders is located in 
the College compound under the supervision cf a Professor. Seats are 
available in tho Hostel free of rent. Intor-caste and inter-communal 
dining is a special feature. Students may also make arrangemeht for 
lodgings with resident families in or near about the village on suitable 
terms.

To ensure the spirit of fcllow-feoling and co-operation among the stu- 
dents and the staff, thc^ Colletje has undertaken to work out a new scheme. 
The students of tli(> (’ollege, bosiiles those who are residents of the Hostel, 
are lodgiMl in Jaigirs that are spread over nearly sixteen villages surround- 
ing tho College. villages are divided in six zones, each zone being 

placed in ch/irgo of a Professor who would visit it from time to time. The 
students of each zoin? in collaboration with the residents of that locality, 
dovolop there a contra of culture by starting societies for debates, dnunas, 
sports, ontortainmonts and other activities of social importance. And if 
they succoed, thoro may be started an honest competition among the re- 
presentatives of different zones for which prizes and medals may be de- 
clared by the College for the best attainment of students in spheres of zone 
activities. Zono-wor^ will also inoludo the establishment of a close touch 
with the people of the locality. 
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Physical Educatioa of the students of the College is conducted by an 
expert. Arrangements are made for Cricket, Hockey, Foot-ball, Volley- 
ball, Basket ball, etc., as welP as indigenous rural games. The College 
has a Swimming pool about 100 yds. x 50 yds. where water- polo, rowing 
and Boat races form an interesting pastime of the students. Drills and 
parades to the accompaniment of drums and bugles are a regular feature 
of outdoor activities. A well-equipped Gymnasium is under construction. 
Participation in games, parades or physical exercise is compulsory for all 
students. The medical officer in consultation with the Physical Instructor 
keeps record of the medical examination of students from time to time. 

(a) Vocational Course — Students of the Commerce Section may join 
the vocational course in Typing and Stenography which is conducted 
under the direction of an experienced M.A. A small Machine fee of Re. 1 
only each month is charged for this course. 

(h) Tutorical Classes are arranged to meet the specfic needs of every 
student in every subject. 

(c) Open-air Classes are arranged sometimes to break tho monotony 
and dullness of tho class room. 

(d) Dispensary placed imder the charge of a qualified Medical Officer 
is run m tho College promises.

Tho necessity for founding a Coll<*irc af. .Jc-jsok' for fa^hlitirs of higher 
education had been felt long ago find atteirqits wf'n* mado from time to 
time without any result. The iflea look a definite^ shape in Angu.st, 1940, 
when at the initiative of Sj. MohiUrsh Paichoudhuri, a public meeting 
was convened over tho signatures of hiin.sclf, Uai Bahadur Keshal)lal Hay- 
chaudhuri and Sj. Surendranath Haidar, Chairman of t})e .lf‘s,sore Munici- 
pality, to consider what step.s shoulrl be taken to materialise tins object. 
The meeting which was presided over by Mr. S. K. Giqita, l.C.S., tho then 
District Judge of Jessore enthmsiastioally supportecl the proposal. It 
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was unanimously decided thai a first grade College should be established 
in the town as soon as practicable and that a start should be givcai to the 
scheme by opening an Intermediate Arts Class from July, 1941. An Exe- 
cutive Committee qpnsisting of 34 members was formed for this |>urpos0 
with plenary powets with Sj. Kshitinath Ghosh and Sj, Mohitosh Rai- 
choudhuri as Secretary and Jt. Secretary respectively, Dr. Jibanratan 
Dhar, M.B., as Treasurer and Sj. Prafiillakiimar Raychoudhuri, M.A., 
B.L., as Asstt. wSocrotary. A General Committee consisting of 150 members 
was also formed to popularise the scheme in the district. Sj. Mohitosh 
Raichoudhuri was authorised by the Committee to form a sub-committee 
in Calcutta to collect funds and to approach the Government add the 
University authorities and to do all other things necessary to give effect 
to this scheme. 

After framing the constitution, the Executive Committee approached 
the authorities of the local Medical Institute for the gift of their land and 
building to tlio College Committee as they had no longer any necessity for 
their properties after their failure to secure recognition for the' Institute. 
With commemlahle magnanimity the said authorities agreed to make over 
those firoportios to the College Committee with certain reservations making 
the task of the organisers of the College much easier than it would other- 
wise have been in the ordinary course of events. ^ 

The Executive Coruinitteo after getting assurance of the gift of this 
fine asset consisting of one big two-stori(?d building and one big one-stOried 
building with an extensive compound comprising several bighas of land 
situated in the best part of the town valued at more than Rs. 40,000, set 
about collecling funds after issuing a i)rinted appeal signed among others 
by Sir P. C. Kay, Sir Manrnathanath Mukherjee, Kt., Dr. Syamaprasad 
]\iook('i-j(‘(‘, Mr, Kazlul Ifuq, Sir K. Xazimuddin and Mr. H. Suhrawardy. 
It was also n('(*(‘ssary to build a lecture hall which the Committee under- 
took to do and by tlie time the Inspector of ( ollegcs came, the work was 
in good progrt ss and thanks to tho kind donation of Sj. Manindranath 
IMitra, Solicitor, a [>ul>lic-.spirit("d inhabitant of Jessoro, it was finished 
(juite in good time for tlie (‘lasses to be held tl’.er(\ 

Buildintj 

As stated in the short history of tlio college, tho present college 
buildings arc n\sus(‘ila((*d structures of the [u-ox iousl}^ known Medical Ins- 
titute. Tho buil< lings are situated on an extensive' ground away from 
tho congested areas of the town. The spacious compound witli its lawny 
outlook throughout and with a few tine-sha]:>t'd fruit trees of luxuriant 
grow til clustering at (lie backside is surrounded by strong walls. There 
are three commodious buildings in which the college work is carried on. 
The main buiMing which is a largo two-storied structure contains tho 
Ofiice, tho Library, tho Heading Room, Ladies' Common Room, tho Teaching 
btall’s Common Room an<l IViiicipal’s GIlieo Room on the ground floor, 
and some built lecture rooms on the first lloor. Of tho other two buildings 
one is newly to liold bigger ckusses in its si)aciou3 hall. Another new 
Imilding has been constructed. 

Hostel 

Most of tho students are local. A few of those who came from out- 
side have been porniittod to reside with approved guardians. Tho rest 
are actiommodafiW in two atUtehed mosses not far from tho college under 
tho strict supervision of two Professors of tho college. One of them has 
boon soloctod for tho Hindus and the other for tho Muslim students. 

Library 

Tho ooUogo Library possesses a good colloobion of books inoluding 
modern liberaturo.

The people of the Manikganj Sub-division having 20 H. E, Schools 
felt the necessity for p, collcgf) as boys had to go outside for higher 
education. To remove this difficulty, the orgaaLsers, Sri K. C. Neogy 
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tind Sri K. S. Ray among them, selected the village Terasree to the extreme 
west of the district bordering on two other districts, viz», Mymensingh and 
Pabna, for tho location of a new college, so that the college might meet 
the needs of all tho three districts. The place was healthy and living 
very cheap. Tho chief donor Sri Siddlieswari Prasad Raychaudhuri, 
Reminder of Terasree made a gift of a plot of 20 bighas for tho college 
surrounding tho Kalinarayan Academy which he maintained to perpetuate 
tho memory of his father.

The district of Noakhali elairncal ov'er 25 ILE. Schools Out there was 
only one college at Feni, on the eastern side of the district, which during 
the last war was tran-sferred to Brahmanbaria in the district of Tipi^erah. 
The necessity of a college, specially for the students of the central and 
western parts of the drstrict, was thf.Tofore felt keenly. As, however, 
the town of Noakhali, had been progres-sivcly damaged by erosion caused 
by the river Meghna,*the general opinion turned in favour of starting a 
college at Chaumuhani, a reputed business centre about 9 miles from 
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Noakhali. Before applying for affiliation, the leading people of Cbantnu- 
hani secured a plot of 9 bighas of land and made preparations for starting 
construction of temporary structures thereon for the purpose of the college. 
The proposal for affiliation was received with favour by the University 
and the college was affiliated to the I.A. standard with effect from 1943. 
Within two years the college developed enormously. The college com- 
poimd covered about 16 bighas of land and hostels for 64 boarders and 
Professors’ quarters covered another 8 bighas including a big tank. Tube- 
wells were sunk and now structures erected for the college. The college 
was more or loss in a sound financial position. It received extension of 
affiliation to the B.A. standard with effect from 1945 and to the I.Sc.

A rich 
Mahomedan gentleman, Haji Asshek Md. Tnlukdar eamo forward with a 
<ionation of Rs. 40,000 and alrcaily pai<l Rs. 15,000. Tho Collector of 
Mymonsingh sanctioned about 05 l)igha8 of Khasmahol land within tho 
Municipal area for tho purpose of tho collogo. Thg Sub Divisional Officer 
ftud the other interested persons hoped to raise tho funds to a lAkh of 
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rupees withir a short time. The buildiig in which the college was tempo- 
rarily housed had eight rooms and a hall with two other small rooms.

Diftkiulties of communication and low income of the people mostly 
dependent on agriculture precluded the boys of Satkliira Sub-division 
from joining a college, although there were 21 H. E. Schools in the Sub- 
division. There was, therefore, an urgent necessity of a college for which 
the influential men of Satkhira be^stirred theunselves from tlie end of 1945. 
They constructed a lust floor on the local scliool building for college pur- 
poses and raised a donation of Rs. 75,000 even before affiliation. The 
college was granted affiliation with effect from 1940.

Short History of its Kstahlish77i(nt and l)ivclopment 

In 1943 Cornilla Victoria (’olk go was pernuttecl on account of the war 
situation to open a braru h at Oiiindpvir on n temporary basis. The wair 
being over and things coining lau k to normal cojulitions, tlie branch college 
at Chandpur was to be liquiflatcfl frf>rn the coinmencemeni of the session 
1946-47. The people of (.‘iauulpur, tlie biggest trade centre of the district 
of Tipperah, at the junction of the* Mcghna and the Dakatia, with a popula- 
tion of 30,000 and 5 II, IL Schools in the town proper and 20 otlier H. E. 
Schools in the Sub-division, long f(dt the necessity for a eollcgo of their 
own. They took up the matter in right ('arnest wlien iho cjuestion of 
closing down of the Chandpur branch of the Cornilla Victoria Collogo camo 
up, and collected Rs, 1,34,500 besides a suitalilo plot of land for a now 
college. They had been giving substantial finanidal help to the branch 
college during loan days. The most important feature in the collection 
of funds for the collogo was the syst^om — compulsory monthly 

donation to the fund — self-imposed by the merchants which brought in 
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Bs. 1,400 per month. The organises of the college were therefore free 
from all financial anxiety, and approached the University for its afiiliation 
to the I. A. standard which the college received in 1946. The first-year 
class was started on its own site, after a temporary structure had been 
erected for tlio time being on the pucca floor of the abondoned military 
structures. The braiKdi of the Victoria College continued with the second- 
year class only during the session 1946-47.

FGTTON COLLEGE, GAUHATI 
Fn>sr Affiliation, 1901 

Short liistonj of its Kstablishfuent and Development 

The college was established in 1901 as a purely Oovornmeni Institution 
(luring the administration of 8ir Horry Cotton" after whom it has been 
naineil. The college continues to bo maintained and controlled by tho 
Govornmont of Assam. 

Originally started as a sooond-grado instituUon teaching up to tho 
F.A. standard it was housed in a building erected by Govermnent, at a 
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cost of over half a lakh of rupees. Tho short hisuory of the college is one 
of steady growth since its establishmenu due chiefly to the keen interest 
taken by Sir Lancelot Haro and Sir Archdalo Earle in extending its sphere 
of usefulness. In 1909 when Assan formed part of Eastern Bengal, B.A. 
and B.Sc. Classes wore first opened and a new Science block was added 
to the main building. Since 1912, when Assam was roconstitutod into a 
separate achninistration, the college has undergone farther expansion. 
Honours classes in differont branches of -study were opened in 1914 and 
numerous additions have boon made to moot increasing demands, two 
new jlocks having been added for tho exclusive aceonunodation of tho 
Arts Section. Tho collogo has large Science Theatres with well-equipped 
Chemical and Physical Laboratories, a good Library and two Common 
Rooms, ore for male and one for female students, provided with leading 
periodicals and newspapers. At a distance of half a mile from tho college 
there is a spacious playgrotmd entirely belonging to the* college and tho 
collegiate school. 

Building 

There are six buildings all equipped with electric lights and fans, pro- 
viding acoommodai/ion for about 600 Arts and 100 Science students. 

Laboratory 

There are well-equipped laboratories in Choiristry, Physics, Botany 
and Biology giving accommodation for more than hundred and forty 
Intermediate and thirty-five B.Sc. students in eac h of the l.Sc. and of the 
B.Sc. Classes, 

Tho Botany laboratory was shifted to I. E. 8. cjuarters where also 
the Botany Classes were held. Biology Classes were held in the I. E. 8. 
quarters No. HI. 

Library 

Tfore is a small but well-choson library (‘onsistiuiz of 10,840 volumes 
(1941-42). The Cojnmon Room is amply provi(h'd with tram«?s and maga- 
zines. zV room has been added to the library as Ji Roa.liog Room. 

Mosul 

(tennoctod with tho college and untler the control of tho Principal, 
there are six :sop;>rat(^ hostels for Hindus and rvlidaouf'daris under the 
suporvision and m uiagoment six resident superintendents. The eoll<‘go 
hostels hav^e accommodation for 483 boaixlers. 'The (*ost of living in tlu' 
hostel range.s from Rs. 10 to Rs. 11 aceonling to morket fluctuations. 
Tlioro is a medir-al oifice,r in charge of tho hostels who ].)v>ks after tho icmlth 
of the boarders. One hostel is reserved for (,!hristiiin, Hill Rara's, Maho- 
medan and Hindu students, witli a common '’Mes 

T/io American Baptist Mission have o|xa)ed f>rm hostel for the male 
sturi cat i on the Strand R<jad and another in the S.Uribari compound for 
girls. Sorao girl students also live in tho Panhazar Girls’ School Boarding.

There is a (J>llogo Magazine. Students’ Union exists. Excellent 
facilities for games are afforded.

St/. Edmund’s College was founded by Sir Arobdalo Earle, Cemmissioner 
of Assam, and was opened in 1010 witli a roll of 30 boys. The institute 
is designed mainly for tho odueation of youths according to tlio prireiplcs 
and doctrine of tho Catholic Churelj, but j:en-el;ri.stian students are alto 
admitted. 

Up to 1024 tho collogo had confined its attention to the Cambridge 
Senior and Higher Local Examinations. During those eight years, most 
of tlio candidates prosentixl for tlie Cambridge Exvaininations were sue* 
cessful. 

(’oiTunoncing with the year 103f>-37, tlio (‘ollege had been eftiliated up 
to B.A. and B.T. standards of the Calcutta University.

JAGANNATH BOROOAH COLLEGE, JORHAT, ASSAM 
First Affiliation, 1931 

Short History of its KstabliAunent and Develop tnent 

The initiation of the college was made p<»s>ihlo by the nuinificont gift of 
a commxiious building and site mtni^uring 15 bighas by Mr. Muralidhar 
Borooah, B.A., one of the leading PlaiiUns of Upper Assam. Tluv property 
was valued at Rupees one lakh and fifteen thousand. 

A coIlOp^o at Jorhat had Jong been a h(>]>e of the (Hlucated people, and 
the quick realisation of the projeet was du(> to the muriili(*(uico of Mr. 
Borooah and the willingness of some lo(*al M.A.’s to servo the college, with- 
out any remuneration in the initial stages. Mr. K. K. Haruliqui, M.A. 
(Cal. and Oxon.), who belongs to the Planting rornmiinity, accepted the 
offi of the Principal. It was noteworthy that the college was tho only 
Govornmmt-aidod private institution of the kind in Upper Assam. It 
is nam 'd after tho lato Rai Bahadur .lagannath Borooah, grandfathor 
of Mr. Muralidhar Borooah. 

Bnilding 

The college building which was extended is situated in tho best quarter 
of tlie town in an extonsivi? comf)ound. d'}:e building has a large jxutico 
and wclbprotoctcd vcu’andah.s suitable for liohling small classc's. A spacious 
new building has boon constnict<;d for tho B.A. and B.t'om. (dasoos.

GURUCHARAN COLLEGE, SILCHAR (ASSAM) 

Fiust Affiliation, July, 1935 
History of its Establishment a7\d Development 

Althoi^igh the increasing demand for Higlior Education in the District 
of Cachar and the want of a collogo at Silchar had long boon agitating the 
public mind it was not until Srimati Kiransasi Nag, a Hindu widow, an- 
nounced a ilonation of Rs. 10,000 (Rupees Ten Tliousand) in 1934 that 
public opinion began to crystallise in favour of a collogo. It is only fitting 
U) acknowledgo that Srijut Bislinu C. Do, B.A., a member of the Governing 
Body of the <*oll<'g<', worked coas^ilesrsly to shape local opinion to that end. 
And it was also pj'incipally duo to his elTorls tliat I ho interest of the bene- 
volent lady was evoked in tin scheme for a college at Silchar, to bo named 
aUer her husband, the late Babu Gurucharan Nag, in perpetuation of his 
memory. 

'file question of a suitable site and ready-made buiKling in a town like 
Silchar constit titctl a grave problem. But the generous oiler of Srijut 
Bramod .M. IJatta of Lakhai, Sylliet , the owner of a magiiilicont riverside 
bufigalow, one of t lu' biggest of its kind in this part of the country, to part 
wiili it for a nominal prico for tho purpose of tho coll('ge, provided a ready 
S(.)lution of tlie problem. 

Mr. K. Iv. Chanda, M.A., B.L.. although in rotiremoiu, readily accepted 
tlie oni(‘e of th(^ tJhairnuin of tho Body of promotius who ushercnl the college 
iiito oxisnmre, and continued in rlie same capacity until his death. Tho 
(juick realisation of sm’h an ambitious schemo was in no small metisuro duo 
also to tho willing co-operation of a few distinguished scholars of tho town 
who volunteered tlitur services to tho coIh>go without any remuneration 
and had actually undorlakon loct.uiv-work in different subjects at con- 
siderable inconvonienco to theinsolvos. Tho teaching staff of the college 
has siiKH) IxHm further reinforcoil by fresh appointmcuits. Mr. A. K. Chanda, 
Barristor-ai-Law, M.l-r.A. (Assitm), accepted tho Principalship of tho college 
in afi hofiorary capacity at its inception and continucxl to bo in charge 
of it for Homet imo d«cspito tho pressure of imiltifarious activities. 

Tho popularity that tho collogo achieved in tho very first year of its 
existonco is being more than maiutamod which naturally raises great 
expectations about its future (expansion, 

Govonupont woro pleased to grant tlio collogo an annual aid in appre- 
ciation of tho (joinmoiulablo solf-liolp sliown by this institution and parti- 
(iularly its endeavour to ff>ster growth of female education by arranging 
for the instruction of wonion at this college. 
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Building 

The colleg 3 buiipalow, once an imposing si>ructur€, ideally situated in 
the midst of picourosqiie sylvan surroundings on a magnihcent curve of the 
river Barak, on the opposite bank of Silchar and commanding a splendid 
view of the town with ios spacious halls, beautiful grounds and n any natural 
advantages, possessed by very few colleges, was practically swallowed up 
by the river in 1930. The collogo has, however, built up its now homo, 
perched on a hillock on the outskirts of the town amidst a sotting of pastoral 
scenery of exquisite beauty. The prevailing atmosphere is one of peace 
and tranquillity ; men and nature seem to have joined hands in investing 
this now home beauty hardly to be found in other institutions in tlio pro- 
vince. Designed in a gorgeous scale, the buildings are among tho laiid- 
iuarks of tho town of Silcliar and the valued assets of the whole province. 

Libranj 

There is a well-equipped Library witii a Reading Room attached to 
it. Presentations are being received aiul now books purchased ii> from 
time to time. It is earnestly hoped that tiie college will ere long possess 
a highe class library. Particular atiention is being paid lo the choici> of 
books in different subjects. The Cachar Nati\e Joint-block Company 
have paid a sum of Rs. 3,000 (Rupees Three Thousand), for tlio expansion 
of tho Library and similar donations are expected. 

Tho Students’ Common Room has boon quite adequately furnished. 
As it is very much in demand, efforts are beiiig made to ruudc'r it ar attrac- 
tive feature of the (jollogo. It is kept well-provided with a \ arioty of in- 
door games as also iuterosting and instructivo periodicals.

^ Short History of its Estdblishtnint ani Dcvdopni^^nt 

The St. Mary’s School for girls, uador the nianagoinout of tlio Sistors of 
Our Lady of the Missions was ostablistiod in 1915, and gradually worked 
up from a Primary Grade to a recognised High School. In 1933 appli- 
cations were made by a number of stu<lonts for admission into the l.A, 
Class but at that time no provision could bo made. The d.)mand for a 
B.T. College for girls necessitated the work taking an active form ; the 
college was built and sessions opened there in July, 1937. 

The aim of the college is to give to girls a sound education, one which 
thoy can impart to others and which will contribute to tlio happiness of 
tlio children thoy will teach, ifispire in tliom a love of Ueligion and Morality 
and fit them for the duties of their futviro life.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

A High English School for girls was started by tho Shillong public in 
1932, which was naraed after the wife of the then Provincial Governor late 
Sir Michael Keane. The Department of Education and the Shillong Muni- 
cipality also encouragod the von taro by granting aid to the growing ins- 
titution* Tho active sympathy and solicitude of Lady Keane who took 
a keen personal interest in tho institution proved a groat asset and good 
augury for its success. Doubts as to its stability were sot at rest, money 
flowed in from unexpected sources, enrolment increased and tho Institution 
became increasingly popular, 

Eacoui'agod by those happy results, the Maraging Committee of the 
school took in 1935 anotlier forward step and developed the school to 
tho status of an Intermediate College. 

Building 

Tho grant of a magnificent piece of land extending over 9 acres and 
centrally situated was obtained from the Govornrnont of India through 
the good ofTicos of Larly Keane. The buildings for tho accommodation 
of the college and attached hostel for 30 inmates wore constructed through 
public rnuninconco at a cost of about lls. 45,000, of which Rs. 20,000 was 
contributed by Rai Bahadur Rameswar Lai Saharia for a hostel, and 
Rs. 10,000 by Rai Baha<lur Nopat Rai Kadia for tho college building. 
A trust deed was cx.^cutod with the Director of Public Instruction, Assam, 
and tho Deputy Commissioner, Khasi and Jainti Hills, as ex-officio Trustees. 

This coilogo for girls was tlio piercer Instilution for girls in tho pro- 
vince of Assam. 

Hostel 

There is a beautiful Hostel attache<i to the college made possible by tho 
muniflcouco of Rai Bahadur Kam<>swar Lai Saharia wlio gave a donation 
of Rs. 20,000 and tho hostel was namisl in nitonory of his late mother 
Chaud Saliariaui. ft accommodates about 30 boanlors. A lady Professor 
is tho Suporiutondont and another hvly, tho Matron, looks after tho boarders. 

A liberal attitude characterises the hoarders in this Hostel, so that 
Hindu, Mahom nlan and Christian girls as well as Bengalis, Assamese and 
others reside together. 

Library 

There is a g()od <*oIlectioa of books in tho library, which is being cons- 
tantly added to. Tho library is used as tho StudouLs’ Common Room, 
whi?r(> English, Bengali and Assamese magazinos are kept. 

Ijdboratory 

As no arraug >inent for teaching Science has boon made, there is no 
laboratory attaehcxl to the coilogo. 

Extra-curricular ActiviUes 

There is a Stiulonta’ Union organised by the students with one of the 
ProfosHora os President, who moot from timo to time hnd carry on debate on 
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litarary and other subjects under th^ supervision and guidance of the 
Professors. The students havo started a magazine named the Lady Keane 
College Magazine edited by a student. It is bilingual being written in 
Bongali and English. Assameso articles also may bo published, if any 
is contributed* 

Soma of the students are members of the local Girl Guide. Arrange- 
ments have been made for providing the students with appliances for 
playing tennis, badminton, ping-pong and volley-ball.

Thu need of a separate Wonion’s College at Gauhati had long since 
boon keenly felt by the public of Gauhati : and it was by the mitiring zeal 
and sincere effort of Mrs. Rajbala Das, M.A., that the idea of establishing 
a Girls’ College was given a practical shape only in the year 1939. It 
must bo mentioned in tliis connect ion that Rai Bahadur Dr. Suryakiunar 
Blmyan, M.A., B.L., Ph.D. (Lorul.) and Dr. Jyotishchandra Das, B^Sc., 
M.B., L.M. (Dublin), and many other kind-hearted gentlemen of the town 
riMidtovRl a great help in this ideal work : and some qualified local gentle- 
nien of 1 h(* town kindly <‘ons(^uted to work as Lecturers purely on gratis 
at th<' tiriK^ of opening tlio college. 

Tfie coliego was formally opened on tlic 1811i of July of 1939. The 
college was first, designated as the Gauhati Girls’ Collogo but subsequently 
the name was changed to Rmlhakanta Handiquo Girls’ Coliego, Gauliati, 
after thi^ riarno of Rai Bahadur Radhalmnta Handiquo who made a princely 
donation of Rs. 15,073 only to the collogo on two different occasions. In 
addi*^ion to this amount, lie donated another sum of Rs. 5,000 in the year 
1941 for the purpo.se of the college building. He promised to make still 
another donation of Us. 28,350 for the construction of the college building 
and for opening the Science Classes up to I.Sc. standard in this coliego.

As far back as in 1932 tlio people of Jmphal felt the necessity of a college 
there, the place being 135 inil(\s away from the railway. The local students 
had to go to the (.'otton (\»lI<-go, Gauhati, or tlio M. C. College, Syllict, 
which were .situated at a distance of 150 miles or over. To remove this 
want, a provisional Gov(*rning Bo<ly wa.s fornuKl which included four 
membors of the State Durbar. It expected a fn'o gift of 28 acres of land 
from the Stat(' and Messrs. Sadasukh Mansiikhrai of Imphal, vohmteered 
to bear th(’ initial expenditure for erecting a suitable college building, 
provided the colh'gn was naiiRHl after the lati' Babu Sadasukli Sarangi, 
oiu' of the proprietors of tlu' tirm. Tlie Iddversity roeommended affiliation 
from 1933. but the Government of liongal n'fusetl to grant affiliation on 
the ground tliat tin' propo.sc'd i*olIego Iiad not the .sU}>port of His Highness 
tht> ilaliaraja of Mauipur and that the college could not hope to survive 
without tinancial ami other assistances from the State, 

The people continued tladr effort ami in 1939 obtained the promise of 
a financial help of Ks. 10,000 from Htu' Higlmc'ss the Maharani of Manipur 
and rt>sulvod to name the college after Her Highmss as Dhanamanjari 
Colh'ge. The l-nivor.sity again nn'ornmemleii affiliation of the college 
from 1040. Tla^ Government of Bengal refused to grant affiliation mainly 
on finaueial gi\)umls ])ut promiseti to grant affiliations, provided certain 
conditions were fullilled. The eolloge was linally affiliated to the I.A. 
stamlard with effect from 1946. Next year the eolloge applied for B.A. 
affiliation. On the re<'ommondation of the University the college received 
ext(msion of aOiliation to the ILA. .standard ami also in certain other subjects 
to the I.A. standard with ('fleet from 1948. The Manipur State took over 
the entire inanug<>mont of the college on ami ftom the 1st July, 1948. In 
Marcli, 1949, tlu' eolloge applied for I.Se. affiliation and also for extension 
of afliliation in certain other subjects to the B.A. (Pass and Honouis) 
standard.

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TbTs History of the foundation of the College is set out In the followinjc 
minute by Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C,SJ., M.A., D.L., D.Sc., Ph.D., 
F.R.A.S., F.R.S.E., F.A.S.B., when he was the Vice-Chan?ellor o! the Uni- 
versity : — “Tti 3 branch of our educational system which stands in need of the 
most undent and radical reform is that concerned with the teaching of Law 
for our Do'jjroi E’cairdnations. It is a noteworthy fact that wo have not got 
a single College devoted entirely to the study of Law as we have in the cases 
of Medicine and Engineering. When the University was founded in 1857, 
Law classes were abtach(3d to the Presidency College which was, in the main, 
an Arts (^3ll3g3. Tiie number of Law students was comparatively small, 
and the first Professors employed to teach Law wore men of considerable 
distinction. Ir 1861 the Government decided to attach Law classes to its 
Colleges at Hughli, Dacca, Krishnagar, Borhampur and Patna. In each 
case, a distinguished graduate in Law was appointed on a fixed monthly 
salary, and the best men available from the ranks of the then new batches 
of Law graduates wore engaged. Tho classes at all those Colleges were com- 
paratively small, and ilio teaching imparted was more or loss efficient from 
tho point of view of tho Law Regulations as they existed at tho time. In 
1869 similar Law cla;s.s('is wore attached to tho CollcgOB at Cuttack and 
Chittagong, and in 1880 Law cla.sses were attached to the College at Rajshahi. 
Up to the point of time wo have reached tho Law classes were attached only 
to Gov'ornmorit C.)lIcgo.s, a.orl tho fees charged were moderately high ; in tho 
case of the Prosidoncy College, tho fee was five rupees a month in the First- 
year class and ton rupees a month in tho Second and Third-year classes ; in 
the ('avn of oih'M* it was nowVicro less t ha!i five nippos a ironth.

18 at work, as th(^ Prtvsidoncy Colh'go have had no classes during more than 
twenty years. Tho Calcutta ColU>ges havo raised their fee from rupees 
throe to rupees four. In tho Mofussil Colleges tho foe ranges from rupees 
throe to rupees six. The classes overywhero in the past were more or less 
full buc tho College whioli had tho largest number on its rolls is the Ripon 
College. As regards the efficioiicy of these Colleges judged from tho point 
of viow of tho requiromonts of tli(3 New Regulations, only one opinion is 
possible : they aro nowhere near tho mark, and tho arrangemorts mado 
can, at tho best, bo regarded as nominal complianco with tho Rogulatioua, 
The system which has prevailed for many years past in most of tho Govern - 
m^nt Colleges in tho Mofussil, nain3ly, to pay tho La\V Lecturer the amount 
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of fees paid by the students, has been suicidal. To take one example in a 
Government College situated not very many miles from Calcutta, there was 
duiing the last session only one student, who paid five rupees a month, 
and for this sum a Government Pleader, who is the Law Lecturer, is supposed 
to have taken him tlirough a complete course of Law studios. In Calcutta, 
whore the numoer of students is very largo, the state of things has been 
just the opposite, and a successful endeavour has boon made to turn the 
Law cleisses into as lucrative a business as possible. Thf objocv has boon 
gained, practically, by an entire sacrifice of discipline. A class may hav(^ 
on its rolls 150 students ; the lecturer begins at the appointed time, say 
S o’clock in the morning, with a dozen students ; after he has lei^ lured 
for half an hour, students begin to drop in till the class becomes pretty full 
when the rolls are called. Proper continuity of work is hardly possible 
under such circumstances. The majority of the students have no books ; 
they do not intend to listen to the lectures ; very many of them are on?- 
ployed as teachers in schools or clekrs in offices, and their only anxiety is 
to get credit for attendance at a certain number of lectures as required by 
the University Regulations ; and it is by no means an unusual incident fu- 
a student to get himself marked ‘present’ a proxy. Not only are the 
majority of the students irregular and unpunctual in attendance not only 
IS attefidanco expressly for the purpose of colourable compliance with 
the . University Regulations — the same laxity charactorist s, in many 
instances, the payment of college foes which are often allowed to fall into 
arrears and are sometimes unrealised and lost to the college. All tliis 
laxity encourage 8 our graduates to enter themselves largely as Law^ students’, 
so that at some future tinr*o wffion occassion may arise or when they may 
find it converient, they may appear at the examination on the streugtii 
of their attendance at these lectures. This is manifestly contrary to the 
spirit of the Now’ Kogalatiors. The new^ University Regulations in Low’ 
contemplate a thorough training in all the subjects of the examination. 
The number of subjects has been increased by the irtroduction of important 
branches like Roman Law’, Theory of Legislation, Equity and English 
Law’ of Real Property. The number of lectures to bo delivered, to cover 
the course, is considerably in excess of what was required under the Old 
RogulationvS. Students are required to attend Moot Courts w’here legal 
problems are discussed by them under the Presidtuicy of tohir Professor 
as judge. This can bo done with profit and instruction, only if the students 
have been taken in small batches and taught by their teachers to study 
and analyse cases and to deduce legal principles from a first liand study 
of irnportant judicial decisions. Then again, in the examination undiT 
the Now Regulations, 40 per cert, of the marks are to bo allotted to the 
solution of questions fran od witli a view’ to tost tho ability of candivlatos 
to apply tlie more important legal principles to concrete cases. Tho 
Rogulptions provide not only that full credit is to be givon for welbroasoncd 
answeroa to such questions, oven though tho conclusions happen to differ 
from tho view taken in decided cases, but also that no crexiit shall bo givon 
for bare answers unsupported by arguments. All tliis implies a far more 
thorough training than can bo obtairod by rrero attondanco at lectures 
delivered to large cla^wes of students. Indeed, the Regulations assumn 
a thorough groundirg in legal principles, and a systematic study of illus* 
trativo cases such as can bo pursueci only in a good Law Library and under 
tho guidance of an efficient teacher phicod in charge of a limited number 
of students. From the point, of view of tho Now Regulations, not one of 
the Law classes car consequently protend to mako any approach to officiorcy. 
No college has a good Law Library or a sufficient number of teachers. 
No attempt is macle to enforce discipUao among the students. Tho Bengal 
Education Department has realised this, ancl I understand that tho Law 
classes attached to all tho Govornraont colleges in Bengal will be closed 
from tho beginning of the curront session. Tho Government of Eastern 
Bengal and Assam haVe also realised the situation, and tho Law classes 
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abbaohed to the Government colleges in the Province will shortly be closed, 
and will be replaced by a Law School at Dacca, a proposal for the affiliation 
of which will be submitted to the University by the Director of Public 
Instruction. So far as the private colleges out of Calcutta are concerned, 
they cannot possibly satisfy the requirements of the Regulations. So 
far as the private colleges in Calcutta are concerned, the authorities of 
Bangabasi College have already intimated to the University that they have 
decided to discontinue the Law classes from the beginning of the ensuing 
session. So far as the Metropolitan Institution and the City College arc 
concerned, neither of them makes a substantial profit upon the Law classes 
and if their Law classes are closed, the financial position of the Colleges 
would not be seriously affected. As regards the Ripon College with which 
I shall deal later on the case is different : this particular College effects a 
substantial saving upon the Law classes, a portion of which is apparently 
absorbed in the mairtonance of the Arts Department. If the Law classes 
in the Ripon College are closed, it would mean a substantial loss to the 
Proprietor. As I have already stated however, none of the existing Law 
classes is efficient from the point of view of the New Regulations, and 
I am not prepared to concede that these Law classes should be allowed 
to exist either for the mainteranco of the Arts classes or for the profit of 
the Proprietors. Under Section 7, Chapter XIX of the Regulal^ons, the 
University is called upon to submit the case of each college to the Govern- 
ment of India and I fool no doubt that neither the Syndicate nor the Senate 
can, with any sense of self-rospocd, recommend the continuarco of the 
present system which has boon a serious blot on our educational methods 
for many j^ears past . I invito the University, therefore, to face the situation, 
and refuse to countenance any longer wliat has hitherto prospered under 
the name of h'gal education. The only solution of the situation is to 
close all the Law classes and for the University to found a Law College 
like the Law Coll<%ni in Madras, Bombay and Allahabad. Th(^ Law Colleges 
in tho other provinces are owned a»id maintained by Government ; the 
Law College proposed by mo will, howca or, a University College, though 
we may thankfully accept any aul which the Government may give. I 
do not desire it to bo understood, however, that I claim any monopoly 
for tlio Univ^ersity Law College I have already stated there will be a 
similar Law School, though on a smaller scale, at Dacca and, I trust, that 
at no distant date there may bo a well-equipped Law School for Bchar 
nt Bankipur. It is not inconcoivablo also that with liberal endowments 
a Law College may be established in some other part of tho province. But 
wlienover or wherever such an institution may he established and whoever 
maintain it, tho essential condition for its affiliation to the University 
must bo that it is a bona fide centre of legal education. 

The ab ivn Minute wa^: considered by tht^ Syndicato at their meeting 
on tlie 4th July, 11)08, when the following Resolution was adopted: — 

“ That tlio Syndicat-e recommend to tho Senate that a University 
Law Collcg(^ bo os.ablishod and that tho Syndicato bo authorised to appoint 
a Proviasional Committeo to organise it.” 

Tho Minute was also considered by the Faculty of Law at a apocial 
meeting held on tho 14th of July, 1908, when the following motion was 
carried : — 


Standard of Affiliation 

“ That tho Faculty do record its opinion that for the promotion of legal 
e<lacation of students for degrees in Law, it is desirable to establish a 
Utiiversity Law College, to servo as a model College, but not so as to create 
a monopoly, oitlior gonoral or local.” * 
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Date of First Affiliation 

On the 21sb July, 1908, upon the motion of the Hon’ble the Vice- 
Chancellor, the Senate unanimously accopted the recommendation of 
the Syndicate and the Faculty of Law that a University Law College be 
established. This resolution of the Senate subsequently received the 
sanction of the Governor-General in Council on the 25th August, 1908, and 
the college was formally affiliated to the University in Law with effect 
from July, 1909.

College Scholarships and Prize 'f 
LL.M. 

'Two .s(’h;»larsiiips of Ks. 30 each per month have been established for 
the oncourageniont of LL.M. studies in the College. 

LL.B. 

There are sixteen scholarships of Ils. 12 a mouth, each tenable for 
one year. Four of those are open to competition among the students 
of tho First-year class, six among the students of the Second-year Class 
and six among tho students of tho Third-year Class. The scholarsliips 
in the Fii'st-yoar Chiss are awarded upon tho results of tho College test 
which is hold usually in tho month of December. Of tho six scholarships 
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in the Second-year Class, four are awarded upon the results of the Preli- 
rainary Examination in Law held in June and two upon the results of 
the same examination in December, and of the six scholarships in the 
Third-year Class, four upon the results of the Intermediate Examinafton 
in Law held in June and two upon the results of the same examination 
in December. All these scholarships take retrospective effect from Juno 
and December respectively. 

Fourteen scholarships of Rs. 12 a month, each tenable for one year, 
are also awarded from the ondowrnont established by the late Maharaja 
Manindrachandra Nandi of Cossimbazar. Six of those are open to com- 
petition among tho students of the First-year Class, four among the students 
of the Second-year Class and four among tho students of tho Third-year 
Class. Students, who have graduated from tho Krishnath Collogo, Bor- 
hamporo, will have a proforontial claim to those scholarships. • But no 
scholarship will be awarded to a studont who has not satisfactorily ac- 
quitted himself at the University or College Examination, as tho case 
may be. 

Students must obtain 50 per cent, of the marks in tho Compotitivo 
Examination in order to bo eligible for any of tho scholarships granted 
by the College. In case there are not sufficient deserving candidates as 
mentioned above, the scholarships may be awarded at tho Competitive 
Examination to be held next year. 

In addition to the scholarships referred to above, four prizes, called 
Sir Asutosh Mookerjee Law Prizes, are awarded amuially to meritorious 
students of the University Law Collegia Two prizes of tho value of Rs. 
45 and Rs. 40 respectively, consisting of law books, are awartled to two 
Second-year students on the results of tho Preliminary Law Examination 
held in Jimo. Tw'o other prizes of tho respective value of Rs. 45 and 
Rs. 40 are awarded to two Third-year students on tho results of the Inter- 
mediate Examination in Law held in Juno. Studi'uts wIjo are entitled 
xmder tho University Regulations \o secure prize of b(H)ks from t}i(» Uni- 
versity oil tho results of tho sairu) examinations v ill not bo eiigiblo to 
receive the above prizes. 

University and Government Prizes, Medals and Exhilitions 

The following scholarships, prizes and medals are awarded annually 
by the Univwsity and tho Govornnuait on tho results of tho Law Exa- 
minations : — 

1. Maharaja Sir J. M. I'agore (ioM and Silver Medals are ojHm to 
competition among candidates, wlu> shall have attended 75 jier cemt. of 
tho lectures of the Tagore Law Prob'ssor for tho year in which the exa- 
mination shall be held. In order to bo c'ligiblo for the Gold Medal a candi- 
date must have obtained at least 6(3 per eont. c)f tho total marks and in 
order to bo eligible for tlie Silver Modal a eandidato must liave obtained 
at least 50 per cent, of tho total marks. 

2. Parbaticharan Ray Gold M<Mlal is awarded to tho student who 
stands first at the Intermediate Law Examination held in Juno and Decem- 
ber. 

3. On the results of the Final Law Examinations hold in Juno and 
December, a scholarship known as tho Prusannakumar Tagore Law Scholar- 
ship of tVie value of Rs. 20 per month tenable for six months is awarded 
by tho Director of Public Instruction, West Bengal, to tho two best Law 
students of the year. 

4. Kedarnath Banerjeo Gold Modal of tho value of Rs. 100 is awarded 
to the student who stands first at the Final LL.B. Examination, if there 
bo no LL.D. or LL.M. in the particular year. 

6. Ritchie Prize. — An annual prize of books to the value of Rb. 50 
is awarded to the can<^dato who obtains the highest number of marks 
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in tho examination for the Degree of Bachelor in Law, out of the endow- 
ment made to perpetuate tho memory of the late Hon’ble William Ritchie, 
Vice-Chancellor of the University and Advocate-General of Bengal.

Migration of Students from other Universities 

Students are admitted on migration from other Universities. But 
they are required to obtain previous permission of the Vico-Chaacellor 
and Syndicate of the Calcutta University. For this purpose it Ls essential 
that they should procure the following documents, to avoid disappoint- 
ment ; — 

(а) B.A., B.So., B.Com. or B.E. Diploma or in the absence of the 
Diploma, an authentic cortificato to the effect that the Degree has been 
taken. 

(б) Migration Certificate from his own University permitting him 
to continue his sbudi<^s under another University. 

(c) INIatriculation Cortiticat(^ showing his ago at the time of admission 
to the same or corresponding examination. 

Ho will also be required to pay Rs. 20 as Migration foe. As it takes 
time to obtain the sanction of the Vico-Chancollor and Syndicate, students 
are strictly advised to apply through the Principal, not later than the 
first week of Juno, to enable them to secure iimoly admiasion in tlio first 
term. 

Residence of Stmlents 

Every student who does not n'side with his parent or other legpl guar- 
dian, or guardian approved by the Principal of his college, shall reside 
either in his College Hostel or in a lodging approv^ed by his college. 

Any student making a false declarations, in respect of the guardiarship 
undor which he is living, shall bo punished by the Principal of his college, 
who will deal with the offence as occasion requires. Students will fill 
up the Residence Form supplioil by the Collt'go Ofheo on or before 1st 
August. 

The Hardings Hostel 

The University Law College maintains a fully equipped Hostel for 
students reading in the college undor Chapter XXIV (7) of the Calcutta 
University Regulations. There is accommodation for the residence of 
1()5 students.

First Recognition, 1926 

Tho college at Santiniketan is one of the various institutions of Visva- 
Bhara i, founded by Sjt. Rabindranatli Tagore, N.L., D.Litt., at Santi- 
iiiketan, Birbhum, Bengal. Visva-Bharati has grown out of tho school 
started by Tagore in the year 1901 on tlu^ foundation of the a^hrama 
(named Santiniketan) which owed its inception to his father Maharsi 
Dobendranath Tagore. “ Tho aim of Visva-Bharati,” in Tagore’s own 
words, “ is to acknowledge tho best ideal of tho present age in the centre 
of her educational mission. Tlie first thing which must occupy our atten* 
tier is to concentrate in this institution tho different cultures of the Ea^t. 
With tho realisation of tho ancestral wealth of our own culture, comes bur 
responsibility to offer our sacrifices to tlio hig))est trutli of man.*’ 

“ All tliat is great and true in humanity is ever waiting at our gate 
to be invited. Visva-Bharati is India’s invitation to the world, her offer 
of sacrilict^ to the highest truth of man.” 

TIh' institution is situated abotit a hundred miles from Calcutta and 
is at a distaiKH) of a mile and a half from Bolpur — a station on tlie Loop 
line of the East Indian Railway. It is remote from the distractions of 
town life and yet within easy reach of the stimulating activities of an 
intolloctual centre. A quiet spot in tho middle of open country with wide 
open plains stretching to the horizon on all sides, Santiniketan has about 
it an aliuosphero of spiritual serenity which along with its peculiar features 
attrmds students not only from every part of India but also from other 
parts of Asia and Europe. 

Tho institution is residential. A limiteyi number of day scholars are 
admitted. There are separate hosUds for boys and girls. 

There are extensive play grounds where boys and girls have separate 
facilities for playing various games, foreign and indigenous. 

The Library has a rich collection of books and periodicals and manus- 
cri]ds which are at t he disposal of the studorts who are given every possible 
assistance in their seminar atudk's. 

Tho number of students being very limited in each class individual 
attention is possible. 

Tho oxtra-aca<lomie curriculum include painting, drawing, music, 
dancing, sloid, wemving, cmfts, and training in social and economic survey- 
ing under export guidance. Students are encouraged to take the above 
subjects according to their taste and talent. 

Tho Art Museum, Seasonal Festivals, Musical and Dramatic Perfor- 
mances are to stimulate tho creative talents of the students. 

Eminent men including scholars and artists of different countries often 
visit Santiniketan, and give talks on various topics. The students have 
the opportunity of coming in personal contact with them. 

♦ The Institution has since been reorganised as an University by 
an Act of Central Legislature. 
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The Visva-Bharati Institute of Rural Reconstruction at Santiniketan 
which is at a distance of a mile and a half from Santinikotan provides faci- 
lities for a close touch with the village life and its problems. The social and 
economic survey of the neighbouring villages is generally organised by 
this department of Visva-Bharati. 

The corporate life of the students grows through the various social 
functions, picnics and excursions. 

The institution has its own Power House, Water-Works, Co-operative 
Store and an indoor liostipal exclusively for its residonts. 

Admissionrn 

Candidates for admission are required to produce an official certificate 
of good character from the institution they attended last. 

, A limited number of scholarships and stipends aro granted to poor 
and deserving students, for which applications aro 'to bo made in the 
prescribed form. 

West Bengal Government scholarships are tenable. 

Students attending this institution aro allowed the privilege of appear- 
ing at the I. A., I.Sc. and B.A. Examinations of this University as non- 
collegiate students. The following subjects are taught : —

ALFRED CLARKE EDWARDS SCHOLARSHIP 

Mossrs, Powell, Skues and Graham Smith, Solicitors, London, in their 
letter, date<i thr^ 9th June, 1912, intimate<l Mrat under th«^ Will of Mr. 
Alfnxl Clarke Edwards, formerly Regiatrar of this University, an amount 
of £ 2,206-15-8 was due to this University which they undertook to send 


*A Silver Medal out of the value of the modal* 
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hy a cheque, on return of an account enclosed with their letter, duly signed. 
It was also stated that they could cable the amount, if the University 
so desired, after deducting the usual cost. 

It was stated that the University should allow th em to retain ^3.3 
to cover their expenses and if that was agreed to, the balance duo to the 
University would bo reduced to 2,203-12-8, if however, this was not 
conceded, they would send the full amount. 

A copy of the Clause 5 of the Will was forwarded wherein mention 
was made of the fact of founding a scholarship by the University which 
should be called “ The Alfred Clarke Edwards Scholarship,” without any 
other details. 

Th ' Will runs as follows: — 

V. In the event of the funds settled by me upon my marriage with 
iny said dear wifo^hy an Indenture dated the second day of December, 
One thousand nine hundred and eleven and made between myself of the 
first part and the Public Trust(‘e of the? third part becoming either in 
possession or reversion part of my general estate and subject to disposition 
by this my Will. Then subject to the trusts powers and provisions in the 
said lnd(uiturc'- contained and to the powers by law vested in the Public 
Trusti^e and to (n^(‘ry (^xen-Lse of sucli respectiv’o powers I he*roby give 
beepKUith and ay^poifit one-fourth part of my interest in the funds settled 
by the said Indiaiture of Setthunent or in the stock or seciirit^s for the 
tiinf^ bi'ing r<^])resenting the same after the decease of the said Isabella 
Lupton Edwards subject to a duo proportion of the Estate Duty payable 
in respect of such fund and to all other death or succession duties or deduc- 
tions ]^ayaf)le out of’ or in resyx'ct thereof to tlie Warden or liector and 
^Scholars of the Collegtj of the Blessed Mary and All Saints Lincoln in the 
University of Oxford and commonly called Lincoln College that is to say 
to Lincoln Colleg(» Oxford (of which College I held a Scholarship when 
I was a stiuitait there) to found a College Prize which Priz.o may if tho 
said College pleasc*s be called “ The Alfred Clarke Edwards Prize ” to 
bo awanied by the said Lincoln Colh'ge and I give bequeath and appoint 
the nunaining thn'e fourths of my said reversionary interest in tli« said 
fund or in tht* stocks or s<'curiiies for the time being represtmting the same 
subject to the like duties to the University of Calcutta, India (of which 
luiiversity I was for sonauina^ Kegistrar) to found a Univoi'sity Scholar- 
ship which may if the said University ple;istvs bo called “ The Alfi’ed Clarke 
Edwards Sclioiarshij) " to ))e awarded by the said University of Calcutta. 

.Vc/c. -Ml’. A. C. Edwards was tho Ri'gistrar of this Uiiiv’ersity for 
the piaioil from Mr. Etlwards died on lOth July, 1916. His 

wife Mrs. Edwartls <lied on the 24th June. 1940. As they had no issue, 
urak'r the terms of the Will, the amount, viz., i* 2,206-15-8 reverted to the 
Imiversity.” 

4 he Solicitors wen* asked to send the amount loss tho cost by cable and 
the matter was ie})orlcd to the Senate foi- approval on 26th Septem- 
b<*i% 1942. , 

A sum of Hs. 29,331-9-0 (ecpjivalent to 1* 2,203-13-9) was subsequently 
reccMvcii, under tla* terms of th<' Will of the late Mr. Alfred Clarke Edwards, 
formerly Hegistrar of this University, through the Imperial Bank of India, 
Calciit la. 

Tho amount was invested in 31 per cont. G. P. Notes (Item No, 3 of 
Hyndicati', ilated tho 2<*llh Soptombor, 1942). 

Tho following rules woi\> approved by the Syndicate on 17th January, 
1953 : - 

J'ho scholarship, to oalloH tho Alfrtxi Clarke Edwards Scholoi^hip, 
shall Ik 5 annually awardeni by the Syndicate on the results of the BA. 
and B,Sc. Honours Examinations, 
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The value of the scholroship shall be Rs. 50 per month and it will bo 
tenable for two years. 

The conditions of the award shall bo as follows : — 

{i) It will be awarded to the candidates who possess the B.A. or 
B.Sc. Examination with Honours securing the highest number of marks 
on the combined results of the B.A. and B.Sc. Examinations in the Honours 
subjects only. 

(u) He vmdertakes to prosecute a regular course of study for the 
degree of Master of Arts or Science, as the cose may bo, for full period 
of two years. 

As a condition for the continuance of the scholarship the scholar must 
produce at the end of every three months from the Head of his Institutionr 
a certificate of good conduct, diligence and satisfactory progress in his 
studies. 

If a scholar discontinues his studies ho will be Hable to refund the 
whole of the amount dra%vn by him unless the Syndicate for any reaison 
considered satisfactory by them exempts the candidate from the operation 
of this clause.

SIB CBLARUCHANDRA GHOSH MEMORIAL FUND 

The Hon’ble the Chief Justice, Bengal, addressed to the Vice-Chancellor 
re the Sir C. C, Ghosh Memorial Fund : — 

The following is an extract from the letter : — 

I am glad to inform you that the member’s of the Committee of the 
Sir C. C. Ghosh Memorial Fund have accepted the scheme put forward 
in your letter and are willing to hand over the entire fund to the properly 
constituted Trust eos of the Calcutta Imiversity for the pui*pose of orga- 
nising a course of lectures of peremiial interest to be delivered e\'ory other 
year by some well-known lawyer or jurist of the country and the awarding 
of a prire on the results of a competitive examinatioii to be held on the 
theme of the lectures. 

Tiler# is standing to the credit of the fund 3J% Government Seen-- 
rities, 1947-;)0 of the face value of Rs. 5,800 and Rs. 826-0-1 derived from 
interest (as on July 1, 1945) in the current account with the Impeiial 
Bank of India. 

Note , — The abov'e letter is in reply to a letter from the V^iee-Chancellor 
on the subject. The following is an extract from tlie Vice-Chancellor’s 
letter ; — ' 

With the income fetched by 3|% Government Securities of the face 
value of Rs. 500 it will be possible to organise eveiy sei’ond year a course 
of lectures on legal topics of current or perennial interest to b<> deliveiod 
by some well-known lawyer or jurist of the country. The lectureship 
will be named after Sir Charu Chundor. Thejo are already two or three 
such lectureships on non-legal subjects under the University, which are 
all highly popular. ^ 

It will not be po.«sible to induce any lawyer of some standing to under- 
take tl)e task with one year’s income from the endowjnent. 'I'he two years’ 
incoxrje may give a fair value for, say, three k‘ctures. 

At the .same tim<?, on the lines now followed uialer th(^ 'fugore I.,aw 
Foundation, a prize also to be named after Sir ('haru Clumdc r may bo 
awarded on the result.s of a competitive examination to be held on the 
theme of the lectures with question.s set by tlu^ lecturer himsf4f. That 
would require at least another Rs. 1,000. 

If the trustees l>e prepared to phice Government Sceinitics worth 
Rs. 6,000 at the disposiil of the University, then I think rny idea may ho 
given full efh’ct to. 

The endowment was accepted with thanks by the Syndieate on 3rd 
August, 1945. 

THie following rules were approved by tho Syndicate on 17th January, 

1963 

(i) Sir Charuchandra Ghosh .Memorial LM*,turor. 

The lecturer shall be appointed every 2 yeJrs by thn Syndicate on the 
recommendation of a Special Comraitt^^e consisting of the Vice-Chancellor 
and two members to la? appointed by tho Syndicate to deliver a cours<» of 
at least 3 lecRircs on legal topics of cuiTent aiul perennial inton^st. 

^rhe Special Committee after .such enquiiy as umy <l(Hun fit shall not 
later than 31st August draw up a report rocomnrending th<' name of an 
eminent jurist or lawyer of the country and specifying tho subject or 
subjects of his lectures. 

The Honorarium of the lecturer shall be Rs. 250 which will ho paid 
only after tho lectures have bcjcn dolivercHl and the lecturer has delivered 
to the University a complete copy of tho lecture in a form really for pub*- 
lication. 
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The lectures shall be published by the University as early as possible, 
the cost being met from the income of the Fund, if available or by the 
University. The sale proceeds of the lectures after defraying the cost, 
shall bo paid to the lecturer, in whom the copyright of the lectures shall 
vest. 

No person who has been appointed a Lecturer shall be re-appointed 
before the lapse of 3 years. 

If in any year no suitable candidate is found the appointment of an 
additional lecturer may be made in a subsequent year, the honorarium 
of the Additional Lecturer being met from the savings of the previous 
year.

One foreign scholarship to bo called tho ‘ Ramgopal Ghosh Scholar- 
ship ’ shall be maintainc'd out of the incomo of the endowment to enable 
graduates of the Univ^ersity to go abroad for the purpose', of acquiring 
further knowledge in any branch of applied Science, Engineering or Techno- 
logy. It will be tenable for one year. 

The value of the scholarship will bo Rs. 2,900 and it will be awarded 
every tw’o years to a candidate who must bo of Bengali parentage pre- 
ference being always given to Hindus. 

Candidates for the scholarship must l>e science graduates and must 
satisfy tho University as to his financial position to moot tho balance of 
the expenses of his training abroad and for his passage. 

By tho 15th December in the year previous to that in which the scholar- 
ship is to 1x5 awarded tho Registrar shall in/ito by advortisernont applica- 
tions for the scholarship, which must be submitted to him not later than 
tho Ist of February following. 
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The application of every candidate must set forth precisely the insti- 
tution in Europe, America or Japan in which, if selected to the scholar- 
ship, he intends to study, as also the particular branch of Science, Engi- 
neering, or Technology in which he desires to specialise. 

Candidates for the scholarships shall submit to the Registrar, along 
with their applications ; — 

(a) Certificates for their good conduct from persons of respectability 
and position with whom they may be acquainted. 

(b) Certificates of their physical capacity to undergo the course of 
life and study which they will have to follow in the country to which 
they intend to proceed, signed or countersigned by a medical man holding 
a degree or diploma of a recognised British or Indian University or Licensing 
Body. 

The applications shall be considered by a Committee of the Syndicate 
consisting of the Vice-Chancellor and three other members and the scholar- 
ship shall bo awarded by the Syndicate on the recommendation of the 
Committee. 

Every scholar shall, within four weeks of his arrival at the selected 
place of study, forward a report to the Registrar countersigned by the 
proper authorities, showing (a) the course of study he proposes to follow, 
(6) the arrangements made for his residence, supervision and control. 
Any departure from the conditions to study and residence tlj,us reported 
shall bo duly intimated by the scholar for the approval of the Syndicate. 

P^very scholar shall at the end of each term at the Institution where 
he prosecutes his studios, forward to the Registrar a certificate from the 
proper authorities, showing that his residence, conduct and the progress 
in study have been satisfactory during the term. The continuance of 
the st'holarship shall depend upon the regular production of such certi- 
fical os. 

PA'cry scholar will bo liable to forfeit his scholarship, who, not being 
disal)lt‘(l by illness or prevented by any oftier cause which the Syndicate 
may deem sufii(‘ient, fails to comploto his studies in accordance with the 
terms iuid conditions sot out in his application. If a scholarship be for- 
feited llii' scliolar will be further liable to refund the amount, already 
paid to liim. 

Subject to duo eomplianco witlt the above conditions, the allowance 
will be forwurtled quarterly in 4ulva.ne,(^ by the Registrar free of all charges, 
to chief (H)nt rolling authority of the rnstitution where the scholar prose- 
cutes his studies for payment to him. 

If howevei’ in any yt.'ar the Committee abo\*o referred to is of opinion 
that uoiK' of the ap[)licants is suitable for the award no awaid shall be 
made. The amount of tlio scholai'siiip or any part thereof may in such 
a ease he \iiilised by the Syiidicato in paying the cost of ptvsaage to a scholar 
who has been already granted a foreign scholarship by the University 
or any outside body.
